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PREFACE. 

While  the  last  volume  of  the  Archives  was  passing  through  the 
press,  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  was  so  fortunate  as  to  discover 
two  volumes  of  original  Council  Records  of  which  no  copies  are  known 
to  exist,  and  which  are  therefore  of  the  highest  importance.  They  had 
been  removed  from  Annapolis  certainly  more  than  thirty  years  ago, 
and  were  discovered  almost  by  accident. 

Our  regular  series  of  Council  Records  broke  off  in  1674  (the  record 
for  the  three  or  four  previous  years  having  been  very  fragmentary),  after 
which  there  was  a  void  of  eighteen  years  in  the  original  journals.  This 
void  we  were  partly  enabled  to  fill  by  the  discovery  of  a  copy  of  a 
Council  Book  for  the  years  1 686-1 689  preserved  in  the  Public  Record 
Office,  London,  of  which  the  Society  had  a  transcript  made,  which  has 
been  printed  in  the  Archives.  This  however  still  left  a  gap  of  twelve 
years,  which  we  bridged,  imperfectly,  but  as  far  as  was  then  in  our 
power,  by  copies  of  papers  belonging  to  that  time,  preserved  in  the 
English  Record  Office. 

The  recent  discovery,  however,  enables  us  almost  completely  to 
restore  the  record  of  those  years. 

It  was  not  possible  to  include  the  contents  of  both  these  books, 
aggregating  900  closely-written  pages,  in  a  single  volume  of  our  series; 
it  has  therefore  seemed  advisable  to  divide  them.  The  present  volume 
contains  about  one-half  the  entire  copy,  and  is  thus,  of  necessity,  smaller 
than  the  preceding  volumes. 

The  following  is  a  calendar  of  these  newly-found  books. 

Council  Books. 

Liber  (unnamed).  A  small  folio  bound  in  sheep  and  paged,  con- 
taining 351  pp.  and  14  pp.  index.  Forty-three  pages  are  missing  at 
the  beginning  (lost  before  the  book  was  bound)  and  pp.  48-49  torn  out 
after  binding  ;  otherwise  the  book  is  in  fair  preservation,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  leaves  slightly  torn  at  the  tops.  The  writing  is  a 
compact  and  legible  court-hand. 

Text,  as  we  have  it,  begins  with  a  commission  to  William  Burges. 
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Council  Proceedings  begin  March  23,  1677/8,  and  end  April  3,  1683. 
In  the  following  text  this  volume  is  referred  to  as  Liber  R. 

Liber  RR  and  RRR.  Two  books  bound  in  one  small  folio,  sheep, 
perfect,  and  in  excellent  order.  Containing  altogether  548  pp. 
Lib.  RR  contains  pp.  1-197.  It  begins  with  a  commission  of  Cecilius, 
Lord  Baltimore,  to  his  son  Charles  as  governor,  dated  Dec.  8,  167 1, 
followed  by  other  documents.  Follow  records  of  Councils  held  Deer. 
13,  1671,  Jany.  4,  1671/2,  Oct.  3,  1672,  Dec.  12,  1672,  April  30,  1673, 
Nov.  17,  1673,  and  continuing.  It  closes  with  a  Council  meeting  of 
July  7,  1683,  followed  by  four  blank  pages.  Liber  RRR  begins  with  a 
new  paging,  1-320,  and  27  pp.  index.  The  text  opens  with  the  oath 
of  a  Justice  of  the  Provincial  Court,  followed  by  a  Council  of  Nov.  11, 
1683,  and  ends  with  a  proclamation  of  March  5,  1685/6. 

The  time  covered  by  the  present  volume  was  one  of  disquiet  and 
apprehension.  The  northern  Indians  were  restless,  and,  without  enter- 
ing into  a  general  war,  seem  to  have  been  harassing  the  tribes  to  the 
south  of  them.  The  Senecas,  especially,  had  been  pressing  hard  on 
the  Susquehannoughs,  who,  having  been  much  reduced  in  numbers  by 
an  epidemic  of  small-pox,  were  no  longer  able  to  maintain  themselves, 
and  fell  back  into  southern  Maryland  into  the  lands  formerly  occupied 
by  the  Pascattoways  on  the  Potomac.  Predatory  bands,  apparently 
recruited  from  various  tribes,  like  the  free  companies  of  the  fourteenth 
century,  roamed  about,  doing  miscellaneous  mischief.  Either  one  of 
these  bands,  or  else  a  strong  party  of  the  Senecas,  followed  the  retreat- 
ing Susquehannoughs,  and  either  these  or  the  Susquehannoughs 
themselves  did  considerable  damage  in  both  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
Several  whites  were  murdered  in  both  provinces.  The  Virginians, 
rightly  or  wrongly,  attributed  these  murders  to  the  Susquehannoughs, 
who  had  established  themselves  in  an  old  Indian  fort ;  and  in  Sep- 
tember, 1675,  a  force  under  Col.  John  Washington  joined  a  body 
of  Marylanders  under  Major  Thomas  Truman,  and  invested  the  Sus- 
quehannoughs in  their  fort.  The  chiefs  were  invited  to  a  parley,  and  a 
number  of  them  came  out,  who  averred  that  the  murders  were  done  by 
the  Senecas,  that  they  themselves  were  fast  friends  of  the  English,  and 
in  proof  they  exhibited  a  Maryland  medal  with  its  gold-and-black 
ribbon,  which  had  been  given  them  by  Governor  Calvert  as  a  token  of 
amity  and  a  protection.  According  to  the  statement  of  Truman,  who 
was  afterwards  brought  to  a  reckoning  for  his  share  in  this  affair,  the 
Virginians  could  not  be  restrained,  and  seizing  five  chiefs  who  had 
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come  out  to  the  parley,  tomahawked  them  all.  Tomahawked  they 
certainly  were,  when  they  had  come  out  under  assurance  of  safety. 

The  consequences  of  this  atrocious  breach  of  faith  were  disastrous. 
The  friendly  Indians  lost  confidence  in  the  colonists ;  suspicious  goings- 
on  were  observed  among  them  ;  emissaries  from  the  northern  Indians 
came  down  ;  predatory  bands  made  sudden  forays  upon  isolated  planta- 
tions from  Cecil  to  St.  Mary's;  and  a  general  uneasiness  pervaded  the 
province. 

The  Susquehannoughs  who  had  remained  in  the  fort  at  the  time  of 
the  massacre,  held  out  until  their  provisions  were  spent,  and  then 
made  their  escape  by  night,  and  going  southward  through  Virginia, 
left  a  wide  track  of  mischief  behind  them,  and  terrorised  the  whole 
province,  out  of  which  grew  Bacon's  rebellion. 

In  these  troubles  the  Pascattoways,  Mattawomans,  and  other  friendly 
Indians,  had  given  what  assistance  they  could  to  the  whites,  thus  draw- 
ing upon  themselves  the  wrath  of  the  hostiles ;  and  as  they  were  weak, 
many  measures  had  to  be  taken  for  their  protection. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1675,  Cecilius,  Lord  Baltimore,  died,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Charles,  his  only  son,  who  was  then  in  Maryland. 
Charles,  finding  it  necessary  to  take  a  voyage  to  England,  appointed 
his  young  son  Cecilius  Governor,  and  Jesse  Wharton  Deputy  Governor, 
in  the  Proprietary's  absence,  with  instructions  that  if  Wharton  should  be 
in  danger  of  death,  he  should  appoint  Thomas  Notley  to  succeed  him. 
Wharton  was  probably  in  ill  health  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  for 
in  about  a  month  he  nominated  Notley  as  his  successor,  and  died 
shortly  after.  The  young  Cecilius,  or  Cecil,  Calvert  was  afterwards 
sent  to  England,  where  he  died  in  minority  at  some  date  later  than 
1679. 

The  remnant  of  the  Susquehannoughs,  now  utterly  broken  as  a  tribe, 
put  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  Senecas,  or  of  the  Iroquois 
Confederacy,  and  to  avoid  further  troubles  a  treaty  with  the  Five  Nations 
was  concluded  by  an  agent  of  the  Maryland  government  at  Albany  in 
1677.  In  this,  as  in  similar  treaties,  the  Pascattoways  and  other 
friendly  Indians  were  included,  as  under  the  protection  of  the  govern- 
ment. Roving  parties  of  Indians  from  the  north  at  intervals  made  their 
appearance,  doing  some  mischief,  and  spreading  much  uneasiness, 
especially  among  the  Maryland  Indians,  who  called  upon  the  whites  for 
aid.  Sometimes  they  received  arms,  and  at  other  times  they  were 
removed  to  more  defensible  places.  Parties  of  armed  rangers  kept 
constantly  on  the  move. 
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There  had  been  in  the  Province,  almost  from  the  beginning,  a  discon- 
tented faction,  led  by  a  few  demagogues,  who  were  ever  ready  to  stir 
up  sedition,  and  play  on  the  ignorance,  credulity,  and  bigotry  of  the 
people.  A  leader  in  all  work  of  this  kind  was  the  ex-governor,  Josias 
Fendall,  who  having  been,  with  perhaps  more  humanity  than  wisdom, 
pardoned  for  an  act  of  flagrant  treason,  and  suffered  to  remain  in  the 
Province,  bore  ever  afterward  a  rancorous  hatred  to  the  Proprietary  and 
the  government,  and  his  home  in  Calvert  county  was  a  hatching-place 
for  plots  and  mutinies.  With  him  we  soon  find  associated  that  unclean 
bird,  John  Coode. 

The  uneasiness  about  the  Indians  was  skilfully  taken  advantage  of 
by  these  plotters,  who  spread  everywhere  the  rumor  that  the  Proprie- 
tary and  the  Catholics  (about  one-twelfth  of  the  whole  population)  were 
conspiring  with  the  Indians  to  massacre  the  Protestants.  Absurd  as 
such  a  charge  was,  it  found  ready  credence  among  the  agitated  and 
credulous  people,  to  whom  it  seemed  an  easy  explanation  of  all  these 
disquieting  phenomena.  Indeed  so  well  did  it  serve  its  purpose,  that 
it  was  used  with  great  effect  by  Coode  and  his  followers  in  the  rebellion 
of  1689,  and  openly  put  forward  in  their  Declaration. 

To  a  certain  extent,  therefore,  these  volumes  explain  what  has  always 
been  a  mystery,  the  sudden  and  almost  unresisted  success  of  that  most 
causeless  of  rebellions.  It  was  not  that  the  people  really  felt  any 
oppression,  endured  any  wrong,  or  bore  any  burdens  but  such  as  are 
incident  to  all  governments  by  law.  But  for  years  they  had  had  their 
fears,  their  credulity,  and  their  bigotry  wrought  upon  by  tales  of  Popish 
plots  and  conspiracies  with  the  Indians,  and  the  assurances  that 
(whether  they  felt  it  or  not). they  were  groaning  under  insupportable 
tyranny,  until  mere  iteration  had  compelled  belief.

Page  1 8,  line  40.  Watkins  Point.  The  southern  point  of  Somerset 
County  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pocomoke. 

Page  22,  line  38.  Choptico.  A  creek  in  St.  Mary's  County  empty- 
ing into  the  lower  Potomac,  west  of  St.  Clements  Bay,  and  also  the 
lands  lying  thereupon. 

Page  27,  line  41.  Horekeele,  Whorekeel,  or  Hore  Kill.  Now  Lewis 
Creek  in  Delaware  near  Cape  Henlopen. 

Page  34,  line  36.  Mattapony.  In  St.  Mary's  County  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Patuxent. 

Page  49, line  15.  Pascattoway  Creek.  OnHerrman's  map  the  Pascat- 
toway  Indians  are  located  on  the  Potomac  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
present  Prince  George's  County.     The  name  is  preserved  as  Piscattaway. 

Page  78,  line  9.  The  Mattawoman  Indians  dwelt  on  the  Potomac  in 
the  northern  part  of  Charles  County.  Some  seem  to  have  been  settled 
in  Dorchester  County  on  the  Nanticoke. 

Page  99,  line  29.  St.  Jerome's.  St.  Jerome's  Creek  is  in  the  upper 
part  of  St.  Mary's  County,  and  flows  into  the  Chesapeake. 

Page  101,  line  23.  Zachaia  Swamp,  also  called  Pangayo,  is  in  Charles 
County,  east  of  Portobacco. 

Page  122,  line  32.     Palmer's  Island,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Susquehanna. 

Page  124,  line  5.  "  His  vaine  title."  The  circumstances  referred  to 
are  so  peculiar  as  to  justify  a  rather  extended  note. 

According  to  Father  White's  Journal,  Governor  Leonard  Calvert 
learning,  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  the  first  colonists,  that  many  princes 
were  subject  to  the  Emperor  of  Pascattoway,  determined  to  visit  that 
potentate.  Setting  sail  in  his  pinnace,  the  Dove,  he  proceeded  up  the 
Potomac  until  he  reached  Pascattoway,  where  he  found  the  emperor 
awaiting  his  arrival  with  about  five  hundred  warriors  armed  with  bows, 
and  prepared  to  give  him  a  hostile  reception.  The  monarch,  however, 
being  convinced  of  the  pacific  intentions  of  his  visitors,  laid  aside  all  fear, 
went  on  board  the  Dove,  and  gave  the  English  permission  to  settle 
where  they  pleased. 

The  name  of  this  emperor  is  not  given,  but  he  seems  to  have  been 
the  Wannas  whose  tragical  end  will  presently  be  mentioned.     A  later 
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letter  from  a  missionary  explains  that,  while  Indian  kings  generally  are 
of  small  account,  this  prince,  whose  Indian  title  was  the  Tayac,  was 
really  a  considerable  person.  "  When  rulers  and  kings  are  spoken  of," 
he  says,  "  let  no  one  in  his  mind  form  an  august  idea  of  men,  such  as  of 
the  different  princes  in  Europe.  .  .  .  The  only  peculiarity  by  which 
you  can  distinguish  a  chief  from  the  common  people,  is  some  badge ; 
either  a  collar  made  of  a  rude  jewel,  or  a  belt,  or  a  cloak,  oftentimes 
ornamented  with  shells  in  circular  rows.  The  kingdoms  of  these  are 
generally  circumscribed  by  the  narrow  confines  of  a  single  village  and 
the  adjacent  country ;  but  the  Tayac  has  a  much  more  extensive 
dominion,  stretching  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles,  to  whose 
empire  also  other  inferior  chiefs  are  subject." 

In  1639  the  reigning  Tayac  wasKittomaquund  (the  name  is  variously 
spelled)  who  had  ascended  the  throne  by  the  summary  process  of  mur- 
dering his  brother  Wannas ;  and  to  his  court  Father  White  betook  him- 
self after  he  had  given  up  all  hope  of  converting  that  flinty-hearted 
heathen,  the  King  of  Patuxent.  He  found  Kittomaquund  most  affec- 
tionately inclined  towards  him,  chiefly  on  account  of  two  dreams,  one 
of  which,  he  said,  had  appeared  to  his  late  brother  Wannas,  and  one  to 
himself.  Medical  aid  which  Father  White  gave  him  in  a  severe  illness, 
completed  the  conversion ;  he  adopted  the  English  fashion  of  dress, 
and  determined  to  be  baptised,  with  his  wife  and  two  daughters.  With 
the  zeal  of  a  new  convert,  he  summoned  a  general  council  of  the  whole 
people,  and  harangued  them  on  the  immortality  of  the  soul ;  and  him- 
self undertook  and  carried  successfully  through,  the  conversion  of  an 
Indian  who  was  executed  for  murder. 

After  Kittomaquund  had  received  sufficient  instruction  in  the  myst- 
eries of  the  Christian  faith,  he  was  baptised  on  July  5th,  1640,  at  Pascat- 
toway,  in  a  chapel  of  bark  which  he  had  built  for  the  purpose.  Gov- 
ernor Calvert  and  other  official  persons  of  the  colony  were  present. 
The  Tayac  received  the  name  of  Charles,  and  his  wife  that  of  Mary, 
and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  they  were  united  in  matrimony  by 
the  Christian  rite. 

The  next  year  he  brought  his  daughter,  then  seven  years  old,  to  be 
educated  among  the  English  at  St.  Mary's,  and  in  1642  we  are  told 
that  "the  young  empress  (as  they  call  her)"  is  quite  proficient  in  the 
English  language,  and  has  been  baptised  by  the  name  of  Mary. 
Mistress  Margaret  Brent  became  much  interested  in  her,  and  named 
her  Mary  Brent.  Governor  Leonard  Calvert  was  appointed  her 
guardian,  and  after  his  death  Margaret  Brent  took  the  guardianship. 
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Kittomaquund,  the  Tayac,  died  in  or  before  1643,  leaving  no  male 
issue,  and  only  this  daughter.  But  she  was  not  a  "  young  empress," 
nor  anything  like  it.  For  the  Pascattoways  went  even  beyond  the 
Salian  Franks  in  their  low  opinion  of  the  female  sex ;  and  taking  the 
ground  that  they  could  always  know  who  was  the  mother  of  the  child, 
but  rarely  who  was  the  father,  had  enacted  a  law  that  the  succession  to 
the  kingship  should  always  depend  on  motherhood,  not  fatherhood. 
On  the  death  of  a  king  the  succession  went,  not  to  a  son  or  daughter, 
but  to  a  brother ;  failing  brothers,  to  a  sister's  son,  and  failing  these, 
to  the  nearest  of  kin  who  traced  his  descent  in  the  female  line,  from  the 
royal  stock. 

It  may  be  that  Kittomaquund  considered  that  his  acceptance  of 
Christianity  and  a  new  name  released  him  from  the  obligation  of 
heathenish  laws.  At  all  events,  on  his  death  he  left  the  succession  to 
his  daughter,  known  to  the  English  as  Mary  Brent  Kittomaquund. 
But  his  subjects  held  fast  to  their  ancient  law,  rejected  the  daughter, 
and  fixed  their  choice  on  Waghucasso,  a  distant  kinsman  of  royal  blood 
through  the  female  line,  thus  breaking  the  direct  line  of  descent  (to 
brother  or  to  nephew)  for  the  first  time  in  thirteen  generations,  accord- 
ing to  their  account.  To  the  English,  whose  confirmation  of  a  new 
emperor  they  always  sought,  they  explained  that  there  were  recognized 
among  them  two  royal  lines  descending  from  the  founder  of  the 
dynasty.  That  the  line  to  which  Wannas  had  belonged  having  termi- 
nated (so  far  as  male  representatives  were  concerned)  by  the  death  of 
Kittomaquund  without  brother  or  sister's  son,  they  had  turned  to  the 
other  line  represented  by  Waghucasso,  and  the  English  confirmed  the 
choice.  On  the  death  of  Waghucasso  in  1663,  they  elected  Natto- 
wasso,  his  son,  apparently  not  in  the  right  of  his  father,  but  of  his 
mother  ;  and  they  explain  that  there  is  an  eligible  young  female  of 
the  line  of  Wannas  to  whom  they  intend  to  marry  him,  thus  securing 
the  legitimate  succession  against  all  contingencies.  This  step  also  the 
Council  confirmed,  warning  them  at  the  same  time  that  if  there  should 
be  any  cutting-short  of  his  days,  "  by  poysoning  or  otherwise,"  they 
would  be  surely  held  to  a  reckoning  for  it ;  which  suggests  a  surmise 
that  poison  had  been  used  to  get  rid  of  Wannas. 

By  this  time  Mary's  chances  of  succession  would  seem  to  have  fallen 
to  zero.  But  there  was  one  Englishman  at  least  who  appears  to  have 
thought  otherwise.  He  was  named  Fitzherbert,  and  was  a  brother  of 
Major  Fitzherbert  of  the  Council.  Whether  he  thought  Mary's  title 
good  to  the  sovereignty  of  her  father,  or  only  to  lands,  does  not  appear  ;

but  that  he  put  forward  pretensions  of  some  sort  is  plain  from  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  a  letter  of  Charles  Calvert  to  his  father  Cecilius, 
dated  April  26,  1672  : 

"Major  Fitzherbert's  brother,  who  maryed  the  Indian  Brent,  has 
civilly  parted  with  her,  and  (as  I  suppose)  will  never  care  to  bed  with 
her  more ;  soe  that  your  Lordship  needs  not  to  feare  any  ill  conse- 
quences from  that  match,  butt  what  has  already  happened  to  the  poore 
man,  who  unadvisedly  threw  himself  away  upon  her  in  hopes  of  a  great 
portion  which  has  come  to  little." 

As  Mary  was  seven  years  old  in  1640,  she  must  have  been  thirty-nine 
in  1672.  The  "ill  consequences"  which  might  have  been  apprehended 
from  that  match,  but  which  were  averted  by  the  separation,  were  clearly 
the  birth  of  an  heir  in  lawful  wedlock,  who  might  put  forward  claims 
in  his  mother's  right. 

This  is  the  last  we  hear  of  Mary  Brent  Kittomaquund.  But  this 
matter  of  her  claims  crops  up  in  a  rather  surprising  way  in  August, 
1676,  as  appears  in  the  text. 

In  the  Preface  mention  has  been  made  of  the  massacre  of  the  chiefs 
at  the  Susquehannough  fort,  and  of  the  southern  march  of  the  garrison 
through  Virginia,  plundering  and  murdering,  out  of  which  grew  Bacon's 
rebellion.  There  was  certainly  some  sympathy  felt  for  Bacon  in  Mary- 
land ;  and  the  Council  seems  to  have  had  an  idea  that  he  had  designs 
upon  Maryland,  in  which  case  he  might  use  this  half-breed  youth  to 
draw  the  Indians  to  his  side.  Probably  Bacon  never  entertained  any 
such  wild  notions  ;  but  in  any  case  his  hands  were  too  full  in  Virginia 
to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  make  the  attempt. 

Who  then  was  this  Giles  Brent,  who  is  clearly  the  son  of  Mary  ?  As 
he  is  spoken  of  in  1676  as  a  person  who  in  designing  hands  might 
become  a  dangerous  leader  of  sedition,  he  could  hardly  have  been  less 
than  twenty  years  old,  which  would  put  his  birth  in  or  before  1656, 
when  Mary  was  twenty-three  years  old  or  less  ;  and  at  the  time  when 
she  parted  from  her  lawful  husband,  Fitzherbert,  he  must  have  been  at 
least  sixteen  years  old.  The  facts  of  his  taking  his  mother's  name  of 
Brent ;  that  Governor  Calvert  is  so  evidently  relieved  at  the  prospect  that 
no  children  will  be  born  of  the  Fitzherbert  marriage ;  and  the  absence 
of  all  allusion  to  this  youth,  seem  conclusive  that  Giles  was  born  out  of 
wedlock  before — and  probably  long  before — the  Fitzherbert  marriage. 
As  a  bastard  he  could  have  no  claims  either  to  land  or  to  dignities. 
With  this  passing  notice  he  disappears  from  history.

Neverthelesse  the 
persons  so  to  be  by  you  at  any  time  sumoned  are  not  to  sit  in 
the  said  house  before  they  shall  have  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity 
to  be  Administred  by  or  Chancelour  or  any  Two  of  our 
Councellors  by  your  appointm' 

Item  that  to  all  such  bills  Lawes  or  Acts  as  you  shall  here- 
after receive  from  us  undr  our  Seale  to  be  offered  and 
proposed  to  any  Assembly  of  our  said  Province  hereafter  to 
be  called  or  sumoned  you  doe  at  all  times  give  our  publique 
assent  and  Cause  the  same  to  be  published  under  our  said 
Seale  of  our  said  Province  in  case  such  Assembly  shall  assent 
unto  and  approve  of  the  same. 

Item  that  from  Henceforth  you  forbeare  to  sit  in  Either 
house  of  any  Assembly  as  a  member  of  the  same  but  that  so 
often  as  you  sit  in  the  upper  house,  of  any  such  Assembly  you 
shall  take  place  as  our  L'  Generall  and  as  representing  us  in 
our  absence. 

Item  as  touching  such  Acts  as  any  late  Assembly  have 
passed  or  framed  contrary  to  Justice  Right  Equity  or  Reason, 
the  particulars  of  which  you  shall  Receive  herewith  under  our 
hand  and  Seale  you  doe  publiquely  before  and  in  the  prsence 
of  both  the  howses  of  the  next  Assembly  to  be  by  you  called 
and  sumoned  declare  our  Dissassent  and  disagreem1  to  .the 
same  and  leave  it  to  our  said  Secretary  to  give  the  Reason  of 
such  our  dissassent  and  dissagreem'  wee  having  fully  im- 
parted the  same  unto  him. 

Item  that  in  case  you  shall  happen  to  finde  yourself  sick  or 
in  danger  at  any  time  of  Death  you  take  care  by  your  last 
will  or  other  Instrument  to  appointe  some  fitting  pson  or 
persons  of  our  privy  Councell  to  succeed  you  in  the  office 
and  offices  of  Goverm1  of  and  in  our  said  Province,  untill  wee 
shall  appointe  and  authorise  some  other  pson  to  Exercise  & 
Execute  the  said  Offices,  And  wee  doe  hereby  allow  of  authorise 
and  apointe  such  pson  or  psons  as  you  shall  so  appointe  as 
aforesayd  to  Exercise  and  Execute  all  and  Every  the  said 
Office  and  Offices  powers  and  authorityes  whatsoever  after 
your  Death,  untill  wee  shall  nominate  and  appointe  some  other 
person  or  psons  to  Exercise  and  Execute  the  same. 
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Item  wee  doe  hereby  authorise  you  so  often  as  you  shall  Lib.  u.  k. 
finde  occasion  from  time  to  time  and  at  all  times  hereafter  to 
suspend  any  pson  or  psons  our  said  Chancelour  &  Secretary 
only  Excepted  from  sitting  or  being  of  our  privy  Councill 
in  our  said  Province  or  from  Exercising  or  Executing  any 
office  or  Offices  Military  or  Civill  within  our  said  Province 
during  your  pleasure  and  untill  our  pleasure  to  the  Contrary 
be  by  us  signifyed  and  wee  doe  hereby  Expressely  prohibite 
declare  and  Enjoyne  that  Every  person  and  psons  (Except 
before  Excepted)  so  by  you  suspended,  or  to  be  suspended 
shalbe  and  is  and  are  hereby  suspended,  from  the  Exercise 
and  Execution  of  such  Office  and  Offices  from  the  Exercise 
and  Execution  whereof  he  shalbe  so  Suspended  and  is  and 
are  hereby  prohibited  and  Enjoyned  from  the  Exercise  and 
Execution  of  the  same,  untill  we  or  you  shall  declare  our 
Expresse  wills  and  pleasures  to  the  contrary. 

Item  wee  doe  hereby  give  you  full  power  and  authority  for 
us  and  in  our  names  in  case  of  the  death  of  any  Officer  or 
Officers  of  our  said  Province  or  of  any  of  our  Privy  Counsellor 
or  privy  Counsellors  or  in  case  of  any  such  Suspension  as 
aforesayd,  to  apoint  some  other  fitting  pson  or  psons  to  Exe- 
cute the  Office  or  Trust  of  such  pson  or  psons  so  dyeing  or  to 
be  suspended  as  aforesayd  untill  ours  or  your  will  shalbe  p.  7 
Declared  to  the  Contrary  And  wee  doe  hereby  authorise  such 
pson  and  psons  so  by  you  to  be  appointed  To  Execute  and 
Exercise  such  Office  and  Offices  according  to  such  your 
appointm1 

Item  wee  doe  hereby  authorise  you  in  case  you  shall  finde 
it  necessary  to  appointe  &  Constitute  any  other  pson  or  psons 
not  Exceeding  the  number  of  three  psons  to  be  of  our  Privy 
Councill  and  to  be  Judges  and  Justices  of  our  Provincial 
Court  of  our  said  Province  together  with  those  psons  by  us 
already  appointed  to  be  of  our  said  Councill  and  to  be  Judges 
and  Justices  of  our  said  Court,  and  the  person  and  persons 
so  by  you  to  be  apointed  and  Constituted  to  cause  to  be 
sworne  of  our  said  Councill  and  to  be  sworne  Justices  of 
our  said  Court  which  said  pson  and  psons  so  by  you  to  be 
appointed  and  Constituted  wee  doe  hereby  appointe  and 
Constitute  to  be  of  our  said  privy  Councill  and  to  be  Judges 
and  Justices  of  our  said  Court  during  our  pleasure  as  fully 
and  amply  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  they  had  beene  or 
were  pticularly  appointed  and  Constituted  as  such  by  our  self 
under  our  Seale  so  as  he  or  they  take  the  oath  and  oathes 
appointed  to  be  taken  in  such  Cases  by  those  who  are  of  our 
said  Councill  and  by  those  who  are  Judges  and  Justices  of 
our  said  Court  before  he  or  they  shall  Exercise  or  Execute  the 
said  Office  or  Offices  to  which  they  shalbe  so  apointed  & 
Constituted. 
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Lib.  r.  r.  Item  wee  doe  hereby  require  and  strictly  Enjoyne  you  to 
cause  frequent  Musters  to  be  made  of  all  the  severall  Trained 
bands  Soldiers  and  Militia  of  our  said  Province  within  the 
severall  and  Respective  Countyes  of  our  said  Province  so 
often  as  with  Conveniency  the  same  may  be,  and  that  all 
•psons  capable  of  bearing  Armes  may  be  Trained  up  to  the 
use  and  Exercise  of  Armes,  and  that  all  ffreemen  &  Masters 
be  Enjoyned  to  furnish  themselves  with  sufficient  Armes  and 
Amunition  for  themselves  and  all  their  servants  capable  of 
bearing  Armes  and  to  have  the  same  alwayes  in  Readines 
and  upon  sound  of  Trumpet  or  beate  of  Drum  to  appeare  at 
all  times  for  the  Defence  of  our  said  Province,  and  of  them- 
selves and  their  Estates  and  fortunes  and  in  this  wee  doe  more 
pticulerly  require  your  Dilligence  in  Reguard  of  the  prsent 
warrs  declared  ag'  the  English  nation  in  all  parts  by  the 
ffrench  King  and  the  united  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands  and 
for  the  particuler  care  and  Tendernes  wch  wee  have  for  the 
security  and  safety  of  the  people  of  our  said  Province. 

Item  that  you  give  Directions  -pticulerly  to  our  prsent 
Principall  Secretary  of  our  said  Province  to  the  same  Effect  as 
formerly  wee  Directed  you  to  doe  to  Henry  Sewall  Esqr 
deceased  our  late  Principall  Secretary  in  Relacon  to  the  strict 
and  due  Entryes  of  bills  of  lading  and  taking  bonds  of  shipps 
Coming  to  our  said  Province  and  in  Relation  to  Shipps  Trad- 
ing in  or  said  Province,  and  to  Comend  the  aforesayd  instruc- 
tions to  be  in  all  points  duly  observed,  taking  care  to  Returne 
Coppyes  of  the  said  bonds  as  formerly  you  have  used  by  our 
Directions  to  doe. 

Item  that  you  doe  Deliver  with  your  owne  hands  unto  our 
Deare  Brother  Philip  Calvert  Esqr  ourGreate  Sealeof  our  said 
Province,  and  Administer  unto  him  the  oath  annexed  unto 
these  prsents  by  us  appointed  to  be  Administred  unto  and 
taken  by  or  Chancelour  of  our  said  Province,  upon  the  Taking 
of  wch  said  oath  and  the  Delivery  of  which  said  Seale  unto 
him,  wee  doe  hereby  Constitute  and  Ordaine  him  to  be  Chan- 
celor  of  our  said  Province  and  wee  doe  hereby  direct  authorise 
and  apoint  you  to  declare  him  to  be  so  accordingly  and  wee 
doe  hereby  declare  that  the  Delivery  of  our  said  Seale  by  us 
or  our  Leivetennant  of  our  said  Province  for  the  time  being 
or  his  sufficient  Deputy  or  Deputyes  in  his  absence  and  by 
p.  8  our  •pticuler  and  Expresse  Direction  order  or  authority  under 
our  hand  and  Seale  shalbe  sufficient  upon  the  Taking  of 
such  oath  to  Constitute  our  Chancelour  of  our  said  Province, 
and  th'  wee  doe  not  intend  either  by  Comission  or  any  other 
way  for  the  future  to  Constitute  any  Chancelour  of  our  said 
Province.

Item  that  you  and  Every  of  you  in  your  respective  places 
and  according  to  your  Respective  powers  doe  your  utmost  for 
the  prventing  and  suppressing  of  all  and  all  manner  of  Riots 
and  seditions  and  Rebellions,  Riotous  seditious  and  Rebellious 
assemblyes  and  meetings  within  our  said  Province  and  Do- 
minions, Tending  to  the  Disturbance  of  our  peace  and  Gov- 
ernm1  or  of  the  peace  of  our  said  Province. 

Item  That  you  and  Every  of  you  in  your  respective  places, 
and  according  to  your  Respective  powers  take  care  to  prevent 
the  sale  or  Delivery  of  any  manner  of  Gunns  muskets 
Carbines  Pistolls  fowling  peices,  Swords  weapons,  Gunn 
powder  Shot  Bullets  or  other  Amunition  whatsoever  to  any 
manner  of  Indian  or  Indians  whatsoever,  and  strictly  and 
severely  to  put  in  Execution  or  cause  to  be  put  in  Execution 
all  manner  lawes  Acts  and  Ordinances  for  prvention  of  the 
same. 

Item  that  you  take  into  your  strict  and  Serious  Considera- 
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Lib.  r.  r.  tion  all  lawes  and  Acts  already  made,  and  to  which  wee  have 
given  our  assent  touching  and  Relating  in  any  measure  to 
any  Trading  dealing  Traffique  or  Trucking  with  any  manner 
of  Indians  whatsoever,  and  strictly  and  severely  to  observe 
and  Execute  the  same  and  to  cause  and  procure  the  same  to 
be  strictly  and  severely  observed  and  Executed  and  also 
Carefully  &  Dilligently  to  observe  and  Examine  where  and 
in  what  pticulers  the  said  Lawes  or  any  of  them  are  Defective, 
and  to  Certify  us  your  opinions  and  Judgemts  in  relacon  to 
the  same  with  your  opinions  how  the  same  may  be  amended 
altered  and  corrected. 

Item  that  you  and  Every  of  you  in  your  Respective  places 
and  according  to  your  Respective  powers  doe  pforme  and 
Execute  and  cause  to  be  done  pformed  and  Executed  speedy 
and  Equall  Justice  and  Right  to  all  manner  of  psons  and 
P.  9  pticulerly  to  all  Marchants  and  Seamen  their  ffactors  and 
Agents,  and  to  all  of  any  the  neighbouring  places  Colonyes 
Provinces  and  plantations  whatsoever,  in  all  thinges  and 
pticulerly  in  all  cases  which  Concerne  or  shall  Relate  unto 
Runnaway  Servants  or  slaves. 

Item  that  you  be  carefull  to  prvent  and  rectify  and  to  cause 
and  procure  to  be  prvented  and  Rectefyed,  the  Comon  vulgar 
and  usuall  Error  and  Errors  in  bills  of  Lading  and  other 
papers  and  writings  of  Marchants  and  Seamen  touching  the 
Tobacco  of  the  growth  of  our  said  Province  namely  that  all 
such  Tobacco  be  in  all  such  bills  papers  and  writings  called 
and  written  by  the  name  of  Maryland  Tobacco,  and  that  it 
may  publiquely  passe,  and  be  called  and  knowne  by  the  name 
of  Maryland  Tobacco  and  not  by  the  name  of  Virginia 
Tobacco,  or  Bay  Tobacco  or  by  any  other  name  or  names 
whatsoever. 

Item  that  you  consider  upon  a  way  how  wee  may  be 
secured  of  the  Loyalty  and  fidelity  of  such  psons  as  by  Reason 
of  their  dissatisfaction  touching  the  lawfullness  of  taking  of 
oathes  Cannot  be  prevayled  with,  to  take  the  oath  of  ffidelity 
By  requiring  such  psons  to  give  Security  to  performe  the 
substance  of  the  said  oath  of  ffidelity  by  becoming  bound  for 
Each  other,  And  that  you  doe  with  as  much  speed  as  the 
Circumstances  of  affayres  will  allow  and  Admit  of  put  the 
same  in  Execution  by  taking  or  causeing  such  securityes  to 
be  taken. 

Item  that  you  and  Every  of  you  in  your  Respective  places 
and  according  to  your  respective  powers  doe  use  all  possible 
meanes  for  the  speedy  Rayseing  Collecting  and  Leavyeing  of 
our  Rents  and  Dues,  and  of  all  the  Areares  and  Arereages 
thereof  and  for  the  future  strict  and  Carefull  leavyeing  and 
Collecting  of  all  &  all  manner  of  Port  Dutyes,  and  in  pticuler 
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of  Port  Dutyes  of  from  and  upon  all  and  all  manner  of  Shipps  Lib.  r.  r. 
and  vessells  Coming  or  Tradeing  or  hereafter  to  come  or 
Trade  in  or  to  any  place  or  places  within  our  said  Province 
&  Dominions  &  in  "pticuler  in  or  upon  Patomeke  River  or  any 
pt  thereof,  as  well  on  that  side  of  the  said  River  which  Runneth 
or  bordereth  upon  Virginia,  as  on  that  syde  of  the  said  River 
which  .runneth  or  bordereth  upon  our  said  Province  of  Mary- 
land, and  for  the  speedy  payment  of  the  same,  into  the  hands 
of  our  Treasurer  or  Receiver  Generall  to  be  appointed  by  us 
or  our  said  Deare  Sonne  for  our  use. 

Item  that  you  Considder  by  all  the  wayes  and  meanes  you 
can  touching  the  finding  out  and  appointing  a  certeine  Com- 
petent number  of  pticuler  places  in  or  upon  the  severall  and 
Respective  Rivers  of  our  said  Province  most  Convenient  for 
the  Loding  and  freighting  unloading  and  Disburdening  of 
shipps  and  Convenient  for  Ports  and  Keyes,  to  the  End  wee 
may  appointe  a  certeyne  competent  number  of  certeine  and 
setled  Ports  in  Every  such  River  for  the  benefit  of  Trade  and 
for  the  Ease  and  security  of  Marchants  in  the  way  of  Trade, 
with  Exclusion  to  all  other  places  and  with  an  Expresse 
prohibition  to  all  psons  to  loade  or  unloade  any  ship  or 
vessell  Marchandize  or  Merchandizes  in  any  other  place  or 
places  within  our  Province  aforesaid,  and  that  you  signify  unto 
us  with  all  Convenient  speed  your  Judgemts  &  opinions  in 
Relacon  to  the  same. 

Item  that  before  the  Execution  of  any  the  Offices  powers 
authorityes  and  Comissions  by  us  now  lately  given  graunted 
or  Conferred  or  Directed  to  be  graunted  given  or  confirmed 
to  or  upon  you  our  Leivetennant  Generall  Chancelor  Princi- 
pall  Secretary  officers  of  State  or  Goverm'  or  in  Relacon  to 
the  Administration  of  Justice  in  our  Provinciall  Courts  you 
doe  all  of  you  severally  take  the  oath  and  oathes  respectively  p.  10 
by  us  Directed  to  be  taken  by  and  Administred  unto  all  and 
singuler  such  Respective  Officers  of  State  Goverment  or 
Justice  Respectively,  wherefore  wee  doe  hereby  authorise  and 
apointe  you  our  said  Leivetennant  Generall  to  give  and 
Administer  such  oath  and  oathes  unto  our  said  Deare  Brother 
as  are  by  our  orders  and  apointm1  to  be  administred  unto  and 
taken  by  our  Chancelour  of  our  said  Province,  and  unto  such 
as  are  to  sit  and  be  of  our  said  Privy  Councell,  and  likewise 
such  oath  as  wee  have  Directed  to  be  administred  to  our 
Judges  Justices  or  Comissioners  of  our  said  Provinciall  Court 
and  wee  doe  hereby  likewise  authorise  and  apointe  our  said 
Deare  Brother  after  he  shall  have  beene  so  sworne  as  aforesaid 
and  shall  have  taken  the  said  severall  and  respective  oathes 
hereby  appointed  to  be  Administred  unto  him  as  aforesaid  to 
give  and  Administer  unto  our  said  Deare  Sonne  such  oath  and

belonging  or  without  appointing  some  pson  or  *psons  to. 
succeed  him  as  aforesaid  that  in  all  and  Every  such  Case  and 
Cases  hapning  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  and  wee  doe  hereby 
authorise  and  give  power  unto  our  Privy  Councill  of  our  said 
Province  for  the  time  being  to  Elect  and  appointe  some  pson 
or  psons  of  our  Councill  for  the  time  being,  and  residing  in  or 
sd  Province  to  Exercise  and  Execute  the  Office  of  Lf  Generall 
and  Cheif  Governor  of  our  said  Province  untill  wee  or  our 
P.  11  heires  or  assignes  Lord  and  Proprietary  Lords  &  Proprie- 
taryes  of  the  said  Province  shall  Constitute  a  Leivetennant 
Generall  and  Cheif  Governor  of  the  said  Province  to  succeed 
the  pson  so  happening  to  dy  as  aforesaid,  And  wee  doe  hereby 
authorise  such  pson  or  psons  so  to  be  apointed  by  our  said

Item  that  the  Method  to  be  used  for  the  future  and  at  all 
times  hereafter  for  the  swearing  and  Administring  of  such 
oathes  as  are  or  shalbe  by  us  hereafter  apointed  to  be  Admin- 
istred  unto  and  taken  by  or  L'  Generall  Chancelor  Principall 
Secretary  privy  Councillor  or  privy  Councellors  Judges  or 
Justices  of  our  said  Provincial  Court  shalbe  in  this  manner 
(that  is  to  say)  That  our  Leivetennant  Generall  for  the  time 
being  or  in  his  absence  his  Deputy  or  Deputyes  to  be  by  him 
apointed  shalby  virtu  of  these  prsents  and  of  his  and  their 
Office  administer  unto  such  pson  or  psons  as  shall  hereafter 
at  any  time  by  us  or  our  authority  be  Chosen  or.  apointed  to

Service  and  ease  of  the  people  within  the  severall  and  respec- 
tive Countyes  And  to  the  end  justice  and  right  may  be 
equally  done  in  all  cases  within  the  cognizance  of  the  said 
Court  of  Enquiry  and  Survey  Wee  doe  hereby  further  author- 
ize and  impower  the  said  Baker  Brooke  to  constitute  Clerkes

The  Insurrection  of  the  Indians  and  the  murthers  Com- 
mitted by  them  at  the  head  of  Ann  Arrundell  County  was 
then  taken  into  debate  and  Ordered  that  Collonel  Samuel 
Chew  and  Major  Wm  Burges  doe  imediately  raise  the  forces 
under  their  Comand  to  follow  and  pursue  the  enemyes. 

And  that  the  same  Order  be  sent  to  Coll  Vtie  to  raise  the 
fforces  under  his  Comand  and  if  there  shall  be  Occasion  in  the 
Other  Countyes  that  the  like  Order  issue  to  the  Comanders 
there  as  the  Governour  shall  thinke  fitt 

That  there  be  two  hundred  men  raised  in  S'  Maries  and 
Charles  County  provided  with  sufficient  horse  and  armes 
both  for  horse  and  foot  service,  in  a  readynesse  of  the  arrivall 
of  the  Virginia  Army  and  that  power  be  sent  up  to  the  Offices 
to  presse  provisions  for  them. 

Then  came  John  Quigley  Gent  and  made  a  motion  to  the 
board  on  the  behalfe  of  Cap'  Daniel  Jenifer  That  whereas 
Thomas  Hedge  of  Ann  Arundell  County  last  May  Court 
obtained  judgment  against  Daniel  Jenifer  for  Seven  thousand 
three  hundred  pounds  of  tobacco  with  costs  of  suite  but  so  as 
execution  thereof  was  to  cease  untill  the  tenth  day  of  November 
next  yet  notwithstanding  the  said  Thomas  Hedge  hath  pro- 
cured his  Lopps  writ  of  ne  exeat  provin  out  of  Chancery  against 
the  said  Jenifer. 

Whereupon  Ordered  that  the  said  writ  of  ne  exeat  provin 
be  wholly  Superseded  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Hedge  take 
no  advantage  thereby.

Yesterday  being  Sunday  the  5th  of  this  instant  Wee 
received  Order  from  the  R'  Honble  the  Governour  and  Council 
to  us  directed  for  the  Summoning  the  Militia  of  the  Severall 
Countyes  of  the  north  side  of  Rappahanock  and  the  South 
side  of  Potomack  that  inquisition  may  be  made  of  the  true 
causes  of  the  severall  murthers  and  Spoiles  that  have  bin 
done  by  the  Indians  in  this  his  Maties  Collony  of  Virginia  and 
by  what  nation  or  nations  they  have  bin  perpetrated  and 
demand  Satisfaction  and  in  case  they  Correspond  not  with 
Our  reasonable  demand  to  levy  such  fforces  as  may  compell 
them  by  armes  to  that  which  is  right,  Wee  are  also  Cofnanded 
to  Certifie  Our  designe  to  your  Honr  &  to  request  your  asist- 
ance  of  men  well  Victualled  and  armed  and  to  Signifie  Our 
purposes  to  follow  the  Enemy  in  yor  Province  of  Maryland  in 
case  the  Emergency  of  affaires  require  it.  To  that  end  Wee 
may  have  your  Honrs  permitt  to  doe  Wee  have  therefore 
requested  Major  Richard  Lee  and  Cap'  Thomas  Youell  to 
address  themselves  to  your  Honr  and  to  acquaint  you  with  the 
premisses  and  to  request  your  asistance  and  if  you  se  it  neces- 
sary to  send  a  Gent  or  two  over  to  meet  us  and  the  militia  of 
the  severall  Countyes  aforesaid  at  Coll  Washingtons  on 
ffryday  next  to  consult  of  the  manner  of  proceeding  of  this 
affaire  and  to  advise  us  by  letter  what  number  of  men  you 
will  be  pleased  to  Order  to  Our  asistance

Whereupon  it  is  Ordered  That  a  Regiment  of  horse  con- 
sisting of  five  troopes  fifty  men  in  aTroope  be  forthwith  raised 
and  fitted  with  Sufficient  horses  armes  and  ammunition  for  the 
expeditious  march  against  the  Barbarous  Enemy  and  to  assist 
the  Virginia  fforces  now  prepareing  to  pursue  their  Enemyes 
the  Susquehanough  Indians  as  to  demanding  delivery  those 
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Indians  which  lately  committed  the  murthersOn  his  Majestyes  Lib.  r.  r. 
Subjects   in    Virginia    And    further    Ordered    that   the    said 
Indians  be  forthwith  forced  off  from  the  place  they  now  are 
and  remove  themselves  to  the  place  they  assured  the  last 
Assembly  they  would  goe  and  seate  themselves 

Then  was  Mr  Thomas  Dent  dispatched  away  to  Colonell 
Washington  &  Major  Allerton  with  this  ensueing  Letter. 

Gent 

According  to  the  promise  made  to  Major  Lee  and  Cap1 
Youell  wee  have  this  day  taken  your  letter  into  consideration 
and  for  answer  returne  you  That  wee  have  Ordered  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  horse  and  Dragoons  to  Randevouze  upon  p-  38 
Thursday  which  will  be  the  three  and  twentith  instant  at  the 
head  of  Choptico  Bay  from  whence  they  shall  continue  their 
march  to  the  north  side  of  the  mouth  of  Pascattaway  Creeke 
where  they  shall  attend  your  Arrivall  and  joyne  with  you 
where  their  Comander  will  advize  with  you  upon  the  wayes 
and  meanes  to  prosecute  the  Warr  against  the  Doages  and 
Susquehanough  Indians  till  the  murthers  are  delivered  and 
all  possible  Satisfaction  Obtained  from  them  for  damages  done 
to  his  Maties  Subjects  Which  is  all  at  prsent  (as  we  conceive) 
expected  from  Yor  Humble  Servants. 

Then  was  Major  Thomas  Truman  Ordered  and  appointed 
to  be  Comander  in  this  expedition,  over  the  said  fforces  to  be 
raised  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  the  Complaint  of  John  Newton  Mariner  that  One 
John  Morris  hath  Offered  and  done  him  Severall  abuses, 
Ordered  that  the  said  John  Morris  find  suerty  for  the  Peace 
and  appearance  at  the  next  Provinciall  Court,  to  answer 
the  Complaint  of  the  said  Newton. 

Then  came  the  said  John  Morris  &  assumed  upon  himselfe 
upon  paine  of  ten  pounds  Sterling  and  John  Quigley  Gent, 
then  &  there  likewise  came  and  did  undertake  for  the  said 
John  Morris  to  say  upon  paine  of  five  pounds  Sterl  that  the 
said  John  Morris  should  personally  appeare  before  his  Lopps 
justices  of  the  next  Provinciall  Court  to  be  holden  at  the  Citty 
of  Sl  Maries  the  16th  day  of  November  next  to  doe  and 
receive  what  shall  by  the  Court  then  &  there  to  him  be 
enjoyned,  and  that  he  in  the  meane  time  keepe  the  Peace 
towards  his  Lopp  and  all  the  good  people  of  this  Province  and 
especially  towards  the  said  John  Newton.  And  that  he  shall 
not  doe  or  procure  or  cause  to  be  done  any  damage  or  Cor- 
porall  hurt  to  the  said  John  Newton  or  any  the  people  of  this 
Province  or  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  of  his  Lopp  the  Lord 
Proprietary.     Which  said  summe  of  tenn  pounds  Sterl  the 
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Lib.  k.  r.  said  John  Morris  and  the  said  summe  of  five  pounds  sterl  the 
said  suerty  did  acknowledge  to  owe  to  his  said  Lopp  of  their 
respective  lands  &  Tenements  Goods  &  Chattells  to  the  use 
of  his  said  Lopp  &  his  Successors  to  be  made  &  levyed  if  the 
said  John  Morris  shall  infring  or  breake  any  of  the  prmisses.

Upon  the  Petition  of  Mr  Christopher  Rousby  That  Cap' 
p.  60  Pery  haveing  a  Considerable  estate  in  this  Province  and  being 
by  his  Occasions  called  for  England  foure  yeares  agoe  did 
make  Thomas  Truman  Esqr  his  Attorny  But  not  receiveing 
any  effects  of  the  produce  of  his  said  Estate  he  did  about  a 
yeare  since  send  in  One  Mr  John  Gould  with  power  by  a  letter 
of  Attorny  to  manage  the  same  who  acted  accordingly  and  have- 
ing a  great  quantity  of  tobacco  ready  to  Shipp  for  the  accompt 
of  Cap'  Pery.  It  hath  pleased  God  to  take  him  the  said  Gould 
out  of  this  World  so  that  for  want  of  a  person  authorized  to 
Shipp  it  the  said  tobacco  is  like  to  lye  in  the  Country.  That 
it  was  the  instruction  of  the  said  Cap'  Pery  that  when  the  said 
Gold  should  have  Occasion  to  leave  the  Country  he  should 
make  the  said  Christopher  Rousby  his  Attorny  as  the  said 
Gould  declared  upon  his  death  bedd  and  as  by  a  certaine 
writeing  under  his  hand  &  Seale  then  done  &  published  may 
appeare  But  that  being  short  and  defective  and  no  other 
Authority  extant  from  Cap'  Pery. 

The   said    Christopher    Rousby  most   humbly  referrs   the 
matter  to  his  Lopps  Consideration  and  prayes  that  for  the  pre- 
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vention  of  the  great  damage  which  must  otherwise  fall  upon  Lib.  R.  R

Then  came  the  Great  men  of  Choptico,  Mattawoman,  Pro- 
munckey,  Nangemy,  Mattapenny  &  Pascattaway  Indians. 

Complaint  was  made  by  the  Choptico  Indians  that  Qua- 
huncks  wife  had  prest  from  her  a  Gunn  by  Cap1  Slye  which  is 
not  returned  her 

Whereupon  it  is  Ordered  that  Major  Boreman,  satisfie  her 
for  the  same  &  that  he  be  allowed  Out  of  the  publique  three 
hundred  pounds  of  tobacco. 

Upon  Complaint  made  hy  Quanawows  that  her  son  hath 
hunted  for  Mr  Sprigg  &  not  satisfied  him  and  that  the  said 
p  6l  Sprigg  hath  taken  from  him  six  undrest  Skinns  &  three  drest 
Skins 

Ordered  that  *she  be  paid  two  Coats  and  that  the  said 
Sprigg  be  called  to  accompt  for  the  same. 

Ordered  that  for  every  Indian  prisoner  Enemyes  to  the 
English  that  these  Our  ffreind  Indians  shall  take  and  carry 
either  to  Collonel  Whartons  or  to  Mr  Rozers  they  shall  be 
allowed  &  paid  five  Matchcoates  for  each  prisoner.

Then  were  the  Articles  of  Warr  read  the  tenor  whereof 
follow  in  these  words  viz. 

Articles  of  Warr. 
imprimis.  Whosoever  shall  use  any  unlawiull  Oath  or  Execra- 
tion, if  an  Officer  shall  be  severely  reprehended  at  a  Court 
Martiall,  But  if  a  Souldier  he  shall  for  every  such  first  Offence 
forfeit  twelve  pence  or  the  value  thereof  to  be  deducted  Out 
of  his  next  pay,  and  for  the  second  Offence  shall  forfeit  twelve 
pence  or  the  value  thereof  as  before  and  be  laid  in  Irons  for 
twelve  hours,  and  for  every  like  Offence  afterwards  shall  pay 
and  Suffer  in  like  manner. 

If  any  Officer  or  private  Soldier  shall  presume  to  blas- 
pheme the  holy  and  undivided  Trinity  or  the  persons  of 
God  the  ffather  God  the  Sonn  or  God  the  holy  Ghost  or  shall 
presume  to  Speake  against  any  knowne  Article  of  the  Chris- 
tian ffaith  he  shall  have  his  toungue  bored  through  with  a  red 
hott  iron. 

If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  abuse  or  prophane  any 
place  dedicated  to  the  Worshipp  of  God  or  shall  Offer 
violence  to  any  Chaplaine  or  Minister  of  the  Army  or  any 
other  minister  of  Gods  word  he  shall  suffer  such  punishment 
as  shall  be  inflicted  on  him  by  a  Court  martiall,  But  whosoever 
will  take  any  of  the  Utensils  or  Ornaments  belonging  or  dedi- 
cated to  Gods  worshipp  in  any  Church  or  Chappell  shall  suffer 
death  for  the  ffact ; 

After  the  service  of  God  Almighty  all  Officers  and 
Soldiers  shall  to  the  best  of  their  skill  power  and  under- 
standing faithfully  serve  his  Lopp  the  Lord  Proprietary  or  his 
Leivtenant  Generall  and  Cheife  Governour  for  the  time  being 
P.  62  and  to  that  End  &  purpose  every  One  of  them  of  what  quality 
or  Condition  soever  shall  for  himselfe  take  the  following 
Oath  which  shall  be  administred  by  such  person  or  persons 
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and  in  such  places  as  his  Lopp  the  Lord  Propry  or  his  Leivtennt  Lib.  r.  r. 
Generall  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint. 

The  Oath  of  ffidelity  to  be  taken  by  every  Officer  and 
Souldier  in  the  Army,  Viz. 
I  A:  B:  doe  sweare  to  be  true  and  ffaithfull  to  his  Lopp  the 
Lord  Propry  and  to  his  heirs  and  lawfull  Successours  and  to 
be  obedient  in  all  things  to  his  Generall  or  Leivtenant  Generall 
for  the  time  being  and  will  behave  myselfe  Obediently  towards 
my  Superiour  Officers  in  all  they  shall  cofnand  me  for  his 
Lopps  Service  And  I  doe  further  sweare  that  I  will  be  true 
faithfull  &  Obedient  Servant  &  Soldier  every  way  performe- 
ing  my  best  endeavours  for  his  Lopps  service  Obeying  all 
Orders  and  Submitting  to  all  such  rules  and  articles  of  Warr 
as  are  or  shall  be  established  by  his  Lopp  or  his  Generall  or 
Leivtenn'  Generall  for  the  time  being. 

Soe  help  me  God~&c. 

Whoever  shall  goe  about  to  entice  or  perswade  either 
officer  or  Soldier  to  joyne  or  engage  in  any  traiterous  or 
rebellious  Act  either  against  his  Lopps  person  or  Goverment 
shall  suffer  death  for  it,  and  whoever  shall  not  reveale  to  his 
Superior  Officer  such  a  Conspiracy  or  intended  rebellion  so 
soon  as  ever  it  shall  come  to  his  knowledge  shall  be  judged 
equally  guilty  with  the  Contrivers  of  such  plott  or  conspiracy 
and  consequently  shall  suffer  the  same  penalty. 

Whosoever    shall   presume   to   violate   his   Lopps   Safe 
guard,  safe  Conduct  or  protection  (Knowing  the  same) 
shall  suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted 
on  him  by  his  Lopps  Generall  Court  Marshall. 

If  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  behave  himselfe  disre-

spectfully  towards  his  Lopps  Generall  Leivtenant  Generall 
or  other  Cheife  Comander  of  the  Army  or  speake  words  tend- 
ing to  his  hurt  or  dishonour  he  shall  be  punished  according  to 
the  nature  &  quality  of  the  Offence  by  the  judgment  of  his 
Lopps  Generall  Court  Marshall 

He  who  shall  in  the  prsence  of  his  Lopps  Leivtenent  Gen- 
erall or  other  Comander  in  Cheife  draw  his  sword  with  a 
purpose  to  doe  any  Officer  or  any  of  his  fellow  Souldiers  a 
mischeife  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  Court  Marshall 
shall  thinke  fitt  to  inflict  upon  him  for  his  said  Offence. 

Whoever  shall  presume  to  violate  any  Safe  Conduct  or 
protection  given  by  his  Lopps  Generall  Leivtenant  Gen- 
erall or  Other  Comander  in  Cheife  of  his  Lopps  fforces  (Know- 
ing the  same)  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as 
shall  be  inflicted  on  him  by  his  Lopps  General  Court  Marshall. 
If  any  number  of  Souldiers  shall  presume  to  Assemble 
to  take    Councell   amongst  themselves  for   demanding  p.  63 
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Lib.  r.  r.  their  pay,  any  inferior  Officers  accessary  thereto  shall  suffer 
death  for  it,  as  the  heads  and  Ring  leaders  of  such  mutinous 
and  Seditious  meetings,  and  the  Souldiers  shall  be  punished 
either  with  death  or  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  his  Lopps 
Generall  Court  Marshall,  and  if  any  Captaine  being  privy 
thereunto  shall  not  suppresse  the  same  or  Complaine  of  it,  he 
shall  likewise  be  punished  with  death  or  otherwise  as  the  said 
Generall  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

Noe  Officer  or  Souldier  shall  utter  any  words  tending 

to  Sedition  mutiny  or  Uproar  upon  paine  of  Suffering 
such  punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  on  him  by  a  Court  Mar- 
shall And  whosoever  shall  heare  any  mutinous  or  seditious 
words  Spoken  and  shall  not  with  all  possible  Speed  reveale 
the  same  to  his  Superior  Officers  or  Comanders  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  a  Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

If  any  Inferiour   Officer  or   Souldier    shall   refuse   to 

Obey  his  Superior  Officer  or  shall  quarrel  with  him,  he 
shall  be  cashiered  or  suffer  such  punishment  as  a  Court  Mar- 
shall shall  thinke  fitt,  but  if  any  Souldier  shall  presume  to 
resist  any  Officer  in  the  execution  of  his  Office  or  shall  strike 
or  lift  up  his  hand  to  stricke  or  shall  draw  or  offer  to  draw  or 
lift  up  any  weapon  against  his  Superiour  Officer  upon  any 
pretence  whatsoever  he  shall  Suffer  death  or  other  condigne 
punishment  as  a  Generall  Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

Every  Souldier  shall  keepe  silence  when  the  Army  is 

marching  embatteling-and  takeing  Up  their  Quarters  (to 
the"  end  that  their  Officers  may  be  heard  and  their  Orders 
executed)  upon  paine  of  imprisonment  or  such  other  punish- 
ment as  a  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt  according  to  the 
circumstances  and  aggrevation  of  the  ffact. 

He  who  shall   in  Anger  draw  his  Sword  whilst  his 

colours  are  flying  either  in  Battle  or  upon  the  march 
unlesse  it  be  against  the  Enemy  shall  Suffer  such  punishment 
as  a  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

When  any  march  is  to  be  made  every  man  who  is 

sworne  shall  follow  his  Colours  and  who  ever  shall  (with- 
out leave)  stay  behind  or  depart  above  a  mile  from  the  Camp 
or  Out  of  the  Army  without  Licence  shall  suffer  such  punish- 
ment as  shall  be  inflicted  on  him  by  a  Court  Martiall. 

When  an  Army  or  any  part  thereof  shall  march  through 

the  Country  or  lodge  or  Quarter  in  any  plantation  or 
plantations  belonging  to  any  Inhabitant  or  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province  none  of  them  shall  wittingly  or  willingly  commit  any 
p.  64  wast  or  spoile  nor  tread  downe  or  otherwise  destroy  standing 
Corne  or  other  graine  whether  Indian  or  Other,  nor  tobacco 
nor  any  other  husbandry  or  manufacture  whatsoever,  whereby 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  province  seeke  to  gett  a  livelyhood  for 
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themselves   and  familyes,   nor   committ   any  other  wast   or  Lib.  r.  k. 
Spoile  as  breakeing  downe  or  burning  of  ffences  &c  tending 
to  the  prejudice  and  greivance  of  the  said  Inhabitants  and  to 
the  penalty  of  being  censured  to  Suffer  as  the  Generall  Court 
Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

When  the  Army  or  any  part  thereof  shall  come  to 
engage  the  Enemy  in  fight,  whoever  shall  runn  from  his 
Colours  (be  he  native  or  Stranger)  or  doth  not  defend  them 
to  the  utmost  of  his  power  so  long  as  they  are  in  danger  shall 
Suffer  death  for  it,  And  whatsoever  Souldier  shall  at  any  other 
time  runn  away  from  his  Colours  shall  Suffer  death  or  such 
other  punishment  as  a  Generall  Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

If  any  Regiment  or  Cofnanded  party  shall  not  behave 
themselves  in  fight  against  an  Enemy  as  they  Ought  to 
doe  they  shall  answer  for  it  before  a  Generall  Court  Martiall 
and  the  Officer  or  Souldier  who  shall  be  found  faulty  therein 
shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall  be  thought  fitt  to  be 
inflicted  on  him  by  the  Generall  Court  Marshall  aforesaid. 

When  it  shall  please  God  that  Our  fforces  shall  beate 
the  Enemy  every  man  shall  follow  his  Officer  in  the  chase 
but  whoever  shall  presume  to  pillage  or  plunder  till  the 
Enemy  be  beaten,  and  any  misfortune  happen  he  shall  Suffer 
death  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  pronounced 
against  him  by  the  Generall  Court  Martiall  and  the  pillage  so 
gotten  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  sick  and  maimed 
Soldiers. 

No  Officer  or  Soldier  whatsoever  to  plunder  or  pillage 
any  house  or  plantation  of  or  belonging  to  any  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province  (without  leave  or  necessary 
reason)  much  lesse  to  sett  fire  or  lay  wast  any  such  house  or 
plantation  as  aforesaid  more  especially  any  house  erected  for 
divine  worshipp  &  Service  whether  called  by  the  name  of 
Church  Chappell  or  otherwise  neither  shall  they  Offer  Vio- 
lence to  any  the  good  people  of  the  Province  whether  men  or 
women  maids  or  Children  more  especially  such  as  Officiate  in 
either  Church  Chappell  or  elsewhere  in  the  divine  worshipp 
and  Service  of  God  whether  preists  ministers  or  Others 
unlesse  such  .men  women  or  Children  and  others  as  before- 
said  be  found  actually  in  armes  against  them  upon  paine  of 
death  or  other  punishment  at  the  discretion  of  the  Generall 
Court  Martiall,  but  whoever  shall  force  a  woman  to  abuse  her 
and  the  fact  be  Sufficiently  proved  against  him  he  shall  cer- 
tainly suffer  death  for  it. 

No  Soldier  shall  presume  to  make  any  Alarme  in  the 
Quarter  by  Shooting  off  his  muskett  in  the  night  after 
the  watch  is  sett  unlesse  it  be  at  an  Enemy  upon  paine  of  Suf-  p.  65 
fering  such  punishment  as  a  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt. 
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Lib.  r.  r.  No   Souldier  shall  in  anger  draw  his  Sword  in  any 

Camp  post  or  Garrison  upon  paine  of  Suffering  such 
punishment  as  a  Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt  to  enflict  upon 
him  for  the  same. 

Whoever  makes  knowne  the  watchword  without  Order 
23  or  gives  any  Other  word  but  what  is  given  by  the  Officer 
shall  Suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  a  Generall 
Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

A  Centinel  who  is  found  Sleeping  in  any  Post  Garrison 

Trench  or  the  like  (while  he  should  be  upon  his  duty) 
shall  Suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  the  Generall 
Court  Marshall  shall  by  their  sentence  inflict  for  the  same. 
And  if  any  Centinel  or  Perdue  shall  forsake  his  place  before 
he  be  releived  or  drawne  off,  or  upon  discovery  of  an  Enemy 
shall  not  give  warning  to  his  Quarters  according  to  direction 
he  shall  Suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  the  Gen- 
erall Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt,  As  likewise  if  any 
Souldier  imployed  as  a  scout  shall  not  goe  upon  that  Ser- 
vice so  farr  as  he  is  Comanded,  or  haveing  discovered  an 
Ambush  or  approach  of  the  Enemy  shall  not  returne  forth- 
with, to  give  notice  or  warning  to  his  Quarters  or  if  he  enter 
into  any  house  and  there  or  else  where  be  found  Sleeping  or 
drunck  whilst  he  should  have  been  upon  the  Service  he  shall 
Suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  by 
the  Sentence  of  the  Generall  Court  Martiall. 

Whoever  shall  doe  violence  to  any  who  shall  bring 

Victualls  to  the  Camp  or  Garrison  or  shall  take  his  horse 
or  Goods  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other  punishment  as  he 
shall  be  sentenced  to  by  the  Generall  Court  Martiall 

If  any  shall  presume  to  beate  or  abuse  his  Host  or  the 

Wife  Child  or  Servant  of  his  Host  where  he  is  quartered 
or  billetted  he  shall  be  putt  in  Irons  for  it,  and  if  he  doe  it  a 
second  time  he  shall  be  further  punished,  and  the  party 
wronged  shall  have  amends  made  him  and  if  any  presume  to 
exact  free  quarter  without  leave  of  the  Cheife  Officer  upon 
the  place  they  shall  be  severely  punished  at  the  discretion  of 
a  Court  Martiall. 

Noe  Souldier  or  Officer  shall  use  any  reproachfull  or 

provokeing  Speech  or  Act,  to  another  upon  paine  of 
imprisonment  such  further  punishm1  as  a  Court  Marshall  shall 
thinke  fitt  neither  shall  any  Officer  or  Souldier  presume  to 
send  a  Challenge  to  any  Other  Officer  or  Souldier  to  fight  a 
duel  neither  shall  any  Souldier  or  Officer  presume  to  upbraid 
another  for  refuseing  a  Challenge  for  whoever  shall  offend  in 
either  of  these  cases,  if  he  be  an  Officer  he  shall  loose  his 
place  and  Cofnand  whatever  it  be  and  if  a  private  Soldier  he 
shall  ride  the  wooden  horse  and  be  further  punished  as  a 
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Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt,  And  if  any  Corporall  or  other  Lib.  k.  r. 
Officer  comanding  a  Guard  shall  willingly  or  knowingly  Suffer  p"  66 
either  Soldiers  or  Officers  to  goe  forth  to  a  duel  or  private 
fight  he  shall  be  punished  for  it  by  the  sentence  of  a  Court 
Martiall,  fforasmuch  as  all  Officers  of  what  Condition  soever 
shall  have  power  to  part  and  quell  all  Quarrells  frayes  or 
sudden  disorders  between  Soldiers  and  Officers  though  of  an 
other  Company  Troop  or  Regiment  and  to  committ  the  disor- 
dered persons  to  prison  untill  their  proper  Officers  be 
acquainted  therewith  and  whoever  shall  resist  such  an  Officer 
(though  of  another  Company  Troop  or  Regiment,  or  draw  his 
Sword  upon  him,  shall  be  severely  punished  as  a  Generall 
Court  Martiall  shall  appoint,  But  if  two  or  more  goeing  into 
the  feild  to  fight  a  duel,  shall  draw  their  swords  or  other 
weapons  and  fight  though  neither  of  them  fall  upon  the  Spott, 
nor  dye  afterwards  of  any  wound  there  received  yet  if  they 
be  Officers  they  shall  loose  their  places  and  if  cofnon  Soldiers 
they  shall  be  punished  with  rideing  the  wooden  horse  or 
otherwise  as  a  Court  Martiall  shall  direct,  and  lastly  in  all 
cases  of  Duels  the  seconds  shall  be  taken  as  principalis  and 
punished  accordingly. 

None  shall  appeare  at  the  appointed  place  of  Rande- 
vouze  there  to  be  mustered  but  such  as  armed  as  follow- 
eth  viz.  each  horseman  a  good  Sufficient  able  Sword  one  well 
fixt  gunn  or  Carabine  and  One  good  well  fixt  pistoll  at  the 
least  or  two  if  any  wayes  to  be  procured,  The  foot  to  have 
each  Souldier  a  Sword  and  musquet  or  other  Gunn  to  be  well 
fixt  and  fitted  up 

All   passes  and   Licences  for  being  absent  shall   be

brought  to  the  muster  Master  who  is  required  to  Enter 
the  same  in  a  booke  fairly  written  to  prevent  Collusion,  and 
whoever  is  absent  longer  then  the  time  limitted  in  his  passe 
for  his  absence  shall  be  respited  and  not  allowed  the  muster 
without  Order  from  his  Lopp  his  Generall  or  Leivtenant  Generall 
for  the  time  being.  But  if  the  Comissaries  Generall  shall  upon 
the  muster  find  to  many  absent  from  any  Company  or  Troop  at 
a  time  they  are  to  complaine  thereof  to  his  Lopp  his  Generall  or 
Lievtenant  Generall  aforesaid. 

If  any  Souldier  shall  be  Sicke  wounded  or  maimed  in 

his  Lopps  and  the  Country's  Service  he  shall  be  sent  Out 
of  the  Camp  with  the  first  convenient  Oppurtunity  to  some  fitt 
and  convenient  place  for  his  recovery  where  he  shall  be  pro- 
videdfor  by  the  Officer  or  other  person  or  persons  appointed 
to  take  care  of  sicke  and  wounded  Souldiers,  his  wages  or 
pay  according  to  Act  of  Assembly  for  that  case  made  &  pro- 
vided to  goe  on  and  be  duly  paid  him,  till  it  shall  appeare  he  be 
well  recovered  and  that  troop  or  Company  be  disbanded,  But  if 
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Lib.  r.  r.  such  Souldier  shall  happen  to  dye  of  such  his  wounds  received 
in  the  said  Service  then  provision  to  be  made  for  maintenance 
p.  67  of  his  Relict  and  Children  (if  any  he  leave  behind  him)  for  his 
Relict  &  widdow  dureing  the  time  of  her  widdowhood  and  for 
his  Children  dureing  the  time  of  their  infancy  or  till  such  time 
they  may  be  putt  apprentices  or  come  to  yeares  capable  of 
getting  their  Owne  Livelyhood. 

All  Captains  shall  use  their  utmost  endeavours  to  have 
their  Troops  and  Companyes  Compleate  and  full  and 
within  two  dayes  after  Every  Generall  muster  both  the 
Captaine  and  muster  master  shall  send  to  the  Generall  if  he 
requires  it  a  perfect  List  or  Roll  of  all  the  Officers  Troopers 
and  Souldiers  of  their  Troopes  and  Companyes  that  are  in 
actuall  Service,  punctually  expresseing  at  the  foot  of  the  Rolls 
what  new  Officers  Troopes  and  Souldiers  have  been  enter- 
tained since  the  preceding  muster  in  lieu  of  such  as  have  been 
cashiered  or  are  deceased,  with  the  day  when  one  dyed  or 
went  of  and  the  other  was  entertained  in  his  place. 

His  Lopp  the  Lord  Proprietary  doth  expressely  forbidd 
any  Souldiers  duty  to  be  done  either  of  horse  or  foot  by 
any  other  then  the  Souldier  himselfe,  but  in  case  of  Sicknesse 
and  disability  or  other  necessary  cause  his  Cap'  may  dispence 
with  his  absence,  without  causeing  him  to  find  another  to 
serve  in  his  stead. 

If  any  Trooper  or  Dragooner  shall  loose  or  Spoile  his 
3  horse  or  any  ffoot  Souldier  his  armes  or  any  part  thereof 
by  negligence  or  gameing  he  shall  remaine  in  the  quality  of  a 
pioneer  or  Scavinger,  till  he  be  furnished  with  as  good  as 
were  lost  at  his  Owne  charge,  and  if  he  be  not  otherwise  able 
the  One  halfe  of  his  pay  shall  be  deducted  and  sett  apart  for 
the  providing  of  it  till  it  be  refurnished  neither  shall  any 
Souldier  pawne  or  sell  or  negligently  or  wilfully  breake  his 
armes  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  hatchetts  Spades  Shovells 
pick  axes  or  other  necessaryes  of  warr  upon  paine  of  Severe 
punishment  at  the  discretion  of  the  Generall  Court  Martiall, 
And  where  armes  or  other  necessaries  aforesaid  shall  be 
pawned  they  are  to  be  forfeited  and  seized  on  for  his  Lopps  use. 

None  shall  presume  to  Spoile  sell  or  convey  away  any 
34  ammunition  delivered  unto  him,  upon  paine  of  Suffering 
death  or  such  other  punishment,  as  the  Generall  Courte  Mar- 
tiall shall  thinke  fitt. 

Every  Officer  Provider  or  Keeper  of  Victualls  or  ammu- 
nition ordered  and  appointed  to  manage  the  said  Office 
by  his  Lopp  the  Lord  Proprietary  or  in  his  absence  by  his  Leiv- 
tenant  Generall  for  the  time  being  shall  use  the  utmost  of  his 
endeavours  according  to  the  best  of  his  Skill  power  &  under- 
p.  68  standing  for  provideing  and  getting  Sufficient  and  convenient 
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provision  of  Victualls  and  ammunition  for  all  such  fforces  of  Lib.  k.  k. 
horse  and  foot  as  by  his  Lopp  or  his  Leivtenant  Generall  shall 
be  raised  or  levyed  within  their  severall  and  respective  divi- 
sions for  any  march  or  expedition  against  an  Enemy  And  no 
such  Officer  provider  or  keeper  as  aforesaid  shall  imbezzle  or 
willingly  Spoile  or  give  a  false  accompt  of  any  such  victualls 
or  amunition  soe  provided  or  gathered  together  or  any  part 
or  parcell  thereof  to  whom  he  is  to  make  his  accompt  upon 
paine  of  Suffering  such  punishment  as  the  Generall  Court 
Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt 

Noe  Officer  or  Souldier  shall  be  a  victualler  in  the 
army  without  consent  and  allowance  of  the  Generall  or 
of  the  Officer  in  Cheife  of  the  Regiment  upon  paine  of  being 
punished  at  discretion. 

Noe  Victualer  or  Seller  of  Beere,  Ale,  wine,  or  other

strong  liquors  belonging  to  the  Army  shall  entertaine 
any  Soldier  in  his  house,  booth,  Tent,  or  Hutt  after  the  warn- 
ing peice,  tattoe  or  beate  of  Drumm  at  night  or  before  the 
beating  of  the  Revelle  in  the  morning,  nor  shall  any  Soldier 
(within  that  time)  be  any  where  but  upon  his  duty  or  in  his 
quarters  upon  paine  of  punishment  both  to  the  Souldier  and 
Entertainer  at  the  discretion  of  a  Court  Martiall. 

Those  who  are  judges  in  his  Lopps  Generall  Court  Mar- 
tiall or  in  Regimentall  Court  Martialls  shall  hold  the  same 
ranckes  in  those  Courts  as  they  doe  in  the  Army,  for  Orders 
sake  and  they  shall  take  an  Oath  for  the  due  administration  of 
justice  according  to  these  articles  or  (where  these  articles 
assigne  no  absolute  punishment)  according  to  their  con- 
sciences the  best  of  their  understanding,  and  the  Custome  of 
Warr  in  like  cases,  and  shall  demeane  themselves  Orderly  in 
hearing  of  causes  (as  becomes  the  gravity  of  such  a  Court) 
and  before  giveing  of  Sentence,  every  judge  shall  deliver  his 
Vote  or  Opinion  distinctly  and  the  Sentence  to  be  according 
to  the  plurality  of  Votes,  and  if  there  happen  to  be  an  equality 
of  votes  the  president  is  to  have  a  casting  voice,  And  when 
Sentence  is  to  be  given  the  president  is  to  pronounce  it,  and 
after  that  the  sentence  is  pronounced  the  provost  martiall  shall 
have  warrant  to  cause  execution  to  be  done  according  to  the 
Sentence. 

At  the  Generall  Court  Martialls  there  shall  be  a  Clerke 
who  shall  be  sworne  to  make  true  and  faithfull  records  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  that  Court,  and  there  shall  be  also  such 
other  Officers  appointed  both  for  that  and  also  for  the  Regi- 
mentall Court  Martialls  as  shall  be  necessary  and  the  Generall 
Court  Martiall  may  appoint  and  limitt  the  ffees  of  the  provost 
Martiall  Generall  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt. 
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Lib.  r.  r.  All  controversies  either  betweene  Souldiers  and  their 

p-  9  Captaines  or  other  Officers  or  betweene  Souldier  and 

Soldier  relateing  to  their  military  capacityes  shall  be  sum- 
marily heard  &  determined  at  the  next  Court  Martiall  of  the 
Regiment. 

In  any  matter  which  shall  be  adjudged  in  any  of  the 

aforesaid  Regimentall  Court  Martialls  either  of  the  partys 
that  find  himselfe  aggreived,  may  appeale  to  the  Generall 
Court  Martiall  who  are  to  take  care  that  if  the  party  appeal- 
ing make  not  good  his  suggestion,  recompence  be  made  to 
the  Other  for  the  trouble  and  Charge  of  such  an  appeale. 

In  all  Criminall  causes  which  Concerne  his  Loppand  his 

Goverment  his  Lopps  Advocate  Generall,  or  Judge  Advo- 
cate of  his  Lopps  Army  shall  informe  the  Court  and  prosecute 
on  his  Lopps  behalfe. 

Noe  Officers  or  Souldiers  shall  presume  to  hinder  the 

provost  martiall,  his  Leivtenent  or  Servants  in  the  execu- 
tion of  that  Office  upon  paine  of  death  or  such  other  punish- 
ment as  a  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt.  But  on  the  contrary 
all  Captaines  Officers  and  Souldiers  shall  doe  their  utmost  to 
apprehend  and  bring  to  punishment  all  Offenders,  and  shall 
assist  the  Officers  of  the  Army  for  that  purpose,  especially 
the  said  provost  martiall  his  Leivtenant  and  Servants,  and  if 
the  provost  martiall  or  his  Officers  require  the  assistance  of 
any  Officer  or  Souldier  in  the  apprehending  any  person 
declareing  to  them  that  it  is  a  Capital  Crime,  and  the  party 
escape  for  want  of  aide  and  assistance,  the  party  or  parties 
refuseing  to  aide  or  assist  shall  Suffer  such  punishment  as  a 
Court  Marshall  shall  inflict. 

Noe    Officer  or   Souldier  of  what  quality  or  degree 

44  soever  shall  at  any  time  presume  to  Offer  violence  to,  or 
lay  any  violent  hands  upon  the  persons  of  any  Embassadors 
or  others  ministers  sent  Out  to  treate  with  the  Generall  or 
other  Comander  in  Cheife  of  his  Lopps  fforces,  touching  peace 
or  warr,  but  that  they  shall  grant  and  afford  to  the  said 
Embassadours  or  other  ministers  as  afforesaid  the  priviledge  of 
safe  conduct  with  free  ingresse,  egresse  &  regresse  dureing 
the  time  of  such  treaty  without  the  least  act  of  hostility  to  be 
offered  to  their  persons  or  the  persons  of  their  retinue  and 
attendants  under  paine  of  death. 

That  Officer  or  Souldier  who  shall  presume  to  draw 

45  his  Sword  in  any  place  of  judicature  while  the  Court  is 
sitting  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  shall  be  inflicted  on 
him  by  a  Court  Martiall.  And  his  Lopp  doth  hereby  authorize 
the  provost  martiall  of  his  Lopps  Army  by  his  owne  authority 
to  apprehend  such  Offenders,  and  if  any  Souldier  being 
comitted    for    any    Offence    shall    breake    prison    the    said 
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provost  Martiall  Generall  shall  by  his  Owne  authority  appre-  Lib.  k.  k. 
hend  him  &  the  offendors  shall  suffer  death  or  such  other 
punishment  as  the  Generall  Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

If  any  ffray  shall  happen  within  the  Camp  or  place  of  p.  70 
Garrison  in  any  of  the  Souldiers  Lodgings  or  where  they 
meete  it  shall  be  enquired  into  by  the  Officers  of  the  Regi- 
ment, and  the  Beginners  or  pursuers  thereof  punished  accord- 
ing to  the  quality  of  the  Offence. 

If  any  inferior  Officer  either  of  horse  or  ffoot,  be 
wronged  by  his  Officer  he  may  complaine  to  his  Collonel, 
or  other  Superior  Officer  of  the  Regiment,  who  is  to  redresse 
the  same  upon  due  proof  of  the  wrong  done  him  ;  but  if  he 
faile  therein,  the  party  greived  is  to  apply  himselfe  to  the 
Generall  Officer  for  redresse,  and  if  the  accusation  be  false, 
the  Complainant  is  to  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  a  Court 
Martiall. 

If  any  Collonel  or  Captaine  shall  force  or  take  any 
thing  away  from  any  private  Souldier  that  Collonel  or 
Captaine  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  quality  of  the 
Offence  by  the  judgment  of  the  Generall  Court  Martiall  But 
if  a  Souldier  shall  be  wronged,  and  shall  not  appeale  to  the 
Court  or  his  Superior  Cofnanders  but  take  his  Owne  satisfac- 
tion for  it,  he  shall  be  punished  by  the  judgment  of  a  Court 
Martiall. 

If  any  Souldier  dye,  no  other  shall  take  or  Spoile  his 
goods  upon  paine  of  restoreing  double  the  value  to  him 
to  whom  they  belong  and  of  such  further  punishments  as  a 
Court  Marshall  shall  thinke  fitt,  But  the  Captaine  of  the 
Compa  of  which  such  a  Souldier  was,  shall  take  the  said  goods 
into  his  custody  and  dispose  of  them  for  paying  his  Quarters 
(if  any  thing  therefore  be  found  due)  and  to  keepe  the  over- 
plus (if  any  be)  for  the  use  of  those  to  whom  they  belong,  and 
who  shall  claime  the  same  within  three  months  after  his 
death,  And  if  any  Captaine  or  Officer  dye  the  Cheife 
Cofnander  shall  take  care  of  preserveing  his  estate  in  like 
manner. 

Noe  provost  martiall  shall  refuse  to  receive  or  keepe  a 
prisoner  sent  to  his  Charge  by  authority,  or  shall  dismisse 
him  without  order  upon  paine  of  such  punishment  as  a  Court 
Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt.  And  if  the  Offence  for  which  his 
prisoner  was  apprehended  deserved  death,  the  provost  mar- 
tiall faileing  to  receive  and  keepe  him  as  aforesd  shall  be  liable 
to  the  same  death. 

If  any  person  be  committed  by  the  provost  martialls 

owne  authority  without  other  Comand,  he  shall  acquaint 

the  Generall  or  other  Cheife  Cofnander  with  the  cause  thereof 

within  foure  and  twenty  houres.and  the  provost  Martiall  shall 
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Lib.  r.  r.  thereupon  dismisse  him,  unlesse  he  have  Order  to  the  con- 
trary, 
p-  71  Noe  man  shall  presume  to  use  any  braveing  or  men- 

aceing  words,  signes  or  Gestures,  where  any  of  the 
aforesaid  Courts  of  justice  are  sitting.  Upon  paine  of  Suffer- 
ing such  punishment  as  the  Court  Martiall  shall  thinke  fitt. 

Whatever  is  to  be  published  or  Generally  made 
knowne  shall  be  done  by  Beate  of  Drumm  or  the  sound 
of  trumpett  or  other  publique  notice  given  that  so  no  man 
may  pretend  ignorance  thereof,  and  after  that  whoever  shall 
be  found  disobedient  or  faulty  against  what  is  thus  published 
shall  be  punished  according  to  these  articles  or  the  quality  of 
the  ffact. 

Which  said  Articles  of  Warr  were  admitted  by  his  Lord- 
shipp  and  Councell  and  Ordered  that  Coppyes  thereof  be 
sent  to  the  respective  Collonels  within  this  province  to  be 
published  at  the  heads  of  their  Companyes  and  that  every 
Collonel  give  Coppy  thereof  to  his  respective  Captaines  to  be 
published  at  the  heads  of  their  Companyes,  and  that  each 
respective  Collonell  Satisfie  and  pay  unto  the  Clerke  of  the 
Councell  for  the  time  being  for  the  Coppy  of  the  said  Articles 
the  summe  of  foure  hundred  pounds  of  tobacco. 


At  a  Councell  held  at  Mattapanye  June  the  16th  in  the  first 
yeare  of  his  Lopps  Dominion  &c  Annoq  Dom:  1676

Came  Maquata  King  of  Mattawoman  and  gave  the  Lord 
Proprietary  to  be  informed,  that  he  was  in  great  danger  of 
being  destroyed  by  the  comon  Enemy,  and  therefore  feared 
his  Owne  life,  if  the  Pamunckye  Prisoner  were  sett  at  liberty ; 
That  the  Matchoaticke  Indians  had  a  mind  to  come  over  to 
his  ffort  and  that  he  doth  beleive  there  will  be  many  Indians 
(whether  enemyes  or  ffreinds  he  knowes  not  but  feares  the 
worst)  in  his  Quarters  ere  long,  and  therefore  desires  to  know 
his  Lopps  pleasure  how  he  shall  demeane  himselfe  towards 
them  as  well  for  his  owne  security  as  the  security  of  the  Eng- 
lish.   And  he  further  shewed  that  since  his  Lopp  was  goeing  for 
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England  he  feared  that  after  his  departure  he  should  be  for-  Lib.  k.  r. 
gotten  by  the  English,  and  therefore  prayed  some  care  to  be  p' 72 
taken  of  him  now  which  may  stand  him  insteed  in  his  Lord- 
shipps  absence. 

And  upon  Serious  consideration  had  of  the  whole  matter 
Ordered  by  the  Councell  his  Lopp  being  present,  that  since  it 
was  agreed  betweene  his  said  Lopp  and  the  said  King  and  the 
other  Kings  that  neither  he  nor  any  Other  should  entertaine 
any  Indians  that  should  at  any  time  come  from  Virginia,  The 
said  Pamunckye  Indian  prisoner  shall  be  delivered  up  to  the 
Virginians,  as  a  person  violently  suspected  to  have  had  his 
hand  in  blood  on  that  side  potomack  River  and  the  Other 
three  Indian  prisonners  be  likewise  delivered  up  to  the  Goverm' 
of  Virginia,  by  them  to  be  examined  and  that  the  said 
Goverm'  be  given  to  understand  that  wee  "doe  not  deliver  up 
those  Indians  (amongst  which  the  King  of  Youcomacko  is 
One)  as  persons  that  have  had  their  hand  in  blood  or  any- 
wayes  deserve  death,  but  to  lett  them  see  wee  will  not  give 
the  least  encouragement  to  any  Indians  to  come  over  into  Our 
Goverment,  by  that  meanes  to  take  away  all  cause  of  Suspition 
that  wee  endeavor  to  conceale  any  thing  that  may  turne  either 
to  their  good  or  Our  owne  disquiet. 

And  as  Wee  have  no  reason  to  Suspect  the  King  of  You- 
comako  or  his  ffather  or  the  Pascattoway  Indian  so  this 
Goverm1  shall  desire  the  Goverment  of  Virginia  to  returne  us 
the  said  King  of  Yoacomoco  and  his  ffather  and  the  Pascatta- 
way  Indian  after  they  have  examined  them 

And  forasmuch  as  the  Goverm'  is  very  sensible  of  the 
danger  the  said  King  is  in  and  the  advantage  in  point  of 
Security  his  preservation  will  be  to  us  in  Maryland  It  was 
further  Ordered  that  twenty  men  well  maintained  at  the 
charge  of  the  province  under  the  Cofnand  of  Cap'  Henry 
Aspinall  and  (if  the  said  King  can  find  a  house  within  the 
ffort,)  to  remaine  in  the  ffort,  otherwise  to  remaine  at  Cap' 
Henry  Aspinalls  ready  to  assist  the  said  King  upon  all  Occa- 
sions, according  to  such  Orders  &  directions  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  sent  to  the  said  Aspinall  from  his  Lordshipp 
or  his  Governour  and  Councell  for  the  time  being. 

And  hereupon  as  a  marke  of  his  Lopps  Kindnesse  and  a 
pledge  of  ffreindshipp  his  said  Lopp  gave  unto  the  King  of 
Mattawoman  a  medall  with  the  effigies  of  the  R'  Honble 
Cecilius  his  Lopps  ffather  lately  deceased  on  the  one  side  and 
the  Mapp  of  Maryland  on  the  other  side  with  a  blacke  and 
yellow  Ribbon. 

Ordered    likewise   that    Collonel   Jesse   Wharton    deliver  p.  73 
twenty  armes  and  amunition  convenient  to  such  twenty  men 
as  shall  be  raised  for  the  assistance  of  the  said  King  of  Mat- 
tawoman. 
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Lib.  r.  k.  Ordered  also  that  Cap'  John  Allen  doe  continue  to  range 
above  Pascattaway  and  Over  towards  Petuxent  with  thirty 
horse  till  ordered  to  the  Contrary. 

The  Councell  likewise  tooke  into  consideration  made  by 
Collonel  Nicholas  Spencer  viz.  12  matchcoats  to  the  Pascato- 
way  Indians,  and  ordered  that  those  persons  who  shall  carry 
the  Pamunkye  prisonner  Over  to  the  said  Spencer  shall  desire 
him  to  give  halfe  the  said  matchcoates  to  the  King  of  Matta- 
woman  as  a  reward  of  his  Service  in  takeing  the  said  prisonner. 

Ordered  that  Mr  Benj"  Rozer  and  Major  Wm  Boreman 
receive  the  foure  Indian  prisoners  from  Cap'  Leiv'  Barton 
and  convey  them  Safely  Over  to  Collonel  Nicholas  Spencer 
and  in  his  absence  to  Leiv'  Collonel  John  Washington  or 
Major  Isaac  Alderton,  and  to  bring  backe  the  Choptico,  You- 
comaco  and  Pascattaway  Indians,  and  that  they  doe  presse 
boates  or  any  thing  else  needfull  for  the  Service. 

And  Major  Boreman  is  to  lett  the  Choptico  and  Pascatta- 
way Indians  Know  that  they  are  sent  Over  into  Virginia  only 
to  tell  them  the  newes  and  so  to  come  backe  againe  to  live 
with  their  ffreinds.  And  to  that  end  Mr  Benja  Rozer  is  not  to 
permitt  the  Choptico  and  Pascattaway  prisoners  to  goe  on 
Shoare  in  Virginia,  till  Coll  Nicholas  Spencer  Leiv'  Coll  John 
Washington,  and  Major  Isaac  Alderton  or  one  of  them  have 
given  him  their  paroll  that  they  will  permitt  him  to  bring  the 
said  Indians  backe  into  Maryland  againe  After  which  the  said 
Rozer  is  to  deliver  the  Choptico  Indians  to  the  King  of 
Choptico  with  a  strict  comand  not  to  receive  any  more  Indians 
from  Virginia  and  to  deliver  the  Pascattoway  Indian  to  Major 
Boreman  to  be  delivered  to  the  Emperour  with  like  charge. 

John  Hall  of  Calvert  County  haveing  presented  his  accompt 
against  estate  of  George  Beckwith  deceased 

It  is  the  Opinion  of  the  Councell  that  it  is  reasonable  that 
the  same  be  allowed  and  paid  by  the  administrator  when 
appointed  and  that  the  said  John  Hall  take  the  same  care  of 
the  estate  of  the  said  Beckwith  as  formerly  untill  the  County 
Court  of  Calvert  County  otherwise  Order  and  that  the  said 
John  Hall  give  notice  hereof  unto  the  Cofnissioners  of  the 
said  County  at  a  Court  to  be  holden  for  the  said  County  on 
tuesday  next. 

Then  was  his  Lordshipps  Comission  to  his  Sonn  Cecill  his 
p.  74  Lopps  Leivtenant  Generall  and  Cheife  Governour  and  Jesse 
Wharton  Esqr  Deputy  Leivetenant  and  Deputy  Governour 
under  the  said  Cecill  (dureing  the  absence  of  his  Lopp  Out  of 
this  province  read  and  the  Oath  of  Deputy  Leivtenant  and 
Deputy  Governour  as  aforesaid  was  by  his  Lopp  administred

An  Ordinance  of  the  Right  HonbIe  the  Lord  Propry  of  the 
Province  of  Maryland  sett  forth  &  Published  for  the  settling 
&  Establishing  of  a  fferry  to  be  constantly  kept  over  Petuxent 
River  in  Calvert  County. 

Whereas  many  Inconveniencyes  have  &  doe  daily  happen 
to  divers  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  that  have  Occasion 
to  travell  either  on  horse  back  or  on  foot  over  Petuxent  River 
about  their  lawfull  occasions  And  for  that  severall  Assemblies 
have  Endeavoured  to  make  a  Law  for  the  same,  but  could 
not  pitch  upon  a  Person  that  would  willingly  undertake  the 
same  that  lived  conveniently  to  performe  itt  Wee  doe  Authorize 
&  Impower  John  Griggs  or  his  Assignes  to  keep  fferry  Boats 
for  to  Transport  men  &  horse  from  his  now  dwelling  house 
over  the  said  River  of  Petuxent  to  his  Plantacon  on  the  other 
side,  or  from  thence  to  his  dwelling  house  aforesaid  And  to 
Aske  demand  Receive  &  take  for  every  person  he  shall  Trans- 
port either  backwards  or  forwards  over  the  said  River  the 
sume  of  one  shilling  And  also  to  aske  demand  Receive  & 
take  for  every  horse  he  shall  Transport  as  aforesaid  the  like 
sume  of  one  shilling  or  the  Value  thereof  To. have  hold  & 
Enjoy  the  sole  priviledge  benifitt  &  Advantage  of  keeping  the 
said  fferry  for  Transporting  Persons  &  horses  over  the  said 
River  as  aforesaid  during  the  terme  of  one  yeare.  Provided 
allwayes  that  the  said  John  Griggs  shall  keep  a  sufficient 
Boat  or  Boats  man  or  men  for  the  doing  &  pforming  the  same 
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Lib.  r.  r.  (wind  &  weather  permitting)  And  shall  not  att  any  tyme 
prsume  to  Exact  or  demand  more  of  any  person  then  is  hereby 
allowed  him  for  the  same  upon  paine  of  forfeiting  the  Lycence 
liberty  &  priviledge  hereby  Granted  itt  being  made  Appeare 
to  his  Lopps  Justices  of  the  Provinciall  Court  And  also  Pro- 
vided that  the  said  John  Griggs  or  his  Assignes  take  Speciall 
p.  76  care  to  Examine  persons  that  they  know  not  of  their  owne 
certaine  knowledge  to  be  ffreemen,  that  so  Runaway  Servants 
may  not  be  helped  forwards  by  reason  of  the  fferry  Boat  afore- 
said And  wee  doe  hereby  Order  Cofnand  &  Enjoyne  all  Persons 
whatsoever  for  private  gaine  or  otherwise  to  forbeare  to  keep 
any  fferry  Boat  or  Boats  for  Transporting  either  men  or 
horses  over  the  said  River  of  Petuxent  or  any  part  thereof  att 
their  perill  Given  under  the  great  Seale  of  the  said  Province 
of  Maryland  the  Thirtieth  day  of  June  in  the  first  yeare  of  the 
Dominion  of  Charles  &c  Annoq  Dmi.  1676.

Ordered  that  Gerard  Browne  and  Docter  Maddox  be  satis- 
fied Out  of  the  publique  for  pasture  of  Cap'  Allen  his  troop 
of  horses  so  long  as  they  shall  be  imployed  about  the  safety 
of  the  King  of  Mattawoman 

Ordered  that  the  twenty  horse  men  to  be  appointed  by 
Cap'  Allen  to  assist  the  King  of  Mattawoman  receive  their 
orders  from  time  to  time  from  Cap'  Aspinall  to  be  sent  the 
said  Aspinall  from  the  Deputy  Govrnor  and  Councell  and 
by  the  said  Aspinall  to  be  delivered  to  the  Officer  that 
comands  the  said  horse.  And  that  the  said  Aspinall  buy  a 
small  boate  or  Cannough  to  passe  the  Creeke  to  the  Indian 
Towne  upon  all  Occasions  for  which  he  is  to  be  allowed  out  of 
the  publique. 

Cap'  Allen  desireing  to  know  how  he  should  behave  him- 
selfe  in  case  he  should  meet  the  Seneca  or  any  other  Enemy 
Indians  (who  as  it  is  Supposed  comes  to  warr  with  Our  ffreind 
Indians)  It  is  resolved  that  he  first  attempt  and  endeavour  to 
make  peace  between  them  by  all  meanes  possible,  But  if  it 
cannot  be  done,  Then  according  to  the  agreement  that  wee 
have  made  with  Our  Own  Indians,  he  is  then  to  give  notice 
to  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  in  case  Our  ffreind  Indians 
will  send  Out  a  Sufficient  number  able  to  engage  the  Enemy 
to  joyne  with  him  against  the  Seneca  or  any  other  Enemy 
that  then  he  assist  them. 


Att  a  Councell  held  at  Mattapenye  ffriday  the  seventh  day 
of  July  1676  present  ut  supra. 

Ordered  that  immediately  upon  sight  hereof  All  military 
Officers  muster  their  men  under  their  Cofnand  and  appoint 
every  man  to  be  in  a  readynesse  upon  all  occasions  as  the 
Deputy  Governour  and  Councell  shall  thinke  fitt,  and  that 
they  be  provided  each  man  with  ten  pounds  of  biskett  and 
beefe  or  bacon  proportionable,  One  pound  of  powder  and 
three  pounds  of  Shott.  And  that  the  Captaines,  Leivtenants 
Ensignes  &  Sergeants  within   six  dayes  after  goe  to  each 
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Lib.  r.  r.  person  and  see  that  he  be  provided  with  ten  pounds  of 
biskett.  And  that  the  respective  Captaines  send  downe  to 
the  Deputy  Governour  their  Muster  Rolls. 
p.  77  Ordered  that  notice  be  given  to  the  Comission"  of  each 
respective  County  to  give  the  Deputy  Governour  an  accompt 
of  the  names  of  the  pressmasters  and  providers  of  provisions 
in  each  respective  hundred. 

In  case  the  Pascattaway  Indians  desire  any  men  to  assist 
them  it  is  resolved  that  forty  or  fifty  men  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose. 

That  no  person  presume  to  give  a  false  Alarm  and  that  all 
persons  are  required  to  give  Alarm  when  Occasion  requires 
by  fireing  three  Guns  distinctly  One  after  the  other,  and  all 
persons  that  heare  the  same  are  to  answer  it  accordingly. 
And  the  next  military  Officer  of  the  County  is  hereby  Ordered 
to  enquire  of  the  true  cause  thereof  &  to  give  notice  of  the 
same  with  all  Speed  to  the  Deputy  Governour. 

That  a  Messenger  be  sent  to  Virginia  and  that  the  Chan- 
cellour  be  desired  to  write  to  Collonel  Spencer  or  some  other 
person  to  enquire  the  truth  of  Affaires  there. 

That  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  fire  any  Gunn  after 
Sunsett  unlesse  upon  Occasion  of  an  alarm,  as  he  or  they  will 
answer  the  contrary  at  their  utmost  perills. 

Whereas  the  Lord  Proprietary  and  Councell  have  made 
peace  with  the  Pascattoway  Chingwaticke  Mattawomen  Nan- 
gemy  &  Choptico  Indians  and  bound  Ourselves  to  mutuall 
assistance,  if  any  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  strike  any  of  those 
Indians  or  any  other  Indian  now  in  amity  or  hereafter  to  be 
in  amity  with  his  said  Lordshipp  being  marching  with  us  or 
in  Garrison  with  us,  shall  be  punished  with  death,  or  other 
punishment  at  the  discretion  of  the  Generall  Court  Marshall. 

And  if  any  private  Soldier  shall  abuse  by  words  any  of  the 
said  Indians  such  private  Soldier  shall  be  punished  by  riding 
the  wooden  horse  runing  the  Gantlope  or  other  such  like 
punishment  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court  Marshall  or  the 
Cofnander  in  Cheife  then  present. 

Ordered  that  the  aforegoing  Orders  relateing  to  the  Militia 
be  added  to  the  Articles  of  warr. 

The  Councell  consent  to  meete  at  Sl  Maries  upon  thursday 
next  being  the  thirteenth  day  of  this  instant  July,  and  so  every 
thursday  One  thursday  at  S'  Maries  and  One  thursday  here 
at  Mattopanye.

small  numbers  that  they  are  utterly  unable  to  defend  them- 
selves, To  the  end  that  the  people  may  in  some  reasonable 
manner  be  secured  and  that  the  Enemy  may  not  gaine  too  much 
ground  of  us.  Wee  doe  by  the  advise  of  Our  Deputy  Leivten- 
ant  and  Councill  Order  the  Inhabitants  of  S'  Maries  Calvert 
Ann  Arundell  Baltemore.  Charles  and  Cecill  Countyes  to 
infort  themselves  in  their  houses,  and  into  the  said  fforts  to 
draw  any  persons  able  to  beare  Armes  not  exceeding  ten 
men  in  number  unlesse  they  be  Servants  really  purchased  and 
bona  fide  paid  for  by  the  master  of  the  house  where  such  ffort 
shall  be.  And  in  regard  drawing  greater  numbers  then  ten 
into  any  One  house  will  undoubtedly  give  too  much  ground 
to  the  Enemy  upon  any  invasion  that  may  happen,  Wee  doe 
further  with  the  advise  of  Our  said  Deputy  &  Councell  strictly 
Charge  and  Comand  all  masters  of  houses  where  such  fforts 
shall  be,  not  to  entertaine  any  greater  number  then  ten  men 
able  to  beare  Armes  into  any  of  their  said  fforts  or  houses 
upon  paine  of  being  proceeded  against  as  mutinous  and  Sedi- 
tious persons  gathered  together  with  fforce  contrary  to  the

his  Lopps  or  their  power  Goverment  or  Dominion,  or  contra- 
dictory to  a  certaine  Act  of  Assembly  heretofore  made  in  the 
ninetenth  yeare  of  the  Dominion  of  Cecilius  his  Lopps  deceased 
p.  90  ffather  of  noble  memory  Annoq  Dofn  One  thousand  Six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  intituled  An  Act  concerning  Religion  And  his 
said  Lopp  did  likewise  further  give  and  grant  unto  his  said 
Deare  Sonn  dureing  the  time  of  his  exercise  of  the  said 
Office  aforesaid  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time 
by  his  Deputy  to  make  Constitute  and  Ordaine  and  publish  in 
his  Lopps  name  such  wholsome  reasonable  and  profitable  Ordi- 
nances Edicts  and  Proclamations  within  the  said  Province  for 
the  better  Governing  the  people  within  the  said  province  and 
with  such  reasonable    paines   and   penaltyes    to   be   therein 
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expressed  as  his  said  Lopp  himselfe  might  lawfully  doe  being  Lib.  k.  k. 
personally  present  in  the  said  Province.  And  also  full  power 
and  authority  to  direct  and  appoint  for  his  said  Lopp  and  in  his 
name  to  passe  under  the  great  Seale  of  the  said  Province 
such  grant  and  grants  of  such  proportion  and  proportions  of 
land  within  the  said  province  to  such  person  or  persons  and 
for  such  Estate  and  estates  and  with  such  priviledges  and 
immunityes  and  under  such  Conditions  as  were  formerly  by 
his  Lopps  said  deceased  ffather  directed,  or  which  his  Lopp 
should  from  time  to  time  hereafter  direct  by  any  warrant  or 
warrts  under  his  hand  and  Seale  at  Armes  so  as  the  said  war- 
rant &  warrants  be  duly  entered  and  registred  and  the  said 
lands  duly  Surveyed  and  the  Surveyes  thereof  returned  and 
all  and  every  the  necessary  rules  Orders  circumstances  here- 
tofore by  his  Lopps  said  deceased  ffather  given  or  appointed  in 
relation  to  the  Surveying  of  such  Lands  and  to  the  entrying 
registring  and  attesting  the  Surveys  thereof,  and  all  necessary 
circumstances  touching  such  grants  surveys  and  warrants 
heretofore  by  his  Lopps  said  deceased  ffather  given  and 
appointed  be  first  duly  observed  and  performed.  Willing 
and  thereby  requireing  that  all  the  abovementioned  powers 
and  authorityes  by  those  presents  given  and  granted  to  his 
Lopps  said  Deare  Sonn  should  be  from  time  to  time  (as  Occa- 
sion should  require)  exercised  performed  and  executed  for  his 
LoPPs  sajj  £)eare  Sonn  (by  reason  of  his  tender  yeares)  by  me 
the  said  Jesse  Wharton  whom  by  those  presents  his  Lopp  did 
constitute  authorize  and  appoint  his  Deputy  Leivtenant  and 
Deputy  Governour  under  his  said  Deare  Sonn  dureing  his 
Lopps  aDsence  Out  of  the  said  Province  or  untill  his  Lopp  or  his 
heirs  should  signifie  his  or  their  pleasures  to  the  contrary. 
Thereby  giveing  and  granting  unto  me  the  said  Jesse  Wharton 
the  Custody  Goverment  and  Comand  of  his  Lopps  said  prov- 
ince as  his  Lopps  Deputy  Leivtenant  and  Deputy  Governour 
under  his  said  deare  Sonn  dureing  his  Lopps  said  absence. 
And  also  by  those  presents  impowering  me  the  said  Jesse 
Wharton  as  his  Deputy  under  his  said  deare  Sonn  to  exercise 
and  execute  all  the  Severall  powers  and  authorityes  above- 
mentioned  Willing  and  by  those  presents  requireing  me  the 
said  Jesse  Wharton  to  advise  as  there  should  be  Occasion 
with  those  who  already  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  of  his  Lopps 
Councell  here  for  the  time  being  upon  all  emergent  Occasions 
touching  concerning  or  relateing  unto  the  good  Goverment

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Lib.  r.  r.  yeare  of  his  said  Lopps  Dominion  &c  Annoq  Dom  1676  afore- 
said aswell  for  his  Lopps  conservation  as  for  the  conservation  of 
the  peace  and  tranquility  of  the  said  Province  and  to  the  end 
that  Justice  &  Equity  might  be  duly  &  impartially  administred 
to  all  and  every  person  and  persons   Bodies  politique  and 
Corporate  of  and  within  the  said  Province  of  Maryland  Did 
also  Constitute  assigne  and  appoint  me  the  said  Jesse  Wharton 
to  be  Cheife  justice  of  his  Lopps  Provinciall  Court  of  the  said 
Province  dureing  his  Lopps  pleasure  aswell  for  the  holding  of 
all  pleas  touching  or  relateing  unto  the  conservation  of  his 
Lopp  and  the  conservacon  of  the  Peace  of  the  said  Province,  as 
for  the  holding  of  pleas,  touching  his  Lopps  rights  and  Reve- 
nues and  of  Comon  pleas,  and  likewise  for  the  determining 
of  all  matters  of  Equity  for  which  any  releife  is  or  shall  be  or 
may  be  justly  or  reasonably  desired  in  the  said  Court.     And 
whereas  also  his  said  Lopp  Charles  Lord  Baltemore  did  by  the 
said  last  recited  Cornission  constitute  assigne  and  appoint  his 
deare  Unckle  and  Councellour  Philip   Calvert  Esqr  his  Lopps 
Chancellour  of  the  said  Province,  his  deare  Couzin  and  Coun- 
cellour Wm  Calvert  Esqr  his  Principall  Secretary  of  the  said 
Province  his  deare  Cousin  Baker  Brooke  Esqrhis  Councellour 
&  Survey"  Generall  of  the  said  Province,  his  trusty  and  welbe- 
loved  Henry  Coursey  Esqr  his  trusty  and  welbeloved  Coun- 
cellour Samuel  Chew  Esqr  His  trusty  and  welbeloved  Coun- 
cellour Thomas  Taillour  Esqr  to  be  justices  of  his  Lopps  said 
Court  for  the  holding  the   pleas  aforesaid  and  for  the  deter- 
mining of  matters  of  Equity  aforesaid  Willing  and   by  those 
presents  assigning  constituteing  and  appointing  that  the  said 
Cheife  Justice  and  the  said  Justices  or  any  foure  or  more  of 
them  (of  which  I  the  said  Jesse  Wharton  and  the  said  Chan- 
cellour and  Secretary  to  be  one)  shall  be  a  Sufficient  Court 
for  the  determineing  the  pleas  and  matters  of  Equity  aforesaid 
As  by  the  said  last  recited  Cornission  more  at  large  may  like- 
wise appeare.

province  untill  his  Lopp  should  appoint  and  authorize  some 
other  person  to  exercise  and  execute  the  said  Offices.  And 
his  Lopp  did  by  the  same  Instrument  of  Instructions  allow  off 
authorize  and  appoint  the  said  Thomas  Notley  whom  I  should 
so  appoint  as  aforesaid  to  exercise  and  execute  all  and  every 
the  said  Office  and  Offices  powers  &  authorities  whatsoever 
after  my  death  untill  his  Lopp  shall  nominate  &  appoint  some 
other  person  or  persons  to  exercise  and  execute  the  same  And 
his  L0pp  did  thereby  in  like  manner  give  mee  full  power  and 
Authority  for  him  and  in  his  name  in  case  of  the  death  of  any 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  said  province  or  of  any  of  his  Lopps  privy 
Councell  or  privy  Councellours  to  appoint  other  fitting  person 
or  persons  to  execute  the  Office  or  Trust  of  such  person  or 
persons  so  dyeing  as  aforesaid  untill  his  Lopps  Will  should  be

That  I  the  said  Jesse  Wharton  being  at  the  time  of  the  Seale- 
ing  and  executeing  of  these  presents  sicke  and  weake  in  body 
but  of  good  sound  and  perfect  mind  memory  and  understand- 
ing (praised  be  almighty  God  for  the  same)  Have  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Instructions  Orders  and  Authorities  to  me  given  by 
his  said  Lopp  Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  proprietary  of  the 
Provinces  of  Maryland  and  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore 
&c  by  the  said  last  recited  writeing  or  Instrument  of  Instructions 
aforesaid  (nominated  constituted  authorized  and  appointed 
and  by  these  presents  doe  nominate  constitute  &  appoint  the 
said  Thomas  Notley  Gentleman  (in  case  it  shall  please  God 
that  I  shall  happen  to  dye  dureing  his  Lopps  absence  out  of  this

Ordered  that  there  be  a  Cofnission  granted  unto  Leivtenant 
John  Peerce  to  be  Cap'  of  the  Guard  of  the  house  at  Matta- 
penny  Sewall  and  that  he  have  six  horsemen  and  two  files  of 
ffoott  under  his  Coniand  with  a  Sergeant  and  a  Corporall, 
which  said  Cofnission  issued  the  fifth  day  of  this  instant 
August.

The  Deputy  Governour  and  Councell  thinke  fitt  that  by 
reason  accomodation  cannot  be  had  to  accomodate  them  and 
the  Delegates  at  the  laying  the  Levy  in  October  next  at  John 
Griggs's  and  they  being  Satisfied  that  by  the  Law  the  said 
Delegates  are  to  be  allowed  their  expences  dureing  the  terme 
they  shall  attend  at  S'  Maries  and  not  else  where  at  the  lay- 
ing of  the  Levy  at  the  time  aforesaid,  Doe  order  and  appoint 
that  the  Councell  and  Delegates  meet  at  the  Citty  of  S'  Maries 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  any  writs  to  the  same  Delegates 
heretofore  sent  to  meet  at  John  Griggs's  notwithstanding. 
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Ordered  that  a  new  writt  issue  to  Mr  John  Code  instead  of  Lib.  r.  k. 
the  Deputy  Leivtenant  to  serve  at  the  laying  the   Levy  in 
October  next  as  Delegate  for  S'  Maries  County. 

Ordered  that  for  the  Safety  of  the  Records  at  S4  Maries  p.  94 
there  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  Collonel  Wm  Calvert  thirty 
pounds  of  powder  and  One  hundred  pounds  of  Shott  Out  of 
his  Lopps  Magazine.

Then  were  two  letters  One  from  Mr  Stiles  of  the  22th  of  July 
last  and  One  from  Cap'  Sibrey  of  the  last  of  the  same  month 
produced  by  the  Deputy  Leivtenant  and  read  which  said  let- 
ters were  directed  to  the  Honble  Collonel  Wharton  (then) 
Deputy  Governour.  Also  the  Deputy  Leivtenant  Letter  to 
the  Honble  the  Chancellour  concerning  the  contents  of  the  said 
two  letters  was  likewise  then  read,  the  tenor  whereof  followeth 
in  these  words  Viz1 

Aug'  the  4th  1676  Honble  Sr  Inclosed  is  two  letters  One 
from  Mr  Nathaniel  Stiles,  and  the  other  from  Jonathan  Sibrey 
which  brings  intelligence  of  some  Susquehannough  Indians 
being  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  and  of  more  upon  their  march 
thither  and  of  their  desires  and  designes  of  a  peace  with  Us  & 
their  intentions  for  Sl  Maries  for  that  purpose  in  case  of  pro- 
tection all  which  appeares  by  the  said  Letters  ;  my  reflections 
upon  which  newes  are  as  foil  first  that  its  •pbable  their  hopes 
and  Condition  in  Virga  (from  whence  it  is  supposed  they 
come,  for  to  me  its  without  doubt  they  were  the  Incenda- 
ries  of  the  mischeifs  there)  proves  desperate  by  either  the 
neighbouring  Indians  there,  being  inclinable  to  a  peace  or 
likely  to  doe  themselves  no  good  by  warr,  Occasioned  these 
Susquehannoughs  to  leave  them  and  to  returne  to  their  old 
habitations,  and  likewise  that  they  have  made  peace  with  their 
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Old  Enemy  the  Senecas.  As  for  their  pretentions  or  inten-  Lib.  k.  r. 
tions  of  a  peace  with  us  I  thinke  it  to  be  matter  of  weighty 
Consideration,  and  requires  mature  deliberacon  in  this  junc- 
ture of  affaires  for  these  reasons  1  :  Our  neighbours  the  Vir- 
ginians are  so  embroyled  with  Domestick  and  intestine  trou- 
bles besides  the  Indian  Warr  that  Wee  can  have  no  corres- 
pondency with  the  Goverment  there. 

2.  Though  Wee  of  this  Province  and  those  of  Virginia  be 
under  two  distinct  Govermts  Yet  Wee  are  both  the  Subjects  of 
One  Prince  and  ought  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  One  to  the 
other  against  a  Comon  Enemy  that  Seekes  the  ruine  or 
destruction  of  Either  and  this  Wee  are  bound  to  by  Our  Duty  p  96 
to  God  and  Allegiance  to  Our  King;  and  seeing  it  is 
probably  prsumed  that  these  Susquehannoughs  have  not  only 
blowne  the  coales  but  made  the  fuel  and  the  flame  of  that  fire 
of  troubles  that  now  burnes  in  the  breast  and  bowells  of  Our 
neighbours  the  Virginians  to  Our  great  Sorrow  and  greife,  I 
suppose  it  a  matter  dubious  and  worthy  good  consultation  to 
resolve  or  admitt  of  Peace  with  the  said  Susquehannoughs 
without  correspondency  from  the  Goum'  of  Virginia  and  how 
and  with  whom  that  may  be  had  at  prsent  I  know  not,  But  in 
my  judgment  it  may  be  no  wayes  inconvenient  to  treate  with 
these  Indians  and  to  that  End  to  send  them  and  Jacob  Young 
a  protection  as  is  required  in  the  enclosed  letters,  which  you 
may  please  to  doe  forthwith,  and  send  by  the  Messenger  that 
brought  this  intelligence  who  is  at  Mattapany  and  mention 
the  place  of  meeting  the  Indians  and  Interpreter  which  I 
thinke  most  convenient  at  Mr  Murtyes,  you  may  please  like- 
wise to  Order  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Counsell  living  up  the  Bay  in  Ann  Arrundell  County  to  be 
there  present  upon  so  considerable  concerne.  Sr  if  you  in 
your  wisdome  thinke  it  necessary  I  would  desire  your  Selfe 
and  the  Secretary  and  Mr  Brooke  to  give  yr  Selves  the  trouble 
of  meeting  at  my  house  (for  I  am  lame  and  troubled  with  a 
fflux  which  together  with  the  multitude  of  my  buisnesse  much 
indisposes  me  to  travell,  being  unable  in  a  day  or  two  after  to 
settle  myselfe  in  Order  againe)  as  soone  as  conveniently  you 
can  before  next  Councell  day  by  reason  of  the  Emergency  of 
the  Occasions  aforesaid 

If  yr  Honr  shall  deeme  it  any  wayes  unsafe  to  send  a  pro-

Suffer  the  bearer  hereof  Jacob  Young  the  Interpreter  and 
such  of  the  Susquehannough  Indians  as  shall  be  sent  by  them 
to  treate  with  the  Governour  and  Counsell  of  this  province 
p.  97  to  come  Safely  to  the  house  of  Stephen  Murty  in  Sl  Maries 
County  at  any  time  within  One  month  after  the  date  of  these 
presents  and  from  thence  Safely  to  returne  to  New  Castle 
upon  Delaware  Bay  after  the  said  Treaty  is  Ended.  Given 
under  my  hand  and  Seale  this  fourth  day  of  August  in  the 
first  yeare  of  his  Lopps  Dominion  over  this  Province  Annoq 
Dom  1676. 

To  all  Officers  both  military 

and  Civill  and  all  other  people 

of  this  Province  of  Maryland 

Which  said  Protection  being  read  the  same  was  approved 
off  by  the  Deputy  Leivtenant  &  Councell  here. 

Ordered  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  Governor  of  Virga  to 
give  him  notice  that  the  Deputy  Govrnour  &  Councell  here 
are  upon  makeing  peace  with  the  Susquehannoughs  which 
may  be  for  the  Safety  aswell  of  that  Goverment  as  this  province 
the  tenor  of  which  letter  followeth  viz. 

Sr 

Wee  have  lately  received  intelligence  from  the  Head  of  the 
Bay  that  the  Susquehanough  Indians  have  resided  at  their 
Old  ffort  about  sixty  miles  above  Palmers  Island  for  so  many 
months  that  they  have  now  Corne  fitt  to  roast. 

That  they  shortly  expect  the  remainder  of  their  troopes, 
and  as  many  of  the  Western  Indians  neer  or  beyond  the 
Mountaines  as  they  have  been  able  to  perswade  to  come  to  live 
with  them.  Wee  are  further  informed  that  by  the  meanes  of 
Collonel  Andrewes  the  Governour  of  New  Yorke  a  peace 
was  made  last  Summer  betweene  them  &  their  old  Enemye 
the  Cinigo's  so  that  now  they  are  at  Ease  and  out  of  Our 
reach.  This  notwithstanding  they  have  applyed  themselves 
to  Cap1  Edmund  Cantwell  the  Deputy  Governour  of  New- 
castle  upon   Delaware   and   requested  a  peace   and   trade  as 
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formerly  with  the  English  and  in  Order  to  it  came  with  him  Lib.  r.  r. 
and  Jacob  Young  Our  old  Interpreter  to  the  house  of  Mris 
Margarett  Penroy  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  neere  Palmers 
Island  and  from  thence  sent  to  desire  a  passe  to  come  downe 
to  S'  Maries  to  treate  of  a  peace  with  the  English  in  Generall. 
The  newes  was  not  unwelcome  to  us  and  therefore  wee  have 
sent  them  a  Safe  Conduct  to  come  downe  to  treate  with  us  of 
which  Wee  thought  Our  Selves  Obliged  to  give  you  notice 
deeming  a  peace  with  them  and  all  other  Indians,  if  made 
upon  Safe  and  honourable  termes  to  be  One  of  the  greatest 
blessings  of  God  can  happen  to  us  and  the  best  &  most 
acceptable  Service  Wee  can  doe  to  his  Majesty.  And  assure  p-  98 
your  Selfe  Sr  That  Wee  shall  never  Condescend  to  any  peace 
with  them  but  what  shall  equally  secure  all  his  Maties  Subjects 
in  these  parts  with  Our  Selves  who  are  likely  to  be  the  prin- 
cipall  Treators.  Wee  have  given  them  a  months  time  to  come 
downe  in  Wherefore  Sr  if  you  have  any  particular  matter  to 
offer  to  them  in  relation  to  the  future  security  of  the  people 
in  your  Goverment  Wee  humbly  desire  you  will  by  some  way 
or  Other  within  that  time  lett  us  Know  it  that  Wee  may  be 
able  to  serve  you  who  are  Sr

At  a  Counsell  held  this  day  at  Manahowicks  Neck  Wee 
have  considered  the  Overture  of  Peace  made  by  the  Susque- 
hanough  Indians  and  deeming  it  a  blessing  from  God 
unhoped  for  Wee  thought  it  not  to  be  Slighted,  and  there- 
fore sent  a  pasport  for  them  and  Jacob  Young  the  Interpreter 
to  come  to  and  returne  Safe  from  the  treaty  to  be  held  at 
Murtyes  at  any  time  within  One  month  and  Wee  have  this 
day  also  written  to  Sr  Wm  Berkeley  and  the  Councell  of  Vir- 
ginia to  give  him  notice  of  this  Overture  of  a  peace  made  by 
the  Indians  and  to  assure  him  that  Wee  shall  not  condescend 
to  any  peace  with  them,  but  what  shall  be  equally  Safe  and 
honourable  to  his  Goverment  as  well  as  to  your  Lopps,  desire- 
ing  him  likewise  to  Signifie  unto  us  within  the  month  whether 
he  hath  any  thing  in  particular  to  offer  at  the  Treaty  In  this 
posture  my  Lord  your  affairs  stand  now  as  to  the  Indian :  but 
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Lib.  r.  r.  as  to  the  English  under  Coll  Bacon,  they  stand  not  soe  faire 
Wee  have  just  cause  to  Suspect  he  intends  to  embroyle  yr 
province  in  a  Warr  and  that  he  will  make  the  pursuit  of  the 
Pascattaway  Indians  his  pretence  to  enter  it,  and  use  young 
Giles  Brent  and  his  vaine  title  to  his  mothers  Crowne  and 
Scepter  of  Pascattaway  (as  his  ffather  used  to  phrase  it)  to 
sett  on  ffoot  that  Brutes  Courage  to  head  all  the  needy  and 
desperate  persons  in  those  parts  to  Our  disquiett  The  mis- 
cheife  could  not  be  so  great  as  it  is  had  wee  armes  for  Our 
men,  but  Our  want  is  so  great  that  Wee  cannot  Omitt  joyntly 
to  begg  of  your  Lopp  to  send  in  a  Sufficient  magazine  of 
Armes  and  ammunition  by  the  very  first  Shipp,  and  that  you 
will  otherwise  encourage  the  merchant  to  send  in  armes  to 
sell  that  the  house  Keeper  may  purchase  Sufficient  for  the 
defence  of  his  house  and  that  the  marching  Army  may  be 
Supplyed  at  all  times  Out  of  yr  Magazine  What  quantity  of 
Ammunition,  may  be  enough  wee  will  not  undertake  to  direct, 
p-  99  but  Wee  humbly  conceive  the  Shott  Ought  to  be  one  third 
muskett  bullett,  One  third  Carbine  bullett  and  the  other  third 
high  Swann  Shott.  Wee  have  nothing  else  to  adde  but  Sub- 
scribe Our  Selves

Ordered  that  Proclamation  be  made  by  the  Sheriff  of  S' 
Maries  County  That  if  any  Voluntiers  will  serve  his  Lopp  in 
Guarding  his  house  at  Mattapany  Sewell  that  they  imediately 
list  themselves  under  Cap'  John  Peerce,  untill  further  Order 
from  the  Deputy  Govrnour  and  Counsel]. 

Ordered  that  a  Comission  issue  to  Major  Henry  Jowles  to 
take  under  his  Corhand  the  Company  formerly  belonging  to 
Cap'  John  Cobreath. 

Ordered  that  all  the  Troopers  or  Comanders  of  horse  Con- 
sist of  forty  five  men  besides  Officers  each  Troop  and  no 
more,  excepting  Cap'  Darnalls  Troop  which  is  to  consist  of 
fifty  men  besides  Officers  to  be  raised  Out  of  the  ffoot  Com- 
pany in  Calvert  County. 

Whereas  the  Deputy  Leivtenant  and  Counsell  are  informed 
that  Cap'  Samuel  Bourne  hath  Severity  or  eighty  men  in  his 
Troop,  they  doe  Order  that  he  make  Choice  of  forty  five  men 
besides  his  Leivtenant  Cornett  &  Quarter-Master,  and  that 
the  rest  be  under  the  ffoot  Officers  at  the  Clifts. 

Ordered  that  Cap'  John  Aliens  Troop  continue  ranging 
according  to  former  Order. 

Ordered  that  Cap'  John  Peerce  be  allowed  Out  of  the  pub- 
lique  for  provisions  and  drinke  for  the  Souldiers  under  his 
Cofnand,  as  long  as  they  shall  be  under  his  Cofnand  at  Mat- 
tapeny  Sewall  nine  pounds  of  tobacco  p  day  for  each  Souldier 
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Lib.  r.  k.  from  Munday  next  being  the  One  and  twentith  day  of  this 
instant  August. 

Then  came  the  Emperor  of  Pascattoway,  the  King  of  Mat- 
tawoman  with  severall  of  their  Great  men  and  these  Articles 
follow  by  Major  Boreman  were  Ordered  to  be  proposed  to 
them,  viz. 

ist  Lett  the  Indians  be  told  that  there  is  a  person  called 
Collonel  Bacon,  who  may  perhaps  come  over  into  Maryland 
to  annoy  them  and  us,  That  he  never  had,  nor  ever  shall  have 
licence  from  us  to  come  over  to  assault  them,  and  that  if  the 
Virginians  doe  come  over  without  Our  licence  they  may 
defend  themselves. 

2.  To  the  End  there  may  be  no  Occasion  given  to  the  Vir- 
ginians to  come  Over  the  Indians  must  be  told,  that  they  must 
by  no  meanes  goe  Over  into  Virginia  neither  publiquely  or 
privately. 

3:  That  the  Virginians  doe  much  Suspect  them  to  have 
murthered  and  robbed  in  Virginia,  and  that  if  there  be  any 
amongst  them  that  have  either  murthered  or  robb'd  in  Vir- 
ginia they  must  deliver  the  murtherers  to  the  Virginians. 

4:  That  the  Susquehanoughs  have  sent  to  us  to  seeke 
peace,  and  that  if  we  doe  thinke  fitt  to  make  peace  with  them 
Wee  will  certainly  include  them  in  the  peace. 

Since  they  are  unwilling  to  have  us  make  a  peace  with  the 
Susquehanoughs  though  Wee  include  them,  Also  lett  them  be 
p.  101  asked  whether  they  will  march  with  the  English  to  the  new 
ffort  they  have  built,  or  otherwise  to  pursue  the  Susque- 
hanoughs, and  be  obedient  to  the  English  Cofnanders  with 
whom  they  shall  be  Ordered  to  march. 

They  answered  by  Choticke  their  Speaker  that  they  were 
ready.

A  Proclamation 

fforasmuch  as   Wm  Davyes   late  of  the   Clifts  in  Calvert 

County  Wm  Gent  Giles  Hasleham  and  John  Pate  with  divers 

others  of  the  same  County  haveing  formerly  contrived  a  cer- 

taine  Seditious  paper  tending  to  the  utter  Subversion  of  his 
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Lib.  r.  r.  Lopps  Rule  &  Goverm'  the  destruction  of  the  peace  of  the  good 
people  of  this  province  &  the  very  constitution  of  Assemblyes 
which  are  the  true  preservers  of  the  Liberties  of  the  people  & 
the  ffountaine  of  Our  Lawes  &  justice,  did  endeavour  to  pub- 
lish the  same  under  the  specious  pretences  of  the  preservation 
of  The  Liberties  of  the  ffreemen  of  this  Province,  though  in 
truth  they  tended  to  the  Ruine  of  the  ffreehoulders  &  house- 
keepers of  this  Province  &  the  takeing  away  of  just  liberty  & 
true  propty  in  Our  goods  Lands  &  Tenemts  &  to  that  end  did 
On  Sunday  the  third  day  of  this  instant  September  at  the 
Plantation  of  Thomas  Barbary  upon  Petuxent  River  in  Calvert 
County  aforesaid  with  fforce  &  Terror  of  Armes  assemble 
themselves  with  divers  others  to  the  number  of  sixty  persons 
by  them  seduced  in  a  mutinous  &  Seditious  manner  to  extort 
from  the  Governour  &  Councell  of  this  Province  a  grant  of 
the  contents  of  that  paper  being  certaine  Imunityes  &  ffree- 
domes  not  within  the  power  of  the  said  Governour  &  Coun- 
cell nor  of  the  Lord  Prop"'  himselfe  to  grant  without  the  con- 
sent of  an  Assembly  And  whereas  the  said  Governour  & 
Councell  did  send  to  the  said  Wm  Davyes  and  his  Complices 
at  the  time  &  place  aforesaid  Comanding  them  to  lay 
downe  &  yeild  up  their  Armes  &  to  retire  to  their  owne 
houses  promiseing  to  propound  their  requests  to  the  next 
Assembly  who  alone  could  grant  their  petitions  and  in  the 
interim  promised  them  all  ffree  pardon  Wm  Davyes  only 
excepted  to  whom  they  notwithstanding  promised  a  ffree  & 
legall  tryall  at  the  Provinciall  Court,  and  that  they  would  not 
in  this  case  exercise  Martiall  Law  as  his  case  justly  deserved. 
And  whereas  these  condiscentions  of  the  Governour  &  Coun- 
cell were  then  and  there  slighted  &  contemned  by  the  said 
Davyes,  Gent,  Hasleham  &  Pate  &  their  Complices  and  that 
they  did  from  thence  march  away  with  drummes  beateing  & 
Collours  flying  in  despight  and  defiance  of  his  Lopps  Govrment 
and  to  the  Terror  of  all  the  good  people  of  this  Province 
though  they  have  since  with  drawne  &  dispersed  themselves 
&  lye  lurkeing  till  they  can  find  a  fitter  Opportunity  to  worke 
Out  their  wicked  &  malitious  designes.  These  are  therefore 
by  the  advice  of  the  Councell  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary to  declare  publish  &  proclaime  the  said  Wm  Davyes 
Wm  Gent  Giles  Hasleham  &  John  Pate  mutinous  and  sedi- 
tious persons  Outfaceing  all  Lawes  &  justice  with  fforce  and 
armes  &  strictly  to  charge  &  cofnand  all  persons  Inhabitants 
of  this  province  not  only  not  to  aide  abett  comfort  or  assist  them 
or  any  of  them  upon  paine  of  being  proceeded  against  as 
mutinous  &  Seditious  persons  &  punished  with  death  accord-, 
ing  to  the  Lawes  of  this  Province  but  also  strictly  to  require 
p.  103  all  persons  that  shall  know  where  they  or  any  of  them  are 
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imediately  to  apprehend  them  the  said  Davyes  Gent  Hasle-  Lib.  r.  r. 
ham  &  Pate  hereby  promiseing  two  thousand  pounds  of 
tobacco  by  the  head  as  a  reward  to  all  or  any  persons  that 
shall  apprehend  the  said  Davyes  Gent  Hasleham  &  Pate  or 
any  One  of  them  And  fforasmuch  as  there  were  divers  other 
of  the  good  people  of  this  province  seduced  &  perswaded  to 
joyne  with  the  said  Davyes  Gent  Hasleham  &  Pate  at  the 
time  &  place  aforesaid  Wee  doe  hereby  publish  &  proclaime 
a  Generall  pardon  of  the  said  mutiny  &  Sedition  to  all  per- 
sons then  &  there  assembled  other  then  the  said  Davyes 
Gent  Hasleham  and  Pate  provided  he  or  they  doe  within  fourteen 
dayes  from  the  date  hereof  come  to  the  Deputy  Leivtenant  of 
this  province  some  One  of  his  Lopps  Councell  for  this  Prov- 
ince or  some  One  justice  of  Peace  within  the  County  where 
he  or  they  liveth  &  submitt  him  or  themselves  &  deliver  in  his 
or  their  Armes  &  in  the  interim  forbeare  all  further  Acts  of 
Hostility  mutiny  or  sedition.  Given  at  the  Mill  in  Hunting 
Creeke  under  the  great  Seale  of  this  Province  of  Maryland 
this  fourth  day  of  September  in  the  ffirst  yeare  of  his  Lopps 
Dominion  Annoq  Dom  1676.

Charles  Absolute  Lord  &  Proprietary  of  the  Provinces  of

persons  to  whom  the  said  Convicts  shall  happen  to  be  sold 
given  or  otherwise  disposed  of  shall  Enter  into  like  Bond  of 
fifty  pounds  sterling  to  his  said  Lordpp  with  Condicon  for  the 
good  behaviour  of  the  said  Convicts  dureing  their  stay  or 
Aboade  within  this  Province. 


By  the  Governor  &  Councell  of  this  Province  of  Maryland 
A  Remonstrance  of  the  true  State  of  the  Province  &  of  the 
causes  &  reasons  of  the  publique  Taxes. 

The  Governor  &  Councell  takeing  into  serious  Consideracon 
the  gentle  &  moderate  hand  allwayes  carryed  over  this  Prov- 
ince by  his  Lordpp  dureing  the  life  of  his  deceased  ffather  & 
the  many  Condescentions  of  his  Lordpp  since  the  Absolute 
Cofnand  of  right  devolved  to  him,  cannot  but  with  wonder  & 
Amazem'  reflect  upon  the  Levity  not  to  say  Ingratitude  of  the 
People,  who  have  bin  so  farre  blinded  by  the  Spetious  prtences 
of  some  desperate  &  ill  Affected  persons  as  to  runn  out  into 
an  Actuall  Rebellion  against  his  Lordpps  Governm'  when  with 
joyned  hands  &  united  hearts  we  ought  as  one  man  to  have 
risen  upp  against  the  Heathen,  &  with  as  constant  &  Con- 
firmed Councells  have  prepared  against  such  Evills  as  have 
now  Involved  our  neighbour  Colony  in  an  Intestine  Warre,  & 
well  nigh  buried  her  in  her  owne  ruines.  Yett  will  they  not 
sinke  under  the  burden,  but  as  on  the  one  side  they  will  by 
the  sword  of  Justice  lopp  off  such  rotten  members  as  doe 
Endanger  the  whole,  so  on  the  other  side  they  will  Endeavour 
to  give  all  reasonable  satisfaction  to  understanding  &  unbi- 
ased persons  The  great  Clamour  is  against  the  greatnes  of 
the  Taxes  ;  the  debarring  of  some  ffreemen  who  have  nothing 
to  Entitle  themselves  to  a  being  in  this  Province,  from  voting 
in  the  Choice  of  the  Delegates  for  makeing  of  the  Lawes,  &  p.  107 
lastly  that  those  poore  ffreemen  are  Obliged  to  pay  taxes 
equall  with  the  rich.  As  to  the  first  we  Appeale  to  the  whole 
world  to  Judge  whether  the  Lord  Propry  were  not  forced  to 
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Lib.  r.  r.  the  Expensive  warre  against  the  Sasquehannoughs  last  yeare 
And  whether  he  sought  not  all  meanes  of  pacification  that 
could  stand  with  his  honour  &  the  safety  of  the  People  before 
he  Engaged  in  itt.  What  reason  then  have  the  People  to 
repine  att  their  being  protected?  unlesse  they  value  not  their 
owne  lives  att  the  rate  the  Proprietary  himselfe  Values  the 
meanest  of  the  People.  If  the  Taxe  continue  this  yeare  tis  the 
same  necessity  of  defending  the  People  that  causes  itt,  &  the 
paying  for  the  building  of  the  State  house  three  yeares  since 
ordered  &  begun  by  consent  of  an  Assembly  in  a  tyme  of  our 
greatest  peace  &  plenty  that  Encreases  itt.  And  the  mutiny 
&  Rebellion  of  Davis  &  his  Complices  that  hath  Swolne  itt 
beyond  the  Expectation  of  us  all.  And  as  we  can  with  truth 
say,  that  there  is  not  one  of  us  whether  Governor  or  Coun- 
cellors  nay  not  the  Propry  himselfe  when  in  the  Province  that 
paid  not  his  equall  proportion  of  the  Levy  even  for  his  owne 
person  as  well  as  for  every  one  of  his  Servants  ;  so  we  dare 
any  man,  nay  the  whole  world  to  name  one  of  us  to  whom  his 
Lordpp  when  Governor  or  since  hath  given  any  Gratuity  of  the 
publique  Levy.  The  People  themselves  in  their  Delegates  & 
Representatives  are  now  eye  wittnesses  of  the  necessary 
charges  of  the  Province,  &  Auditors  of  the  Accounts  so  that 
we  cannot  but  hope  they  will  Endeavour  themselves  &  unbe- 
guile  the  People,  &  rest  satisfied  in  the  security  they  enjoy  in 
their  persons  by  the  Expence  of  their  Goods ;  &  by  their 
quiett  demeanour  Oblige  the  Governor  &  Councell  to  beleive 
that  there  will  be  noe  further  need  of  Expensive  forces  to 
compell  men  to  enjoy  the  fruites  of  their  owne  labours  in 
Peace  &  Tranquility.  As  to  the  votes  of  ffreemen  who  have 
neither  lands  nor  visible  personall  Estate,  in  the  Eleccon  of 
Delegates  for  the  Assembly  wee  doe  say,  that  as  the  Lord 
Proprietary  can  call  Assemblys  by  his  Patent  whensoever  & 
in  what  manner  to  him  shall  seeme  most  fitt  &  convenient,  Itt 
is  no  wonder  that  he  should  chuse  this  as  the  fittest  &  most 
convenient  manner,  &  most  agreeable  to  the  Lawe  &  Cus- 
tome  of  England  For  what  man  in  England  can  be  admitted 
to  the  Election  of  Parliament  men  that  hath  not  a  visible 
Estate  in  land  or  Goods?  nay  are  there  not  infinite  numbers 
concluded  in  Parliament  without  vote  in  the  Elections,  though 
they  have  great  Estates  both  in  land  &  Goods  ?  as  namely  all 
unmarryed  women  be  their  Estates  in  lands  never  so  great,  & 
all  both  men  &  women  living  out  of  Corporations,  haveing  no 
Estates  in  land  be  their  Personall  Estates  never  so  consider- 
able. This  we  say  as  to  the  point  of  reason  &  lawe  But  if  itt 
be  thought  an  unkinde  way  of  proceeding  with  the  poore  ff  ree- 
p.  108  man,  or  that  the  ffreeman  be  dearer  To  the  ffreeholder  then 
himselfe  his  Wife  Children  &  fortune,  &  that  they  will  needs 
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Submitt  themselves  &  all  that  is  deare  to  them  to  be  disposed  Lib.  r.  r. 
of  by  the  votes  of  the  ffreemen  that  have  nothing,  &  that  can 
as  easily  carry  themselves  out  of  the  reach  of  Lawes  by  them- 
selves made,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  ^freeholder  as  change 
their  Cloaths  Wee  doe  promise  to  propound  the  case  of  the 
indigent  ffreeman  to  his  Lordpp  att  his  returne,  &  to  offer  him 
such  reasons  &  motives  as  may  incline  him  to  permitt  the 
next  Election  to  be  made  by  the  Votes  of  all  the  ffreemen 
indifferently,  this  is  all  that  lyes  in  our  powers  to  doe  in  this 
case,  &  this  we  doubt  not  but  to  Obtaine  from  his  Lordshipp, 
if  the  quiett  demeanour  of  the  ffreemen  in  the  interim  doe  but 
concurr  with  our  Endeavours,  to  Oblige  his  Lordshipp  to  have 
a  favourable  regard  of  their  Interests. 

The  last  part  which  concernes  the  poore  ffreemans  paying 
equall  Taxe  with  the  rich,  we  must  needs  looke  upon  as  a 
peice  of  Sophistry,  imposed  upon  the  credulous  ffreemen  by 
some  malignant  Spiritt,  who  Repines  that  he  cannot  as  well 
Cheate  the  publique  of  the  ffreemans  Leavy,  as  he  hath 
beguiled  the  ffreeman  out  of  his  Crop.  What  ffreeman  is  itt 
that  ever  paid  for  more  then  his  own  head?  &  what  rich  man 
is  itt  that  hath  not  paid  for  every  Servant  &  Slave  he  hath  ? 
but  put  the  case  itt  be  hard  the  poore  ffreeman  should  pay  as 
much  for  his  head,  as  the  Rich  man  doth  for  his  owne  head, 
why  must  my  Lord  or  his  Governor  &  Councell  beare  the 
blame  of  this  which  my  Lord  himselfe  cannot  helpe  without 
the  consent  of  an  Assembly  ?  If  the  Wisdome  of  future 
Assembly  shall  thinke  fitt  to  alter  the  way  of  paym1  of  the 
Publique  Taxes  hitherto  continued  in  this  Province  in  Vir- 
ginia &  indeed  in  all  the  Governmts  in  the  West  Indies  Wee 
dare  undertake  for  his  Lordshipp  that  he  shall  consent  to  itt. 
And  itt  will  be  a  thing  extreamly  pleasing  to  him  to  finde  that 
mans  labour  is  not  the  sole  Riches  of  his  Province,  &  that  our 
Riches  from  transitory  are  now  become  Reall  &  permanent 
That  this  happy  day  may  once  arive  hath  bin  the  long  & 
unwaryed  Endeavour  of  my  Lords  deceased  ffather  And  we 
dare  boldly  promise  will  be  the  constant  Employ  of  my  Lord 
that  now  is.  Our  helping  hand  shall  never  be  wanting  to 
procuring  the  peace  &  plenty  of  every  individuall  in  the 
Province,  which  truly  consists  in  the  due  preservacon  of  his 
Lordshipps  rights  &  the  Protection  of  the  People  in  their  just 
Right  of  libertyes  To  both  these  as  Judges  we  are  indifferently 
sworne,  &  to  each  part  of  our  dutyes  we  hold  our  selves 
equally  Obliged  And  therefore  we  doe  protest  in  the  sight  of 
God  &  men,  as  we  are  resolved  not  to  see  the  least  part  of  his 
Lordshipps  right  diminished  without  his  Lordshipps  consent, 
nor  any  of  his  Lawes  slighted  Or  contemned,  so  we  will  P.  109 
unfainedly  mediate  with  his  Lordpp  &  the  next  Assembly  for 
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Lib.  r.  r.  any  of  the  Peoples  modest  &  reasonable  requests.  And  till 
then  we  must  lett  the  Province  know  that  we  expect  a  prompt 
Obedience  to  his  Lordpps  Lawes  &  just  Comands  as  they  now 
stand  warranted  by  Lawe  And  that  we  are  resolved  severely 
to  Enquire  into  any  future  breaches  of  the  Lawes  or  disturb- 
ances of  the  publiq  Peace  &  repose  of  the  Province.  Looke, 
we  Intreate  you,  upon  the  distressed  &  miserable  Condicon 
of  our  Neighbour  Colony  torne  in  peeces  under  the  maske  of 
publique  Reformacon  &  ease  from  taxes.  Reflect  upon  the 
Barbarous  Enimy  hovering  over  our  heads,  &  lett  not  any 
under  what  Vizard  soever  leade  you  into  the  Calamityes  of 
an  Intestine  Warre,  from  which  &  from  all  others  my  Lords 
Paternall  care  a  long  tyme  defended,  till  some  men  wise  in 
their  owne  conceitts  beyond  the  Lawe  of  God  or  Nations 
enkindled  a  fire  which  yett  burnes  &  will  we  feare  consume 
Thousands  of  the  Guiltlesse  as  well  as  of  Guilty,  Unlesse  God 
in  his  mercy  putt  thoughts  of  Peace  into  the  mindes  of  Bar- 
barians, &  fill  their  hearts  with  desires  becoming  the  most 
Christian  &  most  Civilized  Nations  God  wills  Obedience  & 
not  Sacrafice,  &  as  a  Reward  of  that  Obedience  you  may  as 
certainly  as  justly  Expect  that  ease  from  payments  you  so 
earnestly  Covett,  when  all  struggling  against  knowne  Lawes 
does  but  Arme  the  hands  of  Justice,  &  force  Governors  to 
chargeable  wayes  of  Protection  &  defence  of  the  whole, 
unlesse  they  will  render  themselves  Guilty  of  all  the  bloud 
Rapine  &  Confusion  that  lawlesse  Invaders  of  their  Neigh- 
bours Rights  can  Involve  the  negligent  &  unwary  Governors 
of  a  Country  in,  ffrom  which  wee  hope  God  will  defend  his 
Lordpp  &  all  the  good  People  of  this  Province.

fforasmuch  as  there  are  divers  mutinous  and  Seditious  per- 
sons in  Virginia  who  have  presumed  in  a  Rebellious  manner 
to  take  up  Armes  against  his  Sacred  Majestyes  established 
Goverment  there,  under  the  Right  HonbIe  Sr  Wm  Berkeley 
committing  divers  Outrages  as  well  upon  the  persons  as  the 
Estates  of  his  said  Maties  faithfull  Subjects  &  imposeing  Oaths 
upon  the  people  by  all  meanes  seekeing  to  bind  their  Con- 
sciences to  uphold  their  Rebellion,  even  against  such  fforces 
as  his  said  Matie  shall  thinke  fitt  to  send  for  the  Quelling  of 
the  said  Rebells  and  establishing  peace  in  the  said  Colony 
And  whereas  the  said  Sr  Wm  Berkeley  hath  forbidden  all 
Shipps  rideing  in  Virginia  to  trade  trafificke  or  Commerce 
with  any  Inhabitant  in  Virginia  least  the  said  Rebells  should 
be  aided,  comforted  or  assisted.     By  the  advice  and  consent 
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of  the  Councell  of  this  Province  I  doe  hereby  forbidd  as  well  Lib.  k.  r. 
all  Inhabitants  of  this  province  as  all  other  persons  resideing  p.  no 
traffickeing  or  any  wayes  tradeing  in  or  through  this  Province 
to  assist  any  of  the  said  Rebells  or  to  buy  sell,  trafficke  trade 
Comerce  or  exchange  with  them  or  any  other  person  inhab- 
iteing  in  Virginia  for  any  Armes  Amunition  meate,  drinke 
Corne  meale  or  any  merchandize  whatsoever  either  directly  or 
indirectly  till  the  said  Rebells  shall  be  vanquished  or  other- 
wise reduced  to  their  due  Obedience  to  his  said  Matie  under 
paine  of  being  proceeded  against  as  Aiders  Assisters  and 
Abettors  of  those  that  have  actually  Levyed  Warr  in  Virginia 
against  Our  Soveraigne  Lord  the  King  &  his  established 
Goverment  there.  Given  at  Sl  Maries  under  the  great  Seale 
of  this  Province  this  twelfth  day  of  December  1676  in  the 
second  yeare  of  his  Lopps  Dominion  over  the  same. 

Proclamation 
By  the  Deputy  Leivtenant. 

Takeing  into  serious  Consideration  the  late  horrid  Rebel- 
lion against  his  most  Sacred  Majestyes  Government  in  Vir- 
ginia under  the  Right  Honble  Sr  Wm  Berkeley  and  the  mis- 
cheivous  consequences  thereof,  and  likewise  foreseing  that 
divers  of  the  late  Rebells  there  may  endeavour  to  fly  into  this 
Province  so  to  escape  the  punishment  due  to  their  great 
crimes  in  that  his  Maties  Colony  perpetrated  and  committed. 
To  the  end  therefore  that  all  due  respect  may  be  showne  to 
his  most  Sacred  Maties  Lawes,  and  that  all  Rebells  may  know  no 
part  of  his  Maties  Dominions  affords  Shelter  to  Criminalls  & 
Offenders,  I  doe  hereby  with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  the 
Councell  of  this  Province  of  Maryland  strictly  forbid  all  per- 
sons inhabiteing  resideing  traffickeing  or  tradeing  in  or 
through  this  Province  the  comforting  aideing  assisting  or  con- 
cealeing  any  of  the  persons  whatsoever  that  have  beene  any 
wayes  guilty  of  the  late  Rebellion  in  Virginia,  or  have  bin  any 
wayes  aideing  assisting  or  abetting  the  said  Rebells  or  Rebel- 
lion in  that  Colony  under  paine  of  being  proceeded  against 
with  the  utmost  severity  of  the  Lawes  of  his  most  Sacred 
Maties  Kingdome  of  England  in  such  cases  made  and  pro- 
vided. And  for  the  surer  prvencon  of  all  concealements  of 
the  Rebells  aforesaid  their  Aiders  Assisters  and  Abettors  I 
doe  hereby  strictly  charge  &  cofnand  all  persons  whatsoever 
inhabiteing  resideing  traffickeing  or  tradeing  in  or  through 
this  Province  That  they  apprehend  all  suspected  persons  that 
shall  come  into  this  Province,  and  them  bring  before  me,  or 
some  One  of  his  Lopps  Councell  of  this  Province,  or  at  least 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  Province,  that  they 
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Lib.  r.  r.  may  be  duly  examined  and  if  need  be  returned  into  Virginia, 
9,111  Unlesse  such  person  bring  with  him  Sufficient  Certificate 
from  his  Maties  Government  there  of  his  innocency,  quality  and 
buisnesse  into  this  Province,  Or  be  otherwise  of  Knowne 
credit  repute  and  Honour  for  his  Loyalty  to  his  Matie  in  this 
late  time  of  tryall  in  Virginia,  Under  paine  of  being  pro- 
ceeded against  according  to  the  Law  of  England  for  misprision 
of  treason.  Given  at  S'  Maries  under  the  great  Seale  of  this 
Province  of  Maryland  this  27th  day  of  January  in  the  second 
yeare  of  his  Lopps  Dominion  over  this  Province  Annoq  Dom. 
1676:

Nanticok  River,  being  the  place  where  the  Emperor  now  doth 
or  lately  did  reside,  and  then  takeing  in  a  Pilott  you  are  to 
saile  directly  to  the  sd  Towne  of  Chicacone,  where  the  rest  of 
the  fforces  from  Dorchester,  Talbott  Kent  and  Caecill  Coun- 
ties are  ordred  to  Rendezvous: 

2  :  At  the  arrivall  of  the  sd  fforces  you  are  to  cause  them  to 
be  mustered,  and  to  take  a  view  of  their  Armes,  and  an  Acco' 
of  their  pvisions  that  the  unarmed  may  be  provided  &  the 
Camp  supplyed  wth  Provisions,  sending  out  then  Immediate 
ordrs  to  Somersett  &  Dorchester  Counties  to  supply  yor 
present  wants,  and  to  the  remoter  Counties  for  a  continuance 
of  those  Supplies. 

3 :  You  are  by  all  Convenient  waies  and  meanes  to  labour 
to  possess  the  minds  of  Hatsawapp,  Ababco  &  Teinguassino 
the  Kings  in  Choptank,  as  also  Amonugus  the  Emperor  of 
Assateague  that  we  meane  them  noe  harme  at  all,  &  that  we 
designe  noe  harme  to  Unnacokassimon  himself  nor  his  People, 
provided  he  will  deliver  up  Krawacom,  and  the  two  other 
Indians  (whose  names  we  know  not)  who  murdered  David 
Williams  and  the  rest  of  the  English  in  his  house,  &  you  are 
to  Labour  to  make  them  undrstand,  that  in  Case  of  murdr  we 
doe  Expect  those  that  actually  did  the  Deed,  not  a  like  numb: 
to  the  murdred  unless  there  were  prsent  aideing  assisting  & 
abetting  as  many  murdrs  as  there  were  murdred. 
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4  :  You  are  to  insist  positively  upon  the  Delivery  of  Kra-  Lib.  k. 
wacom  a  Gascoway  Indian,  one  of  the  murdrers  &  Subject  to 
the  Emperor  and  of  the  rest  if  to  be  found  or  any  waies  to  be 
discovered  take  not  the  first  deniall  for  an  answer  but  by  the 
Piscattoway  &  Western  Shore  Indians  (if  the  Eastern  Shore 
Kings  will  not)  press  the  Dangers  &  Mischiefe  of  a  Warr, 
and  see  if  you  can  pcure  a  second  or  third  treaty  in  as  many 
daies  successively,  but  give  them  noe  cause  to  think  we  feare 
them  but  in  all  things  by  yr  Excelcys  guards  &  sending  for 
more  men  and  pvisions  lett  them  see  yu  seriously  intend  warr 
if  Krawacom  be  not  Delivered.  p.  23 

proceed  to  the  Deci- 
sion of  a  warr  Endeavor  or  other  prsents  to  pswade 
the  Eastern  Shore  Kings  to  joine  or  at  least  to  come 
in  and  live  undr  our  Protection,  assuring  them  that  we  desire 
nothing  but  their  prservation  from  being  killed  by  our  men 
who  know  not  one  Indian  from  Another,  and  from  being 
destroyed  by  the  Indians  our  ffriends,  who  we  shall  Employ 
to  hunt  Our  Indian  Enemys  out  of  the  Swamps,  wch  Indians 
have  noe  peace  wth  them  unless  we  include  them  in  the  numb, 
of  our  ffriends. 

7  :  In  all  this  treaty  wth  the  Emperor  of  Nanticoke,  &  the 
other  treatys  wth  the  Indian  Kings  in  Choptank,  and  the 
Emperor  of  Assateague,  you  are  to  joine  wth  Coll  Henry 
Coursey,  Mr  Christopher  Rousby  Coll  Wm  Colebourne,  Mr 
Wm  Stevens  &  Mr  John  White,  and  with  their  or  any  two  of 
their  advice  &  Consent  to  determine  of  what  shall  be  pro- 
pounded to  them,  and  what  answers  shall  be  given  to  such 
propositions  as  they  shall  make  to  yu  and  the  sd  Coll.  Coursey, 
Christopher  Rousby,  Coll:  Colebourne,  Wm  Stevens,  and  John 
White,  that  soe  matters  of  this  weight  may  be  duely  Consid- 
ered, and  the  peace  of  the  Province  Secured,  if  with  any  Tol- 
erable Tearmes  of  Honor  it  may  be  Contrived. 

8 :  You  are  to  endeavor  to  engage  Hatsawap,  Ababco, 
Teinguassino,  &  Amoungus  to  goe  as  Mediator  betweene  you 
and  Unnacakossimon,  in  case  he  will  not  come  psonally  to 
treate  wth  you,  if  all  will  not  goe  procure  some  and  if  none  of 
them  will  goe,  then  Engage  the  ffaithfuller  of  our  Western 
Shore  Indians. 

9 :  In  case  Warr  be  pclaimed,  &  that  Coll:  Coursey,  Mr 
Christopher  Rousby  Coll:  Colebourne,  Mr  Wm  Stevens,  &  Mr 
John  White  or  any  two  of  them  cannot  attend  the  Service, 
you  are  to  choose  a  Councell  out  of  yor  owne  officers,  and  by 
the  advice  of  them  or  the  major  pt  of  them  to  govern  yor  Self 
in  the  managem1  of  this  warre. 

10:  You  are  from  time  to  time  to  see  yor  Souldiers  well 
provided  with  Armes;  Ammunition  and  pvisions,  and  to  that

Lib.  r.  End  to  send  yr  warrants  to  the  Press  Mast"  or  others  to  press 
such  Armes  Ammunition  &  provisions  as  yu  in  your  discretion 
upon  conference  with  yor  Councell  or  without  shall  judge 
necessary. 

1 1  :  In  case  you  come  to  a  treaty  wth  the  Emperor  of  Nanti- 
coke,  you  must  Article  wth  him  and  his  great  men  that  Pocatap 
shall  not  kill  or  otherwise  injure  the  English,  and  that  they 
either  deliver  up  the  Southern  Indians  that  came  wth  Pocatap, 
or  force  them  immediately  to  depart  this  Province.

denyed  pvided  Krawacom  be  delivered,  &  the  other  two 
Murdrrs  if  to  be  found. 

13  :  Whereas  Severall  Accidents  may  happen  wherein  those 
psons  appointed  to  be  of  Councell  to  yu  may  possibly  not  be 
ready  to  attend  yu  you  are  then  in  such  Cases  to  pceed  with- 
out yr  sd  Councell  according  to  the  best  of  yor  Judgem'  and 
Discretion  either  for  concludeing  a  Peace  or  prosecuting  a 
Warr  as  you  shall  see  occasion  according  to  the  Tenor  of  the 
fforegoing  Articles. 

14:  You  are  at  yor  Arrivall  at  Chicacone  the  place  of  Ren- 
dezvous to  muster  all  yor  fforces,  and  cause  yor  Secry  to  keepe 
an  Exact  Muster  Roll  of  all  such  as  already  are  or  from  time 
to  time  hereafter  shall  be  raised  and  sent  over  to  yu  for  this 
present  Expedition  together  wththe  exact  time  when  they  first 
Entred  into  the  Service,  &  how  long  they  continued  therein, 
as  also  an  Exact  Acco'  of  the  Death  of  any  of  yor  Souldiers, 
with  their  names,  to  what  Company  belonging,  &  the  time  of 
their  death,  all  wch  yor  Secry  must  truly  Record  in  the  Journall 
of  yor  *pceedings,  wch  at  the  Expiration  of  this  Expedicon  you 
are  to  cause  fairly  to  be  transcribed  and  rendred  to  me,  and 
an  Exact  Acco1  of  all  such  Provisions  and  other  necessarys  as 
yu  shall  press  there  or  shall  be  here  prest  and  sent  over  to 
you  for  yor  Supplyes,  You  must  ordr  yor  Secry  likewise  to 
keepe. 

15:  What  Armes  or  Ammunition  belonging  to  his  Ldpp: 
and  delivered  out  amongst  yor  Souldiers  shall  at  the  breake- 
ing  up  of  this  Expedicon  be  left  remaineing,  not  broke  or  lost 
in  Service,  You  are  to  take  due  care  that  the  same  may  be 
brought  to  Mattapony  and  there  Delivered  to  Mr  Nicholas 
Sewall  who  is  Constituted  and  Empowered  to  receive  the 
same  and  take  an  Acco1  thereof.

Severall  Great  men  Indians  of  Nanticoke  in  Compa  wth 
Coll.  Henry  Coursey  came  over  to  speake  wth  the  Governor 
touching  the  late  murdr  committed  on  David  Williams  and 
his  family  in  Somersett  County,  &  brought  wth  them  two 
Nanticoke  Indians  Prisoners  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  English 
in  Satisfaction  for  the  same,  were  ordred  to  meete  at  the  said 
Court  house  this  Day.

The  great  men  to  Severall  Interrogatories  *pposed  to  them 
doe  declare  as  foil: 

That  the  Emperor  of  Nanticoke  (from  whom  they  were  sent) 
is  ashamed  that  a  m'urdr  is  committed  upon  some  English, 
that  the  English  have  made  severall  Demands  to  have  the 
murderrs  Delivered  up,  that  he  has  made  it  his  chief  care  and 
business  to  find  out  the  psons  that  committed  the  same,  but 
notwthstanding  he  has  made  strict  Inquisition  into  the  whole 
matter  and  has  narrowly  searched  all  the  severall  Townes  of 
Indians  belonging  to  him  &  undr  his  Subjection,  cannot  find 
any  more  then  that  One  he  has  delivered  up,  who  brought 
home  wth  him  two  Matchcoates,  two  p  shooes  two  pr  F.  Stock- 
ings, one  shirt,  and  one  p  Breeches  soone  after  the  murdrwas 
Committed,  and  was  thereupon  strictly  Examined  p  the 
Emperor  how  he  came  by  them,  but  being  able  to  give  but  a 
slight  ace1  thereof  was  by  him  suspected  to  be  the  murdrer, 
and  was  therefore  delivered  up  to  the  English  that  the 
Emperor  has  also  strictly  Examined  and  Enquired  of  all 
Indians  undr  his  Subjection  that  have  with  them  any  English 
Goods,  where  they  had  them  and  how  they  came  by  them, 
but  cannot  find  any  other  psons  Concerned  in  the  sd  Murdr 
then  him  whom  they  have  already  delivered  up,  they  further 
say  that  they  were  sensible  that  the  English  were  very  angry, 
and  that  they  had  brought  wth  them  two  Indians  to  be  Sacri- 
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Lib.  R.  ficed  for  their  Satisfaction,  but  being  asked  whither  they  knew 
One  Krawacom  they  answered  they  did,  that  he  was  an  Indian 
belonging  to  the  King  of  Checonesseck,  a  Towne  upon  the 
Horekills,  that  last  summer  he  came  among  them  to  trade, 
and  brought  with  him  some  Mannanoses  wch  he  sold  for 
Peake  and  soe  the  last  ffall  went  away  since  wch  they  have  not 
seene  him  nor  hath  he  been  since  that  time  among  them,  they 
P.  26  Were  then  asked  whither  Krawacom  did  not  belong  to  the 
Wiccomeese,  to  wch  they  answered  noe  and  desired  the  Gov- 
ernor  to  send  to  the  sd  place  of  Checonesseck,  and  he  would 
then  be  satisfied  that  Krawacom  did  belong  properly  to 
the  sd  Towne  of  Checonesseck,  and  not  to  Nanticoke  or 
Wiccomese.  They  further  say  that  the  Indian  Prisoner 
whom  they  had  already  deld  up  as  the  murdrer  they  did 
looke  upon  as  a  Spiritt  and  a  condemned  pson,  and  conse- 
quently in  the  Eye  of  the  Law  a  Dead  man,  and  therefore  the 
Emperor  was  much  ashamed  that  such  a  One  should  be  Cred- 
ited as  to  what  he  said  before  himself  that  was  soe  great  an 
Emperor  and  one  instance  they  insisted  on  was  that  the  said 
Prisoner  had  reported  that  the  Nanticoke  Indians  had  built  a 
ffort  in  the  woods  in  a  remote  place  from  the  Towne  where 
they  lived,  which  if  the  English  could  find  to  be  true  that  any 
such  thing  was,  they  the  great  men  now  prsent  would  be 
bound  to  loose  their  lives  as  a  Sacrifice  to  the  English.  They 
were  then  asked  for  what  reason  they  had  brought  those  two 
Indian  Prisoners  to  be  delivered  up,  they  replied  that  severall 
Demands  had  by  the  English  been  made  to  have  the  two 
murderrs  ded:  up  more,  that  for  their  *pts  they  cannot  (after  all 
the  care  have  taken)  find  any  such,  that  they  doe  pceive  the 
English  are  angry,  &  doe  resolve  to  have  them,  and  have 
often  demanded  their  Delivery,  wch  they  would  as  willingly 
doe  if  they  could  be  found,  for  that  they  would  live  at  Peace, 
and  eate  their  bread  with  their  wives  and  Children  in  quiett- 
ness  if  possible,  and  that  therefore  those  two  men  who  came 
prisoners  with  them  did  voluntarily  and  freely  (without  any 
Compulsion)  surrendr  themselves  a  Sacrifice  to  the  English  in 
satisfaction  for  the  said  murdr  they  being  *psons  that  had 
never  (to  their  knowledge)  been  guilty  of  any  murdr  or  other 
misdemeanor  offered  to  the  English,  or  guilty  of  any  crime 
among  themselves. 

Adjourne  Till  Afternoone. 

Afternoone  of  the  same  Day  The  Councell  mett  againe. 

When  the  Governor  &  Councell  give  the  Indians  to 
undrstand  that  they  have  well  considered  of  what  they  had 
delivered  in  the  morning,  and  that  we  should  be  very  well 
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satisfied  if  it  were  true  that  there  were  noe  more  Concerned  Lib.  ] 
in  the  murdr  then  that  *pson  whom  they  had  already  deld  up, 
That  Coll:  Coursey  should  returne  back  with  them  to  Nanti- 
coke  and  discourse  with  the  Emperor  and  did  hope  a  good 
peace  would  Ensue,  but  whereas  they  had  now  brought  over 
two  of  their  Indians  Innocent  psons,  and  noe  waies  guilty  (as 
they  say)  of  any  murder  or  misdemeanor  committed  towards 
the  English  or  themselves,  it  was  given  them  to  undrstand  that 
it  was  not  our  fashion  to  putt  Innocent  *psons  to  death,  but 
would  send  them  over  wth  Coll:  Coursey  who  should  keepe 
them  in  Custody  untill  such  time  as  the  Business  was  fully 
scanned,  and  whereas  there  was  formerly  two  English  Chil- 
dren of  Dickinsons  and  Watts  taken  by  the  Wiccomeese  who 
had  some  time  lived  with  the  Nanticokes,  if  then  what  they 
have  already  alleadged  that  there  are  to  be  found  noe  other 
murdrers  then  that  one  wch  they  have  delivered  up  to  us,  and 
if  they  would  del.  up  those  two  Children,  we  would  in  lieu  of 
them  returne  the  said  two  Indians,  To  wch  they  nor 

where  those  two  Children  were  that  they  did  Wicco-  p-  z7 

meese  had  killed  them,  we  then  told  them  that  if  upon 
Enquiry  we  shall  truly  find  that  the  said  two  Children  are  not 
liveing  &  among  them,  we  will  nevertheless  deliver  up  the 
sdtwo  Indians  as  not  desirous  to  shed  Innocent  blood  and  that 
thereupon  we  hoped  a  happy  Peace  would  Ensue,  To  wch  they 
replied  that  they  were  joyfull  to  be  the  Messengrs  of  this  good 
news  to  the  Emperor  and  that  he  would  be  very  glad  to 
Receive  it. 

Vpon  Consideration  of  the  prmisses  it  is  Ordered.  That 
Coll:  Coursey  doe  goe  with  the  sd  Indians  over  to  Nanticoke 
(keepeing  in  his  custody  the  two  Prisoners  brought  over  with 
him)  and  there  apply  himself  to  Coll  William  Burges  Com- 
mand1 in  Chiefe  and  acquaint  him  with  these  pceedings,  Who 
is  to  make  Demand  of  Krawacom  and  Papomco  two  Indians 
whom  the  Indian  Prisoner  had  accused  of  the  murdr  and  if 
after  all  that  cann  be  urged  for  their  Delivery  and  other  preg- 
nant circumstances  it  shall  appear  that  noe  such  psons  are 
among  them,  and  that  noe  other  pson  then  that  One  Indian 
already  delivered  up  were  concerned  in  the  murdr  but  that  it 
was  onely  a  fallacy  or  fiction  of  the  sd  Indian  Prisoner  to  delay 
time  to  prolong  his  life  or  find  an  Oportunity  of  Escape  And 
that  the  two  English  Children  formerly  taken  by  the  Wicco- 
meese are  not  liveing  among  them  or  within  their  knowledge, 
That  the  two  Indians  wch  came  over  wth  sd  Coll:  Coursey  and 
Committed  into  his  custody  be  immediately  released,  and 
Peace  then  to  be  Concluded  with  the  Emperor  and  his  Indians 
according  to  such  ordrs  &  Instructions  as  the  said  Commandr 
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Lib.  r.  in  Chiefe  hath  already  recd  from  the  HonbIe  Thomas  Notley 
„  Esqr  Governor  Obleigeing  the  Emperor  once  a  yeare  at  a  cer- 
tain time  in  some  Convenient  place  to  pay  unto  the  R"  Honble 
the  Lord  Propry  or  his  Governor  four  Indian  Arrowes  as  an 
Acknowledgm'  of  their  Subjection  to  him,  and  Receiveing 
•ptection  from  him  undr  Our  Soveraigne  Lord  Charles  the 
second  by  the  grace  of  God  King  of  England,  Scotland, 
ffrance  and  Ireland  Defend1  of  the  ffaith  &c:

It  was  Unanimously  concluded  on  that  Coll  Henry  Coursey 
one  of  the  Council  should  be  employed  as  Embassador  or 
Envoy  to  be  sent  to  New  Yorke  by  the  way  of  New-Castle 
upon  Delaware  to  that  purpose  according  to  the  tenor  of  p.  119 
Comission  &  instructions  to  him  then  given  dated  this  day 
the  Comission  signed  by  the  Governour  &  Sealed  with  the 
great  seale  of  this  province  the  Instructions  also  Signed  by 
the  Governour  &  Sealed  with  his  Lopps  lesser  Seale  at  Armes 
&  are  both  expressed  as  follow  Viz. 

Thomas  Notley  Esqr  Leivtenant  and  Cheife  Governour  of 
the  province  of  Maryland  under  the  Rl  Honble  Charles  Abso- 
lute Lord  &  Propry  of  the  Provinces  of  Maryland  &  Avalon 
Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore  &c.  To  all  to  whom  these  presents 
shall  come  or  any  wayes  apperteine  Greeting  in  Our  Lord 
God  everlasting  Whereas  the  Susquesahanoughs  Sinnigos  & 
divers  other  nations  of  Indians  inhabiteing  to  the  Norward  of 
this  province,  have  formerly  committed  divers  murthers  & 
other  Outrages  within  this  province  upon  which  there  hath 
ensued  a  Warr  betweene  his  Majestyes  Subjects  resideing 
within  this  Province  under  the  Goverment  of  his  said  Lopp  as 
well  as  with  those  resideing  under  the  Govrment  of  his  Sacred 
Maties  Collony  of  Virginia,  &  the  said  Susquesahanoughs.

Lib.  r.  r.  lately  desired  to  come  to  a  treaty  of  Peace  with  his  said  Lord- 
shipp,  and  have  (as  I  am  informed)  since  the  said  Overture 
Submitted  themselves  to  and  putt  themselves  undr  the  protec- 
tion of  the  Cinnigo's  or  some  other  nation  of  Indians  reside- 
ing  to  the  northward  of  this  Province,  &  within  or  neer  unto 
the  Territoryes  of  his  Royall  Highnesse  the  Duke  of  Yorke. 
Know  yee  That  I  have  constituted  Ordeined  appointed  and 
authorized  as  I  doe  hereby  constitute,  ordaine  appoint  & 
authorize  Henry  Coursey  Esqr  One  of  his  Lopps  Councell  for 
this  Province  as  Embassadour  or  Envoy  to  treate  with  &  con- 
clude a  firme  peace  with  the  said  Susquesahannoughs  Cinni- 
gos  or  any  other  Indians  now  unknowne  to  us  inhabiteing  or 
resideing  to  the  Northward  of  us  within  or  without  the  Terri- 
tories of  his  said  Royall  Highnesse,  and  from  whom  Wee 
have  already  received  injury  or  may  hereafter  reasonably  sus- 
pect Wee  may  receive  injury  by  the  confederacy  betweene 
them  and  the  said  Susquesahannoughs,  upon  such  reasonable 
termes  as  to  him  shall  seeme  meet  &  convenient  according  to 
his  instructions  ;  And  fforasmuch  as  the  said  Indians  doe  now 
reside  for  the  most  part  within  the  Territory  of  his  said  Royall 
Highnesse,  or  at  least  cannot  be  treated  with  but  by  a  journey

Instructions  for  Coll  Henry  Coursey  in  Execution  of  his 
Cofnission  for  treaty  with  the  Susquesahannough  and 
Cinnigo  Indians  &c. 

imprimis    you  are  with  au  convenient  Speed  to  begin  yr  jour- 
ney towards  New  Yorke,  by  the  way  of  Newcastle  upon  Dela- 
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ware  in  Order  to  your  goeing  into  Albany  there  to  treate  with  Lib.  r.  r. 
the  Cinnigo  Indians,  and  at  yr  arrivall  at  New  Castle  to  Sig- 
nifie  to  the  Deputy  Governour  there  for  the  time  being  in 
generall  termes  that  you  are  sent  to  Colonell  Andross  by  his 
meanes  to  come  to  a  treaty  with  the  Cinnigo  Indians  att  ffort 
Albany  or  else  where  as  Oppurtunity  shall  Offer,  And  you  are 
there  to  endeavour  to  informe  yr  Selfe  from  Cap1  Collier  & 
others  of  the  true  State  of  the  Susquesahannoughs,  what  num- 
ber they  are,  upon  what  termes  they  are  received  by  the  Cin- 
nigoes,  whether  there  be  not  any  of  them  that  are  not  Sub- 
mitted to  the  Cinnigoes,  if  any  such  be  under  whose  protec- 
tion they  live,  and  how  they  may  be  treated  withall,  in  Order 
to  the  Setleing  an  universall  peace  betwixt  us,  the  Susquesa- 
hannoughs, Cinnigoes  and  the  rest  of  the  Indians  to  the 
Northward  as  also  betweene  the  said  Indians  and  all  the  Low- 
land Indians  in  League  &  amity  with  us. 

2.  In  case  any  of  the  Cinnigoes  Troopes  be  neere  New 
Castle  at  your  being  there,  you  are  to  endeavour  to  speake 
with  them,  and  to  lett  them  know  that  you  are  upon  your 
voyage  to  Albany  to  treate  with  their  Rulers  there  of  a  firme 
peace,  and  to  obteine  if  possible  a  cessation  of  Armes  at  least 
if  you  cann  betweene  them  and  all  his  Maties  Subjects  in  these 
parts,  and  for  all  Indians  in  these  parts  now  in  Amity  with 
his  said  Maties  Subjects. 

3.  You  are  next  to  apply  your  Selfe  to  the  Governour  of 
New-Yorke  and  rendering  him  thanks  for  the  Civilityes  he 
hath  shewne  to  this  his  Lopps  Goverm*  to  desire  him  to  assist 
you  in  procureing  a  treaty  for  you  with  the  said  Cinnigo 
Indians,  and  the  Susquehannoughs  if  yett  there  be  such  a 
nation. 

4.  When  you  shall  come  to  a  treaty  with  the  Cinnigos  you 
are  to  lett  them  know  that  Wee  had  no  knowledge  of  them 
but  by  the  Susquesahannoughs  reports,  that  they  from  time  to 
time  told  us  that  the  injuryes  we  received  in  Our  goods  and 
the  murthers  of  Our  people  were  all  perpetrated  by  the  Cin- 
nigoes, That  Wee  afterwards  found  Out  that  those  very 
murthers  which  the  Susquehannoughs  fathered  upon  the  Cin- 
nigoes were  comitted  by  the  Susquesahanoughs  themselves, 
and  that  that  was  the  reall  cause  of  the  Warr  between  us, 
And  the  injury  to  us  was  the  greater  because  the  Susquesahan- 
noughs by  the  Articles  of  Peace  between  us  were  Obliged  to 
give  us  twenty  dayes  warning  of  their  intentions  to  Warr  if  p.  i2i 
at  any  time  they  grew  weary  of  the  peace  with  us,  which  they 
notwithstanding  in  an  Open  hostile  manner  with  the  major 
part  of  their  force  and  Some  (if  not  all)  of  their  great  men 
present  assaulted  the  house  of  Randall  Hanson  standing 
within  three  miles  of  their  ffort  and  there  continued  in  fight 
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Lib.  r.  r.  One  whole  day  after  all  which  they  had  the  confidence  to 
endeavour  to  perswade  Us  it  was  the  Cinnigoes  that  com- 
mitted the  Outrage. 

5.  In  the  Articles  of  peace  with  the  said  Cinnigoes  &  Sus- 
quesahannoughs  (if  yett  the  last  be  in  a  Capacity  to  treate 
by  themselves)  you  must  include  the  Pascattaway  Indians  by 
name  and  all  other  or  Lowland  Indians  in  Amity  with  us  in 
Generall  termes,  because  the  publique  ffaith  is  given  to  the 
Pascattoways  that  Wee  will  include  them  in  Our  peace  with 
the  Northerne  Indians,  And  Wee  are  never  Safe  from  the  north- 
erne  Indians  as  long  as  they  have  any  pretence  of  Warr  with 
Our  ffreind  Indians  nor  from  Our  neighbour  Indians  as  long 
as  they  can  have  any  Colour  of  a  Warr  to  hide  their  Owne 
faults  and  lay  it  upon  their  Enemyes. 

6.  Since  this  last  instruction  may  prove  the  hardest  part  of 
your  negotiation,  and  that  the  Northerne  Indians  may  perhaps 
be  unwilling  to  condescend  to  it  from  some  injuryes  done  by 
Our  neighbours  to  them  unknowne  to  us,  you  are  (in  case 
they  stick  much  at  that  Article)  to  enquire  of  the  true  causes 
of  their  quarrell,  and  to  make  the  Cinnigoes  and  other  Indians 
Satisfaction  in  the  name  of  the  Pascattaways,  though  Wee  Our 
Selves  be  at  the  Charge  of  it,  so  to  setle  Our  Owne  Peace, 
nothing  being  so  prejudicial]  to  us  as  a  Warr,  nothing  more 
to  the  decreaseing  of  his  Maties  Customes  then  such  distruc- 
tions  as  take  the  people  from  planting. 

7  ffor  the  Rest  of  the  Articles  of  the  Peace  they  must  be 
left  most  to  your  Owne  discretion  depending  upon  the  infor- 
mation you  shall  receive  in  yr  voyage  of  the  State  of  Affairs. 
If  you  find  they  aime  at  a  Trade  with  us  you  must  informe 
your  selfe  of  what  Articles  are  made  by  Coll  Andross  and  by 
them  fitt  Others  for  Our  Turne  &  way  of  tradeing.  if  no 
trade  be  aimed  at  there  will  be  little  more  to  incert  but  the 
common  termes  of  inviolable  peace  &  amity  between  them 
the  Lord  Proprietary  of  this  Province  and  all  his  Maties  Sub- 
jects in  these  parts  aswell  in  Virginia,  as  in  Maryland,  for  if 
Wee  include  not  them  Wee  shall  Suffer  as  much  in  their 
passage  through  Our  Country  as  in  Our  Reputation  for  have- 
ing  abandoned  Our  Brethren  and  fellow  Subjects. 

8.  You  are  to  informe  yr  Selfe  what  presents  are  usually 
made  by  the  Governour  of  New  Yorke  to  the  Indians  in  like 
Occasions,  and  to  make  the  like  in  the  name  of  his  Lordshipp, 
as  also  to  make  a  present  of  One  hundred  pounds  Sterling  to 
the  Governour  of  New  Yorke  as  a  token  of  his  Lopps  thankful- 
nesse  for  his  care  and  Kindnesse  Shewne  to  this  Province. 
p.  122  9.  You  are  to  apply  yr  selfe  to  Mr  Jacob  Leslier  or  any 
other  for  such  monyes,  Wampom,  ffurrs  or  Truck  you  shall 
stand  in  need  off  which  shall  be  paid  him  by  the  publick  next 
Levy. 
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10.  When  you  have  fully  informed  your  selfe  of  the  State  Lib.  r.  r. 
of  affairs  where  you  are  designed,  and  of  the  manner  of 
treateing  with  the  Indians  if  you  shall  find  the  aforegoeing 
instructions  deficient  in  any  point  which  may  be  necessary  for 
you  in  the  execution  of  your  Comission,  you  are  there  to  use 
the  utmost  of  your  Care  &  endeavour  to  Act  as  may  be  most 
for  the  Service  of  his  Lordshipp  and  the  good  and  Safety  of 
this  Province  according  to  the  best  of  your  judgment  &  dis- 
cretion to  which  in  such  cases  I  wholly  referr  you.

imediatly  (or  att  least  with  all  speed  that  an  affaire  of  this 
importance  will  permitt  certifie  us  according  to  the  order  from

That  though  through  mistakes  some  discontents  or  injuries 
may  have  happened  between  us  heretofore,  now  upon  the  good 
report  of  you  which  I  finde  we  are  willing  that  all  what  is  past 
be  buryed  &  forgott  you  takeing  care  (as  we  shall  on  our 
parts)  that  your  Indians  nor  none  liveing  among  you  or 
p.  132  comeing  through  your  Country  doe  for  the  future  injure  any 
of  our  persons,  Piscattoway  or  other  our  Indians  liveing  with 
us,  or  goods  And  if  any  ill  persons  should  doe  us  any  harm, 
that  there  be  prsent  full  satisfaccon  given  for  all  injuries  or 
damages. 

The  above  being  observed  so  that  no  injury  or  damage  be 
done,  or  satisfaccon  given  we  shall  allwayes  esteem  &  treat 
you  as  our  good  Neighbours  &  friends.

Wee  are  glad  that  the  Kings  Governors  of  Maryland  & 
Virginia  have  sent  you  hither  to  Speak  with  the  Maques,  as 
also  that  the  Governor  gen"  hath  been  pleased  to  destinate  & 
appoint  this  place  to  Speak  with  all  nations  in  peace,  findeing  p-  133 
this  a  fitt  place  for  the  same,  for  which  we  doe  returne  his 
honour  hearty  thanks,  especially  that  his  honour  hath  been 
pleased  to  grant  you  the  priviledge  for  to  speak  with  us  here, 
seeing  that  the  Governour  gen"  &  we  are  one,  &  one  heart, 
&  one  head,  for  the  Covenant  that  is  betwixt  the  Governor 
gen"  &  us  is  inviolable,  yea  so  strong  that  if  the  very  thunder 
should  break  upon  the  Covenant  chain,  itt  would  not  break 
itt  asunder. 

Wee  are  likewise  glad  that  we  have  heard  you  speak,  & 
now  we  shall  answer.  If  in  case  any  of  our  Indians  should 
injure  any  Christians  or  Indians  in  your  parts,  or  your 
Christians  or  Indians  doe  any  damage  to  our  Indians,  we 
desire  that  on  both  sides  the  matter  may  be  composed,  &  that 
which  is  past  to  be  buryed  in  oblivion. 

They  say  farther,  that  the  Sennekeswere  upon  their  journey 
to  come  hither  with  six  hundred  men  but  for  feare  turned  back 
again,  but  we  were  not  afraid  to  come  here,  doe  give  there- 
upon a  drest  Elk  skinn  and  a  beaver. 

2d,y  Wee  have  heard  you  speak,  &  now  we  shall  answer 
unto  your  propositions.  You  have  said  that  all  which  is  past 
formerly  shall  be  buryed  &  forgott,  which  we  doe  likewise, 
holding  ourselves  innocent  of  any  injury  done  to  any  of  the 
nations,  Maryland  or  Virginia,  but  have  allwayes  Spoke  with 
one  another  in  friendshipp  &  have  likewise  received  many 
favours,  bread  &  other  provisions,  for  which  we  humbly  thank 
you  And  if  any  doe  accuse  us  of  haveing  done  any  injury  or 
damage  there,  they  doe  bely  us,  we  haveing  been  but  twice 
there,  doe  give  thereupon  two  beavors. 

3dly  If  any  difference  should  arise  betwixt  you,  yor  Indians 
&  our  Indians,  we  desire  that  there  may  not  imediatly  a  warr 
arise  upon  the  same,  but  that  the  matter  may  be  moderate  & 
composed  betwixt  us  And  we  doe  engage  for  our  parts  to  give 
satisfaction  to  you  for  any  evill  that  our  Indians  might  happen 
to  doe,  &  doe  give  thereupon  two  beavers.

&  doe  welcome  his  honour  the  Colonel  with  a  bever  &  a 
drest  Elk  skin  for  his  trouble  in  comeing  so  farr  a  journey.

4thly  In  case  any  of  yor  Indians  doe  any  hostility  to  us,  we 
shall  acquaint  you  therewith,  before  wee  take  upp  the  ax 
against  them  And  we  desire  the  like  of  you  And  the  reason 
that  we  plundred  the  English  there,  was  their  entertaining  of 
those  Indians  that  were  our  Enemies,  but  we  promise  never  p.  136 
to  doe  the  like,  doe  give  one  beaver. 

5thIy  Wee  doe  thank  you  for  the  prsents  given  to  us,  &  we 
shall  punctually  observe  that  which  you  have  propounded  to 
us,  desireing  the  like  upon  your  side.  Itt  is  concluded  in  our 
Castle,  that  all  the  Sachims  shall  come  here  the  next  Summer 
about  the  month  of  June  to  make  propositions,  &  itt  is  their 
earnest  desire  to  see  Col  Coursey  here,  or  some  other  author- 
ized from  his  Governm'  doe  give  a  beaver.

Goods  whereupon  we  Answer  &  promise,  that  for  the  future 
we  shall  not  injure  or  doe  any  damage  to  the  people  of  Mary- 
land or  Virginia,  &  doe  thank  the  gentlemen  there  that  they 
doe  exhort  us  to  the  peace,  for  we  are  so  minded  but  doe 
138  acknowledge  that  we  have  killed  of  yor  Christians  &  Indians 
formerly,  whereof  Jacob  Young  als  my  friend  was  a  great  occa- 
sion thereof,  but  we  desire  now  that  all  which  is  past  may  be 
buryed  in  oblivion,  &  doe  make  now  an  absolute  Covenant  of 
peace,  which  we  shall  binde  with  a  chaine,  for  the  Sealing  of 
the  same,  doe  give  a  belt  of  thirteen  deep.

[Letter  of  Notley'to  Council.] 

Gent"1  ffebry  17th  1677  about  foure  houres  post  meridian. 

Just  now  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Honble  Chancelor 
dated  yesterday,  inclosed  in  which  I  found  a  letter  of  Mr 
Thomas  Walkers  Sheriff  of  Somrsett  County  dated  the  15th 
instant,  which  brings  the  sad  &  unexpected  intelligence  of  the 
murther  of  David  Williams  &  his  ffamily  in  Wiccocomico  in 
Somrsett  County,  together  with  the  deposition  made  *p  Wm 
Keene  before  John  Winder  as  also  yor  order  made  in  Court 
upon  the  arrivall  of  the  Letter  from  Walker.  I  am  of  opinion 
no  more  could  be  done  then  what  you  ordered  in  Court  upon 
so  strange  &  unexpected  intelligence ;  all  that  I  can  further 
advise  untill  we  have  more  intelligence  from  Somrsett  County 
is,  that  you  imediatly  presse  boate  &  hands  to  be  well  manned, 
&  to  send  away  to  Thomas  Walker  to  gett  further  intelligence, 
&  that  some  discreet  person  be  sent  in  the  boat  for  expedicon 
sake  And  that  you  write  to  Col  Coleborne,  Walker  &  Mr  Wm 
Stevens  that  they  advise  together  for  the  discovery  of  this 
murther  (if  not  yet  found  out)  who  are  the  murtherers  And 
that  they  write  me  &  the  Councell,  or  that  one  of  them  that 
can  be  first  mett  with  doe  write  us  of  the  true  state  of  affaires 
in  the  said  County  And  if  the  County  be  in  danger  by  the 
Indians,  then  to  advise  us  of  their  wants  either  as  to  men  or 
Amunition,    &    they    shall    be    speedily    supplyed    especially 
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Lib  r.  r.  with  amunition  &  if  their  case  require  itt,  with  men  also  And 
order  the  letter  be  directed  to  be  left  with  the  Chancelor  (for 
my  selfe  &  the  Councell  to  consider  thereon  what  further 
necessary  to  be  done)  where  I  shall  cause  the  post  daily  to 
attend  to  bring  me  advice  from  thence.  I  have  written  Col. 
Coleborne  Walker  &  Stevens  to  this  effect,  &  that  they  stand 
upon  their  guard  untill  they  heare  further  from  myselfe  &  the 
Councell.  For  my  part  I  am  of  opinion  that  Pocatap  is  the 
murtherer  or  the  cause  thereof  &  that  no  Susquahannoh  is 
there,  but  that  Pocatap  &  his  Accomplices  are  the  authors 
thereof,  but  I  hope  its  not  a  gen"  defeccon  of  all  the  Indians, 
but  only  Pocataps  party,  which  if  so,  we  shall  then  be  able  to 
deale  with  him  &  his.  I  shall  not  write  Col  Calvert  therefore 
doe  hereby  order  him  to  cause  his  Cap*  Lieu*  to  draw  his  men 
together  &  see  their  armes  fixt,  &  to  be  att  an  houres  warn- 
p-  !43  ing,  upon  paine  of  death.  And  that  he  order  Cap'  Cammell 
to  doe  the  like,  And  I  shall  order  his  Major  &  Cap'  Gerrard 
to  doe  the  same  And  I  hereby  order  Col  Brooke  to  cause  his 
Officers  of  his  regiment  to  doe  the  like  And  I  shall  send 
orders  to  Col  Douglas  to  the  same  effect ;  for  I  thinke  itt 
very  convenient  to  be  in  a  readines,  &  that  we  have  men  fixt 
if  occasion  require  If  you  think  any  thing  more  att  prsent 
(before  we  gett  further  intelligence  from  Somrsett  County)  to

their  Stocks,  the  said  Indians  pretending  that  most  of  the 
Land  in  the  upper  *ps  of  the  sd  Counties  doth  properly  belong 
to  them,  The  Summe  whereof  being  Duely  considered  It  was 
ordred, 

That  Augustin  Herman  and  Jacob  Young  be  Empowred  p 
Commiss"  from  the  Governor  to  treate  with  the  said  Indians 
touching  the  pretence  they  make  to  the  land  in  the  said  two 
Counties  as  to  what  part  of  the  Land  in  both  or  either  of  the 
said  two  Counties  they  make  claime  to  And  what  Satisfaction 
they  require  to  quitt  such  their  claime  thereto.  An  Acco1 
whereof  that  they  the  said  Augustin  Herman  and  Jacob 
Young  rendr  to  the  Governor  and  Councell  with  all  Expedi- 
tion possible  and  as  conveniently  they  cann. 

The  Common  Rurno'  that  the  Sinnequo  Indians  (by  Insti- 
gation of  the  Remaineing  *pl  of  the  Susquesahannoghs  now 
amongst  them)  are  Designed  to  come  downe  and  make 
warr  upon  the  Pascattoway  Indians  toward  the  Latter  End  of 
this  Summer  wch  the  sd  Pascattoway  Indians  doe  verily  beleive 
and  suspect,  being  taken  into  consideration  it  was  Ordred, 

That  Jacob  Young  be  Empowered  to  goe  to  the  Old  Sus- 
quehannoh  ffort  and  to  treate  with  the  great  men  of  the  Sin- 
nequos  Nations  touching  the  said  Rumor  according  to  such 
ordrs  and  Instructions  as  he  should  receive  from  the  Governor 
relateing  thereunto 

In  pursuance  whereof  the  Honble  Thomas  Notley  Esqr  did 
Empower  the  said  Jacob  Young  *p  his  Instructions  undr  hand 
and  Seale  to  goe  accordingly  to  the  Old  Susqh  ffort  and 
address  himself  to  the  greate  men  of  the  Sinnequo  Nations, 
and  p  prsents  or  otherwise  according  to  their  Custom  to 
Remind  them  of  the  League  wch  they  latly  Entred  into  with 
us  and  our  ffriend  Indians  in  wch  number  the  Pascattoways 
were  then  by  name  included  and  soe  long  as  they  continue 
our  ffriends  we  are  bound  to  protect  and  Defend  them,  and 
therefore  we  hope  that  the  Sinnequos  will  not  violate  their 
League  with  us  by  useing  any  Acts  of  Warr  or  Hostility 
Against  the  said  Pascattoways  or  any  other  our  ffriend 
Indians  without  just  cause  given  and  haveing  first  made  us 
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Lib.  k.  acquainted  therewith  according  to  the  Articles  Concluded 
betweene  us.  The  said  Young  was  also  p  his  said  Instruc- 
tions ordred  to  acquaint  them  that  in  Virginia  there  was  a 
rumor  that  the  Sinnequos  did  designe  this  next  fall  to  scoure 
the  heads  of  those  Rivers  wch  did  much  dissatisfie  and  disturb 
p.  31  the  Inhabitants  there  not  knowing  the  reason  thereof,  they 
being  together  with  us  included  in  the  made  with  the 

Sinnequo  Indians,  Wee  did  therefore  (not  out  of  any  Suspi- 
cion or  jealousie  in  the  least  that  we  harboured  of  them  as  to 
their  ffidelity  toward  us  not  questioning  but  as  hitherto  they 
had  done  soe  they  would  still  continue  to  preserve  their 
League  with  us)  desire  to  know  whether  indeed  they  had  any 
such  designe  and  what  the  grounds  of  such  their  motion 
might  be  to  the  End  that  the  Inhabitants  in  those  pts  might 
also  as  well  as  us  be  Satisfied  &  not  Surprised  at  their  come- 
ing  if  their  occasions  should  draw  them  thither.

Annoq  Domi  1676 
by  the  advice  of  his  Ldpps  Councell  did  Publish  Proclame  and 
Declare  that  his  said  Ldpp  would  take  noe  advantage  of  any 
Lapse  of  time  either  in  proving  of  Rights  returning  of  Certifi- 
cates or  Demanding  grants  or  Pattents  for  any  Land  due  to 
any  Adventurer  or  Planter  within  this  Province,  provided  such

cates and  makeing  good  rights  and  humbly  prayed  Eight 
moneths  time  more  for  the  Doing  thereof  being  Willing  to 
comply  with  the  reasonable  request  of  the  said  Inhabitants 
and  for  the  settling  their  minds  and  Estates  I  doe  hereby  by 
and  with  the  advice  &  consent  of  his  Ldpps  Councell  Publish 
Proclame  &  Declare  that  noe  advantage  shall  be  taken  of  any 
Lapse  of  time  either  to  the  sueing  out  of  Pattents  for  Land 
or  other  Defects  whatsoever  of  any  Inhabitant  of  this  Prov- 
ince, but  that  all  such  Inhabitants  shall  have  and  are  hereby 
allowed  Eight  moneths  time  commencing  from  the  Date 
hereof  for  the  effectuall  Doeing  the  same.  Given  at  the 
Citie  of  Sl  Maries  undr  the  great  Seale  of  the  said  Province 
of  Maryland  the  19th  Day  of  June  in  the  third  yeare  of  his 
Lordshipps  Dominion  &c.

being  read,  as  also  the  Deposition  of  John  Burroughs  who 
came  from  the  said  Cunninghams  house  the  eighth  instant 
being  taken  before  the  Governor  then  produced  and  read, 
being  as  foil:  viz: 
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The   Deposition  of  John  Burroughs  taken  before  the  Honble  Lib.  k. 
Thomas  Notley  Esqr  Governor  the  seaventh  Day  of  August 
Anno.  1678 : 

The  said  John  Burroughs  having  taken  his  Oath  upon  the 
Holy  Evangelist  of  Almighty  God  Declareth  that  yesterday 
about  two  or  three  of  the  Clock  in  the  afternoone  he  was  at 
the  house  of  Thomas  Edwards  at  the  Northern  Branch  of  Pot- 
tuxen  River  whither  was  then  remooved  Daniel  Cunninghams 
wife  being  desperately  wounded  by  the  Indians  on  Saturday 
last  the  third  instant  at  her  husband  the  sd  Cunninghams 
house  This  Deponent  asked  her  how  many  Indians  there 
were  at  her  husbands  house  when  she  reed:  the  wound  to 
wch  (being  speechless)  she  made  a  signe  by  holding  up  her 
hand  and  her  thumb  close,  thereby  intimating  four  He  this 
Deponent  then  asked  her  whither  one  Wassetass  a  Pascatto- 
way  Indian  were  there  whereupon  she  lift  up  her  hand  and 
putt  on  her  head  upon  the  place  where  she  was  wounded. 
And  further  the  said  Deponent  saith  that  he  heard  Mrs 
Edwards  mother  to  the  said  Conninghams  wife  say  at  the 
same  time  say,  that  as  she  was  discourseing  of  the  murdr  she 
said  that  she  did  verily  beleive  that  the  rogue  Wassetass  had 
been  there  and  done  the  mischiefe,  at  wch  the  said  Conning- 
hams wife  did  then  also  lift  up  her  hand  to  her  head  as  afore 
&  further  saith  not  Mark  of

from  whence  and  severall  other  circumstances  concurring  it 
was  the  Opinion  of  the  Councell  that  the  said  murder  was 
perpetrated  by  the  Pascattoway  Indians  Whereupon  Ordred 

That  Major  William  Boareman  Goe  to  the  Pascattoway  ffort 
and  acquaint  the  Greate  men  that  whereas  the  Emperour  and 
one  of  their  great  men  had  lately  (to  say  the  last  weeke)  been 
to  speake  with  the  Governor  to  whom  they  had  then  delivered 
severall  matters  of  moment  to  wch  he  did  not  then  think  fitt 
(without  the  advice  of  the  Councell)  to  returne  them  soe  full 
and  positive  an  answer  as  they  might  happily  Expect  But  p-  34 
having  since  conveened  the  Councell  and  consulted  there- 
upon he  was  now  ready  to  give  them  an  answer  did  there- 
fore desire  their  great  men  to  come  to  Manahowick  neck  on 
Munday  the  19th  of  this  instant  August  where  the  Governor 
and  Councell  would  then  meet  them  and  heare  what  further 
they  had  to  say  But  in  case  the  said  Indians  should  seeme  to 
scruple  or  be  further  inquisitive  of  the  cause  of  our  sending 
for  them  It  was  then  ordered  that  Major  Boareman  should 
acquaint  them  with  the  murdr  Committed,  and  give  them  to 
undrstand  that  whereas  they  have  had  some  men  lately  killed 
and  wee  likewise   some  others,  the   Governor  and   Councell 
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Lib.  r.  thought  it  necessary  for  our  common  preservation  to  hold  a 
Matchacomico  of  Ours  and  their  great  men  together  to  con- 
sult &  advise  upon  some  Expedient  to  be  taken  for  Our 
Defence  against  the  Invasion  &  assaults  of  fforreigne  Indians.

Maryland  Aug'  the  10th  1678: 
May  it  Please  Yor  Ldpp 

Having  this  Oportunity  of  Covills  Departure  from  Mary- 
land within  a  weeke  We  thought  it  our  Duty  p  the  same  to 
acquaint  yor  Ldpp  with  a  murdr  lately  (to  say  on  the  third 
instant  in  the  morning)  committed  on  Daniel  Conningham  & 
his  ffamily  neere  the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  p  some  Indians 
strongly  presumed  to  be  the  Pascattoways,  the  said  Conning- 
ham and  another  young  man  killed  outright  as  they  were  in 
the  ffield  at  work  Conninghams  wife  Tomohoaked  in  the 
house  where  she  was  afterwards  found  lying  prostrate  in  her 
blood  &  not  quite  dead  but  rendred  altogether  speechless 
and  soe  remained  till  her  death  wch  happned  yesterday  morn- 
ing, soe  (that  though  she  were  a  pson  well  knowing  and 
acquainted  with  most  of  those  Indians)  she  could  not  declare 
any  thing,  but  by  signes  wch  she  made  did  plainly  discover  the 
murderers  to  be  Pascattoways  for  being  asked  how  many 
Indians  had  been  there  she  held  up  her  hand  with  her  thumb 
downe  thereby  (to  say  by  her  four  fingers  held  up)  intimating 
four  being  then  asked  whither  Wassetass  (a  Pascattoway 
Indian  knowne  to  vse  those  parts  and  whom  the  People  sus- 
pected guilty  of  the  Murder)  were  there  she  immediately  lift 
up  her  hand  to  her  head  where  she  was  wounded,  from 
whence  and  severall  other  circumstances  concurring  we 
gather  and  are  fully  pswaded  that  the  Pascattoway  Indians 
are  the  reall  murderers.  Whereupon  yesterday  we  mett  in 
35  Councell  at  Manahowickes  Neck  where  we  concluded  to  send 
for  the  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  to  meete  us  at  the  same 
place  on  the  19th  instant  where  we  intend  to  lay  open  the 
Murdr  before  them  &  Demand  Satisfaction  for  the  same,  wch  if 
they  consent  to  and  comply  with  according  to  Our  Demands, 
We  may  then  have  some  grounds  to  beleive  Yor  Ldpps  Prov- 
ince may  continue  in  its  prsent  tranquill  condition,  but  as  the 
case  now  stands  the  Pascattoway  Indians  having  clandestinely 
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&  privately  done  us  severall  mischiefs  &  fathered  the  same  Lib.  k. 
upon  the  Sinnequos  and  other  fforreigne  Indians,  and  we  doe 
verily  beleive  that  they  intend  to  cover  this  murdr  with  the 
same  pretence,  We  rather  beleive  that  a  Warr  with  the  said 
Indians  must  consequently  ensue  wch  we  shall  Endeavor  to 
manage  soe  as  may  be  for  yor  Ldpps  Honor  and  (as  much  as  in 
us  lie)  the  Security  and  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  from  any 
further  Attempts,  And  the  Establishing  a  firm  Peace  betweene 
us  and  other  Indians  for  the  future  To  wch  we  shall  not  further 
add  at  prsent,  but  Our  Prayers  for  yor  Ldpps  Health  and  Pros- 
perity We  Remaine

Whereas  Major  Henry  Jowles  (by  vertue  of  an  ordr  from 
the  Governor  to  raise  a  Sufficient  number  of  men  as  should 
be  necessary  for  the  Defence  and  Security  of  the  Inhabitants 
at  the  head  of  Pottuxen  River)  hath  raised  sixty  men  wch  by 
the  Governor  and  Councell  (having  fully  considered  and  duely 
weighed  the  Danger  of  those  pts  as  to  Indians)  is  deemed 
too  great  a  number  for  that  purpose,  for  severall  weighty 
reasons  concludeing  that  the  Pascattoway  Indians  will  not 
Adventure  to  make  any  further  Attempts  upon  them,  soe  that 
a  lesser  number  of  men  then  is  raised  may  be  Sufficient  for 
their  Defence  at  prsent.     It  is  Ordered, 

That  One  half  of  the  said  men  be  forthwith  dismissed  and 
sent  home,  and  that  the  other  half  (to  say  Thirty  men  onely) 
continue  in  service,  Twenty  whereof  to  be  distributed  among 
the  Plantations  for  the  Defence  of  the  houses,  &  the  other 
Tenn  to  be  constantly  rangeing  about  the  head  of  the  River, 
according  to  the  Discretion  of  Capt.  Ninion  Beale  who  is 
hereby  appointed  to  Command  the  said  number  of  men,  and 
to  take  Speciall  care  of  all  such  Armes  and  Ammunition  as 
they  shall  receive  from  his  Ldpps  Magazine  at  Mattapony,  and 
that  noe  more  of  Either  be  delivered  out  among  the  men  then 
what  shall  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  Service  they  shall 
be  Employed  in,  &  that  the  rest  be  secured  till  further  Ordr 
It  is  likewise  Ordered  that  neither  the  said  Beale  nor  any  the 
Souldiers  undr  his  Command  or  others  the  Inhabitants  in 
those  pts  Offer  any  violence  to  the  Indians  if  any  they  shall 
discover  unless  the  said  Indians  first  make  an  assault  upon 
them  but  that  they  Onely  stand  upon  their  guard  till  further 
Orders  And  whereas  Col:  Baker  Brooke  is  now  returned 
home  into  his  Owne  Country,  It  is  Ordered  that  Major  Jowles  p.  36 
attend  the  said  Coll.  for  such  further  Ordrs  as  may  be  neces- 
sary relateing  to  the  Militia  of  that  County.

Then  mett  According  to  appointm'  p  ordr  of  Councell  held 
at  the  same  place  the  10th  instant,  the  Greate  men  of  Pascat- 
toway  being  also  appointed  to  meete  here  this  Day  where- 
upon the  Councell  consult  and  advise  what  necessary  to  be 
said  to  them  when  they  come,  and  it  is  resolved  that  they  be 
given  to.  undrstand 

That  whereas  a  few  daies  since  the  Emperor  and  One  other 
of  their  greate  men  had  been  with  the  Governor  and  informed 
him  of  some  of  their  Indians  being  lately  killed  (as  they  did 
beleive)  p  some  of  the  Senniquo  &  Susquahannoh  Indians, 
and  did  then  offer  to  the  Governor  severall  matters  of  moment 
to  wch  he  did  then  give  noe  positive  answer,  but  did  assure 
them  that  he  would  send  to  ffort  Albany  endeavouring  to 
speake  with  the  greate  men  of  the  Sinnequos  to  know  of  them 
what  their  designe  was  whither  they  resolved  to  hold  their 
Articles  with  us  (amongst  wch  One  was  that  they  should  hold 
peace  with  the  Piscattoways)  &  to  continue  their  League,  that 
soe  we  may  hold  peace  with  the  Piscattoways  soe  long  as  they 
are  willing  and  doe  actually  keepe  the  Peace  made  with  us. 
The  Councell  doe  readily  concurr  with  the  Governor  therein 
and  doe  confirm  and  approve  what  he  hath  done,  that  Intelli- 
gence is  daily  expected  from  Albany,  wch  when  we  receive 
shall  give  them  notice,  but  till  then  can  give  them  noe  further 
answer  as  to  that  pticular. 

The  next  thing  to  be  offered  to  them  being  a  matter  of 
great  consequence  was. 
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Lib.  r.  That  we  have  had  three  People  (to  say)  a  man  a  woman  & 
a  youth  lately  killed  at  a  Plantation  about  the  head  of  Pottuxen 
River,  the  man  and  the  Youth  killed  Outright,  But  the  woman 
who  lived  severall  daies  after  did  before  her  death  Declare 
that  One  Wassetass  (a  Pascattoway  Indian)  in  Company  with 
p.  37  three  more  Indians  had  wounded  her,  that  upon  the  rumor 
wch  they  themselves  had  made  of  the  Senniquos  being  in  these 
pts  and  killing  some  of  their  men  we  had  then  at  that  very 
time  &  some  time  before  ptys  of  horse  in  Anne  Arundel 
County  &  other  *pts  rangeing  &  scoureing  the  heads  of  the 
Rivers  who  could  not  discover  any  fforreigne  Indians  or  see 
the  least  signe  of  them,  that  the  Pascattoway  Indians  them- 
selves had  certainly  been  hunting  in  those  pts  and  were  seene 
thereabouts  the  day  before  the  same  Day  and  the  Day  after 
the  murdr  was  committed  that  if  any  fforreigne  Indians  had 
been  there  they  must  needs  have  discovered  or  mett  with 
them,  that  from  the  house  where  the  murdr  was  Committed 
was  taken  away  the  mans  Clothes,  his  Hatt,  a  bundle  of 
matchcoates  and  some  Tobacco  out  of  a  hhd  wch  stood  in  the 
house  wch  was  Tomohoaked  and  the  Tobacco  taken  out  that 
the  very  same  day  were  seene  three  Indians  at  a  neighbour- 
ing Planta  One  whereof  had  with  him  a  bundle  of  matchcoates 
&  some  leaves  of  Tobacco  in  it,  that  the  Day  after  the  murdr 
was  committed  were  discovered  four  Indians  within  two  miles 
of  the  house  where  the  murdr  was  done,  three  of  them  being 
Painted,  that  they  mett  with  an  English  man  and  Enquired  of 
him  whither  Wassetass  were  in  those  pts  and  that  at  severall 
other  places  about  the  same  time  the  Pascattoway  Indians 
have  been  seen  in  those  pts  all  wch  we  can  certainly  proove, 
from  whence  and  other  circumstances  concurring  we  doe 
verily  beleive  and  are  fully  pswaded  that  some  of  the  Pascat- 
toway Indians  have  committed  the  murdr  That  we  had  there- 
fore sent  for  them  to  putt  them  in  mind  of  their  league  made 
with  us  Twelve  yeares  since  in  May  last,  One  pl  whereof 
signed  by  the  Lord  Propry  and  the  Governor  that  now  is  undr 
the  greate  Seale  of  this  Province  we  did  suppose  they  had  in 
keepeing  the  other  p'  undr  their  great  mens  hands  we  had 
ready  upon  occasion  to  produce,  p  wch  Articles  they  are 
bound  (if  att  any  time  any  of  their  Indians  or  others  liveing 
with  them  should  murdr  any  of  our  English  &  they  knew 
thereof)  to  deliver  up  the  murderers  freely  &  of  their  owne 
accord  without  demand  by  us  made  although  we  shall  not  be 
able  to  proove  it  to  be  done  by  them  but  if  we  should  first 
discover  the  murdr  and  those  that  did  the  same,  then  are  they 
also  bound  to  deliver  them  up  to  us  without  any  trouble  upon 
our  Demand,  we  being  likewise  bound  p  the  same  Articles 
(if  at  any  time  it  should  be  sufficiently  prooved  that  any  of 
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Our  men  should  kill  any  of  their  Indians)  to  putt  the  murder-  Lib,,  r. 
ers  to  death  in  like  manner  as  we  should  doe  p  any  of  their 
Indians  that  should  be  delivered  up  to  us.  That  we  have 
been  carefull  to  preserve  our  league  with  them  firm  and  invio- 
late, wch  they  are  sensible  of,  otherwise  if  we  had  been  guilty 
of  any  breach  we  should  doubtless  have  reed:  their  complaints 
and  been  ready  to  give  them  Satisfaction,  But  on  the  Con- 
trary a  murdr  has  been  committed  on  some  of  us  and  that  p 
some  of  their  Indians  (as  we  have  all  the  reason  in  the  world 
to  conclude)  that  we  did  now  demand  Satisfaction  of  them 
and  did  not  doubt  but  that  they  would  as  readily  deliver  up 
the  murderers  to  us  without  any  further  trouble  according  to 
their  Articles,  that  we  are  not  willing  to  quarrell  with  them  to 
make  warr  upon  them  and  Destroy  them,  but  desire  to  con- 
tinue and  preserve  Our  League  and  ffriendshipp  with  them 
provided  they  render  us  that  reasonable  Satisfaction  wch  p 
their  Articles  they  are  bound  to  doe  and  we  to  require  at  their 
hands. 

Afternoone  of  the  same  Day  p.  38 

The  Greate  men  of  Pascattoway  (to  say)  onely  Nicotaghsen 
the  Emperour  and  Ouquintimo  the  Speaker  being  come 
together  with  Chotike  and  severall  other  Choptico  Indians,  It 
was  Ordered  to  Enquire  of  them 

Ist  Why  noe  more  of  the  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  then 
the  Emperor  and  Speaker  onely  were  come  when  they  verily 
well  knew  that  they  were  sent  for  upon  soe  considerable  an 
occasion  as  the  business  then  in  hand  to  be  discoursed  to 
them  did  amount  to,  to  wch  after  some  pause  they  answered 
that  most  of  their  great  men  were  very  busie  in  gathering 
together  their  dead  bones  &ca 

2.  Who  should  speake  for  them,  Ouquintimo  the  Speaker 
of  Pascattoway  or  Chotike  he  being  also  come  with  thm  to  wch 
the  Emperor  made  Answer  Both. 

Both  were  accordingly  admitted  in  their  turnes  not  inter- 
rupting One  Another 

The  Governor  &  Councell  then  proceed  p  Major  William 
Boareman  the  Interpreter  to  propound  to  them  what  was 
concluded  on  in  the  morning  wch  the  Interpreter  accordingly 
delivered  to  them  by  little  and  little  the  summe  of  all. 

At  heareing  whereof  they  seemed  to  startle,  the  Governor 
&  Councell  thereupon  resolved  to  quitt  the  Roome  to  them 
and  allow  them  some  time  to  consider  and  returne  their 
Answer. 

After  some  Pause  having  consulted  a  while  Chotike  is 
ordred  to  answer  for  them  in  manner  foil:  viz. 

That  they  are  very  sadd  and  troubled  at  the  Accident,  the 
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Lib.  r.  English  and  they  haveing  alwayes  been  One  (as  they  say) 
that  they  were  Sensible  and  did  then  acknowledge  the 
English  had  been  their  greatest  ffriends  by  whose  aid  and 
assistance  and  undr  whose  protection  they  had  hitherto  sub- 
sisted, that  they  very  well  knew  they  had  many  Enemies,  and 
the  English  onely  their  ffriends  whom  they  could  depend  on, 
and  if  Once  they  should  breake  with  them,  they  must  cer- 
tainly be  most  miserable  expecting  nothing  but  Death  that  as 
touching  the  murdr  &  the  demand  of  the  English  thereupon 
they  could  at  prsent  give  noe  positive  answer  as  not  being  yett 
sensible  who  were  the  murderers,  that  they  will  make  it  their 
Business  to  find  out  the  truth  and  make  strict  inquisition 
amongst  all  their  young  men  endeavouring  what  in  them  lies 
to  find  out  the  murderers,  that  on  Tuesday  the  27th  instant 
they  will  rendr  an  Acco'  of  their  proceedings  &  give  their 
further  answer  to  what  has  been  offered  to  them  this  day,  wch 
time  being  concluded  on  the  Councell  are  ordrd  to  meete 
again  at  the  same  place  Tuesday  the  27th  August  1678  :

Ordered  that  the  men  raised  for  the  guard  and  Defence  of 
Inhabitants  at  the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  continue  still  in 
Service,  and  that  the  Anne  Arrundel  and  Charles  County 
Troopes  be  commanded  forth  to  keepe  rangeing  &  to  scoure 
the  heads  of  the  Rivers  &  other  convenient  places  on  the 
ffrontires  of  their  respective  Counties  according  to  such  ordrs 
and  instructions  as  they  shall  receive  from  the  Governor 

A  Letter  was  accordingly  sent  from  the  Governor  to  L" 
Coll.  Thomas  Tailler  of  Anne  Arrundell  County  with  ordrs  to 
keepe  his  Troope  rangeing  upon  the  ffrontires  and  other  con- 
venient places  of  the  County  untill  further  Ordrs 

And  the  following  Precept  sent  to  Cap:  Randolph  Brandt 
in  Charles  County  viz. 

By  the  Lievetenant  Gen" 

Thomas  Notley  Esqr  L"  Gen"  Chiefe  Captain  &  chiefe  Gov- 
ernor  of  the  Province  of  Maryland  undr  the  R"  Honble  Charles 
Lord  and  Propry  of  the  same  &ca  to  Cap'  Randolph  Brandt 
Capta  of  a  Troope  of  Horse  in  Charles  County  Greeteing. 

Whereas  there  is  a  Barbarous  murdr  lately  committed  upon 
three  English  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  p  some  Indians  not 
yett  fully  discovered  which  my  self  and  his  Ldpps  Councell 
haveing   taken    into  our  serious   consideration  &  consulted 
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thereon  have  thought  fitt  (for  the  security  and  Defence  of  the  Lib.  k. 
Inhabitants  from  any  further  attempts  and  assaults  of  Indians, 
and  for  the  better  discovery  of  any  fforreigne  Indians  which 
the  Pascattaway  Our  Neighbour  Indians  doe  alleadge  have 
committed  the  said  murdr)  that  yor  Troope  be  commanded 
fforth  to  range  the  upper  *pts  of  yor  County  and  towards  the 
Branches  of  Pottuxen  River  according  to  such  Ordrs  and 
instructions  as  you  should  from  time  to  time  receive  from  me 
I  doe  therefore  hereby  will  and  require  as  also  strictly  charge 
and  command  you  Cap*  Randolph  Brandt  forthwith  to  sum- 
mon yor  Troope  to  meete  at  some  convenient  place  in  yor 
County  where  you  shall  think  fitt.  Out  of  wch  you  are  to 
make  choice  of  Twenty  men  to  be  well  provided  with  Armes 
Ammunition  and  provision  sufficient  for  a  weekes  March  with 
whom  you  are  to  march  directly  to  the  Pascattoway  ffort  and 
acquaint  the  Indians  there  that  you  are  not  come  with  any 
Designe  to  hurt  or  annoy  them,  but  are  ordred  forth  with  yor 
men  to  keepe  rangeing  for  the  security  of  yor  County  from 
the  assault  of  any  fforreigne  Indians,  and  to  make  what  Dis- 
covery you  can  of  Our  and  their  Enemies,  wch  when  you  have 
endeavoured  to-pswade  them,  you  are  to  goe  forward  towards 
the  Susquahannoh  ffort,  and  soe  to  range  towards  the 
Branches  of  Pottuxen  and  in  such  other  *pts  and  places  of  yor 
County  as  are  more  obnoxious  to  the  attempts  of  Indians,  and 
most  proper  for  discovery,  and  at  the  End  of  yor  weeke  you 
are  to  returne  home  with  the  said  *pty  of  men  and  your  Self  or 
Lievetenant  againe  to  march  out  with  a  fresh  pty  of  yor Troope 
consisting  of  the  like  number  of  men  and  alike  provided  as 
before,  soe  to  continue  rangeing,  One  *pty  weekely  releiving 
another  untill  further  Ordrs  from  me  or  from  my  Self  and  his 
Ldpps:  Councell,  and  you  are  from  time  to  time  (when  and  as  p.  40 
often  as  occasion  shall  require)  to  rendr  me  an  Acco1  of  yor 
proceedings,  and  what  Discovery  you  shall  make.  Whereof 
faile  not  and  for  yorsoe  Doing  this  shall  be  yor  sufficient  War- 
rant. Given  at  my  house  at  Manahowicks  Neck  in  Wiccoco- 
mico  River  undr  my  hand  and  Seale  this  Twentieth  Day  of 
August  in  the  third  yeare  of  his  Ldpps:  Dominion  over  this 
Province  &c.  Annoq  Domini  1678: 

A  Letf  was  also  sent  from  the  Governor  to  Cap'  Ninion 
Beale  at  the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  requireing  him  to  con- 
tinue his  rangeing  and  follow  those  ordrs  formerly  sent  him 
for  the  guarding  those  pts  and  care  taken  for  the  tending  the 
Cropps  of  those  that  were  employed  in  that  Service,  by  the 
following  ordr 

Whereas  (for  the  better  satisfaction  of  those  people  that  are 
raised  for  the  guard  &  Defence  of  the  frontires  at  the  head  of 
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Lib.  r.  Pottuxen  River,  and  that  they  might  not  thereby  be  Damni- 
fied in  their  Cropps  dureing  their  absence)  the  Governed 
empowered  Major  Henry  Jowles  (*p  his  warrants  to  be  issued 
forth  to  the  severall  Constables  of  the  respective  Hundreds 
where  those  people  doe  reside,)  to  take  care  and  see  that 
those  within  their  precincts  that  were  left  behind  and  remained 
at  home  should  looke  after  and  tend  the  Cropps  of  such  as 
were  taken  out  upon  Service.     It  is  ordered 

That  the  same  care  be  still  taken  and  that  Coll  Baker 
Brooke  for  the  better  Execution  thereof)  issue  forth  his  war- 
rants accordingly  of  wch  all  psons  concerned  are  to  take  due 
cognizance,  and  punctually  obey  the  same.

The  Emperor  with  three  other  great  men  of  Pascattoway 
then  appeared  According  to  Appointment  last  Councell  Day 
Of  whom  Major  William  Boareman  the  Interpreter  was 
Ordered  to  Demand  their  Answer  to  what  had  formerly  been 
offered  to  them  in  relation  to  the  late  murder  committed  at 
the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  wch  as  we  had  already  told  them 
soe  wee  were  still  of  the  same  opinion  and  had  all  the  reason 
in  the  world  to  beleive  was  done  by  some  of  their  Indians. 
To  wch  after  severall  long  perambulatory  Discourses  p  way  of 
Excuses  they  replied  &  positively  affirmed  that  they  were 
altogether  ignorant  of  it,  and  that  notwithstanding  they  had 
made  all  Diligent  Inquisition  amongst  their  Indians  touching 
the  same  yett  could  not  discover  that  any  of  them  had  com- 
mitted the  same.  Whereupon  the  Indians  are  Ordered  for 
some  time  to  withdraw  And  the  Councell  take  into  considera- 
tion &  consult  what  further  necessary  to  be  Done  in  the 
premisses  and  it  is  resolved  that  for  the  present  the  Indians 
be  told  that  wee  are  Sorry  they  cannot  find  out  the  murderers, 
but  hoped  they  would  still  endeavour  to  doe  it,  that  soe  soone 
as  they  shall  soe  doe  (that  is)  certainly  find  out  who  did  the 
murdr  we  expect  they  will  discover  them  to  us,  and  if  they  be 
Pascattoway  Indians  that  they  will  Immediately  deliver  them 
up  to  us  According  to  the  Articles  of  Peace  betweene  us. 
With  which  they  were  dismissed.     And  the  Councell  are  of 
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Opinion  &  Doe  resolve  that  the  Assembly  which  was  pro-  Lib.  k. 
rogued  till  the  Sixth  Day  of  May  next  ensueing  be  sooner 
called  (the  urgent  occasions  relateing  to  the  State  and  Well- 
fare  of  this  Province  requiring  it)  It  is  therefore  Ordered 
that  writts  issue  forth  to  severall  Counties  of  this  Province  for 
Electing  of  New  Burgesses  in  the  roome  of  those  that  since 
the  last  Assembly  are  deed:  and  that  the  Assembly  be  con- 
veened  at  the  Citie  of  S'  Maries  on  the  20th  Day  of  October 
next  ensueing  and  that  proclamation  issue  forth  Accordingly.

Whereas  the  last  Generall  Assembly  held  at  the  Citie  of 
Sl  Maries  in  the  yeare  of  Our  Lord  1676:  was  adjourned  to 
the  fourteenth  Day  of  May  last  past  and  from  thence  *p 
Proclamation  beareing  Date  the  fourteenth  Day  of  ffebruary 
last  past  (for  divers  good  causes  and  considerations  then 
thereunto  mooveing)  progued  to  the  Sixth  Day  of  May  next 
ensueing,  and  now  for  Divers  other  good  causes  and  consid- 
erations relateing  to  the  State  and  Wellfare  of  this  Province 
of  Maryland  since  Occurring  and  by  my  self  and  his  Lord- 
shipps  Councell  taken  into  consultation  it  is  thought  most 
requisite  that  the  same  be  sooner  called  and  conveened  (the 
urgent  occasions  and  affaires  relateing  to  his  Lordshipp  and 
the  State  and  Defence  of  this  Province  requiring  it.)

Lib.  r.  Lordshipps  Councell  as  inhabitt  within  their  respective 
Counties,  that  (all  Excuses  sett  apart)  they  also  be  and 
appeare  at  the  Day  and  place  aforesaid  to  the  End  and  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  And  further  whereas  in  June  last  Proclamation 
issued  forth  to  the  severall  Sheriffes  of  this  Province  to  give

Ordered  that  One  half  of  those  men  raised  for  the  guard  of 
the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  be  forthwith  Dismissed,  and  that 
the  other  half  (to  say  15  onely)  continue  still  in  Service  to 
keepe  rangeing  or  otherwise  as  Cap'  Beale  from  time  to  time 
shall  see  convenient  for  his  Ldpps  Service  and  the  Defence  and 
Security  of  the  Inhabitants. 

Some  of  the  greate  men  of  Choptico  haveing  two  Daies 
since  informed  the  Governor  and  Councell  that  the  Indian 
Prisoner  formerly  delivered  up  by  the  Emperor  of  Nanticoke 
for  haveing  been  guilty  of  the  murder  lately  committed  on 
David  Williams  &  his  ffamily  in  Somersett  County,  is  now 
amongst  the  Rappahanock  Indians  in  Virginia 

It  is  Ordered,  That  Cap,a  Gerrard  Slye  high  Sheriff  of  S' 
Maries  County  (out  of  whose  Custody  the  said  Indian  Pri- 
soner was  through  negligence  of  his  Keeper  Escaped)  take 
with  him  two  Choptico  Indians  (of  wch  their  great  men  made 
a  tender)  and  goe  over  into  Virginia,  and  upon  his  arrivall 
there  address  himself  to  the  Honble  Coll:  Nicholas  Spencer  or 
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some  other  Magistrate  or  Magistrates  in  the  said  Collony  and  Lib.  r. 
acquaint  him  or  them  herewith,  withall  Desireing  a  Warrant 
and  such  other  necessary  assistance,  as  may  be  convenient  for 
the  Retreiving  the  said  Indian  Prisoner,  Which  if  to  be 
effected  The  said  Slye  takeing  the  said  Prisoner  into  his  cus- 
tody is  forthwith  to  cause  him  to  be  brought  well  guarded 
over  to  his  house  in  Wiccocomico  River  there  to  be  securely 
kept  untill  such  time  as  he  have  acquainted  the  Governor 
therewith,  and  from  him  have  reed:  a  Warrant  for  Execution 
of  the  said  Prisoner,  It  being  the  result  of  the  Councell  that 
(soe  soone  as  he  shall  be  retreived)  he  be  immediately  putt  to 
Death  without  any  further  respite. 

A  Letter  reed,  yesterday  from  Coll:  Wells  Dated  the  23th  p- 43 
instant  and  another  from  L"  Coll:  Taylor  Dated  the  26th 
instant  relateing  to  another  Barbarous  murder  committed  the 
19th  instant  p  some  Indians  on  three  English  men  on  the  East 
Side  of  Susquahannah  River  as  they  lay  asleepe  on  the  River 
Side,  read  and  taken  into  consideration. 

Ordered, 

That  for  prsent  Coll:  Coursey  Command1  in  chiefe  of  all  his 
Lordpps  ffoote  militia  in  Caecill  and  Kent  Counties  be  advised 
of  the  same,  &  ordered  to  take  Speciall  care  for  the  Defence 
of  the  ffrontires  undr  his  Command  that  the  said  murdr  be 
represented  to  the  next  Generall  Assembly  for  their  further 
consideration,  that  in  the  meane  time  Jacob  Young  or  some 
other  *pson  or  -psons  be  Employed  to  make  inquisition  into 
the  same  and  if  possible  to  discover  the  murderers  and  render 
an  Acco1  thereof  to  the  Governorwith  all  expedition,  And  that 
a  Letter  be  written  to  Coll:  Coursey  to  that  effect 

Wch  was  Done  and  is  as  followeth  viz. 

Coll:  Henry  Coursey. 

Having  lately  mett  two  or  three  severall  times  at  the  Gov- 
ernors  house  about  a  murder  lately  committed  at  the  head  of 
Pottuxen  River  wch  from  severall  circumstances  relateing 
thereunto  seeme  to  beare  an  ill  aspect,  we  have  fully  con- 
cluded to  call  an  Assembly  at  the  Citie  of  S'  Maries  on  the 
Twentieth  Day  of  October  next,  and  have  accordingly  issued 
forth  Proclamation  to  the  Several  Counties  with  writts  for  the 
Electing  of  New  Delegates  in  the  roome  of  those  that  since 
the  last  Assembly  are  deceased,  and  Desire  you  will  not  faile 
to  come  into  the  upper  house  at  the  same  time,  Yesterday  we 
reed:  a  Letter  Dated  the  23th  instant  from  Coll:  Wells  and 
another  from  Coll  Taylor  of  the  26th  instant  touching  another 
murdr  committed  the  19th  instant  in  Caecill  County  on  the 
East  Side  of  Susquehannah  River.     Wherefore  wee  think  it 
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Lib.  r.  absolutely  necessary  and  desire  you  to  take  all  care  imagin- 
able to  guard  your  ffrontires  by  such  waies  and  meanes  as 
you  in  yor  Discretion  shall  think  most  requisite  for  the  Secu- 
rity of  those  parts  from  any  further  Assaults,  And  that  in  the 
meane  time  you  employ  Jacob  Young  and  such  others  as  you 
shall  think  fitt  to  make  Inquisition  into  the  said  Murder,  An 
Account  whereof  (soe  soone  as  they  cann  make  any  Discovery) 
that  they  render  to  the  Governor  with  all  speed.  You  are  like- 
wise requested  to  send  forward  the  inclosed  to  Cap'  Sibrey  in 
Caecill  County,  and  the  other  to  Coll.  Lowe  yor  Sheriff  lett  be 
delivered  with  all  expedicon  the  other  Packett  please  to  send 
by  a  Safe  hand  to  Capta  Taylor  in  Dorchester  County  it 
requireing  also  greate  haste  to  come  in  time  for  the  Electing 
of  Burgesses  for  the  Assembly,  in  all  wch  we  doubt  not  of 
your  care  in  the  least,  and  have  not  further  to  add  but  our 
Respects  to  you     We  rest

Whereas  the  Assembly  of  this  Province  have  not  yet  Suffi- 
ciently provided  for  many  needfull  matters  relateing  to  the 
Succession  of  lands  tenements  heriditaments  goods  &  Chat- 
ties of  persons  dyeing  within  this  Province  &  have  obliged 
the  severall  &  respective  Courts  of  this  Province  to  proceed 
according  to  the  Laws  of  England  in  cases  wherein  the  lawes 
of  the  Province  are  Silent  so  farre  forth  as  the  lawes  of  the 
said  Kingdom  are  practicable  in  this  Province  And  whereas 
his  Sacred  Majesty  by  one  act  of  Parliament  made  in  the  nine 
&  twentieth  yeare  of  his  Reigne  Entituled  An  act  for  preven- 
tion of  frauds  &  purjurys  amongst  other  things  takeing  notice 
of  the  fraudulent  Practices  in  Setting  up  Nuncupative  wills 
which  have  been  the  Occation  of  much  perjury  hath  enacted 
that  from  &  after  the  four  and  twentieth  day  of  June  which 
was  in  the  yeare  of  our  Lord  God  1677  No  Nuncupative  will 
shall  be  good  where  the  Estate  thereby  bequeathed  shall 
Exceed  the  value  of  thirty  pounds  Sterling  that  is  not  proved 
by  the  Oathes  of  three  Wittnesses  (at  the  least)  that  were 
present  at  the  makeing  thereof  nor  unlesse  itt  be  proved  that

Whereas  itt  hath  formerly  bin  the  usuall  Custome  &  prac- 
tice of  divers  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  sell  &  dis- 
pose of  their  Provisions  such  as  Beefe  Pork  Bacon  &  Corne 
to  fforreigners  to  be  by  them  exported  out  of  this  Province  to 
p-  is°  the  great  damage  &  Inconveniency  many  tymes  both  of  them- 
selves &  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants,  the  same  afterwardes 
proveing  often  tymes  very  scarce  &  deare  by  reason  thereof, 
notwithstanding  the  exportacon  thereof  hath  been  strictly  pro 
hibitted  &  forbiden  And  whereas  the  prsent  urgent  affaires 
of  this  Province  are  such,  that  they  may  probably  require  a 
considerable  quantity  thereof  to  supply  its  necessary  occasions 
I  doe  therefore  by  &  with  the  consent  &  advice  of  his  Lordpps 
Councell  strictly  prohibitt  &  forbid  all  &  singuler  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Province  to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  such  Provisions 
as  beefe  Porke  Bacon  or  Corne  to  any  fforreigner  or  other 
whatsoever  to  be  exported  out  of  this  Province  to  any  other

erall  prcincts  &  habitacons  makeing  prsent  seizure  of  any 
Shipp  or  Vessell  that  shall  take  in  &  load  Aboard  any  of  the  p.  151 
aforenamed  Provisions  with  out  leave  &  lycence  first  had  & 
obtained  as  aforesaid  All  &  singuler  the  Offenders  herein  to 
be  by  the  next  Magistrate  bound  to  their  good  behaviour 
giveing  good  security  for  their  appearance  att  the  next  Pro- 
vinciall  Court  to  answer  such  their  contempt  And  to  the  end 
that  no  person  whatsover  herein  concerned  may  plead  or  pre- 
tend ignorance  all  Officers  &  others  duely  qualified  to  enter 
&  cleer  Shipps  &  other  Vessells  in  this  Province  as  well  on 
behalfe  of  his  Matie  our  Sovereigne  Lord  the  King  of  great 
Britaine  as  on  behalfe  of  his  Lordpp  the  Lord  Propry  of  this 
Province  are  hereby  willed  &  required  to  Give  notice  hereof 
to  all  Merchants  Or  masters  of  Shipps  or  other  Vessells  upon 
the  entring  of  such  their  Ships  or  Vessells.  And  whereas  I 
am  myselfe  in  person  att  prsent  indisposed  &  cannot  be  att 
S'  Maryes  to  signe  this  Proclamacon  I  doe  therefore  by  &

On  Munday  October  the  7th  1678  the  Governorp  Lettr  Did  Lib.  r. 
Desire  the  Advice  of  the  Councell  (then  at  S£  Maries)  for  the 
settling  of  the  militia  in  the  severall  ffrontire  Counties  for  the 
Defence  and  Safeguard  of  the  Inhabitants  from  the  assaults 
and  attempts  of  the  Indians  Dureing  the  sitting  of  the 
Assembly  wch  was  to  beginn  October  the  20th  78  ; 

To  wch  on  Thursday  the  10th  instant  he  reed,  the  foil.  Lettr 
of  Advice  -p  the  Post,  viz. 

Sir 

We  have  reed:  yors  Dated  yesterday  together  with  the  Lettr 
of  Coll  Thomas  Tailler  and  the  conference  with  the  King  of 
Mattawoman  and  Chotike,  and  Coll.  Douglas  his  Lettr  &  yor 
ordr  thereupon  relateing  to  Hugh  ffrench ;  We  have  taken 
the  contents  of  the  Letf  into  Consideration  and  as  to  our 
Security  against  any  attempts  may  be  made  by  the  Indians 
Dureing  the  time  of  the  Assemblys  Sitting  We  are  of 
Opinion  that  the  Common  Rangers  now  undr  pay  in  Charles 
County,  Calvert  County,  Anne  Arrundell  County  &   Balte- 
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Lib.  r.  more  County  are  Sufficient  to  lett  the  Indians  see  that  we  are 
awake  and  watchfull,  But  we  are  likewise  of  Opinion  that  the 
Rangers  in  Charles  County  ought  to  be  ordered  not  to  Range 
above  the  ffort  at  Pascattoway  any  more  and  to  keepe  range- 
ing  between  Pascattoway  and  the  English  Plantations  That 
the  Officer  that  next  marches  out  with  the  Rangers  there  and 
all  other  the  Officers  with  the  Rangers  in  the  severall  Counties 
on  the  Western  Shore,  be  ordred  to  command  the  Inhabitants 
at  the  severall  ffrontire  Plantations,  and  others  if  need  Require 
upon  the  appearance  of  any  Enemy  (that  is  any  Indian)  to 
make  an  Alarme  by  fireing  three  Gunns  after  the  ancient 
manner,  and  that  every  house  answer  the  sd  Alarme  by  fireing 
One  Gunn,  and  that  upon  such  notice  all  persons  doe  Repair 
to  the  place  from  whence  the  first  three  Gunns  were  fired  to 
assist  them  if  need  be  or  to  such  other  place  as  the  Officer 
shall  think  fitt,  And  fforasmuch  as  we  are  confident  the 
Indians  Doe  know  our  whole  Magazine  lyes  at  Mattapony, 
and  that  it  is  possible  the  Indians  may  endeavour  to  surprise 
that  house  first,  whensoever  they  shall  Designe  any  mischiefe, 
Wee  are  of  Opinion  that  Tenn  men  ought  to  be  putt  into 
That  house  for  the  security  of  the  Magazine.  And  for  the 
Security  of  the  other  Counties,  we  think  they  have  done  all 
they  cann,  or  we  cann  more  then  to  send  them  Ammunition 
for  their  Rangers  and  Armes  soe  as  Waterton  desires  in  the 
Inclosed^  wch  we  were  bold  to  open  Supposeing  it  might  give 
us  some  more  light  in  our  Indian  affaires. 

We  have  this  onely  to  add  concerning  Alarmes  viz:  since 
they  have  been  long  Disused  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Officers  first  to  warne  the  people  to  be  punctuall  in  answering 
them  as  aforesaid,  and  then  to  make  a  false  Alarme  or  two 
to  try  how  they  will  observe  ordrs  and  then  sufficiently  to 
assure  them  that  they  shall  noe  more  be  cheated  with  false 
Alarmes.  As  to  Hugh  ffrench  we  have  him  in  hold  and  he 
shall  be  sure  to  have  his  Desert.  We  have  considered  also 
of  the  place  for  Sitting  of  the  Assembly,  and  are  of  Opinion 
that  the  State  house  will  be  the  fittest  place,  and  to  that  End 
have  given  ordr  for  repaireing  the  Glass  Windowes,  and  for 
Divideing  the  Court  Roome  from  the  Staires,  that  we  may 
goe  into  the  upper  house  without  troubling  the  Lower  house, 
if  the  weather  proove  very  cold  we  will  provide  a  conveniency 
to  warme  your  Roome  with  Cole  and  soe  we  rest

Whereas  I  have  (by  and  with  the  Advice  &  consent  of  his 
Lspps  Councell  for  Divers  weighty  and  urgent  occasions 
relateing  to  the  State  and  Wellfare  of  this  Province)  ordeined 
&  appointed  the  Gen11  Assembly  of  this  Province  to  be  held 
at  the  City  of  S*  Maries  on  the  Twentieth  Day  of  this  Instant 
October,  the  sitting  whereof  may  require  some  considerable 
time,  Dureing  wch  time  not  onely  the  Delegates  and  their 
Attendants  but  other  Persons  haveing  a  Business  at  the  said 
Assembly,  will  be  absent  from  their  severall  and  respective 
Counties,  whereby  the  same  may  be  much  weakened  ;  Which 
the  Indians  (ready  to  embrace  and  watching  all  Oportunities 
to  Doe  mischiefe)  well  undrstanding  may  probably  take 
advantage  off  and  endeavor  to  assault  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Province  in  and  about  the  ffrontire  and  Outermost  Plan- 
tations. 

Wherefore  I  Doe  hereby  will  and  Require  as  also  strictly 
charge  and  Command  you  Coll:  George  Wells  forthwith  upon 
Receipt  hereof  to  give  notice  to  all  and  singular  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  ffrontire  plantations  within  yor  precincts,  &  others 
obnoxious  and  lyable  to  the  assault  of  the  Indians,  that  they 
stand  upon  their  guard,  useing  all  waies  and  meanes  possible 
for  their  Defence  and  Security  from  any  attempts  of  the 
Indians  against  them  Dureing  the  Sitting  of  the  sd  Assembly, 
And  that  upon  the  first  Discovery  of  any  Indian  Enemy  they 
make  an  Alarme  by  ffireing  off  three  Gunns  distinctly  one 
after  another  according  to  former  ordrs  and  that  every  house 
within  heareing  thereof  answer  the  same  by  ffireing  off  One 
Gunn,  and  that  upon  such  notice  given  all  psons  Doe  repaire 
with  their  Armes  &  Ammunition  to  the  place  from  whence 
the  first  three  Gunns  were  fired  to  assist  them  (if  need  be)  or 
to  such  other  Place  or  places  as  you  or  the  other  next  Officer 
then  in  place  shall  think  fitt  for  the  bettr  Discovery  of  the 
Enemy,  and  further  you  are  willed  and  Required  to  continue 
the  Rangeing  of  such  fforces  undr  your  Command  as  already 
are  and  hitherto  have  been  employed  in  the  said  Service 
giveing  them  strict  and  positive  ordrs  to  range  onely  too  and 
fro  among  the  plantations,  and  not  to  make  any  greate  excur- 
sions except  upon  the  Discovery  and  in  the  pursuite  of  an 
Enemy  or  the  like  emergent  occasion  And  if  any  thing  of 
moment  shall  happen  within  or  neere  your  prcincts  Dureing 
the  sitting  of  the  said  Assembly  you  are  then  from  time  to 
time  and  as  Oft  as  occasion  shall  Require  to  Signify  the  same 
with  all  Expedition  possible  to  myself  and  his  Lspps  Councell 
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Lib.  r.  at  the  Citie  of  Sl  Maries,  To  the  End  that  wee  being  rightly 
informed  may  take  such  speedy  course  and  give  you  such 
p-47  further  Ordrs  and  Instructions  as  the  necessity  of  the  affair 
may  Require.  Whereof  faile  not  and  for  yor  soe  Doeing  this 
shall  be  yor  sufficient  Warrant.

Forasmuch  as  I  have  been  credibly  informed  by  the  great 
complaints  generally  reed:  from  all  pts  of  the  Province  of  the 
grand  absurdities  &  abuses  committed  by  the  severall  Sheriffes 
of  this  Province  upon  severall  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  same 
that  the  Sheriffes  Doe  assume  to  themselves  an  Exorbitant

Maryland  Whereas  at  a  Generall  Assembly  begunn  &  held  at 
Our  City  of  S'  Maries  on  the  Twentieth  Day  of  Octo- 
ber last  past  &  there  continued  untill  the  15th  Day  of  Novem- 
ber following  amongst  other  things  it  was  taken  into  consid- 
eration by  both  houses  of  Assembly  the  great  greviance  Our  P.  57 
Province  hath  &  doth  daily  susteine  by  severall  private  per- 
sons keepeing  in  their  hands  and  converting  to  their  owne 
•pticular  private  vse  severall  Gunns  &  other  Armes,  provi- 
sions, horses,  bridles  Saddles  and  other  things  that  hath  fro: 
time  to  time  been  pressd  for  the  Service  of  the  Countrey,  and 
Satisfied  and  paid  for  out  of  the  publick  Leavy  to  the  great 
loss  and  Damage  of  Our  said  Province  in  generall.  And 
fforasmuch1  as  both  our  sd  Houses  of  Assembly  did  humbly 
Desire  us  or  Our  L"  Gen"  and  Councell  to  issue  forth  procla- 
mation for  the  calling  in  and  secureing  of  all  such  Gunns  and 
other  Armes,  provisions  horses  bridles,  Saddles  &  other 
things  as  aforesaid  that  have  been  soe  prest  as  aforesaid  for 
the  proper  vse  &  Service  of  the  Province.  It  is  therefore 
Our  Will  and  pleasure  and  we  doe  hereby  strictly  charge  and 
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Lib.  r.  command  all  and  singular  sOur  Inhabitants  of  our  said  Prov- 
ince haveing  in  their  possion  any  Gunns,  Armes,  provisions, 
horses,  bridles  saddles  or  other  things  whatsoever  that  have 
at  any  time  heretofore  been  press'd  for  the  Countreys  Service, 
that  they  make  knowne  the  same  to  the  Comissrs  of  the 
County  Court  where  they  live  at  the  next  Court  to  be  holden 
after  Publication  hereof  To  the  End  that  such  of  them  as  have 
already  been  satisfied  &  paid  for  out  of  the  Publick  Leavy 
may  be  by  the  said  Comiss"  secured  and  reserved  onely  for 
the  Countreys  Service,  and  that  such  as  have  not  been  duely 
paid  for  and  Satisfied  may  be  returned  to  their  right  Owners.

Was  then  taken  into  consideration  the  prsent  Estate  of 
affaires  with  the  Indians  as  also  all  matters  passed  betweene 
the  Governor  &  Councell  and  the  Pascattoway  Indians  since 
the  9th  Day  of  August  last  touching  the  murdr  committed  on 
Daniel  Conningham  and  his  family  at  the  head  of  Pottuxen 
River  the  third  of  Aug' last.  The  severall  Orders  of  Councell 
&  other  papers  relateing  thereunto  were  also  read.  Where- 
upon it  was  proposed  by  the  R"  Honble  Lord  Propry  to  his 
Councell  what  Expedient  were  best  to  be  taken  for  obteining 
the  Delivery  up  of  the  murderers. 

Wch  being  considered  by  the  Councell  they  are  of  Opinion 
&  Doe  advise  that  the  Lord  Propry  send  for  the  Emperor  and 
P.  58  great  men  of  Pascattoway  to  Manahowickes  Neck  at  such 
time  as  his  Lordshipp  shall  think  fitt  to  appoint  whereof 
notice  is  to  be  given  by  his  Lordshipp  or  his  Governor  to 
the  Councell  who  are  also  then  at  the  place  aforesaid  to 
give  their  attendance.  That  then  his  Lordshipp  will  please 
to  lett  the  Emperor  and  greate  men  know  that  he  hath  sent 
for  them  on  purpose  to  see  them  &  speake  with  them  accord- 
ing to  his  Message  sent  them  p  Cap'  Brandt,  &  to  put  them 
in  mind  that  when  his  Lordshipp  departed  this  Province  they 
gave  him  great  assurance  of  their  ffriendshipp  to  himself  and 
the  people  of  his  Province  that  they  had  also  the  same  assur- 
ances from  him  in  behalf  of  himself  and  the  English  undr  his 
Governm'  that  now  he  was  heartily  glad  to  see  them  &  did 
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hope  that  the  same  reciprocall  ffriendshipp  did  still  remaine  Lib.  r. 
as  at  his  Departure  &  undrstanding  by  his  Governors  and

Articles  of  Peace  and  Amity  Concluded  &  agreed  upon 
betweene  the  R"  Honble  Charles  Lord  Baltemore  Lord  & 
Propry  of  this  Province  &ca  and  the  Empero1  of  Assateague,  the 
Kings  of  Pokomoke  Yingoteague  Nuswattax,  Annamesse  & 
Acquintica,  Morumsco  &  for  all  the  Indians  undr  their  Sub- 
jection this  13th  Day  of  Decemb:  1678: 

It  is  agreed  that  from  this  Day  forward  there  be  an 
Inviolable  peace  &  Amity  betweene  the  R"  Honble  the 
Lord  Propryof  this  Province  &  the  Em peror  of  Assateague  the 
Kings  of  Pokomoke,  Yingoteague,  Muswattax,  Anamessex, 
Acquintica,  Morumsco,  and  for  all  the  Indians  undr  their  Sub- 
jection, upon  the  Articles  hereafter  in  this  treaty  to  be  agreed 
upon  to  the  worlds  End  to  Endure,  and  that  all  former  Acts 
of  hostility  and  Damages  for  either  *pty  susteined  to  be  buried 
in  perpetuall  Oblivion. 

2dly  That  the  said  Emperor  of  Assateague,  and  the  Kings 
before  mentioned  shall  deliver  up  all  Indians  that  shall  come 
into  his  or  their  Dominions  that  are  or  shall  be  Enemys  to  the 
English,  and  further  that  if  any  Indian  Subject  to  the  said 
Emperor  and  Kings  before  Specified  shall  hereafter  kill  any 
English  man,  that  the  said  Emperor  and  Kings  aforesaid  shall 
be  obleiged  to  deliver  such  Indian  up  to  the  Governor  of  this 
Province  as  a  Prisoner. 

3dly  fforasmuch  as  the  English  cannot  easily  distinguish  one 
Indian  from  another,  that  noe  Indian  shall  come  into  any 
English  Plantation  painted,  and  that  all  Indians  shall  be  bound 
to  call  aloud,  before  they  come  within  300  paces  of  any  Eng- 
glish  mans  cleare  ground  &  lay  downe  their  Armes,  whither 
Gunns,  Bows  or  Arrows  or  other  weapon  for  any  Englishman 
that  shall  appeare  upon  his  call  to  take  up,  and  in  case  no  one 
appeare,  that  he  there  shall  leave  his  said  Armes,  if  he  come 
neerer,  and  that  afterwards  by  calling  aloud  he  Endeavor  to  p.  59 
give  notice  to  the  English  of  his  nearer  approach,  and  if  any 
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Lib.  r.  Englishman  shall  kill  any  Indian  that  shall  come  unpainted 
&  give  such  notice  &  deliver  up  his  Armes  as  aforsd  he  shall 
dye  for  it,  as  well  as  an  Indian  that  kills  an  Englishman,  and 
in  case  the  Indians  and  English  meete  in  the  woods  accident- 
ally, Every  Indian  shall  be  bound  immediately  to  throw 
downe  his  Armes  upon  Call  and  in  case  any  Indian  soe  meete- 
ing  any  English  man  shall  refuse  to  throw  downe  his  Armes 
upon  call  he  shall  be  Deemed  as  an  Enemy. 

4thly  The  Priviledge  of  hunting,  Crabbing,  fowleing,  and  ffish- 
ing  shallbe  prserved  to  the  Indians  Inviolable. 

5thly  If  any  Indian  Stealeth  an  Hogg  or  Calf  or  other  Beast 
or  any  other  goods  He  shall  undr  goe  the  same  punishm1  that 
an  English  man  doth  for  the  same  Offence. 

6thly  In  case  any  Servants  or  Slaves  runn  away  from  their 
Masters  or  Children  from  their  Parents,  and  come  to  any  of 
the  Indian  Townes  within  the  Territories  of  the  Emperor  of 
Assateague  or  the  Kings  before  mentioned,  they  shall  be 
bound  to  apprehend  the  sd  ffugitives,  and  bring  them  to  the 
next  English  Plantation,  to  be  conveyed  to  their  masters,  and 
in  case  any  Indian  aforesaid  shall  convey  or  assist  any  such 
fugitives  in  their  flight  out  of  this  Province  he  shall  make  the 
respective  Mar  or  Mrs  of  such  Serv'  or  Slave  such  Satisfaction 
as  any  Englishman  ought  to  doe  in  like  Case.

Subject  to  them  belonging  shall  kill  Ababco  or  any  of  his 
Indians,  or  any  other  in  peace  &  Amity  wth  the  sd  Lord  Propry 
shall  be  esteemed  as  great  an  Offence  as  killing  an  English 
man 

9thly  That  in  case  any  Indian  or  Indians  of  any  other  nation 
or  nations  shall  come  wthin  their  Dominions  or  Territorys  and 
shall  by  them  or  any  other  Indians  undr  them  be  entertained 
&  thl  any  of  thm  the  sd  Indians  shall  kill  any  English,  or  kill 
or  destroy  any  Hoggs,  Cattle  or  Horses,  or  shall  breake  up 
any  English  mans  house  &  steale  his  or  their  goods,  thl  he  the 
said  Emperor  &  the  Kings  aforesd  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
same,  and  in  case  hereafter  they  shall  have  knowledge  of  any 
other  murdrers  thl  killed  David  Williams  &  his  ffamily  thl  they 
shall  be  hereby  engaged  to  del.  them  up  to  the  next  Magis- 
trate to  be  him  conveyed  to  the  Govrnr  as  soone  as  found.

wch  y^m  Steveris  jn  Pokomoke  now  lives)  called  Rehoboth,  to 
such  pson  as  shall  be  appointed  there  to  receive  the  same  by

persons  concerned  are  to  take  due  notice  as  they  will  answer 
the  Contrary  att  their  perill  Wittnes  our  selfe  att  our  Citty 
of  S'  Maryes  Given  under  our  Greate  Seale  of  our  said 
Province  the  Eighth  day  of  January  in  the  ffourth  yeare  of 
our  Dominion  &c.  Annoq  Domini  One  thousand  six  hun- 
dred Seventy  Eight.

God  Everlasting  Know  ye  that  wee  considering  with  our  selfe 
that  this  Our  Province  Depends  wholly  upon  trade,  and  that 
wee  have  not  as  yett  money  coine  amongst  the  People  here 
Inhabiting  to  carry  on  trade,  soe  that  the  Marchant  and 
Planter  are  both  forced  to  make  many  debts  which  causeth 
many  suites  att  Law,  as  alsoe  that  speedy  Justice  in  the 
Recovery  of  Debts  is  therefore  the  life  of  all  trade,  wee  have 
assigned  you  the  said  Wm  Stevens,  Wm  Colebourne,  John 
White,  Thomas  Walker,  George  Johnson,  John  Winder 
Charles  Ballard  David  Browne  James  Dashield,  Wm  Jones, 
ffrancis  Jenkins,  Wm  Brereton  Roger  Wolford  Wm  Ennis  or 
any  foure  or  more  of  you  (whereof  you  the  said  William  Ste- 
vens, Wm  Colebourne,  John  White  Thomas  Walker  or  George 
Johnson  are  alwaies  to  be  One)  Justices  within  Our  said 
County  of  Somersett  to  heare  and  determine  all  causes  or 
Accons  of  debts  whether  by  bill  bond  or  Accompt  or  trespas 
upon  the  Case  ariseing  upon  Accompt  according  to  the  Lawes 
and  Customes  of  this  Our  Province  of  Maryland,  And  there- 
fore wee  cofnand  you  that  at  the  Certaine  days  settled  by  the 
Law  of  this  Our  Province  for  holding  Courts  in  your  said 
County  the  said  Actions  you  enquire  into  heare  and  deter- 
mine and  after  judgment  Execucon  to  award  doing  therein 
what -to  Justice  appertaineth  according  to  the  Lawes  and 
reasonable  Customes  of  this  Our  Province,  saveing  to  us  the 
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Amerciaments  and  other  things  to  us  appertaineing  and  to  Lib.  r.  k.

as  now  by  Law  is  settled  and  wee  comand  the  Sheriffe  of  our 
said  County  that  att  the  said  dayes  and  places  by  you  or  any 
four  or  more  of  you  to  bee  appointed  as  aforesaid  he  cause  to 
come  before  you  such  and  soe  many  honest  and  lawfull  men 
of  his  Balywick  by  whom  the  truth  of  the  premisses  may  the 
better  be  knowne  and  Enquired  into  In  Testimony  whereof 
we  have  caused  the  great  seale  of  Our  said  Province  of  Mary- 
land to  these  prsents  to  be  affixed  the  Eighth  day  of  March 
in  the  ffourth  yeare  of  Our  Dominion  Over  our  said  Province 
Annoq  Domi  One  thousand  six  hundred  Seventy  Eight 


At  a  Councell  held  at  Manahowickes  Neck  the  30th  Day  of  Lib.  r. 
January  in  the  fourth  yeare  of  the  Dominion  of  the  Ru  Honble  p.  60 
Charles  &ca  over  this  Province  Annoq  Dmi.  1678

Then  mett  together  on  purpose  to  treate  with  the  Emperor 
and  great  men  of  Pascattoway  according  to  the  result  of  the 
Councell  at  their  last  meeteing,  notice  being  given  to  the  said 
Indians  to  meete  his  Lspp  and  his  Councell  here  this  Day  in 
ordr  thereunto,  Who  being  not  yett  come  his  Lspp  *pceeds  to 
advise  with  his  Councell  touching  the  conference. 

It  was  proposed  by  his  Lspp:  whither  or  noe  they  should 
proceed  to  Any  further  resolution  touching  the  said  Confer- 
ence with  the  Pascattoway  Indians  then  what  was  concluded 
on  the  last  Councell  Day  before  such  time  as  they  had  spoken 
with  the  Emperor  and  his  great  men,  Which  was  voted  in  the 
negative  and  that  what  was  then  concluded  on  to  be  delivered 
to  the  said  Indians  was  sufficient  untill  such  time  as  his  Lspp 
should  first  have  had  some  conference  with  them  and  heard 
what  they  have  to  say  and  -ppose  to  his  Lspp: 

It  was  likewise  pposed  that  if  the  Emperor  and  his  great 
men  should  upon  their  addresses  to  his  Lspp  acquaint  him  that 
his  Governor  and  Councell  (in  his  Lspps:  Absence)  had  accused 
them  of  breaking  their  Articles  with  us  by  laying  the  murdr 
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Lib.  r.  of  severall  English  to  their  charge  whereof  they  were  alto- 
gether Innocent,  and  did  hope  his  Lspp  did  soe  beleive  of 
them,  then  what  answer  his  L/pp:  would  give  thereunto. 
Whereupon  It  was  considered  and  advised  that  for  answer  his 
Lspp:  would  please  to  tell  them,  that  certain  it  was  some  Eng- 
lish had  been  killed,  and  whither  or  noe  any  of  their  Indians 
were  guilty  of  the  murdr  themselves  knew  better  then  pos- 
sibly we  might,  that  if  they  did  know  the  psons  that  com- 
mitted the  same  his  Lspp:  did  not  at  all  question  but  they 
would  deliver  them  up  According  to  their  Articles  wth  us. 

The  Emperor  &  his  great  men  being  come  and  with  them 
Azazames  &  Manahawton  his  Lspp  enters  into  further  con- 
sultation with  his  Councell  before  such  time  as  they  Admitt 
p.  61  of  the  Indians.  Was  then  proposed  by  his  Lspp  to  the  Coun- 
cell whither  it  might  not  be  convenient  to  apprehend  Azaz- 
ames and  Manahawton,  two  Indians  guilty  of  the  murdr  com- 
mitted at  the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  (as  by  severall  Indian 
Evidences  &  other  Substantiall  circumstances  relateing  there- 
unto it  had  appeared  especially  they  being  none  of  the  great 
men  neither  were  they  sent  for,  and  therefore  came  not  undr 
colour  of  the  publick  faith. 

Wch  being  putt  to  the  vote  it  was  carried  in  the  affirmative 
and  it  is  resolved  that  the  Emperor  &  great  men  together 
with  Azazames  &  Manahawson  be  sent  for  in  altogether,  and 
that  his  Lspp:  pceed  to  treate  with  them  according  to  the 
result  of  the  Councell  at  the  last  meeteing,  And  that  in  fine  his 
Lspp.  piamiy  ten  them,  that  he  was  sufficiently  sensible  of  the 
murdr  committed  on  Daniel  Conningham  and  his  ffamily  at 
the  head  of  Pottuxen  River  in  Aug' last,  as  also  of  the  persons 
that  committed  it  whom  he  now  saw  before  his  face,  and 
therefore  his  Lspp:  did  not  doubt  but  they  would  Deliver  them 
up  According  to  their  Articles,  if  they  expected  to  be  pro- 
tected by  him,  Wch  if  they  should  Deny  or  refuse  to  doe  it 
was  the  Opinion  of  the  Councell  that  his  Lspp:  might  justly 
cause  them  to  be  secured. 

The  Emperor  and  his  greate  men  together  with  Azazames 
&  Manahowton  being  Accordingly  sent  for.     Come  in 

The  Chancelor  is  Desired  to  read  to  the  Interpreter  Major 
Boareman  the  severall  pticulars  of  the  Councells  result  in 
ordr  to  this  conference  the  last  meeteing  wch  the  Interpreter 
accordingly  delivers  to  the  Indians  with  wch  they  seeme  to  be 
very  well  satisfied,  And  make  their  Request  to  his  Lspp  for  a 
Supply  of  Armes  and  Ammunition  great  *pl  of  their  Armes 
being  taken  in  a  late  Rencounter  betweene  them  and  the  Sen- 
niquos  and  Susqrs  The  Interpreter  being  ordrd  to  ask  them 
what  Quantity  they  had  occasion  for  they  made  answer  that 
they  referred  that  to  his  Lspp:     To  wch  his  Lspp:  was  pleased  by 
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his  Interpreter  to  lett  them  know  that  According  to  his  Lib.  1 
League  made  with  them  he  alwaies  was  &  still  is  ready  to 
assist  them  upon  all  occasions  both  for  their  owne  Support 
and  against  their  Enemies,  wch  as  his  Lspp:  had  assured  them 
of  soe  he  expected  the  like  reciprocall  ffriendship  from  them 
towards  his  Lspp:  and  the  English  undr  his  Governm'  To  wch 
they  answer  that  they  doe  confess  and  acknowledge  his  Lspp 
has  truly  preserved  his  League  with  them  and  kept  the 
Articles,  And  that  for  their  pts  they  know  none  but  the  Susqr 
that  have  broken  them. 

The  Chancelor  hath  in  charge  from  his  Lspp:  by  the  Inter- 
preter to  tell  them  that  the  Lord  Propry  had  sent  for  them  to 
see  them  and  had  heard  what  they  had  to  say,  but  now  he 
thought  fitt  to  say  something  else  to  them  (viz:)  that  his  Lspp 
and  the  People  of  this  Province  undr  his  Governm'  have 
allwaies  firmly  observed  and  kept  the  peace  with  them.  But 
wee  know  some  of  their  Indians  have  not  kept  the  peace 
with  him.  There  was  Conningham  his  Wife  and  her  Bror 
killed  at  the  head  of  Pottuxen,  Wee  certainly  know  who  killed 
them,  And  my  Lord  now  sees  two  of  them  here,  and  there-  p.  62 
fore  he  is  forced  to  speake  which  he  did  not  intend  to  doe  at 
this  time,  but  seeing  them  now  before  his  face  he  Demands 
the  Emperor  to  deliver  them  up  According  to  the  Articles, 
that  Azazams  and  Manahawton  are  the  two  *psons  wch  his  Lspp: 
did  Demand. 

To  wch  they  answer  they  know  nothing  of  it  and  say  that 
none  of  their  Indians  had  done  any  mischiefe  to  the  English 
since  his  Lspps  Departure.  Whereunto  the  Interpreter  was 
ordred  to  reply  that  certain  it  was  the  murder  was  Committed 
&  that  we  did  as  certainly  know  those  two  *psons  already 
named  and  demanded  to  be  guilty,  wch  God  had  soe  ordred 
by  preserving  the  life  of  the  Woman  soe  long  as  to  reveale 
the  same,  and  that  therefore  his  Lspp  did  again  Demand  the 
Delivery  of  them  up  if  they  expected  we  should  continue 
peace  with  them,  and  further  that  there  was  yett  a  third  *pson 
wch  his  Lspp  did  likewise  expect  should  be  delivered  up  when 
they  should  be  required  soe  to  Doe,  that  his  Lspp:  had  not 
designed  to  have  made  this  Demand  now  but  that  he  saw  the 
murderers  now  before  his  face  expecting  that  they  would  vol- 
untarily of  themselves  have  delivered  them  up  According  to 
their  Articles. 

To  all  wch  the  Emperor  and  great  men  plead  ignorance  still 
affirming  that  they  know  nothing  of  it. 

The  Interpreter  was  then  orcTed  to  lett  them  know  that 
although  his  Lspp  was  very  well  Satisfied  that  Azazams  and 
Manahawton  then  prsent  were  guilty  of  the  murdr  and  might 
justly  be  apprehended  for  the  same  yett  his  Lspp  was  unwill- 
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Lib.  r.  ing  soe  to  doe  untill  he  had  first  legally  demanded  the  Deliv- 
ery of  them,  and  did  therefore  now  again  make  his  Demand : 
Whereat  the  Emperor  and  his  great  men  being  at  a  stand 
without  makeing  any  Reply  his  LBpp:  by  his  Interpreter  desired 
them  to  goe  apart  by  themselves  and  consider  of  what  had 
been  delivered  to  them,  Which  they  refused  to  doe  saying 
they  knew  nothing  they  had  to  consider  off. 

Whereupon  his  Lspp  did  again  by  his  Interpreter  make 
Demand  of  the  murdrers  to  wch  they  still  say  they  know 
nothing  and  can  therefore  say  nothing  to  that  point. 

Cap'  Gerrard  Slye  and  L"  Thomas  Courtney  are  then 
ordred  to  take  Azazams  and  Manahawton  into  their  custody 
and  secure  them  untill  further  ordr  Wch  being  done  and  the 
Prisoners  carried  forth,  The  Interpreter  was  ordred  to  give  the 
Emperorand  his  greate  men  a  pticular  Acco'of  the  said  murdr 
from  the  Beginning  according  to  the  relation  reed:  from  the 
woman  her  self  before  her  Death  and  severall  others  relating 
to  the  Discovery  thereof  Wch  the  Interpreter  having  accord- 
"  mgly  pformed  They  Answered  as  before  that  they  knew 
nothing  of  it  and  therefore  had  nothing  to  say  to  it. 

His  Lspp  was  then  pleased  to  tell  them  that  he  was  willing 
to  think  that  possibly  they  might  not  know  of  it,  but  that  him- 
self and  his  Councell  were  certainly  confirmed  in  the  truth 
thereof,  and  that  there  was  yett  another  pson  concerned  in 
the  murdr  whom  his  Lspp:  did  expect  they  should  deliver  up  if 
they  intended  to  preserve  peace  and  Amity  with  us 
p.  63  Wch  having  paused  upon  and  considered  of  for  sometime 
they  Desire  to  know  who  that  other  pson  was  wch  we  accused, 
to  wch  answer  was  made  them  that  it  was  Wassetaw  whom  we 
accused  and  Demanded  to  be  delivered  up. 

They  seeme  much  troubled  and  absolutely  Denied  any  such 
thing  with  severall  protestations  affirming  that  he  was  noe 
waies  concerned  in  the  murder. 

It  was  then  Demanded  of  them  that  since  they  certainly 
knew  &  had  soe  positively  affirmed  that  Wassetaw  was  none 
of  the  murderers,  they  would  then  declare  who  was  the  other 
pson  therein  concerned.     They  answer  they  know  not. 

Was  then  given  by  his  Lspp  in  charge  to  the  Chancelor  to 
tell  them  by  the  Interpreter  that  those  two  men  (to  say 
Azazams  and  Manahawton)  wch  were  now  carried  forth  Wee 
did  certainly  know  to  be  guilty  of  the  murdr  laid  to  their 
charge  and  therefore  his  Lspp  did  Desire  to  know  of  them 
whither  or  noe  they  thought  fitt  we  should  pceed  against 
them  as  against  English  men  in  the  like  case. 

They  say  that  his  Lspp  had  them  now  in  custody  &  might 
doe  as  he  thought  good. 

They  were  then  given  to  undrstand  that  his  Lspp  had  not 
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secured   the  Prisoners    without  first   makeing  his    Demand  Lib.  R. 
According  to  the  Articles  betweene  them  &  us  wch  we  desired 
to  know  whither  they  were  willing  to  continue  or  not. 

Whereunto  having  signified  their  free  consent  and  Desire 
his  Lspp  was  pleased  to  give  them  further  assurances  that  he 
would  prserve  &  confirm  his  League  with  them  soe  long  as 
they  should  keepe  the  same  towards  his  Lspp  and  the  people 
of  his  Governm' 

The  Emperor  and  the  rest  of  the  Indians  goe  apart  to  con- 
sult by  themselves  onely  the  Interpreter  Major  Boareman  and 
Mr  John  Stone  at  their  request  goes  with  them. 

The  Lord  Propry  and  his  Councell  in  the  meane  time  con- 
sult together  what  course  to  take  with  the  prisoners  whither  to 
put  them  to  Death  before  the  greate  men  goe,  or  keepe  them 
some  longer  time  wch  being  putt  to  the  Vote  it  was  by  the 
Majorpr  agreed  and  advised  that  the  most  Secure  way  would 
be  to  cause  them  to  be  presently  executed,  and  that  in  ordr 
thereunto  when  the  greate  men  Returne,  the  Interpreter  be 
ordred  to  repeate  to  them  again  all  the  -pticulars  and  circum- 
stances of  the  murdr  &  the  Discovery  thereof,  Which  appeare- 
ing  soe  cleare  and  plaine  his  Lspps  having  Demanded  them 
According  to  the  Articles  is  at  last  fully  resolved  to  have 
Justice  Done  upon  them  and  that  immediately  before  their 
faces.  The  Emperor  and  the  Rest  of  the  Indians  returne 
from  their  Debate  together  wth  Major  Boareman  and  Mr  John 
Stone. 

Who  having  seated  themselves  spake  as  foil,  (viz :) 

That  formerly  they  were  in  the  Dark  that  now  God  had 
opened  their  Eyes  to  that  wch.  they  could  not  hitherto  perceive, 
that  therefore  they  did  now  deliver  up  Azazams  and  Mana- 
hawton  to  his  Lspps  as  the  murderers  of  the  English  according 
to  his  Lspp  Demands,  that  Wassetaw  the  other  *pson  accused 
was  killed  in  the  late  rencounter  between  them  &  the  Susqr  p.  64 
and  could  not  be  delivered  up,  that  now  what  they  had  further 
to  say  was  to  request  his  Lspp  (as  hitherto  he  has  done)  still  to 
preserve  his  League  of  peace  and  Amity  with  them  as  they 
shall  on  their  parts  the  same  to  his  Lspp  and  the  people  undr 
his  Governm1 

His  Lspp  by  his  Interpreter  did  signifie  to  them  that  he  was 
very  well  satisfied  with  their  last  assurances  given  him  of 
their  intentions  to  preserve  peace  and  Amity  with  us  by 
delivering  up  the  murderers  according  to  their  Articles,  that 
his  Lspp  was  very  well  pleased  and  good  ffriends  with  them 
and  would  certainly  continue  his  League  with  them  and 
assist  them  upon  all  occasions,  and  that  he  was  willing  to 
beleive  there  might  possibly  be  noe  more  living  among  them 
guilty  of  the  murdr  (as  they  say)  then  those  two  they  had 
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Lib.  r.  delivered  up  wch  his  Lspp  reed:  as  a  sure  Testimony  of  their 
ffriendshipp. 

His  Lspp  did  then  proceed  by  his  Interpreter  to  lett  them 
know  that  he  took  noe  pleasure  in  exposeing  his  Enemies  to 
a  lingring  Death  but  was  minded  to  bring  the  murderers  to 
speedy  Execution,  And  did  Desire  the  Emperor  and  his  greate 
men  to  declare  how  they  approoved  thereof,  To  wch  they 
answered  that  his  Lspp  might  doe  as  he  thought  fitt  that  they 
were  very  well  satisfied  and  did  hope  all  might  be  for  good. 

The  Interpreter  was  then  ordred  to  tell  them  that  if  they 
had  anything  further  to  Offer  they  might  goe  and  consider 
thereof  to  night  and  in  the  morning  his  Lspp  would  heare  them. 

Whereupon  it  was  considered  by  his  Lspp  the  Lord  Propry 
and  his  Councell  here  that  Azazams  and  Manahawton  by 
undoubted  Indian  Evidence  and  other  substantiall  Circum- 
stances appeareing  and  found  guilty  of  the  murder  committed 
on  Daniel  Conningham  &  his  ffamily  at  the  head  of  Pottuxen 
River,  and  for  that  reason  delivered  up  by  the  Emperor  & 
great  men  of  Pascattoway  be  shott  to  death  this  Evening  at 
Manahowicks  Neck  Plantation  and  that  ordr  be  directed  to 
Capt"  Gerrard  Slye  High  Sher.  of  S'  Maries  County  to  see 
the  same  Executed. 

Wch  ordr  was  accordingly  issued  and  is  as  foil:  viz. 

By  the  Ld  Propry  &  Councell. 
Ordered  that  Cap1  Gerrard  Slye  High  Sher.  of  S'  Maries 
County  take  into  his  custody  Azazams  and  Manahawton  two 
Pascattoway  Indians  and  cause  them  forthwith  to  be  shott  to 
death  without  Delay.

Prsent  as  yesterday. 

It  was  proposed  by  his  Lspp:  whither  or  noe  it  were  conve- 
nient to  Demand  the  Delivery  up  of  Wassetass  the  other 
murdrer  he  being  accused  by  Manahawton  himself  yesterday 
in  the  presence  of  the  Emperor  &  the  other  great  men  before 
he  was  Executed,  And  the  onely  pson  accused  by  the  woman 
her  self  that  was  wounded  little  before  her  Death. 

Voted  that  the  said  Wassetass  be  Demanded  and  that  his 
Lspp  insist  positively  upon  his  Delivery  but  first  it  was  advised 
that  Major  Boareman  should  as  from  himself  goe  and  Discourse 
with  the  Emperor  &  the  Rest  of  the  greate  men  touching  the 
same,  and  to  tell  them  that  he  did  beleive  the  Lord  Propry

would  make  Demand  of  Wassetass  for  the  reasons  aforemen-  Lib.  r. 
tioned. 

Wch  Major  Boareman  having  pformed  He  together  with 
the  Indians  Enter  the  Roome  where  his  Lspp  begins  first  to 
lett  them  know  that  he  was  very  well  Satisfied  with  what  they 
had  done  yesterday.  Whereunto  they  answer  that  they  are 
also  alike  Satisfied,  and  think  good  of  it  as  doth  his  Lspp: 

His  Lspp:  pceeds  further  to  tell  them  that  to  preserve  his 
League  with  them  he  had  made  Demand  of  those  two  *psons 
wch  they  had  delivered  up  yesterday  that  there  was  yett  one 
more  of  their  Indians  guilty  of  the  murdr  and  was  accused  by 
the  woman  her  self  before  she  died  and  whom  Manahawton 
did  little  before  his  Execution  confess  to  be  yett  liveing  in  the 
ffort  his  name  Wassetass,  and  therefore  to  establish  and  con- 
firm the  League  of  peace  and  Amity  betweene  us  his  Lspp:  did 
Expect  they  should  deliver  him  up  as  they  had  done. the  other 
two  and  did  now  make  his  Demand. 

Whereunto  after  some  pause  they  consented  and  Desired 
to  know  whither  the  said  Wassetass  should  be  brought  and  it 
was  resolved  and  mutually  agreed  on  that  he  should  be 
Delivered  to  Coll:  Rozer  within  Tenn  Daies  and  it  was  there- 
upon Ordered  that  warrant  of  Execution  be  directed  to  sd 
Coll:  Rozer  in  m'anner  foil:  viz. 

By  the  Ld  Prop1"*  &  Councell 
Whereas  at  a  Councell  held  at  Manahowicks  Neck  this  31th 
Day  of  January  in  the  fourth  yeare  of  his  Lspp:  Dominion  over 
this  Province  &ca  Annoq  Dom:  1678:  it  did  appeare  to  his 
Lspp  and  his  Councell  there  that  Wassetass  a  Pascattoway 
Indian  was  (amongst  others)  guilty  of  the  murder  Committed  . 
on  Daniel  Conningham  and  his  ffamily  at  the  head  of  Pot- 
tuxen  River  in  August  last,  And  fforasmuch  as  the  Emperor 
and  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  present  at  the  said  Councell 
did  then  and  there  promise  and  engage  to  deliver  up  the  said 
Wassetass  unto  Coll.

William  Person  undr  custody  of  Mr  John  ffawkes  and 
Thomas  Smith  undr  the  Custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  S'  Maries 
make  their  appeareance,  as  also  Anthony  Evans  according  to 
summons  directed  to  John  Burdett  he  being  likewise  present. 

Anthony  Evans  first  Examined  what  he  had  to  say  in  the 
premisses  upon  Oath  Did  Declare. 

That  One  Day  at  Sl  Johns  in  the  Hall  of  that  house  Thomas 
Smith,  himself  and  some  others  being  in  Company  they  were 
talking  of  News  that  he  heard  the  said  Smith  say  that  Mr 
Rousby  had  grossly  abused  his  Lspp:  calling  him  Runnaway  or 
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Lib.  r.  words  to  that  effect  and  that  he  Deserved  to  be  sent  home 
fast,  or  in  Chains,  that  upon  those  words  his  Lspp  asked  Mr 
Rousby  what  was  the  reason  he  had  soe  abused  him,  that 
Mr  Rousby  thereupon  rapt  out  a  greate  Oath  and  swore  that 
what  he  said  was  true  that  he  had  from  undr  the  Kings  hand 
and  Seale  for  it  and  that  her  Ladyshipp  upon"  this  Discourse 
fell  a  crying. 

John  Burdett  then  sworne  saith  that  in  the  Hall  of  Henry 
Exons  house  at  S4  Johns  he  heard  Thomas  Smith  say,  that 
his  Lspp  and  Mr  Rousby  had  lately  in  discourse  had  extraordi- 
nary high  words  that  Mr  Rousby  called  his  Lspp:  Traytor  and 
told  him  he  might  expect  to  heare  more  of  it  or  words  to  that 
effect.

who  went  home  in  the  night,  and  about  breake  a  Day  came 
aboard  his  the  said  Smiths  Sloope  bringing  with  him  his  Mate 
one  Thomas  Price  that  the  said  Arthur  Hart  went  aboard  sd 
Exons  Sloope  to  Draw  a  bottle  of  wine  and  returned  again 
where  falling  into  Discourse  with  the  sd  Price  he  the  said 
Smith  (still  lyeing  in  his  Cabin)  heard  him  say  that  Mr  Rousby 
had  called  the  Ld  Propry  Runnaway  wch  if  a  poore  man  had 
Done  he  would  certainly  have  been  laid  Neck  and  heeles,  but 
Mr  Rousby  was  not  afraid  to  tell  him  soe,  Whereupon  he  the 
said  Smith  heareing  these  words  rose  out  of  his  Cabin  and 
told  them  it  could  not  be  that  he  did  not  beleive  any  such 
thing.

hand  and  Seale  for;  And  further  the  sd  Smith  saith  that  One 
Simon  Perden  then  in  the  Sloope  with  him  heard  the  sd  Hart 
and  Price  utter  these  words.

Complaint  haveing  been  made  to  his  Lspp:  that  there  is  a 
pson  in  Somersett  County  who  (haveing  a  warrant  to  take 
up  some  Land  in  sd  County  hath  laid  out  and  is  intended  to 
seate  among  the  Indians  upon  the  Land  where  they  now  live 
to  the  greate  annoyance  and  Dissatisfaction  of  the  said 
Indians  who  Desire  to  live  among  themselves  without  Dis- 
turbance. It  is  therefore  Ordered  that  Proclamation  issue 
forth  -phibiting  all  -psons  whatsoever  to  seate  upon  any  land 
where  any  of  Our  Neighbour  Indians  are  actually  seated  or 
soe  neere  to  them  as  to  annoy  or  Disturb  them  without 
further  Ordr  from  his  Lspp  and  his  Councell. 

His  Lspp  and  the  Councell  haveing  been  informed  that  there 
is  an  Indian  lately  come  to  the  Pascattoway  ffort  from  the 
Sinniquas  doe  resolve  to  Deferr  giveing  any  positive  answer 
to  the  Pascattoway  Indians  concerning  Wassetass  (whose  life 
they  had  earnestly  requested  his  Lspp:  to  spare)  untill  such 
time  as  they  should  first  have  some  Discourse  with  the  sd 
Indian  of  the  Sinniquas  in  ordr  to  their  better  undrstanding 
the  present  posture  and  condition  of  the  said  Indians.  But 
upon  further  consideration  it  was  Concluded  &  advised  by 
the  whole  Councell  Nemine  contradicente  that  if  the  Pascatta- 
way  Indians  should  be  further  earnest  and  importunate  with 
his  Lspp:  for  the  life  of  Wassetass,  that  then  his  Lspp  would 
please  to  extend  his  mercy  to  him  in  giveing  him  his  life  at 
their  request.  . 

Ordered  that  notice  be  given  to  the  Pascattoway  Indians  by 
James  Smallwood  of  Charles  County  that  his  Lspp  and  the 
Councell  will  be  at  the  Governors  house  on  Munday  or  Tues- 
day next  where  they  Desire  to  speake  with  the  Indian  that 
lately  came  from  the  Senniquas,  Who  they  Desire  to  come 
thither  at  the  time  appointed,  and  that  in  ordr  to  the  confer- 
ence Thomas  Baker  of  Charles  County  (if  he  be  able  to  come) 
be  required  to  give  his  attendance  there  as  Interpreter,  and 
in  case  of  his  not  being  able  to  come  then  that  Major  Wm 
Boareman  be  Desired  to  be  there  at  the  time  preefixed.

following  Declaration  grounded  upon  one  sett  forth  p  the 
Governor  himself  to  the  same  purpose. 

Beeing  informed  by  a  Declaration  of  the  Honble  Thomas 
Notley  Esqr  Governor  of  this  Province  lately  published  for  his 
Owne  and  the  Lord  Proprys  Vindication,  that  One  Richard 
Covill  Marriner  (who  as  Master  of  a  Shipp  traded  here  last 
yeare)  had  at  his  returne  to  London  reported  that  by  ordr  of 
the  R"  Honble  Charles  Lord  Baltemore  Propry  of  this  Province 
of  Maryland  his  Officers  here  had  imposed  an  oath  upon  the 
people  here  by  wch  they  were  required  to  sweare  ffidelity  to 
him  the  said  Lord  Baltemore  against  all  Princes  whatsoever 
but  more  Especially  ag'  his  Sacred  Majtie  Our  Soveraign  Lord 
the  King  of  England,  Banishing  all  such  who  refused  the  sd 
Oath.  We  thought  it  Our  Duty  not  to  be  silent,  nor  become- 
ing  men  of  Common  sense  to  lett  ourselves  &  the  Governm4 
committed  to  our  care  lye  undr  soe  foule  a  scandall,  Where- 
fore (having  had  the  Administration  of  Justice  in  our  hands 
for  Divers  yeares  before  his  said  Lspp:  made  the  said  Notley  his 
Lievetenant  here  as  well  as  since)  Wee  Doe  Declare  and 
Publish  that  never  any  such  oath  was  imposed  or  tendered  to 
any  pson  or  psons  whatsoever  within  this  Province  or  trade- 
ing  here  since  we  have  here  resided  (which  hath  been  for  the 
space  of  Twenty  yeares  at  least)  and  consequently  never  any 
man  imprisoned  or  otherwise  punished  for  refuseing  to  take 
the  same,  neither  is  any  oath  or  other  tye  of  that  nature  to  be 
found  upon  record  in  this  Province.  This  being  the  truth  of 
the  case,  and  such  as  we  hope  may  Satisfie  the  whole  world 
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Lib.  r.  that  we  are  and  ever  have  been  true  Leigeman  to  Our 
Soveraign  Lord  the  King.  We  have  Signed  it  with  Our 
hands  and  humbly  pray  his  sd  Lspp:  that  he  will  ordr  his  Lspps: 
Chancellor  for  this  Province  to  publish  this  Declaration  undr 
the  greate  Seale  of  this  Province  that  full  ffaith  and  Creditt  may 
be  given  to  it  in  England.

A  Proclamacon 

Whereas  we  are  given  to  understand  that  there  is  a  Neck 
of  Land  lying  in  Somersett  County  Called  Asbincenekonson 
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Lib.  r.  k.  Neck  on  the  North  side  of  Pocomoke  River  ;  whereon  a  great 
number  of  Indians  doe  live,  also  that  there  is  a  Neck  of  Land 
called  Quapanquah  Containing  about  three  thousand  Acres 
lying  on  the  South  side  of  Pocomoke  River  in  the  County 
aforesaid  whereon  Indians  are  seated  One  other  neck  of  Land 
called  Parrahockon  Containing  about  two  thousand  Acres 
whereon  is  built  a  small  Indian  Towne  by  a  Creeke  of  Poco- 
moke River  that  Trencheth  out  of  the  North  side  of  the  said 
River  And  that  there  are  severall  Indians  seated  in  a  neck  of 
Land  lying  on  the  South  side  of  Wiccocomoco  in  Somersett 
County  aforesaid  att  Tundotenake  which  part  of  our  Mannor 
And  also  that  there  is  neck  of  Land  of  a  Considerable 
quantity  of  acres  whereon  Indians  are  seated  lying  on  the 
north  side  of  Wiccocomoco  River  by  a  Creeke  called  Cotting- 
hams  Creeke.  Also  that  there  is  a  Neck  of  Land  called 
p.  166  Puckamee  which  lyes  on  the  South  or  Eastermost  side  of 
Nantecoke  River  in  Somersett  County  aforesaid  and  on  the 
North  side  of  Barren  Creeke  containing  about  fifteen  hundred 
Acres  whereon  Indians  live  and  also  that  severall  Indians  lives 
att  Chiccacene  on  the  North  or  westermost  side  of  Nante- 
coke River  in  Dorchester  County  which  is  part  of  our  Mannor 
there  And  whereas  a  firme  League  or  peace  is  concluded  on 
betwixt  us  and  the  said  Indians,  &  for  the  preservacon  whereof 
we  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our  Councell  have  thought  fitt 
and  doe  hereby  Publish  Proclaime  and  declare  that  no  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  inhabiting  within  Our  said  Province  of 
Maryland  doe  att  any  tyme  for  the  future  molest  trouble  or 
disturb  any  of  the  Indians  that  are  seated  On  the  neck  of 
Land  called  Asbincenebonson,  Quapomquah,  Parrahocben, 
Puckamee,  Tundotanck  and  the  neck  of  Land  by  Cotting- 
hams  Creeke  But  that  the  aforesaid  Indians  may  peaceably 
and  quietly  seat  live  and  inhabit  there  without  Iett  or  moles- 
tacon  untill  we  shall  advise  with  Our  upper  and  lower  houses 
att  our  next  Generall  Assembly  Concerning  the  same  And 
that  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  doe  in  the  interim  pre- 
sume to  seat  live  or  inhabit  backward  into  the  woods  within 
three  Miles  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  necks  of  Land  Hereof  all 
persons  are  to  take  notice  att  their  utmost  Perill  Given  att  our 
Citty  of  Saint  Maryes  under  the  Great  Seale  of  our  said  Pro- 
vince of  Maryland  the  Thirteenth  day  of  March  in  the  fourth 
yeare  of  our  Dominion  &c  Annoq  Domini  One  thousand  six 
hundred  Seaventy  Eight.

And  first  his  Lspp:  by  Thomas  Baker  the  Interpreter  Delivers 
himself  to  the  said  Indians  in  manner  foil:  viz. 

I  Desire  to  know  how  the  Emperor  Doth  because  I  see  him 
not  here,  that  I  should  have  been  glad  to  have  seene  him  here 
this  Day,  that  I  came  here  to  meete  him  in  ordr  to  give  him 
&  his  greate  men  an  answer  to  a  message  deld  by  some  of 
their  Indians  to  James  Smallwood  touching  an  Indian  I  had 
Demanded  of  the  Emperor  when  I  saw  him  here  last. 

James  Smallwood  Informed  us  that  the  aforesaid  Indians 
were  ordered  to  tell  us  that  if  Wassetass  was  Demanded  by 
the  English  he  should  be  deld  up,  but  that  the  Emperor  and 
all  of  the  Indians  in  generall  did  earnestly  desire  &  begg  his 
life  might  be  spared,  he  being  a  greate  man,  and  as  they  all 
beleived  innocent  as  to  any  murder  Committed  upon  the 
English  at  Pottuxent 

And  because  the  Emperor  his  greate  men  and  the  Rest  did 
soe  earnestly  begg  this  Wassetass  Life,  I  was  come  here  to 
meete  with  the  Emperor  to  give  him  and  his  greate  men  an 
assurance  that  I  was  willing  to  grant  their  request  by  giveing 
them  the  life  of  this  person,  hopeing  that  for  this  favour  and 
mercy  Shewn  at  their  greate  request,  The  Empero1"  &  his  p.  75 
greate  men  would  take  care  to  give  their  young  men  good 
Advice  and  Councell  to  carry  themselves  civilly  towards  all 
the  English,  that  noe  breach  of  the  Articles  of  peace  may  be 
made  by  them  for  the  future,  And  then  I  and  the  English 
should  be  satisfied  of  a  happy  &  good  undrstanding  hence 
forward  which  on  the  part  of  the  English  should  not  be 
wanting. 

Which  the  Interpreter  having  Delivered  Distinctly  to  them. 
The  Speaker  makes  answer  as  foil.  viz. 

That  the  Emperor  was  at  the  ffort  but  soe  sick  that  he  could 
not  come  That  he  would  gladly  have  come  to  see  his  Lspp:  had 
he  been  able.  That  the  Emperor  had  Committed  all  to  the 
Speakers  managem'  at  this  Conference  and  that  what  he  said 
might  be  taken  as  coming  from  the  Emperours  owne   mouth. 

He  then  proceeds  to  returne  thankes  to  his  Lspp:  for  his 
greate  favor  &  mercy  towards  them  in  granting  them  the 
Life  of  Wassetass  wch  they  had  so  earnestly  implored  at  his 
Lspps:  hands  withall  calling  his  Lspp:  ffather  &  that  they  had  found 
favor  at  his  hands,  And  further  saith  that  it  is  true  the  English 
can  draw  good  Speeches  in  writeing  &  Speake  very  well  but 
for  their  parts  they  could  Deliver  nothing  but  with  their  lipps, 
and  what  they  did  say  was  straight  and  good  beeing  unac- 
quainted with  any  thing  that  is  crooked  and  naught. 

His  Lspp:  then  ordrs  the  Interpreter  further  tolettthem  know 
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Lib.  r.  that  for  the  further  Satisfaction  of  the  Emperor  and  all  his 
Indians  &  their  assurance  of  this  his  Lspp  favor  to  them  he  was 
willing  and  Did  purpose  to  give  them  a  Testimoniall  thereof 
in  writeing  undr  his  hand 

To  wch  they  Answer  that  they  well  approove  thereof  And 
though  they  cannot  read  yett  they  will  be  sure  to  preserve 
and  make  much  of  it,  And  that  the  Emperor  and  his  men  Doe 
owne  themselves  his  Lspps:  People. 

His  Lspp:  Comands  the  Interpreter  to  tell  them  that  he  lookes 
upon  them  as  his  ffriends  and  that  he  will  (soe  long  as  they 
continue  soe  to  be)  endeavor  to  preserve  and  protect  them. 

Whereunto  they  again  reply  that  they  are  his  Lspps:  People, 
and  that  although  they  may  -phapps  hold  a  Matchacomico  & 
Consult  with  themselves  upon  occasion  what  to  Doe  and  how 
to  ordr  their  affaires  Yett  will  make  his  Lspp  acquainted  with 
their  Designes  And  if  he  doe  not  approove  thereof  they  will 
knock  it  off  and  not  prosecute  the  same. 

The  Interpreter  is  then  ordred  to  tell  them  that  his  Lspp 
was  informed  that  there  was  one  among  them  that  lately 
came  from  the  Sinniquos,  that  his  Lspp  had  a  greate  Desire 
to  see  and  speake  with  him. 

They  say  he  was  come  with  them  for  that  purpose  his  Lspp: 
haveing  signified  to  them  such  his  Desire  by  James  Small- 
wood. 

The  said  Indian  thl  came  from  the  Sinniquos  being  made 
acquainted  with  his  Lspps  Desire  to  speake  with  him  Concerning 
the  Sinniquos  proceeds  to  give  this  foil  Acco1 

And  first  he  beginns  laying  on  the  table  five  single  Cornes 
some  small  distance  from  each  other,  and  four  together  at  One 
end  by  wch  he  signified  four  townesof  the  Sinniquos  from  whence 
he  came,  the  four  next  single  Cornes  he  likewise  declared 
p.  76  to  be  four  other  townes  of  the  Sinniquos,  the  two  middlemost 
whereof  the  Susquahannohs  had  divided  themselves  amongst 
&  lived  there  (to  say)  one  half  at  one  Towne  the  other  half  at 
the  other.  The  ffifth  and  outermost  of  the  five  single  Cornes 
he  Declared  to  be  a  place  Inhabited  by  English  where  the 
Sinniquos  vs'd  to  trade  and  whither  he  was  sent  from  the  four 
first  Townes  before  mentioned  with  a  present  wch  he  Deliv- 
ered, but  by  the  Description  of  the  said  place  wch  he  gave  to 
be  a  place  of  great  resort  and  trade  with  the  said  Indians  for 
Powdr  Shott  &ca  it  appeared  to  be  ffort  Albany  and  that  they 
were  Dutch  to  whom  he  had  Delivered  the  Present. 

The  said  Indian  likewise  saith  that  when  he  was  taken 
Prisoner  by  thm  they  threatned  to  Destroy  him  &  he  expected 
every  moment  when  it  would  be  untill  he  came  to  the  first 
mentioned  foure  Townes  where  the  greate  men  told  him  they 
would  spare  his  Life,  that  he  should   not  be  dismernbred  or 
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hurt  in  the   least   the    names   of  the   said    four   Townes  he  Lib.  k. 
Declared  to  be  as  foil:  two  of  them  called  Quonederonook, 
One  called  Dehangtook,  &  the  other  Gonnawdeah,  the  other 
four  Single  Townes  called    viz.   Ondachehochan,    Ocajongo, 
Wottaughten,  &  Taymongosour. 

Then  queried  of  him  whither  or  noe  there  were  any  more 
Townes  then  those  he  had  already  Described.  Whereto  he 
replied  that  there  were  severall  Townes  more  and  a  great 
many  Indians  but  all  peaceable  and  quiett  excepting  onely 
those  two  Townes  among  wch  the  Susqs  had  Divided  them- 
selves. 

He  likewise  Declared  that  at  Every  ffort  there  was  some 
English  as  he  called  them  being  of  that  nation  from  whence 
they  supplied  themselves  with  powdr  and  shott.  And  being 
asked  whither  those  English  were  such  as  had  been  taken 
by  them  yea  or  noe,  he  answered  they  were  not  such  but  their 
great  ffriends  and  Netopps. 

The  said  Indian  further  Declared  that  before  he  came  away 
he  made  the  said  four  nations  from  whence  he  came 
acquainted  with  his  Designe  of  Comeing'home  and  that  they 
consented  to  lett  him  bidding  him  goe  and  see  his  ffriends 
and  acquaintance  both  Indians  and  English  withall  willing 
him  to  satisfie  his  ffriend  Indians,  And  the  English  &  Gov- 
ernor  of  Maryland  who  it  was  had  Done  the  English  all  the 
mischiefe,  and  that  those  two  nations  wth  whom  the  Susque- 
hannohs  lived  would  certainly  yett  doe  more  mischiefe  both 
to  the  Pascattoway  Indians  and  the  English  but  as  for  their 
parts  they  resolve  to  Doe  noe  mischiefe  to  either,  they  like- 
wise enjoyned  him  the  said  Indian  to  be  sure  to  returne  again 
the  wch  he  saies  he  resolves  to  Doe  in  Tenn  Dayes. 

Queried  whither  those  two  nations  with  whom  the  Susqs 
harboured  were  at  warr  or  peace  with  the  other  foure  from 
whence  he  Came  to  wch  he  answered  they  were  altogether  at 
peace  and  Amity  one  with  another  and  that  the  Susqs  goe 
from  Towne  to  Towne  peaceably  as  ffriends  &  netopps  but 
that  the  said  four  nations  seeme  to  blame  the  English  very 
much  for  letting  soe  many  of  the  Susqs  escape  as  there  did 
for  that  they  are  of  such  a  turbulent  bloody  mind  that  they 
will  never  cease  Doeing  mischiefe  both  to  the  English  &  Pas- 
cattoway Indians  soe  long  as  a  man  of  them  is  left  alive. 

Again  Queried  whither  those  two  fforts  with  whom  the  p.  77 
Susqs  live  be  of  the  same  bloody  mind  as  themselves,  To  wch 
he  replied  that  at  ffirst  they  were  not  but  by  the  insinuation  & 
instigation  of  the  Susqs  he  does  beleive  that  they  are  now 
become  all  One.  He  likewise  saith  that  the  Susqs  laugh  and 
jeare  at  the  English  saying  they  cann  doe  what  mischief  they 
please  for  that  the  English  cannot  see  them. 
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Lib.  r.  Queried  how  many  Daies  Journey  from  those  fFour  fforts 
mentioned  (from  whence  he  came)  to  the  Pascattoway  ffortt, 
to  wch  he  made  answer  that  he  was  three  Moones  comeing 
from  thence. 

Qu:  Whither  he  intended  to  returne  back  thither  again 
alone 

Answ:     Yes. 

Qu:  Whither  the  Susqs  did  intend  to  come  downe  against 
the  Pascattoways  and  the  English  in  Virginia,  Whereunto  the 
Speaker  Replyed  That  there  was  Another  Indian  at  the  Pas- 
cattoway ffort  wch  was  taken  prisoner  and  had  lately  made  his 
escape  from  those  two  middle  Townes  of  the  Senniquos  with 
whom  the  Susqs  lived  who  was  ordred  within  three  Dayes  to 
be  putt  to  the  ffire  wch  made  him  Adventure  his  life  in  flight 
rather  then  stay  there  to  be  burnt,  The  said  Indian  does 
Relate. 

That  the  Greate  man  of  the  Susqs  made  a  Speech  to  this 
effect.  That  he  was  pretty  well  Satisfied  with  the  Revenge 
he  had  taken  of  the  Virginians  by  the  help  and  assistance  of 
those  Indians  And  now  did  intend  to  fall  upon  the  Pascatto- 
way Indians  and  the  English  in  Maryland  for  that  he  had 
Done  little  or  nothing  there  yett  but  resolved  now  to  Doe 
what  mischiefe  he  could  to  them,  that  a  Considerable  pty  of 
them  were  gone  forth  before  the  said  Indian  made  his  escape 
wch  was  about  20  Dayes  since. 

Then  Queried  What  fforce  those  two  fforts  might  con- 
sist off 

Answ:  soe  strong  they  could  not  express  it. 

The  said  Greate  men  of  the  Susqs  likewise  Declared  that 
he  would  never  have  any  peace  with  the  English,  or  the  Pas- 
cattoway, Choptico,  or  any  other  Indians  whatsoever  on  the 
South  Side  of  Potapsco  to  whom  he  will  never  cease  to  Doe 
all  the  mischiefe  he  cann,  but  for  those  on  the  other  side  of 
Potapsco  they  have  noe  prejudice  ag'  them  haveing  never 
reed:  any  injury  from  them  and  therefore  know  noe  reason 
they  have  to  meddle  with  them.  He  likewise  further  did 
Declare  that  they  had  lately  killed  some  English  in  Maryland 
but  the  English  had  laid  it  upon  the  Pascattoway  Indians. , 

Queried  of  that  Indian  that  came  from  the  aforesaid  four 
townes  of  the  Sinniquos  &  intended  thither  back  again 
whither  he  resolved  to  live  there  or  not. 

Answ:  that  he  had  reed:  soe  much  civility  &  kindness  from 
them  that  he  did  long  to  see  them  as  much  as  his  owne 
ffriends  &  acquaintance,  but  would  returne  back  again  in  two 
yeares  time  unless  they  should  send  him  upon  some  Message 
sooner  (whereof  he  at  present  knew  nothing)  otherwise  he 
intended  to  stay  among  them  soe  long,  but  then  resolved  to 
come  back 
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Qu:  Whither  any   of  those  two  Nations  with   whom   the  Lib.  r. 
Susqs  live  had  among  them  any  English  that  were  taken  out  p.  78 
of  Virginia  last  yeare. 

Answ:  There  are  among  them  two  English  wch  were  taken 
last  yeare  whom  they  have  soe  farr  corrupted  that  they  are 
become  all  one  Indians  with  themselves  and  as  forward  for 
any  mischief  as  they  themselves  cann  be,  there  were  also  more 
English  among  them  but  whither  they  are  Ransomed  or  killed 
or  what  is  become  of  them  they  know  not. 

Qu:  Whither  the  aforementioned  severall  nations  of  Indians 
did  not  vsually  goe  once  or  twice  a  yeare  to  thl  place  where 
the  English  (as  they  call  them)  live,  to  trade. 

Answ:  Yes  and  that  the  next  moneth  the  said  Indians  are 
intended  thither,  where  they  trade  with  Skinns  and  receive  in 
truck  Powder  Shott,  Gunns,  and  Matchcoates. 

Qu:  whither  any  ffrench  lived  among  those  Indians  at  the 
four  forementioned  Townes  from  whence  the  Indian  came 
that  intends  back  again. 

Answ:  that  the  ffrench  sometimes  came  among  them  to 
trade  and  that  some  of  them  are  frequently  amongst  those 
Indians. 

His  Lspp:  p  the  Interpreter  then  gave  them  to  undrstand 
that  he  was  very  gladd  to  see  them  and  to  receive  this  rela- 
tion from  them  wherein  he  tooke  a  greate  Deale  of  Satisfac- 
tion, Desireing  that  Indian  the  next  time  he  came  for  Mary- 
land to  bring  a  ffrench  man  with  him  for  that  his  Lspp:  undr- 
stood  ffrench  and  could  discourse  wth  him. 

To  wch  the  said  Indian  replied  smileing  that  it  was  not  to  be 
expected  for  that  he  would  never  be  able  to  undtake  & 
pforme  soe  long  a  journey.  His  Lspp  further  told  them  that 
he  was  of  Opinion  that  there  were  severall  ffrench  men  vsed 
to  come  Downe  in  those  parties  they  have  from  time  to  time 
sent  out 

To  wch  they  say  possibly  there  may  be  some  such  among 
them  as  likely  as  those  two  English  before  mentioned 

The  Speaker  then  pduces  and  layes  upon  the  Table  a 
broad  Belt  of  Peake  saying  this  is  Our  Paper  and  although 
the  Axe  seemes  to  be  laid  at  our  heads  for  the  present  Yett 
wee  intend  to  send  this  Belt  as  a  token  of  our  Love  to  the 
four  nations  of  Indians  from  whence  Our  ffriend  came  by 
whom  we  intend  to  signifie  our  Love  and  ffriendshipp  towards 
them  for  all  their  civility  shewed  to  him,  but  whither  he  may 
live  to  carry  it  to  them  or  be  killed  by  the  way  we  know  not, 
but  are  resolved  to  venture. 

The  said  Indian  p  whom  it  was  to  be  sent  then  Speakes  and 
Saies  that  he  will  carry  it  and  Deliver  it  to  One  of  the  greatest 
men  of  the  greatest  nation  of  those  Indians  as  a  token  of 
ffriendshipp  and  Amity  from  the  Emperour  of  Pascattoway 
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Lib.  r.  To  wch  his  Lspp:  p  the  Interpreter  did  reply  that  he  well 
approved  thereof  and  did  not  question  but  it  would  be 
accepted  &  hoped  it  might  worke  good  effects,  and  that  for 
his  owne  part  he  looked  upon  the  said  ffour  nations  of  Indians 
p-  79  as  his  good  ffriends  and  would  also  consider  of  some  Present 
to  be  sent  them  in  convenient  time  but  at  present  could  not 
provide  any  to  send  them  *p  the  sd  Indian,  And  did  Desire 
him  to  signifie  to  them  his  Lspps:  resolutions  to  preserve  peace 
and  Amity  with  them  hopeing  that  they  will  continue  the  same 
towards  him  and  the  English  in  Maryland  undr  his  Governm' 

The  Pascattoway  Indians  then  moove  his  Lspp:  for  a  Supply 
of  Powdr  and  Shott  setting  forth  the  great  want  they  are  in 
and  Daily  expecting  their  Enemy  to  fall  upon  them  and  that 
unless  his  Lspp:  will  please  to  furnish  them  for  their  Defence 
they  must  be  forced  to  fall  to  makeing  of  Bows  and  arrows 
wherein  for  want  of  practice  they  have  not  that  experience  as 
formerly  and  soe  consequently  must  inevitably  Suffer  for  want 
of  better  provisions  to  secure  themselves.  Whereunto  his 
Lspp:  -p  the  Interpreter  did  make  answer  that  true  it  was  he 
had  already  given  some  assurance  to  the  Emperor  the  last 
time  he  saw  him  that  they  should  not  want  such  necessary 
assistance  &  Supplyes  as  he  could  in  reason  afford  them  wch 
assurance  he  did  firmly  purpose  to  make  good  to  them  but  at 
present  his  Lspp:  onely  came  himself  to  see  and  speake  with 
the  Emperor  and  his  greate  men  concerning  what  hath  been 
already  treated  off,  And  therefore  could  not  resolve  upon 
what  quantity  of  powder  &  shott  might  be  suitable  for  their 
occasions  untill  such  time  as  his  Lspp:  should  first  have  advised 
with  his  Councell  touching  the  same  wch  he  did  assure  them 
should  be  within  Tenn  Dayes  by  what  time  they  might  send  to 
Mattapony  and  there  receive  a  Supply. 

They  further  moove  his  Lspp:  for  a  Supply  of  Armes  have- 
ing  lost  at  least  a  hundred  Gunns  taken  at  Severall  times  by 
the  Enemy  insomuch  that  they  have  not  Sufficient  where- 
withall  to  Defend  themselves. 

To  which  his  Lspp:  made  answer  that  he  would  consider 
thereof  and  when  they  sent  for  the  powder  &  Shott,  they 
should  receive  a  further  answer  to  that  pticular. 

Wherewith  they  seemed  well  Satisfied.  And  presented  his 
Lspp:  with  severall  Beaver  and  other  Skinns. 

His  Lspp:  reed:  the  same  And  Dismissed  them  with  the  foil: 
Testimoniall  relateing  to  Wassetass:  viz.

Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  Propry  of  the  Province  of  Mary-

Consent  of  Lond:  being  summoned  to  give  in  his  Evidence 
concerning  some  scandalous  speeches  that  had  been  uttered 
by  Cap'  Josias  ffendall  of  Charles  County,  himself,  and  others 
touching  his  Lspp:)  was  Examined  upon  Oath  and  Deposed  as 
foil:  viz. 

That  about  the  Latter  End  of  the  moneth  of  ffebruary  last 
he  this  Depon'  together,  with  Mr  William  Barrett  being  at  the 
house  of  Cap'  Josias  ffendall  in  Charles  County  he  this  Depo- 
nent heard  the  said  ffendall  say  that  he  had  been  much 
troubled  and  had  greatly  suffered  in  his  Estate  that  now  (he 
hoped)  the  time  was  comeing  that  he  might  have  an  oportu- 
nity  to  right  himself  then  they  fell   into  discourse  concerning 
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the  late  report  of  the  troubles  in  England.  And  the  said  Lib.  k. 
ffendall  enquired  of  this  Deponent  concerning  a  ffriggat  that 
was  to  be  sent  from  England  hither  and  this  Deponent 
replyed  that  he  heard  such  a  report  upon  his  comeing  away 
from  England  that  there  lay  a  friggat  ready  but  did  not  heare 
that  she  was  yett  arrived  here,  that  the  intent  of  her  comeing 
was  for  the  Lord  Baltemore,  To  wch  the  said  ffendall  made 
answer  what  need  had  they  to  send  a  ffriggat  hither  for  (if  it 
be  true  as  is  reported  of  the  troubles  in  England)  I  will 
engage  (if  they  will  send  but  two  or  three  words  to  me)  to 
send  him  home  myself,  and  soe  they  may  save  that  charge. 

The  said  Partis  was  then  required  to  make  his  further 
appeareance  at  the  Councell  board  to-morrow  morning  nine 
a  Clock  according  to  the  foil,  precept  viz.

That  about  the  Latter  End  of  ffebruary  last  he  being  at  the 
house  of  Cap'  Josias  ffendall  in    Charles  County  there  dis- 
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Lib.  r.  courseing  concerning  the  troubles  in  England.  The  said 
ffendall  asked  this  Deponent  whither  it  was  true  that  a  man 
of  Warr  was  comeing  in  for  the  Lord  Baltemore  to  wch  this 
Deponent  replyed  that  it  was  soe  reported,  and  that  there  were 
two  ffriggatts  ready  but  were  not  yett  come,  the  said  ffendall 
again  said  what  need  they  send  any  men  of  warr  for  this 
Countrey,  for  if  they  will  but  send  two  or  three  Lines  to  me  I 
engage  to  secure  my  Lord  Baltemore  and  send  him  home 
saveing  that  charge,  for  further  said  the  sd  ffendall  I  Durst 
engage  with  thirty  or  ffourty  men  to  Doe  it,  And  that  two  or 
three  Daies  before  he  had  been  over  with  the  Governor  with 
whom  he  had  had  a  greate  Deale  of  Discourse,  and  amongst 
the  rest  were  talkeing  of  the  business  of  poysoning  the  people 
at  S'  Maries,  and  that  he  the  said  ffendall  told  the  Governor 
that  he  beleived  it  was  a  thing  acted  and  Designed  by  the 
Papists  against  his  Honor  and  that  he  would  write  home  to 
England  concerning  the  same  ;  And  the  sd  ffendall  further 
said  that  he  had  suffered  much  heretofore,  but  now  he  hoped 
the  time  was  comeing  that  he  might  right  himself.  And 
further  this  Depon'  saith  not.

Joshua  Doyne  of  the  County  of  Sl  Maries  being  also 
required  to  give  in  his  Evidence  upon  Oath  Examined 
Deposed. 

That  sometime  in  the  yeare  1677  :  he  being  at  Cap'ffendalls 
house  and  there  sitting  by  the  fire  side,  the  said  ffendall 
entered  into  a  discourse  concerning  Coll.  Jesse  Wharton  say- 
ing that  he  had  been  very  unkindly  Dealt  with  by  him,  that  he

by  snow  and  other  Evill  Accidents,  soe  that  here  is  above  3ohhs: 
of  it  lye  in  the  Countrey,  and  that  which  was  Shipp'd  home 
brought  yor  Petr  in  Debt.  Yor  Petr  was  lately  taken  by  the 
Turkes,  his  Children  still  in  Slavery,  when  he  came  from 
England  he  expected  some  produce  of  that  tobacco,  but  found 
himself  in  Debt  thereby,  had  yor  Petr  been  paid  prime  tobacco 
according  to  the  Governo"  promise  it  would  have  turned  to 
Acco'  to  yor  Petr  Your  Petr  humbly  Desires  yor  Lspp:  and 
Councell  to  consider  the  Deplorable  condition  of  yor  Petr  and 
since  he  hath  disbursed  soe  much  ready  money  for  the  Ser- 
vice of  the  Countrey,  that  he  may  not  totally  loose  it  but  that 
yor  Lspp.  and  Councell  would  consider  of  some  way  for  yor 
Petrs  Releife  in  the  prmisses  as  to  yr  Lspp  and  Councell  shall 
seeme  best.  And  yor  Petr  shall  pray  &ca

The  Humble  Peticon  of  John  Quigley  of  the  Collony  of  Vir- 
ginia 
Humbly  Sheweth, 

Unto  yor  Lspp  that  yor  Peticoner  being  out  of  this  Province 
his  Kinsman,  and  Attorney  John  Deery  of  S'  Maryes  City 
Inholder  Departed  this  life,  making  his  Sister  Elinor  Deery, 
his  Brother  Owen  Quigley,  and  yor  Petr  his  Kinsman  his 
Executrs  and  gave  us  all  that  he  had.  The  said  Ellinor  Deery 
and  Owen  Quigley  haveing  never  been  in  this  Province,  and 
yor  Petr  being  absent  one  Garratt  Vansweeringen  of  the  City 
of  S'  Maries  Inholder  That  was  really  and  bona  fide  indebted 
to  the  said  Deery  at  the  time  of  his  Death,  pretending  himself 
a  Creditor  to  the  said  Deery  to  the  Judge  for  -pbate  of  wills 
&ca  and  that  the  said  Deery  died  Intestate,  procured  of  the 
sd  Judge  Adminrcon  of  the  said  Deerys  Estate  as  of  One 
Intestate,  After  wch  yor  Pef  arrived  in  this  Province,  and 
undrstanding  that  the  said  Deery  made  such  Will,  yor  Petr 
exhibited  a  Libell  before  the  said  Judge  ag'  the  sd  Garratt  for

to  yor  Lspp:  in  yor  Court  of  Chancery  as  by  Law  he  might,  Yor 
Lspp  according  to  the  Statute  of  the  25th  Hen.  8th  cap:  19:  did 
by  a  Cofniss0  undr  your  greate  Seale  appoint  and  Empower 
Baker  Brookes,  Henry  Coursey,  Thomas  Taylor,  and  Benja- 
min Rozer  Esq"  to  be  Comissionrs  and  a  Court  of  Delegates, 
for  the  reheareing  and  Definitively  Determineing  such  cause. 
The  said  Delegates  haveing  in  Obedience  to  yor  Lspps  sd  Cofn-

Delegates  did  therefore  ordr  adjudge  and  Decree  those  words 
soe  spoken  by  the  said  Deery  to  be  the  last  Will  of  the  said

The  said  Garratt  Vansweeringen  did  also  at  a  Councell 
held  at  the  City  of  S'  Maries  the  28th  Day  of  March  last  prferr 
his  Peticon  to  his  Lspp:  then  in  Councell  wch  was  then  read  and 
heard  but  the  Debate  thereof  then  referred  untill  the  next 
meeteing  of  the  Councill  be.

Deery,  Owen  Quigley  and  the  said  Jn°  Quigley  Exrsand  there- 
upon cited  yor  Petr  before  the  said  Judge  for  probate  of  Wills 
&ca  Exhibited  his  Libell  to  have  the  Will  prooved,  and  the 
Petr  Admrcon  sett  aside,  To  wch  Libell  the  Petr  answered,  and 
Denyed  Deery  to  be  Compos  mentis  when  the  will  was  made, 
and  severall  Wittnesses  were  Examined,  and  Cross  Exam- 
ined, and  after  Publication  to  witt  160  August  1678  the  cause 
came  to  be  heard  before  the  said  Judge,  who  the  same  Day 
declared  the  case  of  the  sd  Deery  to  be  the  Case  of  a  man  in 
his  Agony  bereft  of  his  Sences  by  the  Violence  of  his  Disease, 
and  the  said  pretended  Written  Will  Null  and  void,  and 
Quigley  to  pay  yor  Petr  Costs,  wch  afterward  were  taxed  at 
25  241  tob° 

That  afterwards  the  said  Quigley  appealed  and  prayed  a 
Cofnission  to  Judges  Delegates  wch  was  by  yor  Lspps:  Governor 
granted  to  Baker  Brooke,  Thomas  Tailler,  Henry  Coursey 
and  Benjamin  Rozer  Esqrs  or  any  three  of  them  to  heare  the 
said  Cause,  that  Mr  Brookes,  Mr  Coursey  and  Mr  Rozer  heare- 
ing  the  Cause  the  6th  of  Novembr  1678,  did  pronounce  pub- 
lish and  Declare  [that  the  said  John  Deery  did  not  dye  Intes- 
tate, but  that  the  words  by  him  spoken  (viz)  I  give  all  that  I 
have  to  my  SisteV  Ellinor  Deery,  my  Brother  Owen  Quigley, 
and  my  Couzen  Jn°  Quigley,  and  Doe  make  them  Executors 
doe  amount  to  a  Nuncupative  Will,  and  th'  the  said  Deery 
was  of  a  sound  disposeing  mind,  at  the  time  of  the  speakeing 
thereof]  and  did  ordr  Judge  and  Decree  those  words  soe 
spoken  by  the  said  Deery  to  be  the  Last  Will  of  the  said 
Deery,  and  th1  the  said  Ellinor  Deery,  Owen  Quigley,  and  Jn° 
Quigley  are  the  Executors  of  the  said  John  Deery,  And  that 
yor  Peticoner  should  pay  him  77971  of  tob°  Costs  as  by  the 
whole  proceedings  Remaineing  upon  Record  may  appeare.

tion whereof  and  other  Creditors  and  yor  Petrs  sd  Debt  and  his 
just  expences  and  Disbursem1:  in  relation  to  the  said  Admrcon 
he  hath  sued  the  said  Quigley  in  the  said  two  Accots  to  wch 
the  said  John  Quigley  hath  pleaded  the  Decree  of  the  said 
Delegates,  and  that  he  is  Executor  and  yor  Petrs  Admrcon  is 
void  and  Null,  And  yor  Petr  hath  replyed  thereto  and  Justified 
his  Actions  as  Admr:  as  aforesd  and  the  same  comeing  on  in 
the  Docquett  the  13th  of  March  1678/9  before  the  Honble  the  P.  96 
Chancelor  the  Secry,  Baker  Brooke  Esq1  and  Benjamin  Rozer 
Esqr  they  the  said  Baker  Brooke  Esqr  &  Benjamin  Rozer 
Esqr  refused  to  sitt  and  give  any  Judgem1  therein,  being  that 
point  in  question  had  been  Debated  before  them  in  the  Court 
of  Delegates,  and  his  Honor  the  Chancelor  had  also  had  the 
heareing  thereof,  and  they  had  delivered  their  severall 
Opinions  therein  already,  soe  that  there  is  not  a  Sufficient 
number  to  make  a  Court,  whereby  there  is  a  failure  of  Justice 
for  want  of  a  Court,  and  noe  way  left  for  yor  Peticoner  to 
recover  the  said  Debts  to  Reimburse  himself  and  makeing 
him  capable  to  perform  the  Admrcon  according  to  his  Bond 
and  Oath. 

Yor  Peticoner  humbly  prayes  yor  Lspps:  Consideration  of  the 
prmisses,  and  that  yor  Lspp:  would  be  graciously  pleased  to 
grant  to  yor  Pef  that  a  speciall  Comission  of  Oyer  and  Ter- 
miner to  some  psons  unconcerned  such  as  to  yor  Lspp  shall 
seeme  fitt  may  issue  to  heare  and  Determine,  the  Causes  and 
all  other  the  matters  aforesaid 

And  yor  Petr  as  in  Duty  bound  shall  pray  for  yor  Lspps  &ca 

His  Lspp:  the  Lord  Propry  haveing  advised  with  his  Councill 
and  duely  weighed  and  considered  the  prayer  of  the  Peti- 
coners  and  perused  the  Statute  of  the  25th  Hen:  8:  cap  19: 
and  other  Lawe  Bookes  touching  the  Jurisdiction  of  such 
Courts  as  is  last  prayed,  doth  not  conceive  that  he  hath  power 
to  grant  any  such  Comiss0

Severall  mutinous  and  seditious  speeches  (tending  to  the 
breach  of  Lspps:  peace  within  this  Province)  haveing  been 
lately  uttered  by  Doctor  James  Barree  severall  evidences  to 
the  same  were  this  Day  called  and  examined  upon  oath  (viz) 

Thomas  Bennett  saies  that  on  Tuesday  the  30th  of  Decemb: 
last  at  night  he  came  from  on  board  shipp  to  Capt.  Coodes 
house  on  Wiccocomico  River,  where  he  found  Dr  James 
Barree  and  severall  other  psons  in  Compa  but  how  long  they 
had  been  there  he  knowes  not,  that  he  believes  the  said  Barree 
might  be  something  in  Drink,  that  said  Barre  hott  in  dis- 
course with  Mr  Rosewell  one  of  the  Compa  told  him  that  he 
was  excommunicated  for  keepeing  his  Xmas  with  Hereticks, 
and  seemed  to  be  very  angry  with  Rosewell  for  being  there, 
and  told  him  that  he  the  said  Barree  was  sent  thither  p  some 
•psons  to  take  notice  of  his  words,  at  wch  Rosewell  shewed 
much  anger,  Barree  then  further  told  him  that  there  was  now 
ready  a  Troope  of  Horse  consisting  of  100  Catholickes  undr  p.  98 
Coll.  Darnall  and  Thomas  Courtney  to  cutt  of  all  the  Protest- 
ants in  Maryland  and  that  in  three  Daies  time,  that  he  the 
said  Rosewell  was  one  of  the  said  Troope,  whereupon  Rose- 
well grew  very  Cholerick  and  told  him  that  he  would  take 
him  and  burn  him.  Barree  further  replied  that  it  was  true 
enough  and  that  he  knew  it  very  well ;   askeing  him  if  his 
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Lib.  r.  Conscience  did  not  accuse  him,  that  Mr  ffoster  had  delivered 
a  List  of  the  Troopers  Names  to  Mrs  Hill  in  whose  hands  he 
the  said  Barree  saw  the  same,  And  further  the  Deponent  saith 
that  the  next  morning  Cap'  Coode  asked  the  said  Barree  if  he 
did  remember  what  he  had  said  the  night  before,  to  which 
the  said  Barree  (in  heareing  of  his  Deponent)  replied  that  he 
did  very  well  repeateing  the  same  words  or  words  to  the  same 
effect  over  again,  further  adding  that  this  Business  had  been 
made  knowne  in  England,  that  Mr  John  Darnall  while  he  was 
there  being  taken  for  his  Brother  Coll.  Darnall  was  sum- 
moned before  the  King  and  Councill,  but  finding  the  mistake 
he  was  again  dismissed.  Severall  other  words  to  the  same 
purpose  were  at  the  same  time  spoken  by  the  said  Barree  wch 
the  Deponent  cannot  now  remember  and  therefore  further 
saith  not. 

Neha  Blakisson  Examined  Saith  that  on  the  30th  Day  of 
Decemb:  last  in  the  afternoon  he  went  to  Cap1  Coodes 
house  whither  came  also  ashore  from  aboard  Shipp 
Doctor  Barree  and  William  Rosewell  where  falling  into  dis- 
course Dr  Barree  was  very  rude  and  troublesome  vseing 
severall  aggravating  words  and  speeches  to  all  the  Company 
(and  that  before  they  begann  to  Drink)  calling  them  Rogues 
Heretick  rogues,  withall  telling  Mr  Rosewell  that  he  was 
excommunicated  for  keepeing  Xmas  with  Hereticks,  and  that 
he  did  not  question  but  they  would  all  be  made  quiett 
Enough  that  there  was  a  troope  of  Catholickes  ready  to 
Destroy  all  the  Protestants  in  the  Countrey  undr  Tho:  Court- 
ney and  Coll  Darnall  (but  wch  was  to  be  Chiefe  the  Deponent 
remembers  not)  more  then  that  Cap'  Coode  discourseing  with 
the  said  Barree  made  answer,  Why  soe?  why  Tho:  Courtney 
before  Coll  Darnall  ?  to  which  Barree  replied  in  Lattin  for 
expedition  sake,  Coode  makeing  this  repartee  what  because 
he  is  a  Horse  Courser?  wch  is  the  summe  of  what  the 
Deponent  remembers  to  be  said  that  night ;  Next  Morning 
the  Deponent  taxed  Dr  Barree  with  what  he  had  said  over 
night  how  he  had  abused  Mr  Rosewell  to  wch  Barree  made 
P.  99  answer  that  it  was  all  true  Enough,  and  that  Rosewells  Con- 
science must  needs  accuse  him,  as  well  enough  knowing  him- 
self to  be  One  of  the  troope ;  of  wch  he  the  said  Barree  could 
procure  a  List  from  Mrs  Hill,  further  confirming  all  that  he 
had  said  over  night  (the  company  repeateing  the  same  over 
to  him  as  neere  as  they  could)  and  saying  that  he  would  Jus- 
tifie  it,  And  further  the  Deponent  saith  not. 

John  Slye  upon  oath  also  examined  saith  that  on  the  30th 
Day  of  December  last  William  Rosewell  borrowed  of  Cap' 
Coode  a  boate  to  goe  aboard  Shipp,  and  returned  a  shoare 
that  night  bringing  with  him  Dr  James  Barree  very  much  in 
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drink  almost  if  not  quite  fudled  as  the  Deponent  thinkes,  Lib.  R. 
where  after  they  had  been  some  small  time  Dr  Barree  told 
Rosewell  that  he  was  Excommunicated  for  keepeing  Xmas 
with  Heretickes  further  saying  that  there  was  a  troope  of  one 
hundred  horse  undr  Coll.  Darnall  and  Thomas  Courtney 
ready  to  cutt  of  all  the  Protestants  in  3  Daies  time,  that  the 
said  Barree  drew  his  Knife  and  whetted  upon  his  Bootes,  say- 
ing that  he  hoped  with  it  to  cutt  some  of  their  throates,  that 
he  would  cutt  Rosewells  throate,  that  he  had  seene  a  list  of 
the  troope  in  Mrs  Hills  hands  which  was  Delivered  her  by  Mr 
ffoster,that  Mr  Rosewell,  Collen  Makensie,  and  one  other  (wch 
the  Dep'  remembers  not)  were  nominated  by  the  said  Barree  to 
be  in  the  said  List,  that  that  night  the  said  Barree  slept  upon 
the  Chaires  as  this  Dep'  beleives.  The  next  morning  the 
Deponent  asked  the  said  Barree  if  he  did  remember  what  he 
had  said  over  night  to  wch  he  answered  yes,  and  called  to 
Cap'  Coodes  Negro  for  the  Knife  wch  they  had  caused  to  be 
taken  from  him  over  night,  some  of  the  Company  repeated 
the  same  words  by  him  spoken  over  night,  all  wch  said  Barree 
that  morning  owned  to  be  true.  And  further  the  Dep'  saith 
not. 

John  Shepard  upon  Oath  Examin.  saith  that  on  the  30th 
Day  of  January  last  little  before  night  he  went  to  Cap'  Coodes 
house  where  he  mett  with  Dr  Barree  and  some  other  Com- 
pany, whither  Barree  were  drunk  .or  noe  he  knowes  not,  but 
discourseing  with  the  Company  he  told  them  that  there  was  to 
be  raised  a  troope  of  One  hundred  horse  undr  the  Comand  of 
Thomas  Courtney  and  Mr  Darnall  L"  who  were  to  cutt  of  all 
the  Protestants,  that  Mrs  Hill  had  a  List  of  the  Troopers 
Names,  The  Deponent  likewise  saith  that  the  sd  Barree  drew 
his  Penn  knife  and  whetted  upon  his  Bootes,  sweareing  that 
Rosewell  should  dye  by  the  hands  of  an  Irish  man  in  three 
dayes  and  further  this  Dep'  saith  not. 

Capt  Jn°  Coode,  Examined  upon  oath  saith  That  Dr  Barree  p.  100 
and  Mr  Rosewell  on  the  30th  Day  of  Decemb.  last  at  night 
came  to  his  house,  that  Dr  Barree  (as  the  Dep'  does  beleive) 
was  fudled,  that  he  perceived  there  was  some  difference 
betweene  Rosewell  and  him,  Barree  saying  that  he  was 
Excommunicated  for  keepeing  Xmas  with  Hereticks  that  there 
was  a  troope  of  one  hundred  horse  ready  to  cutt  of  all  the 
Protestants  in  Maryland  in  three  daies  time  or  within  three 
Daies  (whither  the  Dep'  knowes  not)  the  Dep' asked  him  who 
it  was  that  was  to  command  the  Troope,  To  which  Barre 
made  answer  Thorn:  Courtney  and  Coll  Darnall  the  Dep' 
asked  him  why  Thorn:  Courtney?  Barree  replied  in  Latin 
ob  meliorem  expeditionem  Domine,  the  Dep'  made  answer 
again  what  because  he  is  a  horse  Courser  ?      Rosewell  told 
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Lib.  r.  Barree  that  he  was  a  Lying  Dog  and  that  he  would  throw 
him  behind  the  fire,  But  Barree  replied  again  that  it  was  true 
Enough,  and  that  his  the  said  Rosewells  name  was  in  the  list, 
that  Mrs  Hill  had  it  in  her  Custody.  The  Deponent  further 
saith  that  the  said  Barree  drew  his  knife  and  whetted  upon 
his  Bootes  and  swore  that  an  Irish  man  should  cutt  Rosewells 
throate  within  three  daies,  and  that  the  said  Barree  should 
also  say  that  this  Designe  had  beene  knowne  before  in  Eng- 
land, and  that  Mr  John  Darnall  while  he  was  in  England  was 
summoned  before  the  King  and  Councill  about  it,  being  taken 
p  mistake  for  Coll.  Darnall.  The  Deponent  further  saith  that 
the  next  morning  he  repeated  the  same  words  over  again  to 
Dr  Barre  wch  he  had  spoken  the  night  before  as  neere  as  he 
could  collect  them  askeing  him  if  he  remembred  any  thing 
of  it  to  wch  the  said  Barree  replied  that  he  did  owneing  all 
that  he  had  said  to  be  true. 

Jn°  Manley.  Last  Exam:  upon  his  Oath  saith  that  from  S' 
Johns  Day  to  the  30th  of  Decemb:  last  himself  and  several! 
others  in  Company  had  been  at  Cap'  Coodes  house  on  wch 
said  30th  Day  of  Decembr  Mr  Rosewell  borrowes  a  boate  of 
Cap1  Coode  to  goe  on  board  Shipp  wch  he  did  and  gott  Mr 
Cloud  toe  go  with  him,  that  towards  night  they  came  again 
ashoare  and  brought  Dr  Barree  with  them,  Rosewell  soe 
soone  as  they  came  into  the  house  tells  them  that  he  had  reed: 
good  news,  for  I  am  saies  he  Excommunicated  as  Barre  tells 
me,  yes  saies  Barree  its  true  Enough,  and  that  for  keepeing 
Xmas  with  Hereticks,  at  wch  your  wife  is  very  much  troubled 
P.  101  and  soe  is  poore  Mrs  Hill,  for  saies  he  you  have  been  two 
daies  at  Cap'  Gerards,  two  daies  at  Cap'  Slyes  and  now  I  find 
you  here,  at  which  Cap'  Coode  tooke  him  up  and  bid  him  be 
quiett,  and  drink  a  cupp  of  Sider,  and  not  come  there  to  call 
ffolks  Hereticks  Whereupon  Barree  fell  into  a  passion  and 
said  it  was  true  enough  sweareing  that  there  was  a  troope 
of  Catholicks  ready  to  cutt  of  all  the  Protestants  in  Maryland 
in  three  daies  time  to  wch  some  of  the  Compa  makeing  answer 
said  it  was  a  lye  and  not  possible  to  be  done  Oh  saies  Barree 
you  are  mistaken  you  doe'nt  know  what  a  hundred  brave 
men  can  doe,  and  they  are  all  brave  gentlm  and  well  armed, 
that  he  the  said  Barree  was  one  that  he  had  a  good  horse  and 
Case  of  pistolls ;  That  Mr  John  Darnall  instead  of  Coll. 
Darnall  had  been  summoned  before  the  King  and  Councill  in 
England  upon  this  very  Acco'  but  Coll  Taylor  makeing  Oath 
that  he  was  not  the  man  he  was  taken  for  was  again  dis- 
missed and  further  the  Dep'  saith  not. 

Dr  James  Barre,  Being  brought  to  the  board  by  command 
given  to  the  Sher.  of  S'  Maries  County  in  whose  custody  he 
was  then  a  prisoner  was  also  examined  upon  the  severall 
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Depositions  before  goeing  but  denyes  all  that  he  stands  Lib.  r. 
therein  charged  with,  saies  that  he  cannot  very  well  remem- 
ber all  his  Company  nor  any  of  the  discourse  that  passed 
betweene  them  that  night,  but  that  Cap'  Coode  the  next 
morning  asked  him  smileingly  if  he  did  remember  what  he 
said  over  night  to  wch  he  made  answer  that  he  did  not  neither 
did  as  he  now  saieth  but  denyes  all  that  is  alleadged  agl  him, 
and  that  he  had  any  words  of  anger  with  Rosewell  at  all 
neither  was  ever  any  such  thing  in  agitation  (as  he  is  charged 
with  to  have  uttered)  as  he  knowes,  and  therefore  conceives 
there  may  be  malice  in  the  Information. 

He  is  again  Committed  into  the  custody  of  the  Sheriff  of 
Sr  Maries  County  to  be  proceeded  ag'  upon  his  tryall  at  the 
Prov11  Court. 

At  wch  tryall  the  severall  Evidences  for  his  Lspp:  against  the 
Prisonr  aforementioned  and  others  whose  names  are  not 
before  particularised  concerning  the  premisses  were  bound  to 
appeare  and  give  Evidence  to  the  Court  and  Jury  in  this 
Behalf.

presents,  they  would  make  an  addition  thereunto  and  vse 
their  endeavors  to  mediate  a  peace  for  them  with  the  Jana- 
dores  or  hazard  their  owne  Lives  for  them,  and  to  that  End 
therefore  they  the  said  Pascattoway  Indians  had  provided 
some  presents  wch  they  designed  to  send  by  some  of  their 
Indians  to  the  Mattwas,  but  first  they  desired  to  acquaint  his 
Lspp  with  their  designes  before  they  made  any  progress  therein, 
pursuant  whereunto  they  had  now  made  their  Addresses  to 
his  Lspp:  desireing  his  Consent.

Whereas  the  Emperour  and  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  in 
behalf  of  himself  and  the  Indians  undr  his  Subjection,  and  of 
other  the  severall  Townes  and  Nations  of  our  Neighbour 
Indians,  being  very  desirous  to  conclude  and  confirme  a 
generall  peace  with  all  the  Northern  Indians  Senniquos  and 
Susquesahannohs,  have  sollicited  and  besought  of  us  Liberty 
soe  to  doe,  and  also  Supplicated  Our  Letters  Testimonial!  of 
our  consent  thereunto,  granting  a  free  pass  to  their  Agents 
Nicotaucht,  and  Toetongewas  two  men  &  Nicotenaus  a 
woman  quiettly  to  pass  and  repass  through  the  severall  p.  106 
Counties  &  parts  of  this  Our  Province  in  their  Journey  to  the 
Mattwas  Indians  whither  they  are  designed  in  ordr  to  obteine 
their  aid  and  assistance  in  accomplish  the  said  peace  for  them. 
Know  yee  therefore  that  wee  haveing  advised  with  our  Coun- 
cil! and  fully  consulted  the  premisses,  considering  the  same 
to  be  of  great  moment  and  Concern  to  this  Our  Province, 
conduceing  much  to  the  good  and  wellfare,  peace  and  quiett 
of  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  Doe  (by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  our  said  Councill)  by  these  Our  Lres  Testimoniall 
Signifie  and  Declare  our  free  Consent  thereunto,  and  there- 
fore doe  hereby  give  free  Liberty  to  the  said  Nicotaucht, 
Toetongewas,  and  Nicotenaus,  to  pass  and  repass  any  part  or 
place  of  this  Our  Province,  Desireing  as  also  willing  and 
requireing  all  and  singular  Our  Officers  civill  and  Military 
within  this  Our  Province,  and  others  the  good  people  as 
aforesaid  to  Suffer  and  •pmitt  the  said  Indians  soe  to  doe 
without  any  Lett  hinderance  or  Molestation,  vseing  noe  man- 
ner of  hostility  or  evill  carriage  whatsoever  to  the  said  Indians, 
but  affording  them  all  civill  treatement  &  ffriendly  kindness, 
with  all  possible  aid  and  assistance  in  their  passage  over 
Creekes  Rivers  or  Bayes  where  it  shall  be  needfull  for  their 
more  easie  and  speedy  passage  to  and  from  their  said 
Intended  Journey.

The  Ru  the  Lord  Propry  haveing  reed:  a  Letter  this  morn- 
ing from  Mr  William  Chandler  High  Sher.  of  Charles  County 
touching  a  Rumor  of  the  Sennico  and  Susquehannah  Indians 
being  lately  come  downe  soe  farr  as  the  Pascattoway  ffort. 
The  Letter  being  as  foil.  viz. 

May  it  please  yor  Lspp: 

On  Monday  the  tenth  of  this  instant  in  the  Evening  came 
downe  from  Pascattoway  ffort  an  Indian  who  informed  me 
that  the  Sinniquo  and  Susquehannoh  Indians  have  built  them 
a  ffort  within  sight  of  the  Pascattoway  ffort,  they  Judge  it  to 
be  about  five  hundred  yards  Distance,  and  about  three  hun- 
dred of  them,  when  our  Indians  discovered  them  they  imme- 
diately engaged  with  them,  wch  had  been  the  best  part  of  two 
Daies  when  the  Indian  came  downe,  I  understand  their  desire 
is  that  they  might  have  some  English  men  to  Assist  them, 
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therefore  I  thought  fitt  to  acquaint  your  Lspp  of  it  soe  soone  as  Lib.  r. 
possibly  I  could.  In  their  engagem'  I  undrstood  p  the  Indian 
that  they  severall  times  discoursed  with  each  other,  and  that 
they  lye  scattered  about  and  kill  severall  horses  for  their  pro- 
vision, if  your  Lspp  thinks  fitt,  it  were  needfull  that  some  *pson 
in  our  County  might  have  power  to  press  both  horse  and  men 
when  such  occasions  prsent  to  give  yr  Lspp  speedy  notice,  not 
else  but  I  Remaine

Esqr  Survey"  Gen11  &  George  Talbott  Esqr  Councellor  whose 
opinion  being  asked  therein  they  doe  advise  and  it  is  con- 
cluded that  his  Lspps  ordrs  be  directed  to  Capt.  Randolph 
Brandt  of  Charles  County  commanding  him  with  one  Squad- 
ron of  his  troope  consisting  of  20  men  (whom  he  shall  think 
fitt)  forthwith  to  march  to  the  Pascattoway  ffort  there  fully  to 
informe  himself  of  the  truth  of  the  said  Report,  and  that  for 
his  better  Information  therein  John  Stone  of  the  same

to  the  said  ffort  and  to  afford  him  all  necessary  aid  and  assist- 
ance as  an  Interpreter  between  him  &  the  sd  Indians,  and  that 
both  the  said  Brandt  &  John  Stone  render  an  exact  of  their 
•pceedings  unto  his  Lspp  by  Monday  next  the  Seaventeenth 
instant  at  furthest,  in  ordr  whereunto  the  said  Brandt  to  be 
fully  authorised  and  empowered  to  press  man  and  Horse  in 
any  part  of  the  said  County  for  conveyance  of  the  same  to 
his  Lspp:  and  at  all  other  times  hereafter  upon  the  like  occa- 
sion when  soever  it  may  happen,  concerning  the  premisses.

pts  not  knowing  what  their  Designe  may  be,  These  are  there- 
fore to  Authorise  and  empower  as  also  strictly  to  charge  and 
command  you  the  said  Cap'  Randolph  Brandt  forthwith  to 
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Lib.  r.  summon  together  one  Squadron  consisting  of  twenty  men  of 
your  Troope  whom  you  shall  think  fitt  to  appoint,  and  with 
them  well  mounted  and  compleately  armed  you  are  to  march 
to  the  Pascattoway  ffort  there  to  In  forme  your  self  as  fully  as 
you  cann  from  the  Indians  there  touching  the  truth  of  the 
said  Report,  and  all  Circumstances  thereunto  relateing  with 
the  posture  and  Designe  of  the  said  strange  Indians,  and  the 
present  State  and  condition  of  the  Pascattoway  Indians  them- 
p.  109  selves  soe  farr  forth  as  you  can  Learne  or  receive  from  them, 
and  for  your  better  execution  of  this  your  precept  you  are  to 
address  your  self  (in  yr  way  thither)  to  Mr  John  Stone  of  your 
sd  County  who  is  hereby  willed  and  required  to  accompany 
you  to  the  said  Pascattoway  ffort,  and  to  afford  you  his  advice 
aid  and  assistance  as  Interpter  betweene  you  and  the  sd 
Indians  in  such  matters  and  thinges  as  yu  &  he  shall  think  fitt 
to  propose  to  them,  and  they  shall  again  offer  to  you  in  ordr 
to  yor  better  Information  concerning  the  prmisses,  An  Acco' 
whereof  as  well  you  the  said  Capt.  Randolph  Brandt  as  also 
the  said  John  Stone  undr  your  hands  you  are  to  rendr  unto  us 
by  Monday  next  the  Seaventeenth  instant  without  faile.  In

Rand0  Brandt  concerning  the  late  Report  of  the  Sinniquos  & 
Susqhs  Indians  pursuant  to  his  ordrs  of  the  12th  instant  the 
same  was  read  in  the  words  following. 

May  it  please  yor  Lspp: 

In  obedience  to  yor  Lspps  Comands  have  been  with  the  Pas- 
cattoways  Indians  who  seemed  to  be  much  concerned  we  came 
not  to  them  sooner  but  have  given  them  Satisfaction  in  that 
•pticular,  what  they  say  as  touching  the  Senniquos  &  Susqs  is 
that  they  came  upon  the  ffort  on  Sonday  last,  their  number  as 
they  Judged  them  about  two  hundred,  and  severall  times  fire- 
ing  at  the  ffort,  at  last  they  came  to  a  treaty,  the  Pascattoways 
would  have  bought  their  peace  proffering  a  present,  but  the 
Susquehannohs  told  them  they  would  have  revenge  for  their 
greate  men  killed  the  late  warr  and  that  they  expected  to 
have  their  Indians  taken  by  us  to  be  restored,  they  severall 
times  asked  where  the  English  men  were  on  the  Pascattoway 
side,  onely  one  man  wounded  in  the  ffoote,  being  then  in  the 
Emperors  Cabin,  Sundry  shott  have  been  made  at  the  ffort  as 
appeares  and  many  horse  killed  by  them  as  they  informe,  but 
my  Cornett  saw  two  they  had  killed,  the  Sinniquos  left  them 
on  Wednesday  and  went  away  much  Dissatisfied,  they  expect 
them  daily  with  a  much  greater  number.  It  happened  a  Boy 
of  Mr  Lines  being  sent  from  a  qrter  of  his  to  looke  for  a  horse 
lost  himself  in  the  woods  and  by  chance  came  to  the  ffort, 
who  confirmes  most  of  what  they  say,  he  being  then  in  the 
ffort ;  what  they  have  to  offer  to  yr  Lspp  is  that  they  may  have 
some  powdr  haveing  spent  much  of  their  store  as  they  alleadge 
also  that  they  may  remoove  from  thence  downe  to  Matta- 
woman  or  where  your  Lspp:  shall  appoint  for  there  they  will 
not  stay,  I  have  promised  them  yor  Lspps:  answer  by  thursday 
next  at  farthest,  wch  I  hope  to  receive  by  this  Messenger 
whom  I  send  on  purpose  with  this  Dispatch,  Mr  Stone  not 
being  at  home  was  forced  to  make  vse  of  another  Interpreter, 
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Lib.  r.  and  by  what  I  can  undrstand  the  Indians  were  well  Satisfied 
p>  IlfI  therein  ;  I  very  much  doubt  our  Indians,  if  they  are  not  Coun- 
tenanced they  will  submitt  to  the  Senniquo :  I  hope  yor  Lspp: 
will  excuse  my  badd  Lines  being  in  haste  with  the  represen- 
tation of  my  due  Obedience  and  best  of  Service  Subscribe 
Ever

ffor  other  news  it  is  here  reported  from 
Virga  of  a  man  goeing  out  of  the 
garrison  there  to  remoove  his  horse 
was  carried  away  by  some  Indians. 

The  Lord  Propry  and  his  Councill  take  into  Consideration 
the  present  condicon  of  the  Emperor  of  Pascattoway  and  the 
Indians  undr  his  Command  oppressed  by  the  Sinniquo  and 
Susquehannohs.  And  the  said  Emperor  haveing  Declared 
that  he  will  not  stay  at  the  place  of  his  wonted  habitation,  but 
for  security  of  himself  his  men  and  their  wives  and  Children 
will  remoove  to  Mattawoman  or  such  other  place  as  his  Lspp 
shall  appoint  as  appeares  by  the  Letter  of  Cap'  Randolph 
Brandt  whom  his  Lspp  sent  up  to  Pascattoway  ffort  to  undrstand 
the  condition  of  the  said  ffort  and  Indians  lately  assaulted  by 
the  Sinniquos  and  Susquehannohs.  His  Lspp  commanded  the 
severall  Articles  of  peace  with  the  said  Emperour  and  Nacons 
under  his  Command  to  be  read,  and  it  appeareing  by  the 
Articles  made  with  the  said  Emperor  in  the  Assembly  held  in 
the  yeare  1666:  and  afterwards  renewed  &  ratified  by  his 
Lspps  £)epUty  Lievetenants  20th  July  1670:  that  in  case  of 
Danger  his  Lspps:  Governor  here  shall  appoint  a  place  to  wch 
the  Indians  undr  the  said  Emperors  Command  shall  bring 
their  wives  and  Children  to  be  secured  from  Danger  of  any 
fforreigne  Indians.  His  Lspp  with  the  advice  of  his  Councill 
doth  hereby  appoint  Nantecoke  River  for  the  place  for  the 
said  Emperor  to  secure  his  men,  their  women  and  Children  in 
till  such  time  as  they  heare  what  peace  their  Embassadors 
lately  sent  to  the  Sinniquos  and  Susquehannohs  Indians  can 
procure,  and  in  the  Interim  his  Lspp:  by  the  advice  aforesaid 
doth  ordr  that  powder  and  shott  be  sent  to  the 

said  Emperor  for  his  better  Defence  if  he  and  his  men  think 
fitt  to  Defend  the  ffort  or  prosecute  the  warr,  or  otherwise 
that  Sloopes  and  Boates  be  provided  for  transportation  of  the 
said  Indians  their  women  and  Children  wth  their  -pvisions 

And  his  Lspp:  doth  declare  to  the  said  Indians  that  he  hath 

Chosen  this  place  (viz)  Nantecoke  the  rather  because  he  hath 

been  informed  by  the  Pascattoway  Indians,  that  the  Emperour 

p.  112  of  Nantecoke  hath  lately  Invited  them  the  said   Pascattoways 

to  come  and  cohabitt  with  the  Nantecokes. 
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A  Letter  was  likewise  sent  from  his  Lspp  to  Cap'  Brandt  Lib.  r. 
and  is  as  foil  viz' 

May  17th  1680: 
Cap'  Brandt 

Yours  of  yesterdays  Date  I  reed:  and  doe  herewith  returne 
y"  an  ordr  of  Councill  in  answer  to  what  the  Indians  of  Pas- 
cattoway  have  lately  requested  ;  wch  ordr  you  are  upon  sight 
hereof  Speedily  to  Communicate  unto  the  Emperor  &  greate 
men  of  Pascattoway,  and  if  they  accept  of  what  is  offered  for 
their  Remooveall  to  the  Nantecoke  Indians,  you  are  then  as 
speedily  to  Certifie  downe  to  me  such  their  acceptance,  as 
also  when  and  where  they  shall  desire  to  have  Sloopes  and 
Shallops  to  Receive  them,  in  ordr  to  the  Wafteing  them, 
their  Wives,  Children,  and  provisions  over  the  Bay ;  but 
should  their  first  Intentions  of  quitting  their  ffort  be  changed 
into  a  Resolution  of  remaineing  in  and  Defending  their  ffort,

May  it  please  yor  Lspp: 

After  my  humble  Service  as  my  Duty  Commands  I  p'sume 
to  give  your  Lspp:  Acco'  that  on  the  1  2th  instant,  the  Indians  com- 
mitted a  robbery  at  the  head  of  South  River  in  Anne  Arrundell 
County,  in  this  manner  Thomas  Pattison  an  Inhabitant  at  the 
said  South  River  being  at  worke  in  his  plantation,  three 
Indians  appeared  in  ffriendly  manner,  one  speakeing  English 
Complained  they  were  hungry  and  asked  for  bread  and 
farther  said  they  were  Senneca  Indians,  the  said  Thomas 
goeing  to  the  house  ward  to  give  them  bread,  they  made  a 
small  noise,  and  presently  their  appeared  Seaventeen  more 
painted,  and  the  Indian  wch  spoke  first  in  English  for  bread, 
spoke  in  the  Pascattoway  tongue  to  the  sd  Thomas  and  bid  P.  113 
him  not  be  afraid,  and  after  in  English  that  they  would  not 
hurt  him,  and  soe  marched  to  the  house,  the  wch  when  Entred 
they  the  sd  Indians,  plundered  and  spoiled  all  the  said 
Thomas's  houshold  goods ;  his  provision  and  weareing 
apparell,  stripped  his  Servants  and  Children  naked  carrying 
away  his  gunns  and  all  that  was  fitt  for  carriage  spoileing 
what  they  could  not  carry  away  soe  that  they  have  left  him  in 
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Lib.  r.  a  distressed  condition,  the  Inhabitants  there  about  affrighted 
are  remooveing  &  remooved  from  the  said  head  of  the  River, 
and  I  having  noe  ordr  for  the  raiseing  of  men  upon  such 
expedicon  humbly  desire  yor  Lspp  to  Signifie  your  pleasure  in 
the  prmisses  with  convenient  Speed,  in  the  meane  time  have 
ordred  that  the  Inhabitants  in  those  parts  be  very  carefull  of 
themselves  and  that  as  soone  as  your  Lspp  shall  be  pleased  to 
send  any  ordr  for  their  assistance  that  they  shall  have  knowl- 
edge thereof  soe  Craving  yor  Lspps  gracious  pardon  for  this 
presumption,  Remaine  yor  Lspps  obedient  Serv"

At  wch  time  was  pduced  by  his  Lspp  and  read  to  the  board 
a  Letter  from  Cap1  Randolph  Brandt  concerning  the  Pascat- 
toway  Indians  according  to  his  Lsppsordrsto  said  Brandt  of  the 
17th  instant. 

The  said  Letter  followeth  in  these  words  viz. 

R"  Honble 

Yor  Lspps  Commands  of  the  17th  instant  have  Communi- 
cated to  the  Emperor  and  greate  men  of  Piscattoway  who 
seemes  to  be  very  thankfull  for  the  Ammunition  yr  Lspp  is 
pleased  to  tendr  them,  I  likewise  acquainted  them  with  yor 
Lspps  pieasure  in  remooveing  them  to  the  Anticokes,  and  doe 
find  them  very  ready  and  willing  to  remoove  thither  or  any 
where  your  Lspp  shall  appoint  they  also  Offer  if  yr  Lspp  will 
ordr  the  neighbouring  Indians  (viz)  Mattawomans,  Chopticos 
&c:  up  to  Piscattoway  they  will  keepe  their  ground  &  main- 
taine  their  ffort  against  their  Enemies,  or  otherwise  if  yr  Lspp 
will  appoint  a  small  party  of  English  to  be  at  their  ffort  for 
the  security  of  their  wives  and  Children  they  shall  then  bee 
encouraged  to  stay  and  make  Corne,  it  is  generally  thought 
the  Pascattoway  Indians  may  draw  the  Mattawomans  over 
with  them  to  the  Anticokes.  I  have  sent  James  Smallwood 
on  this  message  who  is  able  to  give  yor  Lspp  a  full  relation  of 
this  affaire,  whom  I  made  vse  off  as  Interpreter  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Mr  William  Chandler.  The  Emperor  &  greate  men 
tells  me  of  an  Indian  of  theirs  killed  by  the  English  at  Cap' 
Aspinalls  about  Tenn   Daies  agoe  wch  they  have  lately  dis- 
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covered,  I  have  promised  them  to  enquire  about  it,  and  give  Lib.  r 
yor  Lspp:  Acco'  thereof  wch  shall  be  duely  performed  by  the 
first  oportunity.  I  am  doubtfull  wee  shall  have  much  trouble 
with  the  fforreigne  Indians,  if  yor  Lspp  thinks  fitt  to  Employ  a 
Post  for  our  County  it  will  be  much  better  for  the  people  is 
much  dissatisfied  to  have  their  horses  press'd  from  them. 
The  Embassadors  sent  to  the  Sinniquos  are  returned  without 
effecting  any  thing,  they  alleadge  the  Inhabitants  up  the  Bay 
would  not  assist  them  with  a  passage  over — as  to  other  *pticu-

Wch  Letter  being  read  and  the  Contents  thoroughly 
weighed  and  Considered  by  his  Lspps  and  his  Councill  here 
present  it  is  concluded  most  Safe  for  the  Pascattoway  Indians 
and  Mattawomans  to  remoove  themselves  their  wives  and 
Children  to  Nantecoke  for  some  time  and  that  for  severall  p.  115 
reasons  then  argued  wch  is  resolved  to  be  Signified  to  the 
said  Indians  in  as  few  words  as  may  be  for  preventing  any 
mistakes  in  the  Delivery  thereof  by  the  Interpreter  Mr  John 
Stone  who  is  ordered  to  Communicate  the  same  unto  them 
in  manner  following  viz. 

By  the  Lord  Propry  &  Councill 
May  22th  1680: 

Ordered  that  the  Emperor  of  Pascattoway  be  given  to 
undrstand  ffirst 

1:  That  his  Lspp  desires  nothing  more  then  that  he  and  his 
people  be  Safe  from  their  Enemies. 

2;  That  his  Lspp  is  certain  that  if  all  the  Choptico  Indians 
and  the  Mattawomans  were  at  Pascattoway  with  the  Emperor 
they  are  not  able  to  fight  the  Sinniquos  &  Susquehannoghs 
who  are  above  One  Thousand  men 

3:  That  the  Virginians  will  not  beleive  that  the  Sinniquos 
murd:  their  people,  and  doe  say  that  all  the  murdrs  committed 
on  that  side  of  Pottomack  are  done  by  the  Pascattoways. 
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Lib.  r.  Wherefore  his  Lspp  doth  think  it  better  for  the  Pascattoways 
and  Mattawomans  to  remoove  with  their  wives  and  Children 
to  Nantecoke  for  some  time  till  the  Virginians  doe  see  that 
the  Sinniquos  doe  murdr  their  people,  and  that  we  may  have 
time  to  procure  them  a  firme  peace  with  the  Sinniquos  &

Anno  One  thousand  six  hundred  Sixty  Six  and  since  ratified 
&  renewed  one  thousand  Six  hundred  Seaventy  were  deliv- 
ered into  the  Office  for  Lands  by  the  Honble  Philip  Calvert 
Esqr  Chancelor  the  Seaventeenth  of  this  instant  May  and  are 
as  foil  viz: 

Articles  of  Peace  and  Amity  concluded  &  agreed  upon  p.  117 
Between  the  right  honbIe  Caecilius  Lord  &  Proprietor  of  the 
Province  of  Maryland  &  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore 
and  the  Indians  of  Pascattoway,  Anacostaub,  Doags,  Mibibi- 
womans,  Masquestend,  Mattawomans,  Chingwawaters,  Nan- 
gemaick,  Portobackes,  Sacayo,  Pangayo  and  Choptico  the 
Twentieth  day  of  Aprill  One  thousand  six  hundred  Sixty  & 
Six. 

1.  Imprimis  the  aforenamed  Indians  do  ratify  &  Confirm 
acknowledge  &  declare  the  sole  power  of  constituting  & 
appointing  the  Emperour  of  Pascattoway  to  be  &  remain  in 
the  right  honble  Caecilius  Lord  &  Proprietor  of  this  Province 
&  his  heirs  Lords  &  Proprietors  of  this  Province  and  do 
desire  the  Governr  with  what  convenient  speed  he  can  to

2:  If  any  Indian  kill  an  English  man  he  shall  dye  for  it. 

3:  Forasmuch  as  the  English  cannot  easily  distinguish  one 
Indian  from  another  that  no  Indian  shall  come  into  any 
English  Plantacon  painted  &  that  all  the  Indians  shall  be 
bound  to  call  aloud  before  they  come  within  three  hundred 
paces  of  any  Inglish  mans  cleer  ground  and  lay  down  their 
Armes  whether  Gun,  bow  or  Arrows  or  other  weapon  for 
any  English  man  that  shall  appear  upon  his  call  to  take  up 
and  in  Case  no  one  appear  that  he  shall  there  leave  his  said 
Armes  if  he  come   neerer  and   that  afterwards  he   shall  by

Lib.  k.  calling  aloud  Endeavour  to  give  notice  to  the  English  of  his 
neerer  approach  And  if  any  English  man  shall  kill  any  Indian 
that  shall  come  unpainted  &  give  such  notice  &  deliver  up 
his  Armes  as  aforesd  he  shall  dye  for  it  as  well  an  Indian 
that  kills  an  English  man  and  in  case  the  English  &  Indians 
meet  accidentally  in  the  woods  every  Indian  shall  be  bound 
imediatly  to  throw  down  his  Armes  upon  call  and  in  Case 
any  Indian  so  meeting  an  English  man  shall  refuse  to  throw 
down  his  Armes  upon  call  he  shall  be  deemed  as  an  Enemy. 

4.  The  Priviledge  of  Hunting,  Crabbing,  fifishing,  And

Came  Monatqund  Speaker  of  Pascattaway,  Unacawsey, 
Wappattanough  Councellors  of  Pascattaway  to  the  Deputy 
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Lib.  r.  Livetents  P:  C:  &  W:  C.  &  said  they  came  to  revive  the 
League  between  the  said  Pascattaway  Indians  &  the  English 
&  first  in  the  name  of  the  Boys  next  in  the  name  of  the  elder 
persons  that  they  might  eat,  drink,  sleepe  &  play  in  quiet; 
the  women  in  like  mannr  desire  the  peace,  acknowledging  the 
Lord  Propry  for  their  Lord  &  Protector,  next  the  old  men 
desire  it  that  they  may  sleep  by  their  Wives  quietly  &  take 
their  Tobacco :  that  they  had  not  long  prsented  any  thing  & 
that  now  they  came  to  keep  in  memory  the  Peace,  that  they 
are  now  reduced  to  a  small  number  &  therefore  they  cannot 
prsent  any  thing  considerable  Lastly  from  the  miserable  poor 
they  desire  it  that  herein  when  their  Nacon  may  be  reduced 
to  nothing  perhaps  they  may  not  be  scorned  &  chased  out  of 
or  Protection. 

To  which  was  answered  by  the  Deputy  Liveten"  that  as 
they  desired  to  continue  in  Amity  with  us  so  we  did  assure 
them  that  we  should  not  break  the  Articles  made  &  con- 
firmed by  Act  of  Assembly  between  the  Lord  Propry  &  them 
&  that  we  do  hope  they  will  be  mindfull  &  wary  to  preserve 
&  keep  every  of  the  said  Articles,  and  that  so  long  we  should 
not  scorn  nor  cast  off  the  meanest  of  them 

Then  was  moved  by  the  Deputy  Livetents  to  have  the 
Indian  that  stroke  Benjamin  Price  dd  there  being  great  doubt 
that  the  said  Price  dyed  of  the  Blow  ;  To  which  they  replyed 
that  Price  dyed  not  of  the  Blowe,  but  was  in  health  twenty 
daies  after,  that  the  said  Price  was  swiming  &  diveing  in 
Presence  of  Mr  Chandelors  Children  of  Portobacco  &  came 
out  of  water  sick  of  an  Ague  &  vomitted  &  of  the  sd  sickness 
dyed.  Whereupon  the  Dep:  Lts  desired  to  speak  with  the 
Empr  the  last  day  of  Octobr  together  with  his  Councell  at  S' 
Maries.  To  which  the  Speaker  answered  the  Emprwas  at  the 
Sasquesahanough,  &  that  it  was  not  in  his  power  to  promise 
he  should  come ;  but  for  cleering  the  business  desired  the 
head  might  be  searched,  where  upon  it  is  ordered  that  John 
Stanesby  &  John  Perce  Chirurgeons  do  view  the  head  upon 
Munday  8th  August  &  thf  Monetquend  be  prsent  &  that  the 
Chirurgeons  Certify  wl  their  opinions  is,  touching  the  Death 
of  the  sd  Price.

Arrundell  County ;  The  said  severall  Letters  are  as  follow  in 
ordr  viz. 

Mav  the  19th  Day  1680: 
Noble  Cap' 

This  Day  came  Indians  to  my  house  and  assaulted  my 
Brother  and  me,  and  while  they  were  a  strugling  with  my 
Brother  I  shott  one  of  them  downe,  and  they  see  him  fall,  and 
they  withdrew  and  runn  away  and  left  a  gunn  and  a  sword, 
and  a  Bow  and  arrowes,  and  a  matchcoate,  and  if  we  had 
help  speedily  Wee  might  pursue  them  and  meete  with  them, 
not  else  at  prsent.     I  Thomas  Richardson

Coll  Wells 

Yesterday  about  noone  was  an  alarme  in  this  River  but  soe 
confused  that  I  knew  not  what  to  make  of  it,  wch  I  conceive 
was  for  want  of  powdr  at  Sunn  sett  I  reed:  this  note  from 
Thomas  Richardson,  for  John  Bird  heareing  those  gunns, 
went  over  the  Creeke  to  see  what  was  the  matter,  and  as  he 
came  from  Thomas  Richardsons  he  found  a  greate  deale  of 
blood,  soe  that  its  thought  there  is  one  wounded,  the  note  I 
reed:  about  Sunnsett,  I  went  away  immediately  over  the  River 
to  raise  men,  but  I  found  they  were  all  in  danger  for  John 
Bird  had  a  Dog  come  home  from  about  his  Cowpen  shott  in  p.  121 
one  of  his  Leggs,  he  heard  him  barkeing  thereabouts  a  Little 
before  but  thought  he  might  Bark  at  Squirrells  soe  made  noe 
Accompt  thereof  untill  he  came  home  wounded,  ammunicon 
is  here  much  wanted,  and  in  my  Judgem1  better  distributed 
to  housekeepers  that  may  make  good  the  same  at  Shipping 
time,  then  to  be  kept  decaying,  I  expect  you  will  send  some 
in  this  time  of  Danger,  else  noe  man  can  be  expected  to 
march  after  the  Indians  or  Defend  themselves,  I  am  now 
raiseing  men  to  see  if  we  can  find  the  Indians  for  if  one 
wounded  we  may  phapps  meete  with  him.

This  Day  I  reed  the  within  unwellcome  papers  the  wch  I

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Lib.  r.  rash  unadvised  Actions  of  foolish  people,  I  have  sent  to  give 
notice  to  all  your  Lspps  Officers  within  this  County  to  warne 
yor  Lspps  people  to  stand  upon  their  guard  in  a  Defensive 
manner,  but  by  noe  meanes  to  offer  any  Offence,  and  what 
power  Mr  Waterton  does  assume  to  himself  I  know  not  sure 
I  am  he  has  none  from  me  to  March  or  to  raise  men  to  March 
neither  have  I  as  yett  reed:  any  from  yor  Lspp  to  that  purpose, 
but  it  is  like  him  and  those  of  his  Company  who  are  forward 
to  their  owne  ruine  to  create  an  Enemy  though  weake  and

a  discouragem' to  many  familyes  of  this  your  Lspps  County  that 
are  both  able  &  willing  to  purchase  if  it  were  to  be  sold. 
What  yor  Lspp:  has  been  pleased  to  entrust  in  my  hands  is  the 
greatest  part  with  the  Armes  ready  at  yor  Lspps  Command. 
The  111  events  of  this  rash  unadvised  Action  I  leave  to  the 
Consideration  of  your  L5pp:  and  as  soone  as  the  truth  in  every 
respect  can  be  had  yor  Lspp:  shall  receive  Intelligence.  I  have 
p.  122  sent  to  enquire,  hopeing  your  Lspp.  will  pardon  my  tedious 
Impertinence  I  Subscribe  as  in  Duty.

Whereas  we  have  had  of  late  a  murder  perpetrated  in 
Gunnpowdr  River  and  two  attempts  made  on  the  Inhabitants 
of  Bush  River  by  Indians  at  every  of  wch  there  has  been 
greate  remissness  in  answering  of  the  Alarm,  by  the  adjacent 
Neighbours  to  the  encouragem'  of  the  Enemy  &  trouble  to 
Officers  besides  makes  us  slow  of  motion  These  are  there- 
fore in  the  name  of  the  R"  Honble  the  Lord  Propry  to  will  and 
require  or  other  waies  strictly  to  charge  and  command  all 
•psons  resideing  in  the  County  of  Baltemore  upon  pain  and 
perill  that  shall  fall  thereon  that  they  fire  not  above  one  gunn 
at  a  time,  and  that  convenient  distance  be  betweene  every 
Gunn  of  at  least  half  an  hour  unless  occasion  of  Alarme 
happen  wch  every  one  is  to  make  upon  the  approach  of  any 
Indians  or  fresh  Discovery.  We  as  yett  not  knowing  who  is 
our  ffriends  and  who  is  not,  by  fireing  off  three  gunns  distinctly 
the  one  after  the  other  all  within  the  space  of  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  and  all  psons  are  required  as  aforesaid  to  answer  the 
same  with  one  good  gunn  well  charged  and  he  that  soe 
answereth  if  his  neighbour  doe  not  answer  him  whereby  he 
may  judge  he  heard  not  the  Alarme  shall  with  all  speed  give 
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him  notice  and  cause  him  to  renew  the  sd  Alarme  again  with  Lib.  r. 
three  gunns  as  aforesaid  and  soe  to  continue  it  from  house  to 
house  through  out  the  hundred  that  all  psons  may  have  notice 
and  the  next  Comission  officer  to  the  house  where  the  Alarme 
first  begann  shall  with  all  speed  by  Land  or  water  with  what 
men  he  can  raise  goe  to  the  aforesaid  house  and  enquire  the 
occasion  of  the  Alarme  and  yeld  releife  if  it  be  wanting  and  p.  136 
with  all  possible  speed  acquaint  the  Command"  in  chiefe  of 
the  hundred  that  he  may  acquaint  the  adjacent  Hundred  and 
take  what  further  care  the  Emergency  of  the  affaires  require, 
and  all  psons  are  required  to  have  their  Armes  and  Ammuni- 
tion in  a  readiness  and  to  be  at  an  houres  warning  as  the  Act 
of  Assembly  in  that  case  does  provide  with  provisions  neces- 
sary. Given  undr  our  hands  at  our  Court  house  in  Baltemore 
County  the  22th  of  May  in  the  ffourth  yeare  of  the  Dominion 
of  the  R"  Honb,e  Charles  &ca  Annoq  Domini  1679: 

May  it  please  yor  Lspp: 

I  have  been  informed  of  Late  that  when  Mrs  Pewey  lived 
at  the  upper  plantations  the  Northern  Indians  came  to  her  & 
gave  a  present  to  be  sent  to  yr  Lspp:  wch  through  ignorance  or 
D'ishonesty  was  converted  to  her  owne  vse  also  another  time 
the  like  wch  abuses  I  am  apt  to  beleive  your  Lspps  Province  has 
dearely  paid  for,  and  doe  beleive  if  your  Lspp  would  be  pleased 
to  appoint  an  Interpreter  who  should  make  it  his  onely  busi- 
ness to  keepe  a  fair  correspondency  betweene  your  Lspp  and 
those  Northern  Indians  it  would  conduce  much  to  the  peace 
and  wellfare  of  your  Lspps  Province,  ffor  the  prosperity  of  which 
and  your  Lspp  I  pray  God  and  Remaine  as  in  Duty

The  Contents  of  all  the  foregoing  severall  Lettrs  being 
duely  weighed  and  Considered  by  his  Lspp  and  Councell  here 
this  Day  it  was  advised  and  Concluded  of  that  Ordrs  be  sent 
to  Coll  Wells  requireing  him  to  enquire  into  the  whole 
matter  and  fully  informe  himself  of  the  truth  thereof,  and  cer- 
tifie  the  same  to  his  Lspp  with  all  expedition,  giveing  notice  to 
the  Inhabitants  both  of  the  said  County  of  Baltemore  and  also 
of  Cecill  County  to  stand  upon  their  guard  defensive  not 
makeing  any  excursions  or  marches  after  or  in  pursuite  of  any 
Indians  without  speciall  ordrs  from  his  Lspp:  That  the  more 
weake  ffrontire  plantations  be  strengthened  by  people  from 
other  parts  of  the  County  where  the  same  is  more  naturally 
strong  and  out  of  Danger  or  otherwise  by  a  Supply  from  Coll 
p.  123  William  Burgesof  Anne  Arrundell  County,  to  whom  likewise 
ordrs  to  be  sent  Commanding  him  to  afford  them  assistance 
upon  occasion  &  notice  given  him  from  Coll  Wells ;  That 
the  rash  and  unadvised  pceedings  of  Capt.  Waterton  be  also 
strictly  examined  p  Coll  Wells  &  the  truth  thereof  with  what 
Acco'  he  shall  be  able  to  give  of  the  same  be  Certified  to  his 
Lspp  with  all  expedition  that  due  regard  may  be  had  there- 
unto ;  that  Armes  and  Ammunition  be  sent  to  Baltemore 
County  to  be  distributed  among  the  Inhabitants,  who  are  to 
make  good  the  same  in  kind  at  next  shipping  That  Coll 
Wells  be  Empowered  to  press  boate  and  hands  to  come  from 
thence  to  Mattapony  for  conveyance  of  the  Armes  &  Ammu- 
nition to  them  as  afore.  That  a  Letter  be  writt  to  Coll  Tailler 
and  Coll  Burges  giveing  them  to  undrstand  how  ill  their 
breakeing  open  his  Lspps:  Lettrs  hath  been  resented  by  his  Lspp 
and  his  Councill,  and  requireing  them  not  to  presume  to  doe 
the  like  any  more.  The  ordrs  were  accordingly  issued  & 
Letters  sent  being  as  followeth  viz. 

By  the  Lord  Propry  &  Councill 
May  26th  1680: 

Ordered  that  Coll  George  Wells  of  Baltemore  County  doe 
by  all  waies  and  meanes  possible  endeavor  fully  &  truly  to 
informe  himself  of  the  late  Rencounter  betweene  some 
Indians  &  some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  sd  County  of  Balte- 
more, and  the  true  occasion  thereof,  and  that  when  he  hath 
soe  Done  he  rendr  an  Exact  Acco1  thereof  to  his  Lspp  with  all 
expedition  to  the  End  that  all  necessary  care  may  be  taken 
for  the  safe  guard  and  Defence  of  the  Inhabitants  from  any 
future  assaults  or  attempts  that  may  be  made  upon  them,  in 
the  meane  time  that  they  stand  upon  their  guard  defensive 
by  noe  meanes  makeing  any  excursions  or  marches  out  after 
or  in  pursuite  of  any  Indian  whatsoever.  And  for  the  better 
enabling  the  more  weaker  ffrontire  Plantations  to  Defend 
themselves  it  is  also  Ordered  that  Coll  George  Wells  send 
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them  a  convenient  Supply  of  Men,  Arms  and  Ammunition  Lib.  r. 
from  other  parts  of  the  said  County  more  remote  and  free 
from  Danger,  if  any  such  be,  but  if  the  said  County  of  its  self 
shall  not  be  capable  of  Supplying  one  part  with  Another  as 
aforesaid,  then  the  sd  Coll.  George  Wells  is  to  apply  himself 
by  Lettr  or  otherwise  to  Coll  William  Burges  of  Anne  p.  124 
Arrundell  County  for  assistance,  and  of  him  to  make  Demand 
of  a  Convenient  number  of  men,  as  may  suite  the  Occasion, 
who  upon  notice  given  him  p  said  Coll  Wells  hath  ordr  to 
Supply  him,  And  Whereas  Cap1  John  Waterton  hath  raised  a 
party  of  Men  to  march  after  the  Indians  without  any  ordrs 
from  his  Lspp  or  his  superior  Officer  for  soe  Doeing.  It  is 
further  ordred  that  the  said  Coll  George  Wells  forthwith 
cause  to  come  before  him  the  sd  Cap1  John  Waterton,  and  of 
him  Demand  an  Acco'  of  such  his  rash  and  unadvised  pro- 
ceedings, and  by  what  power  &  Authority  he  hath  soe  Done, 
and  that  what  answer  the  sd  Waterton  shall  make  to  such 
Demand  be  forthwith  Signified  to  his  Lspp:  to  the  End  that  the 
same  may  be  Duely  inquired  into,  and  considered  off  and 
that  all  Officers  or  others  whatsoever  within  the  sd  County 
doe  for  the  future  forbeare  to  make  any  excursions  or  march 
out  after  any  Indians  upon  any  occasion  w'soever  without 
especiall  ordr  and  Command  from  his  Lspp:  or  other  pson  or 
persons  thereunto  Authorised  and  appointed,  upon  pain  and 
perill  of  his  Lspps  Displeasure.  And  further  the  said  Coll 
George  Wells  is  hereby  ordred  to  give  notice  to  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Caecill  County  (who  are  in  a  like  Danger)  that  they 
also  stand  upon  their  guard  in  manner  and  forme  as  is  before 
Specified.  Ordered  also  that  armes  powdr  and  shott  be  sent 
into  Baltemore  County  to  Coll  George  Wells  by  him  to  be 
distributed  amongst  the  Inhabitants  takeing  an  Exact  Acco' 
thereof  how  and  to  whom  disposed,  to  the  End  that  the  same 
may  be  reimbursed  by  each  pticular  pson  into  his  Lspps  Maga- 
zine the  next  Shipping

Brandt  of  Charles  County  the  contents  whereof  are  as  fol- 
loweth  viz. 

R"  Honble 

In  obedience  to  yor  Lspps  Commands  of  the  23th  instant  have 
communicated  the  Last  ordr  of  Councill  both  to  the  Emperor 
and  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  as  also  to  the  King  and  greate 
men  of  Mattawoman,  Mr  John  Stone  appointed  to  conferr  p-  127 
with  them,  doe  say  that  the  Mattawomans  will  not  remoove 
but  will  Defend  their  Interest  to  their  utmost  power,  and  when 
they  can  hold  out  noe  longer,  they  will  thrust  themselves 
amongst  the  English ;  they  alsoe  say  they  are  become  Ene- 
mies to  the  Susquehannohs  and  all  other  Indians  through  our 
meanes  and  for  that  reason  will  not  leave  us ;  They  are  also 
much  concerned  for  their  Indian  killed  at  Cap'  Aspinolls, 
what  they  alleadge  is  that  a  boate  arrived  out  of  Virginia  at 
said  Aspinolls  with  some  liquor  &  other  goods,  whereupon 
the  said  Aspinoll  gave   notice  to  the   King  of  Mattawoman 
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Lib.  k.  who  gave  leave  to  some  of  his  Indians  to  goe  thither :  and 
after  some  dealeings  betweene  them  they  Conclude  the  Eng- 
lish killed  the  Indian.  He  prooves  to  be  a  brother  of  Azaza- 
mus,  his  head,  one  Arme,  and  both  his  Leggs  cut  off,  and  his 
body  much  burnt ;  they  cannot  informe  me  who  did  it,  but  they 
seeme  to  blame  Cap1  Aspinoll,  the  persons  in  the  boate  was 
Thomas  Attoway  of  Aquaia,  and  a  Mrchant  that  keepes  store 
thereabouts :  I  have  promised  to  give  yr  Lspp  a  pticular  Acco1 
thereof  as  soone  as  I  canri  speake  with  Cap'  Aspinoll  haveing 
sent  twice  for  him  but  more  especially  have  requested  him  to 
give  me  a  meeteing  on  Saturday  next,  at  wch  time  shall 
have  the  Pascattoways  Result  for  that  they  could  not  conclude 
of  their  remooveing  till  such  time  they  conferred  with  all 
their  Indians ;  I  begg  yor  Lspps  pardon  for  not  sending  this 
Dispatch  sooner  chiefly  occasioned  by  the  delay  of  the  Pascat- 
toways and  for  want  of  the  information  of  Cap'  Aspinoll ;  this 
Day  came  a  man  from  Coll  Darnalls  upper  plantation  by  the 
way  of  Pascattoway  and  reports  that  the  Indians  had  deserted 
the  ffort,  and  that  he  saw  a  greate  number  of  strange  Indians 
at  some  distance  from  the  ffort  dressing  a  horse  they  had 
killed ;  he  spoke  to  them  in  Indian  but  they  made  noe  answer, 
this  I  have  from  severall  good  housekeepers  of  Portobacco 
but  the  pson  is  returned  home ;  as  yett  can  heare  nothing 
from  our  Indians ;  The  Mattawoman  king  alledgeth  the  East- 
ern Shore  Indians  are  as  much  their  Enemies  as  the  Susque- 
hannohs  occasioned  by  their  goeing  w'h  us  against  the  Nante- 
cokes  about  two  yeares  since,  they  alsoe  alleadged  by  their 
goeing  thither  they  should  be  dispossessed  of  their  Lands, 
and  that  the  English  would  seate  the  same,  but  in  answer  to 
that  gave  them  to  undrstand  your  Lspp:  did  it  onely  for  their 
Security  untill  a  firme  peace  could  be  made  for  them,  and 
that  the  English  should  not  come  on  their  Lands  to  settle,  I 
am  apt  to  beleive  they  have  some  English  man  for  their  Coun- 
cill  I  shall  vse  my  utmost  endeavour  to  find  them  out  and 
give  yr  Lordsp  Acco'  thereof:  I  Doubt  Munns  is  not  soe  honest 
as  he  should  be.  Since  the  foregoing  have  spoke  with  Cap' 
Aspinoll  who  seemes  to  owne  nothing  of  the  murdr  of  the 
Indians  Munns  will  undrtake  to  find  it  out  if  your  Lspp  send  a 
p.  128  power.  The  Pascattoway  Indians  are  not  willing  to  remoove 
to  the  Eastern  Shore,  but  will  rather  goe  for  Chopticoe  if 
with  yor  Lspps  Likeing  they  taske  us  about  the  last  Articles  of 
peace.

also  observe  and  keepe  them  on  ours.  We  being  willing 
therefore  to  that  end  and  purpose  to  be  rightly  informed 
thereof  have  thought  fitt  to  Authorise  and  empower  and  wee 
doe  hereby  Authorise  and  Empower  as  also  strictly  charge 
and  Command  you  John  Munns  of  the  said  County 
thoroughly  to  examine  and  make  inquiry  into  the  whole 
matter,  when,  where,  &  in  what  manner  the  said  Indian  was 
killed,  and  by  whom  if  possibly  by  any  meanes  you  can  effect 
the  same,  an  Exact  Acco'  whereof  you  are  to  certifie  undr 
your  hand  or  bring  the  same  yor  Self  unto  us  at  our  house  at 
Mattapony  in  Pottuxent  River  wth  all  expedition,  to  the  end 
that  such  due  course  may  be  taken  as  our  Self  and  Councill 
shall  think  fitt  and  as  ought  to  be  done  therein.

Inclosed  have  sent 
your  Lspp  Munns  pceedings  relateing  to  the  murdr  of  the 
Indian  which  is  all  that  cann  be  discovered  at  prsent;  I  shall 
vse  my  utmost  endeavo'  to  make  what  Inquiry  I  cann,  and 
give  acco'  thereof  if  any  thing  worth  your  Lspps  notice,  I  have 
duely  examined  Mr  Hawkins  as  to  what  Thomas  Alcock  told 
him,  butt  cannot  discover  any  thing  of  the  murdr  it  lies 
betweene  Aspinalls  ffamily  Alcocks,  and  the  psons  in  the 
Virginia  Boate. 

I  undrstand  by  James  Smallwood  your  Lsppis  not  fully  Satis- 
fied with  what  I  formerly  wrote  concerning  the  answer  of  the 
Pascattoways,  they  are  very  Desirous  to  remoove  to  Choptico 
if  with  yor  Lspps  leave,  wch  was  there  request  at  our  last  meete- 
ing  in  the  prsence  of  Mr  William  Chandler,  wch  I  did  signifye 
to  your  Lspp:  and  promised  them  your  Lspps  answer  in  four 
Daies,  if  I  have  made  any  mistake  in  that  pticular  I  humbly 
begg  your  Lspps  pardon  ;  I  suppose  the  greate  men  had  been 
downe  ere  this,  but  I  heare  the  Susquehannohs  and  Sinniquos 
have  been  fowle  of  them  on  ffriday  last  and  have  killed 
seaven  of  their  men,  This  Information  I  have  from  one  James 
Jefferson  that  came  from  the  ffort  and  brought  a  horse  from 
thence  lately  shott  with  an  arrow.  I  have  nothing  else  but 
the  reprsentation  of  my  due  obedience  Subscribe

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The  Indians  are  willing  to  remoove  either  to  Mattawoman  Lib.  k. 
Choptico  or  Zachaiah  as  your  Lspp  shall  appoint. 

According  to  yor  Lspps  ordr  I  have  proceeded  with  all  exact- 
ness and  security  that  lay  in  my  power  ;  about  the  Sixteenth 
Day  of  May  here  was  a  Virginia  Boate  a  tradeing  with  the 
Indians  and  then  about  that  time  this  Indian  man  was  missed, 
about  tenn  Daies  after  he  was  found  dead  by  the  Captains 
Landing  that  is  to  say  Cap'  Aspinolls,  I  have  inquired  of 
Thomas  Alcock  which  is  a  Liver  by  the  Captains,  and  he 
doth  say  that  the  Indian  was  at  his  house  that  Day  to  borrow 
a  bottle,  and  he  went  from  his  house  towards  the  Captains 
house  again.  The  Examination  of  the  people  that  liveth  at 
Cap1  Aspinolls  and  their  Confession,  one  of  the  Servants 
called  by  the  name  of  Thomas  Ward  doth  say  that  the  very 
Indian  that  is  lost  went  that  Day  as  the  boate  was  tradeing  at 
his  Masters  Landing  toward  Thomas  Alcocks  house.  Mrs 
Aspinall  doth  declare  one  of  her  Servants  was  at  the  next 
house  a  Drinking  all  that  night,  and  likewise  a  free  man  that 
liveth  at  her  house  and  a  Virginia  Inhabiter  was  that  very 
night  was  drinking  at  the  same  house  as  her  Servant  was  p.  131 
Drinking  the  free  man  is  poore  people,  and  the  Virginians 
name  is  Thomas  Hattaway,  wch  is  all  from  his

Upon  Consideration  had  of  the  Pascattoway  Indians  desire 
to  remoove  either  to  Mattawoman  Choptico  or  Zachaia 
according  to  the  tenor  of  Capt  Brandts  Letter  foregoeing,  it 
was  advised  and  concluded  on  by  his  Lspp  and  his  Councill 
now  prsent  that  Zachaia  is  the  most  proper  place  for  the  said 
Indians  at  prsent  to  remoove  themselves  their  wives  and  Chil- 
dren to  untill  such  time  as  his  Lspp  can  come  to  some  treaty 
with  the  Senniquos  and  Susquehannohs  and  make  some 
tearmes  of  Agreem1  with  them  both  for  the  said  Pascattoway 
and  other  our  neighbour  and  ffriend  Indians  thereby  to 
remoove  from  them  all  future  feares  and  apprehensions  of 
Danger  they  now  lye  undr — Zachaia  therefore  is  the  place 
appointed  as  aforesaid  for  the  said  Indians  to  retire  unto,  and 
Capta  Randolph  Brandt  ordred  to  advise  them  that  such  is  his 
Lspps  will  and  pleasure.

June  9th|       fforasmuch  as  the  Emperour  and  great  men  of  Pas- 
cattoway and  other  the  Indians  undr  his  Subjection

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Lib.  r.  quehannoh  Indians  their  -pfessed  Enemies  have  sollicited  his 
Lspp  for  leave  to  remoove  (for  their  better  security)  from  the 
ffort  where  they  now  live  either  to  Mattawoman,  Choptico,  or 
Zachaia,  His  Lspp  and  his  Councill  (haveing  taken  the  same 
into  their  serious  Consideration,  &  willing  to  gratifie  the 
request  of  the  said  Indians)  Doe  say  and  Declare  and  it  is 
hereby  ordred:

Yor  Lspps  of  the  28th  of  May  by  Mr  Jacob  Jenifer  I  reed:  with 
twenty  five  musketts  and  a  Cask  of  powdr  the  contents  as  yett 
I  know  not,  also  four  Runletts  of  Shott,  twenty  musketts  I 
reed,  the  last  yeare  p  the  hand  of  Mr  James  Philips  in  all 
fourty  five.  Yor  Lspps:  ordr  of  Councill  I  reed:  the  first  of  this 
Instant,  and  in  ordr  thereunto  have  examined  Thomas  Rich- 
ardson and  others,  and  have  Inclosed  sent  yr  Lspp:  the  same, 
also  have  called  Cap'  John  Waterton  before  me  who  hath 
with  his  owne  hand  writt  the  reasons  wch  I  beseech  your  Lspp: 
to  accept  and  to  pass  by  what  was  amiss,  for  he  doth  further 
say  that  he  had  noe  knowledge  of  the  Sinnequo  Troopes 
being  downe,  and  being  but  four  of  them  did  conclude  it  was 
those  sculking  rogues  that  did  the  mischiefe  the  last  yeare, 
which  I  still  think  they  bee,  and  although  they  did  march 
without  ordr  it  was  but  to  the  releife  of  those  who  had  for  fear 
deserted  their  houses,  and  what  Indians  were  Discovered 
escaped  their  hands  without  any  harme  onely  leaveing  their 
packs,  and  doth  promise  for  the  future  to  be  more  carefull  to 
observe  your  Lspps  ordrs  and  not  to  moove  without  yor  Lspps  or 
his  Superior  Officers  Command.  I  have  endeavoured  to 
informe  myself  by  all  waies  and  meanes  what  Indians  they 
were  butt  it  is  as  yett  unknowne,  but  am  of  opinion  that  it  is 
some  Susquehannohs  fled  from  the  Sinniquo  Army  and  hap- 
pily it  may  be  those  that  did  the  mischief  for  the  severall 
before  goeing  yeares  in  the  same  River.  It  does  not  appeare 
to  be  the  Sinniquos  as  I  feared  at  first  for  the  house  lyes  a 
greate  way  from  their  roade  in  a  neck;  I  have  spoke  with 
Jacob  Young  who  has  promised  to  inquire  by  all  meanes 
what  Indians  they  are,  and  it  is  his  opinion  that  the  Sinniquo 
Troopes  will  be  downe  againe  about  July  or  August,  and  that 
if  your  Lspp:  will  be  pleased  to  employ  some  person  that 
undrstands  the  language  with  a  small  party  of  horse  to  scout 
Mr  Anthony  Demondidiers  whose  house  lyes  neere  their 
roade  that  your  Lspp  might  happily  thereby  come  to  speech  of 
them  and  by  that  meanes  prevent  much  their  makeing 
inroades  thus  into  yr  Lspps  Province,  Jacob  Young  I  presume 
will  be  the  man,  and  will  be  sworne  as  is  vsuall  for  Interpre- 
ters to  be.  This  with  my  humble  Service  to  yr  Lspp  with  all

The  Acco'  of  Thomas  Richardson  and  others  concerning 
the  late  rencounter  wth  the  Indians  on  the  19th  May  1680:  at 
the  head  of  Gunpowder  River  (viz.) 
p.  134  The  said  Thomas  Richardson  was  satt  in  his  house  and  his 
Brother  Lawrence  was  within  the  Doore,  and  an  Indian 
entred  the  house  &  endeavred  to  pull  his  brother  downe  by 
the  head,  the  said  Thomas  beholding  wishly  perceived  it  to  be 
an  Indian  painted,  at  wch  he  tooke  downe  his  Gunn  and  seeing 
more  entring  the  house  fired  at  the  second,  but  his  gunn  not 
goeing  of  readily,  the  Indian  spoke  earnestly  and  runn  in,  and 
the  third  Indian  approached  the  Doore  as  the  gunn  fired  and 
was  wounded  and  fell,  the  fourth  came  up,  the  first  slipp'd  his 
hold  of  Lawrence  Richardson  and  with  the  fourth  carried  off 
the  third,  The  second  had  Thomas  Richardson  by  the  haire 
and  drew  him  to  the  Doore  before  he  could  gettcleare  of  him, 
when  the  Indians  hold  slipp'd  he  runn  but  had  lett  fall  his 
gunn  in  the  scuffle,  wch  the  said  Richardson  tooke  up  and 
fired  after  him  as  he  runn,  his  Brother  Lawrence  fired  at  the 
said  Indian  also,  but  could  not  -pceive  that  he  was  wounded. 
John  Bird  who  lived  two  miles  off  come  heareing  the  gunns 
&  carried  a  note  towards  Cap'  Watertons,  in  the  meane  time 
as  is  supposed  the  Indians  came  neare  to  John  Birds  and 
shott  a  Dogg  in  the  legg  with  an  arrow  ;  the  next  Day  being 
the  20th  May  Capt.  Waterton  with  those  men  he  had  raised 
marched  from  James  Dentons  to  John  Birds  and  soe  towards 
Thomas  Richardsons,  and  meeteing  Thomas  Richardson  and 
others  in  the  woods  lookeing  after  the  Indians  informed  the 
said  Cap1  that  their  neighbours  Cattle  were  disturbed  that 
morning  whereupon  they  directed  their  march  towards  the 
ffrontire  plantations  neere  wch  they  saw  two  Indians  takeing 
up  their  packs,  but  when  discovered  fled  and  left  their  Packs, 
in  wch  was  found  tobaccos  that  was  that  Day  taken  out  of  a 
hhd  at  Thomas  Richardsons,  and  the  parts  of  a  hogg  killed 
the  same  Day ;  the  next  Day  the  21th  the  Cap'  went  with  his 
men  to  the  ffrontire  Plantations,  and  finding  all  things  well 
returned  leaveing  the  people  at  their  plantations  where  they 
have  remained  ever  since  without  any  molestations.

By  vertue  of  an  ordr  to  Coll  Wells  to  summon  me  before 
him,  I  appeared  at  his  summons,  he  requireing  an  Acco'  of 
my  raiseing  men  to  goe  after  the  Indians,  I  Doe  declare  that 
it  was  by  vertue  of  an  ordr  made  formerly  by  a  Councill  of 
Officers  wherein  the  sd  Coll  was  present  that  upon  any  Alarm 
we  should  raise  men  and  goe  to  their  Assistance  wch  the  said 
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Coll  Wells  sent  downe  to  his  Lspp:  and  it  was  approoved  of  by  Lib.  r. 
him  and  noe  waies  countermanded  ;  I  had  noe  reason  but  to 
observe  it  also,  thereupon  there  have  been  severall  parties 
that  have  ranged  and  marched  out  wch  have  been  allowed  off 
and  noe  waies  contradicted.  1  hope  I  have  committed  noe 
offence  in  marching  to  the  assistance  of  the  Distressed,  and 
placeing  those  in  their  plantations  that  were  fled

Yor  Lspp:  This  Day  I  reed:  a  Letter  from  Major  Long  that 
in  formes  me  that  upon  the  view  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Potapscoe 
hundred  he  finds  them  very  weeke,  and  not  able  to  assist 
one  another,  the  strongest  ffamilies  being  but  weake  & 
Desires  tenn  or"  twelve  men  to  be  raised  to  strengthen  the 
ffrontires  to  keepe  them  from  deserting  and  in  obedience  to 
yr  Lspps  ordr  I  have  sent  to  Coll  Wm  Burges  for  the  same 
Quantity  being  not  able  to  raise  them  noe  part  of  this  County, 
but  doe  hope  that  we  shall  not  neede  noe  more  unless  an 
open  warr  does  breake  out  wch  God  forbid  ;  I  have  also  given 
notice  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Caecill  County  as  yor  Lspp:  ordered 
me,  and  have  now  found  the  ordr  wch  Mr  Waterton  reflects 
upon  in  his  answer,  a  Coppy  whereof  I  sent  yr  Lspp:  the  last 
yeare,  wch  yor  Lspp  approoved  off,  least  it  may  not  be  ready  at 
hand  I  have  Inclosed  sent  yr  Lspp  another  Coppy  that  it  may 
appeare  how  close  Mr  Waterton  kept  to  his  ordrs  the  men  that 
marched  undr  his  Command  were  not  ashamed  to  owne  that 
they  would  ha'  killed  any  Indians  that  they  mett  withall  be 
they  what  they  would,  and  because  the  Instructions  I  sent  him 
did  not  please  him  he  Incensed  the  people  against  me  insoe- 
much  that  when  they  heard  I  by  your  Lspps  ordr  had  called  him 
before  me,  they  were  disturbed  and  said  it  were  better  I  had 
not  Done  it  as  I  am  now  informed  by  Mr  Jacob  Jenifer,  his  , 
Evill  nature  is  such  that  unless  yor  Lspp  will  be  pleased  to  putt 
him  out  of  all  Office  wherein  I  am  Honred  in  serveing  yr  Lspp  I 
must  begg  that  yor  Lspp  in  favour  will  putt  out  me,  for  he  has 
his  parties  at  Court  and  else  where  that  sayes  they  will  stand 
by  him  with  their  bloods  what  the  meaneing  is  I  know  not, 
but  this  two  of  yr  Lspps  Justices  heard  one  say  and  severall 
others  have  not  been  ashamed  to  affront  yr  Lspps  Justices  in 
Court  and  at  Court  time  and  never  reprooved  by  him  though  p.  i37 
prsent,  if  your  Lspps  doubts  of  the  truth  of  it  be  pleased  to 
Inquire  of  MajorLong  and  Mr  Miles  Gibson  who  are  Eye  Wit- 
ness.

armes  are  twelve  required  for  the  secureing  the  ffrontire

of  these  Differences,  but  rather  to  endeavor  to  pswade  you  to 
shake  hands  and  agree  in  the  prosecution  of  the  publick 
good,  Remember  yr  County  hath  intrusted  you  as  Delegates 
in  the  Assembly.  My  Lord  hath  made  you  Justices  of  the 
Peace  in  yr  County,  and  trusted  the  Militia  in  yr  respective 
Degrees  into  yr  hands,  and  this  onely  that  you  may  secure  the 
publick  peace.  If  you  cannot  keepe  peace  with  one  the  other, 
Wee  have  good  cause  to  feare  you  will  not  long  have  due 
regard  to  the  publick,  and  that  in  the  heate  of  yr  passions  you 
will  forgett  yr  ordrs  and  Instructions  from  My  Lord  and  us, 
and  then  the  publick  ruine  will  force  us  and  the  Assembly  to 
call  you  to  Acco*  Men  in  publick  Employments  must  Sacri- 
fice their  private  Ends  to  the  publick  good,  and  must  have 
noe  love  nor  hate  but  for  the  ffriends  or  Enemies  to  the  pub- 
lick peace.  The  first  thing  we  expect  therefore  to  heare  from 
you  is  your  *pfect  Reconciliation  that  we  may  have  a  well 
grounded  hope  of  the  peace  of  yr  County  wch  by  yr  Differ- 
ences is  in  a  tottering  Condition,  and  then  the  next  thing  you 
will  hear  from  us  will  be  the  necessary  ordrs  in  reference  to 
the  future  security  of  yr  County  and  the  whole  Province  by 
speaking  with  the  Northern  Indians  at  Demondidiers  or 
Jacob  Youngs.

Proposed  by  his  Lspp  to  his  Councill  whither  or  noe  it  might 
be  Convenient  to  endeavor  to  speake  with  the  said  Indians 
and  treate  with  them  touching  the  late  league  made  with 
them  in  ordr  to  prevent  their  makeing  any  Incursions  upon 
the  ffrontire  Plantations  that  lye  in  their  roade,  what  meanes 
were  fitt  to  be  vsed  for  that  purpose  and  who  they  looked 
upon  as  the  most  proper  man  to  be  Employed  therein. 

Upon  mature  Deliberation  and  Consultation  whereof  had 
it  was  Concluded  and  Advised  to  be  very  materiall  and  neces- 
sary to  speake  and  have  Conference  with  the  said  Indians  in 
their  march  downe,  and  that  Jacob  Young  being  a  pson  that 
undrstands  well  the  language  of  the  said  Indians  is  the  fittest 
man  they  cann  think  to  propose  to  his  Lspp  for  that  purpose. 
It  was  therefore  ordered  that  the  said  Jacob  Young  be  accord- 
140  ingly  Employed  with  power  and  Authority  from  this  Board  to 
lye  in  waite  at  or  neere  the  house  of  Mr  Anthony  Demon- 
didier  or  else  where  in  their  way  downe,  and  by  all  meanes

I  have  this  Day  received  Intelligence  from  Thomas 
Baker  that  the  Pascattoway  Indians  sending  their  scoutes  out 
Daily  have  discovered  the  Enemy  and  is  in  some  doubt  they 
will  be  fowle  of  them  before  their  ffort  is  finished.  I  have 
nothing  more  to  add  but  the  tender  of  my  due  Obedience

His  Lspp:  gives  the  board  to  understand  that  some  of  the 
greate  men  of  Pascattoway  had  lately  been  with  him  to  rep- 
resent unto  him  the  distressed  condition  they  at  present 
groaned  under  and  wch  their  ffriendshipp  to  the  English  by 
assisting  them  in  the  late  expedition  against  the  Susque- 
hannoh  Indians  had  reduced  them  unto,  that  most  of  the  Mat- 
tawoman  Indians  had  been  lately  Surprised  and  cutt  of  by  the 
Susquehannohs,  that  the  Susquehannohs  were  a  common 
Enemy  alike  to  them  all,  that  they  daily  expect  when  it  may 
be  their  owne  turne  being  already  at  that  passe  that  they  dare 
not  venture  out  of  their  ffort  to  plant  their  Corne  for  their  sus- 
tenance And  therefore  as  they  have  involved  themselves  in 
these  troubles  aad  Calamities  by  their  sideing  with  and 
ffriendshipp  to  the  English  they  Expect  and  crave  protection 
from  his  Lspp:  according  to  Articles  with  a  competent  Supply 
of  Corne  for  their  necessary  Subsistance 

The  result  whereof  is  comprised  in  this  following  ordr  viz. 

By  the  Lord  Propry  and  Councill 
ffeb'y  19th  1680: 

fforasmuch  as  the  King  of  Mattawoman  in  league  and 
Amity  with  his  Lspp:  the  R"  honble  the  Lord  Propry  and  the 
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Lib.  k.  English  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  hath  lately  reed:  a  con- 
siderable blow  from  some  fforreigne  Indians  by  the  loss  of 
most  of  his  Subjects  which  hath  struck  such  dread  and  terror 
in  the  Pascattoway  Nanjemy  and  other  our  Neighbouring 
and  Prov11  Indians  also  in  league  and  Amity  with  us  that  they 
are  in  continuall  feares  and  jealousies  of  being  alike  surprised 
and  cutt  of  by  fforreigne  Indians  if  not  supplied  with  aid  and 
Assistance  from  his  Lspp:  for  their  Defence  and  Sustenance 
not  dareing  to  stirr  out  to  plant  Corne  for  their  necessary 
support  and  livelyhood  as  by  the  grevious  complaint  of  the 
Emperour  and  greate  men  of  Pascattoway  and  other  Indian 
Townes  hath  lately  been  sett  forth  and  alledged,  all  which 

p-  '57  being  duely  weighed  and  taken  into  serious  consultation  by 
his  Lspp:  and  his  Councill  well  considering  how  by  the  last 
Articles  of  peace  and  Amity  made  with  the  said  Indians  his 
Lspp:  and  good  people  of  this  Province  are  bound  to  aid  and 
assist  the  said  Indians  in  such  time  of  their  distress. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  Emperor  and  greate  men  of 
Pascattoway  be  made  acquainted  that  his  Lspp:  and  Councill 
haveing  taken  into  consideration  the  present  state  and  condi- 
tion of  them  and  the  rest  of  our  Neighbouring  Indians  and 
duely  weighed  the  severall  Circumstances  they  lye  under  in 
relation  to  fforreigne  Indians  are  of  opinion  and  doe  advise 
that  the  Choptico,  Mattawoman  and  Nanjemy  Indians  be 
mooved  to  cohabit  and  enfort  themselves  altogether  with 
them  at  the  Pascattoway  ffort  (if  they  shall  soe  think  fitt)  as 
being  the  most  proper  place  and  secure  way  for  to  Defend 
themselves  from  their  Enemie,  and  where  they  may  be  most 
capable  of  receiveing  aid  and  assistance  from  the  English  (if 
occasion  should  require)  that  for  the  prsent  his  Lspp  hath 
thought  fitt  to  grant  them  a  Supply  of  thirty  pounds  of 
powder  and  Sixty  pounds  of  Shott  for  their  Defence  together 
with  twenty  barrills  of  Corne  for  their  Sustenance,  but  if  Pas- 
cattoway should  not  be  approoved  of  by  the  said  Indians  or 
that  they  shall  refuse  to  accept  of  that  place  for  their  generall 
resort  &  Cohabitation  dureing  such  time  of  their  distress,  his 
Lspp  and  Councill  doe  further  order  that  Nanjemy  be  proposed 
unto  them  as  a  convenient  place  to  conveene  and  Enfort 
themselves  at,  whither  also  they  may  be  in  a  condition  to 
receive  aid  and  assistance  from  the  English,  and  where  they 
may  be  provided  with  the  aforesaid  Quantity  of  powder  shott 
and  Corne  for  their  prsent  Defence  and  Sustenance,  And  that 
when  they  have  pitched  upon  a  certain  place  his  Lspp  will  then 
consider  of  a  further  supply  for  them

aforegoeing  propositions  to  be  Comunicated  also  to  the  Matta- 
woman  Nanjemy  and  Choptico  Indians  being  all  therein 
equally  concerned,  And  that  the  answer  and  result  of  the  said 
Indians  thereunto  be  remitted  to  his  Lspp:  and  Councill  with 
all  convenient  speed

by  their  ffriendshipp  to  the  English  in  the  late  expedition  ag' 
the  Susquehannohs  insoemuch  that  they  dare  not  stirr  out  to 
plant  their  Corne  and  did  therefore  expect  to  be  protected  by 
the  English,  that  they  were  very  importunate  with  his  Lspp  to 
lett  them  know  what  they  might  trust  to  whither  they  might 
be  assured  of  aid  and  assistance  from  the  English  according 
to  Articles  or  not,  His  Lspp:  told  them  that  he  did  not  conceive 
them  to  be  in  such  imminent  danger  as  they  represented  being 
now  Seated  soe  neere  the  English  whereto  they  replyed  that 
both  they  and  the  English  very  well  knew  that  the  Enemie 
would  not  disturb  the  English,  but  sought  onely  their  lives 
without  any  injury  to  us  His  Lspp  then  assured  them  of  a 
Supply  and  thereupon  ordered  Captn  Randolph  Brandt  to 
returne  those  twelve  musketts  wch  he  had  lately  reed:  from  the 
Mattawoman  Indians  again  into  their  Custody  for  their  present 
Defence.  His  Lspp  also  declared  his  Opinion  to  the  King  of 
Choptico  that  he  thought  it  might  be  very  necessary  and  Con- 
venient for  him  and  his  Indians  to  joine  with  at  Nanjemy  by 
wch  meanes  being  inforted  altogether  they  would  be  enabled 
to  make  a  better  Defence,  but  the  King  of  Choptico  replyed 
that  as  to  that  he  could  make  noe  result  without  haveing  first 
consulted  his  greate  men  who  were  not  then  present.

P.  164  That  one  Richard  Lee  late  of  Kent  County  deed:  did  make 
a  Deed  of  Gift  or  Instrum'  in  his  life  time  under  his  hand- 
writeing  as  by  the  sd  Deed  will  appeare,  wherein  he  seemed 
to  bestow  what  Estate  he  might  have  left  upon  your  Peticoner 
after  his  decease,  but  your  Pef  being  sick  &  soe  weake  that 
she  could  not  rise  when  sett  or  scarce  lift  her  hands  to  her 
mouth  to  feed  herselfe  was  forced  to  employ  Mr  James  Boullay 
to  procure  Administration  upon  promise  of  giveing  him  a 
hhd.  of  tobacco  for  doeing  thereof  but  his  not  goeing  downe

procured  Administration  for  himself  and  pretends  the  deed 
to  be  insufficient  in  Law  yett  a  long  time  refused  to  Deliver 
the  said  Deed  but  by  the  Industry  of  the  Justices  in  Kent 
Court  it  was  at  last  procured,  which  hath  Incouraged  your 
Peticoner  to  endeavour  to  proove  the  sd  Deed  herself  and 
doe  hope  that  your  Honr  will  take  noe  advantage  for  want  of 
forme  in  the  premisses  for  to  ffulfill  the  Desire  of  the  Deed  it 
being  noe  wrong  to  the  liveing,  and  that  you  will  of  your

In  Obedience  to  your  Lspp  Commands  of  the  16th  of  this 
instant  to  Coll  William  Chandler,  have  in  every  respect 
answered  my  self,  James  Smallwood  and  two  more  hath  been 
with  the  Sinniquas  whom  we  found  in  sight  of  the  Zachaiah 
ffort  treateing  with  our  Indians,  I  made  knowne  to  the  Sin- 
niquo  by  one  of  our  Indians  who  I  conceive  rightly  under- 
stood them,  your  Lspp  had  a  Desire  to  treate  with  them,  they 
replyed  they  were  much  in  want  of  provisions  and  could  not 
stay,  for  answer  told  them  if  two  or  three  of  them,  would  goe 
Downe  to  your  Lspp:  I  would  provide  them  some  Corne  and 
kill  them  a  beife  to  supply  their  wants,  untill  such  time  their 
greate  men  returned  from  your  Lspp:  their  answer  was  when 
they  had  treated  with  the  Pascattoways  they  would  treate  with 
us,  the  Conference  betweene  them  held  neere  twohoures  and 
much  Peake  was  given  by  our  Indians  to  them  and  by  them 
reed:  and  much  friendship  past  betweene  them  and  sundry  of 
our  Indians  came  frequently  amongst  them  when  this  ended 
they  Desired  me  and  my  small  Company  to  goe  farther  with 
them  where  we  found  the  Body  and  conceive  them  to  be 
neere  two  hundred,  they  held  a  Councill  which  lasted  four 
houres  but  could  not  perswade  them  to  come  in  to  your  Lspp:  by 
noe  meanes,  neither  could  gett  them  to  stay  untill  such  time 
I  could  advise  your  Lspp  of  our  proceedings  but  immediately 
comanded  the  Camp  to  remoove,  we  asked  of  them  where 
they  were  intended,  they  replyed  for  Pascattoway  where  their 
Canooes  lay.  Wee  made  them  to  understand  your  Lspp  was 
much  their  ffriend  and  intended  them  noe  harme  and  gave 
them  caution  how  they  came  into  our  plantations  unless  it 
were  in  friendshipp.  While  the  conference  lasted  betweene 
us  severall  of  the  Zachaia  Indians  came  out  of  the  ffort,  and 
when  we  tooke  leave  of  them  the  Indians  that  belonged  to 
the  ffort  proffered  to  returne,  whom  they  deteined  and  con-  p.  178 
ceive  intends  to  take  them  away,  I  returned  to  the  ffort  and 
gave  the  Indians  notice  thereof  and  gave  them  caution  not  to 
trust  them ;  I  shall  make  further  inquiry  as  to  the  Indians  soe 
deteyned  (if  returned)  and  give  your  Lspp:  Acco'  thereof,  or  in

Lib.  r.  anything  else  that  may  be  worth  your  Lspps  notice.  I  am  now 
in  readiness  with  your  Lspps  Troope  to  secure  the  upper  parts 
of  our  County  where  I  mostly  apprehend  any  Danger  and  am 
now  on  my  March,  and  intend  to  continue  rangeing  till  such 
time  I  heare  from  your  Lspp:  I  have  sent  on  purpose  this  Mes- 
senger to  give  yor  Lspp:  Acco'  of  my  proceedings,  When  Owen 
Newen  returnes  shall  be  able  to  give  your  Lspp  a  further 
Acco' of  the  state  of  our  Neighbouring  Indians.

and  the  good  people  of  this  Province  are  Desirous  to  pre-

whom,  when,  how,  and  in  what  manner,  and  of  all  other 
Articles  and  Circumstances  of  the  premisses  them  or  any  of 
them  any  manner  of  way  touching  or  Concerning,  And  the 
same  treasons,  Misprision  of  treason  ag'  his  said  Majestie, 
Murders,  Insurrections,  Rebellions,  Mutinies  &  Seditions  Bur- 
glaryes, unlawfull  meeteings  or  speakeing  of  words  against 
us  or  our  Dominion  over  this  Province  and  other  the  Prem- 
isses (for  this  time)  to  heare  and  Determine  according  to  the 
Lawes  and  Customes  of  the  Kingdome  of  England  and  of 
this  our  Province,  And  therefore  we  Cofnand  you  that  at  cer- 
tain Dayes  and  places  which  you  or  any  three  or  more  of  you 
(whereof  you  the  said  Philip  Calvert  and  William  Calvert  are 
to  be  One)  shall  appoint  you  make  Diligent  Enquiry  upon 
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Lib.  r.  the  premisses,  and  all  and  singular  the  premisses  you  heare 
and  Determine,  and  the  same  Doe  and  performe  in  manner 
aforesaid,  doeing  therein  what  to  Justice  appertaineth  accord- 
ing to  the  Laws  and  Customs  of  England  and  of  this  Prov- 
ince, Saveing  to  us  our  Amerciamts  and  other  thinges  from 
thence  to  us  ariseing  or  belonging,  ffor  wee  have  Commanded 
the  sheriffes  of  this  our  Province  that  at  certain  Daies  and 
places  which  you  or  any  three  of  you  (whereof  you  the  said 
Philip  Calvert  and  William  Calvert  are  alwaies  to  be  One) 
p-  182  they  cause  to  come  before  you  such  and  soe  many  honest  and 
lawfull  men  of  this  Province  by  whom  the  truth  of  the  matter 
may  the  better  be  knowne  and  Enquired  after.  In  Testimony 
whereof  we  have  caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made  Pat- 
tents.  Witness  Our  Self  at  our  City  of  S'  Maries  the  twen- 
tieth Day  of  June  in  the  sixth  yeare  of  our  Dominion  over  our 
sd  Province  &c  Annoq  Domini  One  Thousand  six  hundred 
Eighty  &  One. 

At  the  same  time  the  Councill  did  Declare  and  it  was  the 
opinion  of  this  board  that  if  any  Indians  at  any  time  presented 
themselves  to  any  English  Plantation  or  appeared  in  the 
woods  painted  they  are  (according  to  the  Articles  made  with 
the  Pascattoways  &c  Anno  1666)  to  be  Deemed  as  a  Common 
Enemy,  and  also  if  they  appeare  unpainted  with  Armes  and 
shall  upon  demand  to  lay  downe  their  armes  refuse  soe  to  Doe 
they  are  to  be  taken  for  Enemies  &  dealt  withall  accordingly.

but  if  they  cannot  to  destroy  them  where  they  light  of  them, 
also  he  informes  me  that  the  reason  why  the  Sinniquos  did 
not  come  to  treate  with  your  Lspp  as  was  Desired  is  because 
they  have  reed:  an  affront  from  the  Christians  but  where  at 
present  he  does  not  understand  but  supposes  it  to  be  on  the 
Easterne  Shore,  Also  humbly  does  conceive  this  may  be  a  fitt 
oportunity  for  your  Lspp  to  treate  with  those  Northern  Indians 
at  the  Pascattoway  ffort  in  Zachaiah  Swamp  where  they  are 
intended  within  a  very  short  time,  this  Information  he  reed: 
from  some  Delaware  Indians  that  spoke  with  them  up  Sus- 
quehannoh  River,  the  truth  of  which  your  Lspp:  need  not  doubt,  p.  183

May  it  please  your  Lspp: 

This  Day  came  Major  Boareman  to  my  house  and  informed 
me  that  about  One  hour  by  Sunn  there  was  an  Indian  came 
to  his  house  and  told  him  that  the  Sinniquos  is  come  to 
Zachajack  ffort  and  have  taken  some  Prisoners  that  was  with- 
out the  ffort,  but  have  made  noe  assault  as  yett  upon  the  ffort, 
and  they  sent  one  of  the  Indians  that  they  had  taken  formerly 
which  is  a  Pascattoway  Indian  to  informe  them  that  they 
Desired  to  treate  with  some  of  the  greate  men  of  the  English, 
and  that  there  is  a  party  of  the  Sinniquos  gone  down  to  Chop- 
tico  to  secure  the  Choptico  Indians,  this  being  all  at  present  I 
Remaine  Your  Lspps  most  humble  Servant

Read  also  these  following  informations  from  Dorchester 
County  produced  by  Major  Thomas  Taylor  and  Capt"  Henry

May  the  22th  1681  : 

Then  was  Informed  by  John  Kirk  that  an  Indian  belonging 
to  Ababco  did  tell  him  that  the  Nanticokes  were  Rogues  and 
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Lib.  r.  did  severall  times  instigate  them  to  joine  with  the  Nanticokes 
against  the  English  but  would  not  agree  to  it,  and  still  doe 
say  that  they  doe  intend  mischiefe  to  the  English,  and  that 
suddenly 

And  some  time  since  the  same  Indian  did  tell  me  words  to 
the  same  effect,  and  still  have  and  doe  instigate  Ababco  and 
his  Indians  to  joine  with  them,  and  as  he  saith  have  as  yett 
refused  it,  soe  much  from  Barthol  Ennalls. 

George  Kent  likewise  Declare  that  about  the  15th  of  May 
comeing  from  Delaware  by  the  head  of  the  Northwest  branch 
of  Nanticoke  he  did  heare  people  at  work  and  he  doe  sup- 
pose them  to  be  Indians,  and  did  likewise  see  more  Indians 
goeing  to  them  with  axes  and  provision  on  their  backs,  and 
he  doe  suppose  and  he  is  informed  there  is  a  hundred  hoggs 
which  Daily  comes  into  their  ffort  the  mark  of

Major  Thomas  Taylor  informes  the  board  that  according  to 
his  Lspps  Order  he  had  made  all  strict  enquiry  into  the  nature 
of  the  severall  complaints  daily  made  by  the  Inhabitants  of 
Dorchester  County  grounded  upon  the  feares  and  jealousies 
they  apprehend  from  the  Indians  that  in  ordr  thereunto  he  had 
lately  been  at  the  Nanticoke  ffort  and  spoken  with  the 
Emperour  who  had  confidently  assured  him  that  none  of  his  p- 185 
Indians  had  offered  any  insolency  to  the  English  that  he  had 
strictly  commanded  his  Subjects  that  vsed  the  English  planta- 
tions that  they  should  upon  their  approch  thereunto  or  upon 
their  encountring  any  English  man  in  the  woods  lay  downe 
their  armes  and  hold  up  their  hands  tyed  with  a  white  Cloth 
in  token  of  peace  and  Amity,  that  if  any  Indians  at  any  time 
did  otherwise  present  themselves  the  English  might  freely 
fire  at  them  and  kill  them  by  wch  meanes  they  might  come  to 
discover  what  Indians  they  were 

Whereupon  issued  the  following  ordr  of  Councill  and  the 
two  severall  Commissions  to  Major  Taylor  and  Cap1  Henry 
Tripp  viz 

By  the  Lord  Propry  and  Councill 
Maryland  ss: 

Forasmuch  as  severall  Complaints  have  been  made  to  his 
Lspp:  the  Rl  honble  the  Lord  Propry  in  Councill  of  severall 
insolencyes  committed  and  affronts  given  by  severall  Indians 
on  the  Eastern  shore  in  Dorchester  County  who  have 
appeared  painted  and  in  a  warlike  posture  to  the  greate  terror 
of  the  good  People  there,  And  whereas  his  Lspp  Did  there- 
upon ordr  Major  Thomas  Taylor  and  Cap'  Henry  Tripp  of 
the  County  aforesaid  to  Enquire  into  the  prmisses  and  if  need 
were  to  address  themselves  to  the  Emperour  of  Nanticoke  for 
Redress. 

And  whereas  the  said  Emperor  and  greate  men  thereupon 
did  deny  that  any  of  his  Indians  had  ever  appeared  in  those 
parts  painted  or  had  ever  affronted  the  English  there  and  for 
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Lib.  r.  a  Designe  to  distinguish  his  Subjects  from  other  Enemy 
Indians  did  then  order  all  his  Subjects  that  should  frequent 
the  English  Quarters  to  hold  up  their  left  armes  tyed  about 
with  a  white  Cloth  in  token  of  Amity  and  to  lay  downe  their 
weapons  upon  their  approach  to  any  English  Plantation  or 
Encounter  with  any  English  man  in  the  woods,  and  did 
further  grant  that  it  should  be  lawfull  for  any  English  man  to 
kill  any  of  his  Subjects  that  should  neglect  or  refuse  soe  to 
Doe  upon  their  approach  or  Encounter  as  aforesaid  his  Lspp 
by  the  advice  of  his  Councill  did  Declare  that  he  was  well 
satisfied  with  the  answer  of  the  said  Emperour,  and  that  he 
did  beleive  that  the  said  Emperour  was  resolved  to  stand  to 
the  peace  heretofore  made  by  the  sd  Emperour  with  his  Lspp: 
Yet  in  regard  the  Sinniquos  and  other  Enemies  of  this  Pro- 
vince did  frequently  enter  this  Province  and  under  friendly 
shews  deceive  the  People  and  Destroy  them  when  Opor- 
tunity  presents  His  Ldspp  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  his  Councill  hath  thought  fitt  to  ordr  and  doth  hereby  order 
the  said  Major  Thomas  Taylor  to  range  with  such  and  soe 
many  of  his  Troope  as  he  shall  see  convenient  and  as  often  as

At  wch  time  his  Lspp  was  pleased  to  Communicate  to  this 
board  the  two  following  Letters  from  Cap1  Brandt  and  Coll 
Chandler  viz 

May  it  please  your  Lspp: 

I  have  received  your  Lspps  Commands  and  the  ordr  of 
Councill  of  the  19th  instant,  and  shall  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  comply  with  the  same  in  every  respect.  I  thought  it 
necessary  to  give  your  Lspp  acco1  of  my  being  at  Zachaiah 
ffort  this  Day,  where  I  found  the  Indians  much  troubled  for 
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Lib.  k.  the  loss  of  the  thirteene  Indians  stollen  away  by  the  Sinniquos 
and  daily  in  feare  of  being  all  destroyed.  Yesterday  they  say 
they  discovered  a  Sinniquo  hard  by  the  ffort;  I  have  ordered 
them  to  give  notice  if  ever  they  appeare  again  that  our 
endeavours  may  not  be  wanting  to  treate  with  them ;  the 
Sinniquos  laid  their  Corne  ffield  ffence  downe  and  they  are  in 
such  feare  dare  not  make  it  up.  I  have  promised  them 
thursday  next  to  range  about  the  ffort  untill  such  time  they 
have  secured  it.  I  have  given  them  to  understand  your  Lspps 
Commands  that  they  doe  not  stirr  abroad  for  some  tyme 
which  they  have  promised  shall  be  complyed  with,  and  the 
other  towne  shall  have  notice  to  morrow,  they  doe  say  that 
the  prisoners  taken  at  Mattawoman  ffort  new  yeares  day  last 
being  with  the  Senniquo  Indians  (which  I  saw  and  well  know) 
to  the  number  of  three  told  them  they  had  two  ffrenchmen 
with  them  which  lay  some  small  distance  from  the  body.  I 
am  now  to  give  your  Ldspp  acco'  of  the  present  condition  of 
my  troope,  many  of  them  house-keepers  poore  and  in  greate 
hopes  of  a  good  Cropp,  but  if  forced  to  range  will  not  be  in  a 
condition  to  make  Corne  nor  Tobacco,  and  the  time  of  the 
yeare  being  farr  spent  doe  think  by  rangeing  not  to  be  a 
Saver  as  the  act  of  Assembly  doth  allow  which  may  proove 
much  to  their  prejudice  unless  your  Lspp  and  Councill  would 
be  pleased  to  consider  them  therein,  they  are  very  willing  to 
comply  with  your  Ldspps  Commands,  I  conceive  the  one  half  of 
the  troope  to  range  weekely  and  the  other  halfe  to  releive 
may  be  security  sufficient  unless  the  Sinniquo  appeare  and 
then  all  to  be  ready  for  the  security  of  those  persons  con- 
cerned in  the  treaty  ;  by  which  meanes  they  may  be  able  to 
make  Corne,  but  then  they  hope  they  may  not  be  deprived  of 
their  whole  pay  being  alwaies  ready  at  an  houres  warning;  I 
humbly  beg  your  Ldspps  pleasure  herein  which  will  give  greate 
encouragem'  and  that  it  may  be  signified  to  them  by  the 
returne  of  this  post  which  will  give  greate  content,  a  small 
hint  of  their  arreares  due  to  them  will  give  greate  content  wch 
p.  198  hath  been  due  this  three  yeares.  The  Indians  at  Zachaiah 
doth  beleive  they  will  come  with  a  greater  party  ere  long.  I 
am  apt  to  beleive  those  Indians  I  treated  with  are  not  reall 
Sinniquos  neither  hath  any  relation  to  those  Coll  Coursey 
made  peace  with,  my  reason  is.  In  their  Matchacomoco  they 
seperated  themselves  in  severall  partyes,  and  the  Susquehan- 
nohs  not  soe  friendly  as  the  rest  to  us  ;  our  Indians  are  in  a 
deplorable  Condition  but  more  especially  them  which  belong 
to  Zachaiah  being  destitute  of  all  manner  of  ffoode  ;  the 
Inhabitants  in  generall  of  the  upper  parts  of  our  County 
much  pleased  with  the  Troopes  rangeing,  and  the  Indians  not 
comeing  into  our  Plantations.  I  have  nothing  more  worth 
your  Lspps  notice  at  present,  as  occasion  offers  shall  advise  with 
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the  reprsntation  of  my  due  Obedience  and  best  of  service  Lib.  r.

I  reed:  your  Lspps  Commands  relateing  to  the  Delivery  of 
ffifty  pounds  of  powder  to  Mr  Cheseldine  but  doe  find  it 
cannot  possibly  be  spared  haveing  sold  all  of  what  was 
ordred  into  my  Custody  in  reference  to  your  Lspps  Commands 
signified  in  a  Letter  from  Mr  Llewellin  when  the  powder  was 
sent  up  ;  off  which  I  have  here  sent  your  Lspp  a  pticular  Accof 
of  your  Ldspps  Commands  of  the  16th  Instant  as  also  the  former 
shall  be  duely  observed,  and  my  small  endeavours  shall  not 
be  wanting  for  the  preservation  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
County  ;  ffor  news  it  is  most  certain  that  the  strange  Indians 
which  lay  by  the  Zachaiah  ffort  have  carried  twelve  of  the 
Zachaiah  Indians  away  with  them  (notwithstanding  the  peace 
made  in  the  presence  of  Captn  Brandt)  and  are  gone,  their 
tract  hath  been  seen  by  one  that  was  hunting  for  horses 
about  the  Pascattoway  ffort  since  they  went  away  and  the 
tract  leads  towards  the  Creeke.  Cap1  Brandt  is  now  gone  to 
Zachaiah  to  make  what  Discovery  he  cann,  and  intends  to 
take  James  Smallwood  along  with  him,  he  knowing  best  those 
Indians  which  was  Deteyned  by  the  strange  Indians  at  the 
ffort,  which  if  proove  to  be  there  yett  will  make  a  greate  dis- 
covery there  by:  he  intends  to  vse  his  utmost  to  keepe  them 
from  a  further  Agreement,  and  continue  rangeing  betweene 
the  said  ffort  and  the  ffrontire  Plantations  of  this  County, 
which  seemes  to  be  much  approoved  off  by  the 'Inhabitants 
thereof,  We  are  Informed  by  the  Zachaiah  Indians  that  these  p-  '99 
Indians  that  Come  downe  are  not  Sinniquos  but  a  mixt  people 
of  severall  Nations,  some  Susquehannohs,  some  Aquaiacoes, 
some  Doags  and  part  of  two  other  Nations  which  I  have 
forgott ;  Yett  they  be  the  same  party  that  cutt  off  the  Matta- 
woman  ffort  as  appeares  by  four  Prisoners  that  they  had 
amongst  them  which  were  well  knowne  by  James  Smallwood 
to  belong  to  the  Mattawomans ;  likewise  those  Prisoners 
informe  our  Indians  that  these  are  the  party  which  doe  them 
all  the  mischiefe,  and   that  the  Sinniquos   never  doe  them 
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Lib.  r.  harme:  We  are  informed  by  the  King  of  Mattawoman  that 
he  expects  greate  Companys  of  these  Indians  downe  amongst 
the  Plantations  within  this  Seaven  dayes  which  he  seemes  to 
be  in  very  greate  fears  off  The  Pascattoway  Indians  have  been 
at  James  Smallwoods  since  the  other  Indians  went  away  and 
seeme  to  be  much  troubled  for  the  loss  of  their  Indians  and 
doe  say  that  they  have  served  them  two  crooked  tricks 
already  and  saith  also  that  if  your  Lspp  would  assist  them  they 
would  serve  them  two  as  crooked  tricks ;  there  are  some 
Indians  that  lived  upon  my  Land  and  have  very  good  Come 
ffeilds  that  now  are  gone  downe  among  the  English  Planta- 
tions for  feare  of  being  cutt  of,  The  Mattawoman  Prisoners 
that  came  downe  along  with  the  strange  Indians  inform  our 
Indians  at  Zachaiah  that  there  are  two  ffrench  amongst  them 
and  that  they  marry  with  them  and  are  all  one  with  them,  I 
suppose  by  the  next  Post  your  Lspp  will  Receive  a  full  Acco1 
of  Captn  Brandts  proceedings :  I  have  nothing  more  to  add 
but  the  representation  of  my  best  endeavours  Subscribe

Memdu.  that  in  the  Examination  of  the  Indian  prisoners 
the  last  Councill  Day  One  of  them  did  say  that  there  were 
among  the  Nanjatico  Indians  upon  the  Secrys  Land  two 
Nanjemy  Indians  wch  also  was  affirmed  by  John  Stavely  that 
he  saw  the  Secrys  two  Indians  among  them  at  the  warr 
Dance  at  Piney  Neck. 

Whereupon  issued  these  foil  ordrs  viz

James  Cullins  or  John  Stavely  you  are  forthwith  to  repaire  to 
Nanjemy  and  there  to  Demand  the  two  Indians  that  hunted 
lately  for  Coll  William  Calvert  and  were  at  the  warr  Dance  at 
Piriey  Neck  with  the  Nanjatico  Indians,  and  the  said  two 
Indians  to  apprehend  and  bring  downe  to  St.  Maries  before 
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us  and  Councill  with  all  Convenient  speed,     hereof  faile  not  Lib.  r. 
as  you  will  answer  the  Contrary  at  your  perill.     Given  under 
our  hand  and  Seale  this  25th  Day  of  June  1681:

Directing  the  Manner  of  Electing  and  Summoning  Delegates 
&  Representatives  to  serve  in  succeeding  Assemblyes)  wch 
Act  requires  the  Chooseing  of  four  Delegates  for  Every 
County  to  sitt  and  vote  in  the  Assembly  wch  is  by  his  Lspp  and 
Councill  deemed  too  burdensome  for  every  County  and  that 
two  are  sufficient,  It  being  the  Opinion  of  this  board  that  the 
true  intent  of  that  Act  was  onely  to  assure  the  ffreemen  of 
this  Province  that  all  the  Deputyes  by  them  Chosen  should 
be  called  to  sitt  and  vote  in  the  Assembly  without  any  neces- 
sity of  haveing  soe  many  as  four  in  every  County.

Whereas  his  Ldspp  for  the  dispatch  of  the  publick  affaires  of 
the    Province  hath  thought   fitt  to   conveene    the    Assembly 
upon  the  sixteenth  day  of  August  next,  and  his  Lspp:  being 
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this  Day  informed  that  there  are  severall  writts  of  Error  Lib.  r. 
depending  to  be  Determined  in  the  upper  house  of  Assembly 
touching  severall  Actions  lately  depending  in  the  Provincial 
Court  in  which  causes  severall  of  the  Attorneys  that  are  mem- 
bers of  the  lower  house  of  Assembly  are  concerned  for  their

Indians  in  the  upper  parts  of  our  County  seene  by  the  Inhabi- 
tants there,  I  have  ranged  ever  since  but  cannot  have  the 
sight  of  them  being  now  come  in  for  a  Recruite  I  intend  (God 
willing)  to  be  out  againe  and  if  cann  meete  with  them  shall 
vse  my  utmost  to  follow  your  Ldspps  Commands,  Our  County 
affords  an  Interpret  that  speakes  Susquesahannoh  one  Peter 
Kellis  that  hath  been  some  time  with  the  said  Indians  if  your 
Ldspp  approves  0f  it  shall  make  vse  of  him  if  occasion  offers. 
Our  neighbouring  Indians  would  very  faine  goe  out  with  me 
to  the  number  of  tenn  for  that  they  say  wee  shall  hardly  see 
them,  unless  by  a  chance,  the  which  I  leave  to  your  Lspps  con- 
sideration, I  very  much  want  Eight  or  tenn  Carabines  for  my 
Troope,  if  cann  be  spared  shall  send  for  them,  One  of  them 
p.  204  the  Post  hath  promised  to  bring.  Since  the  treate  with  the 
abovesaid  Indians  and  the  Zachaiahs,  One  of  their  greate  men 
killed  by  a  Scoute.  I  am  just  now  returned  from  Zachaiah 
fort  but  cannot  discover  any  fforreigne  Indians,  I  shall  not 
omitt  any  oportunity  to  treate  with  them  and  give  your  Lspp  a 
full  ace'  thereof  here  are  some  persons  of  our  County  that 
possesseth  my  Officers  their  Commissions  are  not  in  force 
they  being  signed  by  the  late  Lievetenant  Generall  Mr  Notley 
dureing  his  pleasure,  I  humbly  request  your  Ldspp  to  send 
others  by  the  returne  of  the  next  post,  viz:  One  for  my  Self  if 
with  your  Lspps  good  likeing,  one  for  my  Lievetenant  George 
Godfrey,  one  for  Robert  Middleton  Cornett,  Mr  Hawkins 
haveing  sollicited  to  be  out  his  wife  being  lately  dead,  and 
One  for  a  Quarter  Master  to  be  left  blank  for  whom  I  shall 
see  most  deserving  if  approoved  by  your  Ldspp:  I  have 
nothing  worth  your  Lspps  view  but  the  tender  of  my  best 
endeavours  Subscribing  alwaies

Instructions  for  Capta  Randolph  Brandt  directing  the  Exe- 
cution of  his  Commission  to  treate  with  the  Northern  Indians 
that  make  inroades  in  this  Province. 

Since  we  have  certain  Intelligence  that  there  hath  been 
tenn  Susquehannohs  and  tenn  Sinniquos  dispatch'd  from  this 
greate  party  downe  Pottomock  with  a  Prisoner  for  their 
guide  to  trye  what  Indians  they  cann  surprise,  and  since  we 
have  certain  Intelligence  that  where  the  Susquehannohs 
meete  either  Indian  or  English  they  give  noe  Quarter.  It  is 
too  apparent  that  the  Northern  Indians  refuseing  to  treate 
with  Captn  Brandt  at  the  Zachaiah  ffort  is  out  of  a  designe  to 
watch  an  oportunity  to  doe  what  mischiefe  they  cann  To  pre- 
vent therefore  (if  possible)  more  murder  of  his  Majesties  Sub- 
jects You  are 

1:  ffirst  to  Demand  Tenn  Pascattoway  Indians  for  your 
guides  that  soe  you  may  employ  them  as  your  Scoutes  to  find 
out  these  Northern  Indians  in  order  to  treate  with  them. 

2:  You  are  to  secure  these  Indians  from  all  violence  other 
then  what  may  be  offered  them  as  they  are  single  when  out 
upon  discovery 

3:  If  the  forreigne  Indians  assault  you,  you  are  to  defend 
yourself  after  the  best  manner  you  cann,  and  if  overpowered 
to  make  as  honble  a  Retreate  as  you  may  the  number  of  the 
Enemys  considered. 

4:  If  you  come  to  treate  with  the  said  Indians,  you  are  to 
make  noe  peace  with  them  but  what  shall  equally  include  us 
and  the  Zachiah  or  Pascattoway  Indians,  the  Mattawomans 
Choptico  and  all  other  Indians  Inhabiting  within  this  Province 
in  peace  with  us  and  under  our  protection 

5:  In  case  you  meete  with  the  Northern  Indians,  and  that 
they  refuse  to  treate  or  doe  not  upon  treaty  conclude  a  peace 
with  you.  You  are  to  lett  them  know  that  we  have  had  sev- 
erall  murders  committed  of  late,  that  we  doe  know  there  was 
tenn  Susquesahannohs  and  tenn  Sinniquos  sent  downe  Potto- 
mock  with  a  Pascattoway  prisoner  for  their  guide,  with  ordr  to 
goe  to  the  mouth  of  Pottomock  and  soe  to  goe  up  to  the  North- 
ward which  number  of  men  have  been  discovered  in  severall 
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places,  &  that  we  shall  have  just  cause  to  beleive  that  these  Lib.  r. 
men  have  committed  the  late  murders  unless  they  come  to  a 
new  peace  with  us,  and  upon  this  last  refuseall  to  forbid  them 
comeing  neere  the  English  Plantations. 

6:  In  case  you  find  the  Indians  inclinable  to  make  a  peace 
you  may  (according  to  your  former  instructions)  make  them 
a  present  of  a  peace  of  Matchcoate. 

7:  You  are  to  vse  your  utmost  skill  to  Instruct  your  men  to 
fight  on  foote  like  Dragoones  though  they  vse  horse  and 
pistolls  as  well  as  Carabines  as  they  march,  it  being  the  surest 
way  to  resist  an  Indian.

Then  also  issued  Commissions  to  Captn  Randolph  Brandt  p-  2o6 
for  Captn  of  a  troope  of  horse  George  Godfrey  his  Leive- 
tenant,  Robert  Middleton  his  Cornett,  and  a  blank  for  his 
Quarter  Master  to  be  filled  up  by  himself  under  his  Lspps  hand 
and  Seale  at  Armes  according  to  the  common  forme,  as  also 
a  particular  Cofnission  to  the  said  Captn  Brandt  upon  this 
occasion  being  as  foil  viz 

Maryland  ss:  Charles  Absolute  Lord  and  Propry  of  the 
Province  of  Maryland  and  Avalon  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore 
&c.  To  Captain  Randolph  Brandt  of  Charles  County  greete- 
ing 

Whereas  greate  Troopes  of  the  Northern  Indians  have  and 
doe  daily  make  inroades  and  incursions  into  this  our  Province 
to  the  greate  terror  and  confusion  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof, 
and  highly  to  be  suspected  upon  noe  good  Designe,  we  have- 
ing  already  had  some  murders  lately  committed  by  strange 
Indians  upon  severall  good  people  of  this  Province  Wee  Doe 
therefore  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Councill 
hereby  Authorise  and  empower  as  also  strictly  charge  and 
Command  you  Cap'  Randolph  Brandt  commander  of  a  troope 
of  horse  in  our  said  County  to  Range  with  your  troope  or 
such  and  soe  many  men  thereof  well  mounted  and  armed  as 
you  shall  from  time  to  time  think  necessary  for  the  Discovery 
of  the  said  Indians  with  whom  you  are  to  endeavour  by  all 
faire  waies  and  meanes  possible  to  come  to  a  treaty  according 
to  the  Instructions  from  us  and  our  Councill  this  Day  to  you 
Directed,  And  in  case  you  or  any  of  your  Troope  shall  be 
assaulted  by  any  the  said  Indians  or  other  Enemys,  or  that 
they  by  any  waies  or  meanes  offer  to  breake  peace,  by  open 
violence  or  privately  contriveing  and  conspireing  to  sett  upon 
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Lib.  r.  or  betray  you  or  any  of  you  or  any  English  Plantation  or 
People  You  are  to  the  best  of  your  skill  knowledge  and 
endeavour,  and  to  the  utmost  of  your  might  and  power,  to 
fall  upon,  pursue,  fight,  take,  kill,  vanquish  and  Destroy  all 
such  Enemys,  or  otherwise  if  you  shall  be  at  any  time  over- 
powered, you  are  to  contrive  and  make  what  honble  retreate 
possibly  you  cann  with  your  Company  for  such  further  aid 
and  assistance  as  shall  be  Deemed  necessary  for  your 
Recruite  with  regard  had  to  the  number  and  power  of  your 
Enemy  according  to  the  tenor  of  your  said  Instructions ;  ffor 
all  which  this  shall  be  your  sufficient  power.

At  wch  time  Mr  John  Tyrling  according  to  summons  makes 
his  appearance  and  being  called  is  charged  with  haveing 
uttered  mutinous  and  seditious  words  to  the  people  his  Audi- 
tors Sayeing  that  his  Lspp  the  Lord  Propry  had  furnished  the 
Indians  with  powder  and  shott  and  noe  wonder  then  the 
English  had  their  throats  cutt  when  the  Propry  gave  them 
powder  and  shott  for  that  purpose  &  words  to  that  effect 
for  Evidence  is  called  William  Hodgeson  who  Declared 
That  James  Rumsey  Reported  that  Mr  Tyrling  should  say 
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in  presence  of  Coll  Jowles  and  others  that  the  Indians  had  Lib.  R. 
received  powder  and  shott  from  his  Lspp  and  noe  wonder  they 
cutt  our  throates  when  his  Lspp  furnished  them  with  powder 
and  shott.  Mr  Tyrling  prayes  the  testimony  of  Coll  Jowles 
or  any  other  person  of  note  that  was  then  his  Auditors  when  he 
spake  these  words  otherwise  if  onely  the  said  Hodgeson 
heard  it  it  cannot  be  tearmed  sedition,  but  further  Denies  that 
he  said  any  such  thing  but  that  sometime  since  came  a  man 
to  his  house  and  told  him  that  Mr  Rosewell  should  report  that 
one  Daniel  Mathena  of  Charles  County  would  offer  to  sweare 
that  his  Lspp  had  sent  a  Packett  of  letters  to  the  Sinniquos  for 
them  to  come  and  cutt  off  the  Protestants,  to  wch  he  the  said 
Tyrling  Replied  that  the  said  Mathena  and  those  who  reported 
it  after  him  ought  to  be  whipped,  that  possibly  he  might  tell 
this  to  some  other  person  at  some  time  but  the  words  laid  to 
his  charge  or  any  thing  tending  thereunto  he  utterly  Denies. 

William  Hodgeson  further  saith  that  James  Rumsey  (as 
Simon  Stacy  told  him)  made  this  Report  of  Mr  Tyrling  before 
The  said  Stacy.     Thomas  Lawson  Richard  Mr  Darceys

Cap'  Josias  ffendall  then  next  called  to  whom  was  read  the 
following  Depositions  viz 

John  Bright  aged  thirty  and  two  yeares  or  thereabouts 
being  duely  sworne  doth  upon  his  oath  say  and  Depose  as 
followeth 
P.  209  That  being  about  the  1  Ith  May  last  employed  by  Captn  ffen- 
dall to  Mall  some  railes  for  him  at  his  Plantation  in  Charles 
County  and  there  working  till  the  fourth  of  June  he  did  in 
that  tyme  and  severall  tymes  since  heare  the  said  ffendall 
discourse  concerning  the  Indians  and  particularly  about  the 
family  that  was  cutt  off  neere  Point  looke  Out,  The  said  ffen- 
dall did  severall  times  say  that  he  beleived  in  his  Conscience 
the  Papists  and  Indians  joined  together,  and  that  his  Lspp  the 
Lord  Propry  nor  the  Chancelor  would  not  beleive  any  thing  as 
the  Indians  did  doe  but  that  my  Lord  did  uphold  them  in 
what  they  did,  and  he  beleived  my  Lord  and  they  together 
had  a  mind  to  destroy  all  the  Protestants  or  vsed  words  and 
expresions  to  that  very  purpose  or  effect,  And  this  Deponent 
saith  on  Sunday  the  26th  day  of  June  last  Capt"  ffendalls  and 
his  wife  went  to  Capt.  Coodes  to  a  ffeast  being  sent  for  in 
Cap'  Coodes  boate  and  came  home  at  night,  That  on  Tues- 
day or  Wednesday  the  29th  June  Cap1  ffendall  went  over  to 
Coll  Spencers  in  one  Mr  Hatches  boate,  and  beleives  that  he 
called  by  the  way  for  Cap1  Coode  and  tooke  him  over  with 
him,  and  Cap' ffendall  told  this  Deponent  that  Coode  damned 
and  swore  soe  much  that  he  said  he  could  have  found  in  his 
heart  to  have  throwne  him  overboard.  That  this  Deponent 
haveing  a  Designe  to  goe  to  the  Southward  and  to  carry  his 
ffamily  w'h  him  he  bought  a  boate  of  Cap'  ffendall  for  to  carry 
him  thither,  and  Cap'  ffendall  did  then  very  much  disswade 
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this  depon'  from  goeing  to  the  Southward,  but  this  deponent  Lib.  r. 
said  Sr  you  know  I  have  a  greate  charge,  a  wife  and  four 
Children  and  I  cannot  gett  a  peice  of  land  here  in  Maryland 
I  must  goe  to  gett  some  at  the  Southward  where  it  is  more 
plenty,  to  which  ffendall  replyed  and  said  John  Stay  but  a 
little  while  here,  there  will  be  land  enough  for  us  all  here  one 
of  these  dayes.  This  Deponent  asked  him  how  and  ffendall 
said  the  King  and  Parliam'  in  England  was  at  Warrs  and 
there  was  noe  Established  Lawes  in  England,  and  soe  you 
need  not  feare  land  enough  here  in  a  short  tyme,  but  notwith- 
standing this  Depon'  was  resolved  to  goe  and  on  Saturday 
the  second  instant  this  Dep'  tooke  a  note  from  Cap'  ffendall 
that  he  had  honestly  paid  him  for  his  boate  and  sett  away 
with  his  wife  and  Children  for  his  intended  voyage  to  the 
Southward,  and  the  wind  proving  cross  they  were  driven  into 
Nomony  in  Virginia,  and  there  went  to  One  Randall  Kirkes, 
and  Kerk  asked  us  from  whence  we  came,  we  told  him  from 
Cap'  ffendalls,  Kirk  told  them  that  ffendall  had  been  over 
there  two  or  three  Dayes  before  with  Cap'  Coode  at  Coll 
Spencers,  and  that  their  business  there  was  to  advise  with 
Coll  Spencer  what  they  should  doe  in  the  business,  for  that 
the  Papists  and  Indians  were  joined  together,  and  told  the 
Deponent  and  his  wife  also  that  Cap'  ffendall  had  desired 
leave  of  Coll  Spencer,  that  ffendall  might  bring  his  wife  and 
ffamily  thither,  but  that  Madam  Spencer  was  unwilling  to  lett 
them  come  thither  because  she  was  unwilling  to  disobleige 
my  Lord  Propry  or  words  to  that  effect ;  that  they  staied  there 
one  night  and  came  from  thence  on  Sunday  after  Dinner  and 
then  went  to  Coll  Spencers  Point  and  laid  there  Sunday 
night,  and  there  likewise  heard  ffendall  and  Coode  had  been  p.  210 
there,  and  the  said  Randall  Kirk  also  told  this  Deponent  that 
he  saw  them  there,  and  that  Coll  Spencer  being  asked  his 
advice  by  ffendall  and  Coode  what  they  should  best  to  doe, 
and  that  they  should  say  they  would  have  a  brush  with  the 
Papists  Coll  Spencer  advised  them  not  to  meddle  in  the  busi- 
ness but  to  lett  them  alone  and  be  quiett  at  home  or  words 
and  Discourse  to  this  Effect  had  this  Deponent  with  the  said 
Kirk  and  much  more  that  this  Deponent  cannot  now  posi- 
tively remember,  but  the  generall  discourse  there  was  about 
ffendalls  bringing  his  wife  and  Children  to  Coll  Spencers,  and 
Cap'  Coode  was  to  bring  his  wife  and  Children  to  Mr  Hard- 
wickes.  That  on  Monday  they  went  onwards  in  their  voyage 
and  were  forced  to  putt  into  Herring  Creeke  in  S'  Georges, 
and  there  mett  with  John  Wynn  who  enquired  of  news,  we 
answered  him  wee  had  none  bad,  he  replyed  here  was  news 
bad  enough,  there  was  a  family  cutt  off  at  Point  Looke  out 
and  that  they  were  forced  to  keepe  watch  and  ward  night  and 
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Lib.  r.  Day  expecting  every  houre  to  be  cutt  off  by  the  Papists  and 
Indians  together.  The  Dep'  asked  him  how  he  heard  that 
news,  he  said  Capt.  ffendall  had  been  that  way  in  his  way  to 
Coll  Spencers,  and  that  ffendall  did  intend  to  stirr  in  it  to  pre- 
vent the  Protestants  being  destroyed,  they  asked  Wynn  how 
ffendall  could  raise  men  where  was  his  power  or  Comission, 
Wynn  to  that  said  he  knew  his  owne  power  well  enough  he 
could  have  men  enough  when  he  pleased,  for  he  had  once  a 
weeke  or  ffortnight  Intelligence  from  the  Eastern  shore  and 
all  parts  of  the  Countrey  or  words  to  the  like  effect  then  this 
Deponent  with  his  ffamily  came  to  Point  Looke  out,  and  there 
lay  One  night,  and  finding  the  winds  soe  various  and  against 
them  they  putt  in  to  Richard  Atwoods  at  S'  Jeromes  on  Wed- 
nesday last  where  they  left  off  their  resolution  of  goeing  to 
the  Southward.  And  further  this  Deponent  saith  not,  onely 
this  Deponent  doth  remember  that  Randall  Kirk  told  this 
Deponent  that  when  Coll  Spencer  advised  ffendall  and  Coode 
to  be  quiett  and  sitt  still,  Coode  swore  God  Damn  all  the 
Catholick  Papist  Doggs,  and  swore  he  would  be  revenged  of 
them,  and  spend  the  best  blood  in  his  body.

Izabell  Bright  wife  of  the  said  John  Bright  being  duely 
sworne  saith  That  she  haveing  heard  the  said  Oath  of  the 
said  John  Bright  her  husband  read  distinctly  over,  the  same  is 
in  substance  true  as  the  said  John  Bright  hath  above  declared, 
and  that  she  was  by  and  present  when  Kirk  and  Wynn  vsed 
the  discourses  above  mentioned,  and  that  she  hath  severall 
tymes  heard  Captn  ffendall  say  and  express  himself  to  this 
effect  at  his  house  &  plantation  in  Charles  County  within  this 
two  moneths  last  past  that  he  beleived  in  his  Conscience  the 
Papists  and  Indians  joined  together  to  destroy  the  Protestants, 
and  that  discourseing  off  the  ffamily  cutt  off  by  the  Indians 
neere  Point  Looke  Out  ffendall  said  it  was  thought  the 
Indians  were  thereunto  Encouraged  by  the  Papists,  and  that 
p.  211  some  of  the  English  came  to  the  Chancellors  to  know  what 
they  should  doe,  and  that  the  Chancellor  made  a  pish  at  it, 
and  said  it  would  be  knowne  before  this  tyme  twelve  moneth 
what  they  were  killed  for  or  words  to  that  effect.

Cap'  ffendall  Denyes  the  charge  and  prayes  the  testimony 
of  Coll  Spencer  concerning  what  is  alledged  against  him  that

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to  the  Deponent  he  being  an  Infamous  person  and  hath  been  Lib.  r. 
whipped  in  Virginia  for  Thieving  and  stealeing  Cask 

The  further  heareing  and  Examination  thereof  is  referred 
till  next  Councill  Day  and  Capt.  ffendall  remanded  into  the 
Custody  of  Coll  Henry  Darnall  to  remaine  under  a  guard  at 
his  Ldspps  house  at  Mattapony. 

Cap1  John  Coode  then  called  to  whom  the  foregoing  Depo- 
sition of  John  Bright  was  again  read  as  also  this  following 
Deposition  of  Collen  Mackenzie  viz. 

The  7th  Day  of  May  1681  :  at  the  house  of  Nehemah  Blaki- 
stone  John  Coode  said  to  me  what  Divell  need  you  trouble 
your  Self  with  land,  there  is  never  a  Papist  in  Maryland  will 
have  one  foote  of  land  within  these  four  moneths,  and  that 
the  Sinniquo  Indians  would  doe  us  noe  good  for  he  had  tenn 
thousand  men  at  Command  when  he  pleased,  and  that  he 
could  make  it  high  water  when  he  pleased.  And  further 
saith  not  Coline  Mackenzie

Those  words  that  he  could  make  it  high  water  when  he 
pleased  Capt"  Coode  acknowledges  he  might  say  alludeing  to 
a  bowle  of  Punch  wch  they  were  then  drinking  wch  he  could 
make  ebb  or  flow  at  pleasure  but  as  to  the  Rest  of  the  Deposi- 
tion he  wholly  Denies,  and  saith  that  when  he  was  at  Mr  Blaki- 
stones  there  were  severall  others  then  in  Company  with  him 
viz.  Cap'  Gerard,  John  Shankes,  John  Dennis,  John  Hopkins, 
Nea  Blakiston,  Joshua  Guibert  Robert  Cole,  ffendall  the 
Master  of  the  shipp  and  others,  wonders  why  some  of  them 
should  not  heare  the  same  words  spoken  as  well  as  the  Depo- 
nent (if  any  such  were) 

But  the  further  heareing  and  examination  is  referred  till 
next  Councill  Day  and  Captn  Coode  to  remaine  in  Custody 
under  a  guard  at  the  Chancelors  house.

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Lib.  r.  r.  greater  Confidence  then  in  this  or  Province  nor  at  any  time 
more  then  now  in  this  time  of  Danger  by  the  Incursions  of 
Foreigne  Indians,  when  the  minds  of  People  ought  to  be  most 
vnited  &  whereas  divers  good  Lawes  are  now  in  force  agst 
divulgers  of  fake  news  Rumors  &  reports  though  (wee  feare) 
either  forgotten  by  the  People,  or  neglected  to  be  executed  by 
the  Majestrate  Wee,  do  therefore  by  this  our  Proclamacon 
require  all  the  good  people  of  this  our  Province  to  take  notice 
of  the  said  Lawes  Wee  being  resolved  to  see  them  exactly 
prosecuted  &  duely  executed  &  to  th'  end  do  by  this  or 
Proclamacon  strictly  Charge  all  Officers  both  millitary  & 
Civill  to  make  diligent  enquiry  after  all  divulgers  of  falce 
news  &  reports,  tending  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  of 
this  or  Province,  &  them  found  out  to  apprehend  &  bring 
p.  187  before  some  Majestrate  theire  to  finde  sureties  for  their  good 
behaviour  &  appearance  at  or  then  next  Provintiall  Court,  to 
the  end  they  may  be  proceeded  agst  according  to  Lawe  & 
receive  Condigne  punishment  for  the  same  Given  at  our  City 
of  Sl  Maries  vnder  the  great  seale  of  this  our  said  Province  of 
Maryland  the  ffourteenth  day  of  July  in  the  sixth  yeare  of  or 
Dom  &ca  Annoq  Dom.  One  thousand  six  hundred  Eighty  &

Who  was  charged  with  saying  in  some  Company  that  if  he 
had  said  half  soe  much  as  Cap1  Coode  had  said  he  would  runn 
away  too,  and  being  required  to  testifie  upon  oath  what  it  was 
Cap1  Coode  should  say  to  cause  those  expressions  to  come 
from  him  being  duely  sworne  saith  that  possibly  in  drink  such 
or  the  like  words  might  by  him  be  spoken  but  that  Coode 
should  speake  any  thing  mooveing  him  thereunto  he  knowes 
not  being  sometimes  apt  to  talk  at  randome  in  drink  and 
speake  what  he  cann  give  noe  Accompt  of 

William  Hodgeson  according  to  order  of  this  board  the  last 
Councill  Day  makes  his  appeareance  and  haveing  taken  his 
oath  upon  the  holy  Evangelist  saith  that  being  up  at  a  horse 
Race  at  Mr  Rumseys  in  Company  with  Simon  Stacy  and 
others  he  told  Stacy  that  he  heard  he  hadfforted  in  his  house, 
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To  wch  Stacy  replyed  he  was  afraid  of  the  Indians  ffor  that  Mr  Lib.  r. 
Tyrling  had    reported    My   Lord    had    furnished  them    with 
powder  and  shott,  And  that  he  called  Thomas  Lawson,  and 
Richard  Thomas  to  witness  that  Mr  Rumsey  heard  Mr  Tyrling 
say  soe. 

Simon  Stacy  called  Denyes  that  he  ever  said  any  such 
thing  of  Mr  Tyrling 

Thomas  Lawson  called  Denyes  that  he  was  desired  to 
witness  any  such  thing  or  that  he  heard  any  such  thing  said 

Richard  Thomas  saith  that  he  heard  Mr  Rumsey  say  that 
Mr  Tyrling  should  say  My  Lord  had  furnished  the  Indians 
with  powder  and  shott. 

James  Rumsey  then  called  Saith  that  haveing  formerly 
heard  the  Report  of  his  Lspps  furnishing  the  Indians  with 
powder  and  shott  and  being  One  Day  at  Church  before  it 
begann  it  was  the  generall  discourse  amongst  the  people  there 
that  My  Lord  had  lett  the  Indians  have  powder  and  shott, 
and  that  Mr  Tyrling  amongst  the  rest  said  he  heard  soe  too 
but  could  not  give  any  creditt  to  it 

Mr  Tyrling  is  Discharged  from  his  Recognizance  taken  last 
Councill  Day  and  from  his  further  appeareance  at  this  board 
upon  this  occasion

Coll  Vincent  Lowe  gives  the  board  to  understand  that  he 
had  reed:  information  from  Major  William  Coursey  that  about 
the  beginning  of  June  last  about  One  or  two  and  twenty 
Indians  belonging  to  Tequassino  and  Hatsawapp  on  the 
Eastern  shore  departed  from  their  Townes  and  made  for  the 
Western  shore  pretending  they  were  at  Coll  Taylors  and  John 
Watkinsons,  and  that  but  halfe  of  them  returned  again,  that 
Tequassino  was  heard  to  say  his  Indians  were  gone  out  and 
he  wished  there  might  be  noe  mischiefe  done  before  they 
returned  for  he  knew  not  what  Designe  they  went  upon.  He 
was  likewise  informed  from  Mr  Thomas  Vaughan  that  some 
English  endeavoured  to  speake  with  the  said  Indians  upon 
their  returne  but  the  Indians  avoided  them. 

Ordered  that  Coll  Lowe  and  Coll  Philemon  Lloyd  be 
Empowered  to  enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  said  Information 
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Lib.  r.  and  that  they  take  the  Examination  of  Major  Coursey  and  Mr 
Thomas  Vaughan  with  what  other  English  Evidences  they 
shall  think  fitt  touching  the  premisses,  and -that  (if  for  their 
better  discovery  they  shall  see  occasion)  they  send  for  Tequas- 
sino  and  what  other  Indians  they  think  fitt  to  Examine  con- 
cerning the  same,  or  otherwise  before  they  proceed  soe  farr 
that  they  send  downe  to  his  Lspp  and  Councill  the  English 
Examinations  by  them  taken  if  to  them  it  shall  seeme  most 
proper  soe  to  doe  for  the  better  discovery  thereof. 

Accordingly  issued  and  was  Directed  to  Coll   Lowe  and 
Coll  Lloyd  the  following  power  and  order  from  this  board  viz

Tequassino  and  Hattsawapp  of  Choptank  in  Talbott  County 
went  abroad  under  pretence  that  they  went  to  Coll  Taylors 
and  John  Watkinsons,  and  that  Tequassino  was  heard  to  say 
some  of  his  Indians  were  abroad,  he  wished  there  might  be 
noe  mischiefe  done  before  they  returned  for  he  knew  not 
Designe  they  went  upon,  That  onely  half  of  the  said  Indians 
that  went  out  returned  home,  whom  some  English  perceiveing 
p.  214  endeavoured  to  speake  with  but  could  not  the  Indians  avoid- 
ing them,  And  whereas  about  a  ffortnight  after  the  said 
Indians  went  from  their  Towne,  the  murder  was  committed 
neere  Point  Looke  Out. 

These  are  therefore  to  Authorise  and  Empower  as  also  to 
will  and  Require  you  Coll  Vincent  Lowe  and  Coll  Philemon 
Lloyd  of  Talbott  County  aforesaid  to  call  before  you  Major 
William  Coursey  and  Thomas  Vaughan  of  the  County  afore- 
said gentl  and  such  others  whom  you  shall  think  fitt  to 
Examine  upon  oath  or  otherwise  concerning  the  premisses  in 
order  whereunto  you  are  exactly  to  enquire  and  informe 
yourselves  the  time  when  the  Indians  sett  forth,  what  number 
of  them,  whither  they  went  what  their  business,  where  they 
were  all  the  time  of  their  absence,  when  they  returned  part  of 
them  what  became  of  the  rest,  why  they  refused  or  avoided  to 
speake  with  the  English,  and  all  other  pregnant  Circum- 
stances relateing  thereunto,  wherein  you  are  to  make  all  Dili- 
gent search  and  scrutiny  to  find  out  the  truth  ;  ffor  the  better 
effecting  whereof  you  are  (if  you  see  occasion)  to  Examine  also 
Tequassino  and  what  other  Indians  you  think  fitt  concerning 
the  same  upon  such  necessary  propositions  as  to  you  shall 
seeme  meete  relateing  to  the  premisses,  or  otherwise  you  are

Your  Lspps  Letter  of  the  29th  of  July  lyes  before  me  and  in 
obedience  thereto  shall  vse  my  utmost  endeavour  for  the 
safety  of  the  people  of  these  parts  God  Almighty  direct  your 
Lspp  in  all  your  Councills.  It  is  generally  thought  that 
George  Godfrey  at  present  my  Leivetenant  hath  been  tardy 
in  the  raiseing  of  men  for  the  release  of  ffendall,  Coll  Chan- 
dler gives  your  Lspp  accompt  thereof.  If  your  Lspp  finds  him 
guilty  I  question  not  but  his  punishment  will  be  answerable 
to  his  Deserts,  I  have  been  a  meanes  to  preferr  him  but  doe 
hope  your  Lspp  will  not  impute  any  thing  to  me,  my  meaning 
was  good  therein.  I  am  resolved  he  shall  never  march 
longer  with  me  unless  he  cleares  himself.  It  is  reported  that 
if  I  would  not  be  of  their  party  they  would  disarme  me,  and 
that  the  said  Godfrey  was  the  person  appointed  to  head  the 
party,  they  doubted  of  their  designe  and  soe  Returned  as  I 
have  formerly  advised ;  I  am  very  well  assured  that  I  should 
have  found  some  that  would  have  stood  by  me  sufficient  to 
have  putt  a  Stopp  to  such  proceedings 
p.  219  Here  is  a  Report  come  from  Virginia  that  the  fforreigne 
Indians  hath  a  ffort  above  the  Eastern  branch  neere  the  ffalls 
of  Pottomock,  and  that  four  of  Mr  George  Brents  negros 
Runnaways  was  taken  by  them  and  gives  relation  thereof 
haveing  made  their  Escape.  If  your  Lspp  thinks  well  of  it  I 
will  visit  those  parts  to  give  the  people  some  satisfaction. 
The  fforreigne  Indians  was  at  Zachaiah  ffort  tuesday  last  and 
Cutt  up  some  of  their  Corne.  It  happened  I  was  Rangeing  at 
Pamunkey  and  back  of  the  plantations  and  haveing  noe  notice 
thereof  misst  them  they  stayed  not  long.  I  will  (god  willing) 
spend  some  tyme  at  Zachaiah  to  waite  their  comeing  next 
weeke,  and  if  any  thing  worth  your  Lspps  notice  shall  advise 
I  shall  be  in  hourely  expectation  in  receiveing  your  Lspps  com- 
mands in  relation  to  my  Lievetenant.  I  have  nothing  else  to

That  he  came  to  the  house  of  George  Godfrey  on  Thursday 
the  fourteenth  of  July  last  that  then  and  there  he  found  George 
Godfrey  and  about  tenn  men  more,  that  the  said  Godfrey 
discoursed  about  goeing  downe  with  those  men  in  armes  to

said  Godfrey  bid  him  the  said  Boyden  tell  Cap1  ffendall  if  he 
did  see  him  that  he  the  said  Godfrey  would  come  downe  to 
him  the  said  ffendall  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  following  with 
the  troope  to  which  he  the  said  Godfrey  was  Lievetenant  and 
as  many  men  more.

Cap'  Randolph  Brandt  and  tye  him,  and  turne  James  Wheeler

Daniel  Mathena  examined  in  open  Court  before  us  saith 
that  an  Indian  came  to  his  house  in  May  or  June  last  past  two 
yeares  agoe  and  he  had  a  parcell  of  Letters  in  a  silk  grass 
baskett,  and  Desired  his  wife  to  putt  them  up  and  my  wife 
asked  him  from  whence  the  Letters  came,  and  the  Indian 
p.  224  answered  that  the  Letters  came  from  my  Lord,  and  she  asked 
him  where  he  did  carry  them  and  he  told  her  that  he  carried 
them  to  the  Sinniquos,  and  my  wife  askt  him  what  he  carried 
them  there  for,  the  Sinniquos  cannot  read,  and  the  Indian 
answered  that  the  ffrench  were  hard  by  and  that  they  could 
read  them  for  the  Sinniquos  for  they  were  their  Interpreters 
to  make  a  peace  with  us  and  the  neighbour  Indians.  And 
further  saith  not. 

Robert  Robins  aged  ffifty  five  yeares  or  thereabouts  sworne 
&  examined  in  open  Court  saith  that  he  demanded  of  Daniel 
Mathena  whether  an  Indian  did  not  bring  some  Letters  to  his 
house,  and  he  answered  that  it  was  true,  and  that  he  and  his 
wife  would  take  their  oathes  of  it,  and  I  askt  him  what  quan- 
tity of  Letters  there  might  be  and  he  said  that  there  was 
almost  a  small  Indian  baskett  full,  but  whither  the  Letters 
were  from  my  Lord  or  not  this  Deponent  knoweth  not  but  as 
the  common  fame  was,  and  further  saith  not. 

John  Martin  aged  ffourty  yeares  or  thereabouts  sworne  & 
examined  in  open  Court  saith  that  he  heard  Daniel  Mathena 
Say  upon  the  Seaventeenth  day  of  July  Anno  1681  :  at  Mrs

It  is  given  out  that  Mr  Edelen  some  tyme  since  being  at 
the  Mill  was  heard  to  say  that  now  your  L5pp  had  gott  ffendall 
and  Coode  we  should  doe  well  enough  with  the  rest,  and  that 
by  the  thursday  following  he  questioned  not  but  they  would 
be  executed,  and  such  words  he  uttered  in  the  presence  of 
Mr  Thomas  Mudd  and  Mr  Marshall  as  I  am  enformed,  if  soe 
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Lib.  r.  he  was  idle  and  hath  given  the  people  occasion  to  say  your 
Lspp  doth  favour  the  Romans,  and  if  any  thing  said  by  the 
Protestants  notice  is  immediately  taken  of  them,  I  have 
assured  them  that  I  would  give  your  Lspp  acco'  thereof  which 
gives  satisfaction  for  the  present 

ffurther  am  to  lett  your  Lspp  understand  that  they  think  it 
strange  of  the  Proclamacon  relateing  to  the  sitting  of  the 
Assembly  notwithstanding  your  Lspp  hath  been  pleased  to 
Signifie  the  reasons  therein,  to  save  their  purses,  they  plainly 
say  there  cann  be  noe  Assembly  without  a  new  Election  to 
make  a  full  house,  and  that  this  Assembly  cannot  contradict 
what  Lawes  the  former  hath  enacted,  and  this  is  frequently 
discoursed  amongst  the  people,  which  I  thought  it  my  Duty 
to  acquaint  your  Lspp  with  On  Sunday  last  I  reed:  some 
Intelligence  from  Zachaiah  ffort  of  the  fforreigne  Indians 
being  there,  the  day  following  I  went  up  with  ffifty  horse,  and 
comeing  in  sight  of  the  ffort  found  all  quiett,  and  calling  for 
the  greate  men  the  Sinniquos  appeared  in  the  Corne  very 
neare  the  ffort  Our  Indians  Immediately  fired  at  them  severall 
Vollies  at  their  running  off,  but  not  a  man  killed  nor  wounded 
as  cann  discover,  the  Enemy  returned  some  shott  again,  I 
Doubt  they  were  upon  a  treaty  My  Self  and  six  more 
advanced  to  the  ffort,  and  demanded  of  our  Indians  what 
force  they  were,  they  did  assure  us  six  hundred  at  the  least, 
and  did  advise  me  to  come  into  the  ffort,  which  I  did  both  for 
their  Security  and  ours,  I  ordered  One  of  our  Indians  that 
speakes  good  Sinniquo  to  tell  them  that  I  was  Commanded  by 
your  Lspp  to  treate  with  them  being  then  in  sight,  and  in  call, 
but  they  returned  a  scornfull  answer  as  the  Indian  told  my 
Interpreter,  upon  which  I  demanded  some  of  our  Indians  to 
goe  out  after  them  but  they  all  refused  and  would  not  send  a 
man ;  not  a  gunn  fired  by  me  nor  any  under  my  command  in 
this  Skirmish,  nor  they  at  us,  but  they  saw  us  and  wee  them, 
that  night  wee  lay  at  the  ffort,  in  the  morning  we  beate  about 
the  same  in  Company  with  twenty  odd  of  our  Indians  upon 
discovery  where  I  found  a  greate  tract  leading  towards  the  old 
Pascattoway  ffort,  they  have  done  greate  mischiefe  in  their 
corne  fields  which  I  have  viewed  ;  The  Neighbouring  Indians 
much  rejoyced  at  our  comeing  and  doe  say  had  wee  not 
come  they  had  been  cutt  off  thatt  night,  I  am  glad  it  was  my 
chance  to  be  at  that  juncture  of  tyme,  I  am  sure  it  prevented 
either  an  Agreement  or  destruction  of  our  Neighbouring 
Indians.  Doubting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  ffrontire  Planta- 
tions I  repaired  to  them  and  am  now  ready  to  Defend  to  my 
utmost,

Letters  one  as  bigg  as  both  his  ffists  and  the  other  somewhat 
smaller  both  in  a  silk  grass  baskett  which  the  Indian  left  three 
daies  at  his  house  &  went  into  Virginia,  that  when  he  returned 
he  the  said  Daniel  asked  him  whither  he  was  goeing  with 
those  Letters,  and  the  Indian  answered  he  was  goeing  to 
Cannida  with  them  to  the  Sinniquo  Indians  and  the  ffrench, 
which  he  the  said  Daniel  said  himself  and  his  wife  would 
sware,  and  further  the  Depon1  thereunto  Sayth  not.

Quest,  first  we  asked  the  Indians  what  was  the  reason 
King  Hatsawapp  did  not  come  along  with  them 

Ans:  That  they  had  acquainted  him  with  it  but  he  being 
something  in  drink  refused  to  come  and  made  answer  that 
he  staied  away  for  his  pleasure. 

Qu:  2d  Wee  asked  how  many  Indians  went  with  Robin 
hood  over  the  Bay  to  the  Western  shore,  about  what  tyme 
they  went,  &  about  what  time  they  continued  there,  and  at 
what  houses  they  were  at. 

Ans:  That  Robin  Hood  and  thirteene  Indians  more  went 
over  the  Bay  to  the  Western  shore  about  the  tenth  or  twelfth 
of  June  last  past,  and  continued  there  about  the  space  of  tenn 
dayes,  and  then  returned  again  to  their  towne,  and  dureing 
their  stay  there  they  were  at  Mr  Samuel  Chews  and  John 
Watkins,  except  some  few  daies  they  were  hunting  in  Mag- 
gaty  Bay,  and  this  Tequassino  affirmes  being  informed  soe  by 
his  sonn  Robin  hood 

Que:. 3d  We  asked  the  Indians  the  reason  why  Robin  hood 
returned  soe  suddenly  from  the  Western  shore  and  why  but 
half  of  the  Indians  he  tooke  over  with  him  did  but  returne 
again 

Ans:  That  those  Indians  that  staied  behind  were  Matta- 
pony Indians,  and  that  they  were  gone  to  their  owne  towne, 
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Lib.  r.  and  the  cause  that  Robin  Hood  and  the  rest  of  the  Indians 
came  over  soe  quickly  was  that  they  heard  that  the  Sinniquos 
were  come  downe  and  had  cutt  of  some  Pascattoway  Indians 
and  also  had  cutt  off  six  English  people  about  Pottuxen  River 
or  thereabouts  and  that  John  Watkins  a  liver  on  the  Western 
shore  bid  them  be  gone  to  their  owne  towne  upon  which  they 
march' d  away. 

Qu:  4:  Wee  asked  them  whither  they  knew  of  any  other 
Canooes  of  Indians  that  went  over  the  Bay  about  the  same 
time  (viz)  the  10th  or  12th  of  June. 

Ans:     That  they  knew  not  of  any. 

Qu:  5:  We  asked  them  if  they  would  make  it  their  busi- 
ness to  enquire  amongst  their  owne  &  neighbouring  Indians  to 
find  it  out  if  any  of  them  had  committed  or  perpetrated  the 
late  Murther  of  the  English  at  Point  Looke  Out 

Ans:  That  they  would  be  very  diligent  to  find  it  out  and  if 
they  came  to  any  knowledge  of  the  Murderrs  they  would 
presently  discover  it  to  his  Lspp  or  some  of  his  Councill. 

And  further  Tequassino  Informes  us  that  not  long  since 
there  came  downe  tenn  Sinniquos  as  spies  and  have  taken  a 
view  of  all  their  townes,  and  that  they  intend  to  informe  them- 
selves of  all  Creekes  on  the  Eastern  Shore  and  then  to  fall 
upon  them,  and  that  our  Indians  have  discovered  severall 
places  where  they  have  lately  been  and  layne  all  night

excuse  the  length  of  it,  for  Coll  Lowe  haveing  told  me  that 
your  Lspps  suspition  of  Robin  Hood  and  that  party  of  Indians

Because  he  was  seene  to  goe  over  the  Bay  about  that  time 
with  neere  twenty  Indians  with  him,  and  all  other  Indians  live- 
ing  on  that  side  have  denied  the  murder.

How  long  is  it  since  you  went  over  the  Bay  with  him? 

Ind:     Tis  almost  two  moones. 

How  many  Indians  were  you  in  Company? 

Ind:  We  were  4  Choptank  Indians,  5  Mattaponyes  that 
live  with  us,  two  Pascattoway  men  and  4  Pascattoway  weomen 
with  Children 

Did  you  meete  with  Ever  a  greate  Canooe  as  you  went 
downe  Choptank  River? 

Ind:     We   saw  a    greate    Canooe    when    we    gott    downe  p.  232 
almost  as  lowe  as  the  Island  where  Coll  Lowe  lives  a  greate 
way  from  us. 

Did  the  men  in  the  Canooe  call  to  you?     Ind.     Noe 

Did  you  paddle  away  from  them?  Ind:  Noe  we  went 
straite  to  Choptank  Creeke.

Where  did  you  goe  from  thence  ?  Ind:  over  the  Bay  to 
John  Watkins 

What  did  you  doe  on  t'other  side  the  Bay  ? 

Ind.  Robin  hood  and  two  Indians  more  went  to  make  a 
Canooe  at  Wm  Richardsons  but  I  with  five  Indians  went  a 
hunting  to  the  head  of  Seavern  and  Maggaty  River 

How  long  did  you  stay  out  a  hunting?     Ind:     five  dayes. 

Were  you  at  any  Englishmens  houses? 

Ind:     Yes  wee  were  at  Murreens,  Henry  Ridgelys,  Richard 
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Lib.  r.  Warfield  and  at  one  Guy  Meekes's  house,  who  sett  in  over 
Seavern  River. 

You  say  you  staied  but  five  daies,  where  was  Robin  Hood 
when  yu  came  back  ? 

Ind:  Where  we  left  him,  had  made  two  Canooes  and  sold 
them  to  one  Dr  Longmar  and  another  English  man  liveing 
neere  John  Watkins. 

Well  where  did  you  goe  then  ? 

Ind.  Then  we  went  up  to  the  head  of  Road  River,  hall'd 
up  our  Canooe  at  an  English  house  (his  name  he  did  not 
remember)  left  with  him  our  matchcoates,  axes,  &  Skinns  and 
soe  went  on  hunting  where  I  had  been  before. 

Did  you  goe  again  to  the  English  mens  houses? 

Ind.  Yes  we  were  at  Richard  Snowdens,  Henry  Ridgelys, 
Richard  Warfields  and  borrowed  Guy  Meekes  boate  to  goe 
over  Seavern  River. 

How  long  Did  you  Stay  this  time? 

Ind:  About  5  or  6  Dayes,  wee  were  to  have  made  Canooes 
for  those  English  men,  but  when  we  come  back,  they  told  us 
we  must  begone,  for  they  heard  some  Englishmen  were  killed 
at  Pottuxen. 

Well  what  did  you  doe  then  ? 

Ind:  We  came  back  to  John  Watkins  and  he  told  us  we 
must  not  stay  at  his  house,  soe  we  came  presently  over  the 
Bay. 

How  many  of  you  came  back  againe? 

Ind:     Eight  of  us  4  Choptank  Indians  and  4  Mattapanays 

What  became  of  the  rest?  Ind.  they  went  to  Pascattoway 
Towne. 

Where  did  you  putt  a  shore  first  on  this  side  the  Bay? 

Ind.     In  Choptank  Creeke  by  Coll  Lowes. 

How  many  dayes  were  you  abroad  in  all  ? 

Ind.     About  ffifteene  or  Sixteene  dayes 

Which  way  did  the  Pascattoway  Indians  goe  home  ? 

Ind.     they  went  through  the  woods 

are  you  sure  they  did  not  goe  by  water  ? 

Ind.     they  had  noe  Canooe  to  goe  by  water 

Doe  you  know  or  heare  of  any  other  party  of  Indians  either 
Choptank  or  Nantecokes  that  went  over  the  Bay  any  time  this 
Summer? 

Ind:     Noe  none  that  I  know  or  heard  of 

Did  you  never  heare  the  Indians  discourseing  who  it  might 
be  that  killed  the  English  men  ? 
p.  233       Ind.     Yes  they  think  it  is  the  Sinniquos  and  Susquehan- 
nocks 

The  Sinniquos  doe  not  vse  to  come  downe  that  way  where 
those  men  were  killed  it  cannot  be  them 
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Ind:     The  Indians  Say  they  goe  many  times  downe  from  Lib.  k. 
Potapscoe  in  Canooes. 

Please  to  note  that  there  may  be  some  mistake  in  the  Eng- 
lish mens  names,  yett  I  sent  for  one  that  lived  formerly  in 
Seaverne  and  another  in  Road  River  to  take  the  best  certainty 
I  could  from  the  Indian  Description  of  them:  Murreene  lives 
at  head  South  River,  Henry  Ridgely  upon  the  Ridge,  the  rest 
neere  the  head  of  Seaverne. 

The  Examination  of  William  Grose  the  7th  Aug4  1681 
The  Examinant  Sayth  that  goeing  over  the  bay  upon  the  1 3th 
of  June  last  he  saw  Robin  Hood  and  other  Indians  goeing  to 
John  Watkins,  and  about  3  or  4  dayes  after  he  the  Exami- 
nant went  to  William  Richardson  where  he  found  Robin 
Hood  contending  with  him  about  the  goodness  of  a  Match- 
coate  offered  to  him  for  a  Canooe  he  had  made  there  ;  and 
that  he  this  Examinant  goeing  over  the  Bay  a  second  time 
about  the  20th  of  July  went  to  John  Watkins' s  and  there  fell 
into  discourse,  that  severall  on  the  Eastern  Shore  suspected 
Robin  Hood  and  his  Indians  to  have  committed  the  murder 
below,  to  whom  John  Watkins  replyed  that  could  not  well  be, 
for  they  had  been  makeing  Canoos  amongst  the  neighbors  and 
went  a  hunting  to  the  head  of  Seavern  untill  the  English  men 
heareing  the  news  of  men  killed  below,  bid  them  be  gone 
home,  soe  that  they  came  to  his  house,  and  he  not  enter- 
taineing  them  they  said  they  would  goe  to  Herring  Creeke 
and  would  come  back  againe,  but  he  never  saw  them  after.

at  wch  tyme  came  Major  William  Boareman  and  informed 
this  board  that  on  tuesday  the  nineth  of  August  instant  he 
was  at  Charles  County  Court  where  he  mett  with  Coll  Chand- 
ler who  Desired  him  the  Informant  to  come  up  to  his  house 
on  ffriday  following  telling  him  that  the  King  of  Mattawoman 
had  something  to  say  which  he  would  not  communicate  to 
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Lib.  r.  any  but  him  the  said  Informant,  He  thereupon  accordingly 
went  to  Coll  Chandlers  house  where  he  mett  with  the  King 
of  Mattawoman  and  one  of  his  Indians  called  Jackanapes  who 
had  lately  been  taken  prisoner  by  the  Sinniquos  and  escaped 
from  them  ;  The  said  Jackanapes  did  relate  in  the  presence 
of  the  said  Boareman,  Coll  Chandler  and  John  Lambert  the 
p-  234  Interpreter  that  the  Zachaiah  Indians  had  sent  a  present  with 
an  axe  to  the  Sinniquos  which  was  first  sent  to  the  Eastern 
Shore  Indians  (as  the  Informant  Remembers  and  beleives  the 
Emperour  of  Nantecoke)  who  was  to  convey  the  same  to  the 
Mattwass  and  they  to  the  Sinniquos  for  to  destroy  the  Eng- 
lish and  those  in  friendshipp  with  them  but  the  Mattwass 
would  not  accept  thereof  nor  joine  with  them,  The  Informant 
asked  him  the  said  Jackanapes  how  he  came  to  know  this,  to 
which  he  replied  that  dureing  the  time  he  was  a  prisoner 
among  the  Sinniquos  there  came  an  Annacostin  Indian  to  him 
and  told  him  he  need  not  feare  his  life,  but  the  Mattawoman 
prisoners  notwithstanding  seemeing  very  disconsolate  as 
being  alwaies  in  feare,  the  Annacostin  tooke  him  the  said 
Jackanapes  by  the  hand  and  carried  him  to  a  place  in  the 
woods  where  the  greate  men  of  the  Sinniquos  were,  who 
asked  him  why  he  was  afraid  of  being  killed  when  they  had 
soe  often  declared  they  would  give  them  their  lives  to  wch  he 
the  said  Jackanapes  answered  them  that  the  Pascattoway 
prisoners  that  had  escaped  from  them  did  Report  that  the 
Sinniquos  were  resolved  to  burn  man  woman  and  child  which 
they  tooke  of  the  Mattawomans,  Whereupon  the  Sinniquos 
(One  of  the  greate  men  of  them  standing  up  and  seemeing  to 
express  himself  with  admiration)  said  they  should  see  to  the 
contrary  of  that  calling  to  some  of  the  Indians  that  stood  by 
to  bring  a  couple  of  basketts  with  belts  of  Peake  and  a  broad 
axe  and  as  the  Informant  best  remembers  and  verily  beleives 
a  narrow  axe  wch  went  from  the  Eastern  shore)  wch  they  said 
was  sent  to  them  from  the  Pascattoways  to  destroy  the  Eng- 
lish and  their  friend  Indians  The  said  Jackanapes  also  told 
this  Informant  that  two  nations  (viz:)  Nootassens  and  Anoon- 
dangas  accepted  of  the  present,  and  sent  the  axe  with  a  pres- 
ent to  the  Aquiacoes  who  tooke  the  axe  and  kept  it  some 
small  time  and  afterwards  returne  it  back  again  saying  the 
English  would  doe  them  noe  hurt,  and  therefore  they  would 
not  accept  of  it. 

Ordered  that  the  King  of  Mattawoman  and  the  said  Jack- 
anapes together  with  the  King  of  Choptico  and  Wingatt  one 
of  his  greate  men  appeare  before  his  Lspp  and  Councill  on 
thursday  the  25th  instant  and  accordingly  issued  the  following 
precept  to  the  Sheriff  of  Sl  Maries  County  viz. 
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By  the  Lord  Propry  and  Councill  Lib.  r.

You  are  hereby  willed  and  required  to  give  notice  to  the 
King  of  Mattawoman  and  Jackanapes  an  Indian  under  him 
as  also  to  the  King  of  Choptico  and  Wingatt  one  of  his 
greate  men  that  his  Lspp  is  desirous  to  speake  with  them  con- 
cerning some  matters  of  moment  in  relation  both  to  them  and 
us,  and  therefore  hath  appointed  them  a  meeteing  at  the  City 
of  S£  Maries  on  Thursday  the  25th  of  this  instant  August 
whither  they  are  desired  to  come  Whereof  faile  not  and  for 
soe  doeing  this  shall  be  your  warrant.

To  which  the  Deponent  answering  that  the  Story  was  very 
idle,  Then  (quoth  the  said  Hunton)  tis  not  soe  Idle  but  I 
beleive  you  know  of  it,  which  the  Deponent  Denying  Hunton 
added  that  he  .beleived  it  to  be  true,  for  he  was  certain  as 
'twas  also  credibly  reported  and  certainly  known  that  three 
Priests  were  gone  out  of  the  Province  and  about  this  business 
but  to  what  place  he  knew  not,  and  that  he  had  the  report 
from  a  very  credible  person  (viz)  Major  Trueman,  and  that 
Major  Trueman  had  it  from  very  credible  men  of  Charles 
County,  and  from  a  Boy  that  was  knowne  to  be  noe  lyar,  and 
for  that  reason  (said  he)  wee  must  stand  upon  our  owne 
Defence,  in  testimony  whereof  the  said  Edmond  McDermott
